City where T dwelt, thereby delivering me from my 
Priſon and Chains, and probably from everlaſting 
Death: For ever and ever bleſſed be His Moſt Holy 
Name, Amen. | 4, 


N the Fleventh Year of my Age, the Second of the 
Reign of our late Sovereign Lord King George the 
Firſt, and o our Lord CAIST 1715, I being at the 
Latin School in Penryn, in the County of Cornwall, 
and John Pel/ow, my Uncle, being about to proceed 
on a Voyage from Falmouth to Fowey, and thence for 
Genoa with Pilchards, in the good Ship Francis, Va— 
lentine Enes, (then of Perry?) Merchant, the Owner; 
and I by no Means liking my ſo early riſing, and (as 
T then thought) moft ſevere Diſcipline of the School, 
ſo far inſinuated myſelf into my Uncle's Favour, as to 
et his Promile to obtain the Conſent of my Parents 
for me to go along with him; and which mdced he 
did, though not without much Diffculty, they urging 
the Hardſhips which probably I might, in my ſo ten- 


der Years, undergo thereby, and their oniinous Fears 


of our falling into the Hands of the Mcors, who were 
then at open War with ns, and had, as they ſaw by 


the News Papers, very lately taken ſome of our Ships; 


ſo that it was with the greateſt Reluctance and Regret 
that I obtained their Conſent, which at laſt I did, and 
was ſoon rigged in my Sailor's Dreſs; and after taking 
(as it proved) my ſo long. long Farewell of my Friends, 
our Ship failed from Fahmouth to Fowey, where in a 
few Days we compleated our Cargo; and as foon as 
all other our neceſſary Buſineſs was diſpatched, we ſet 
fail for our deſired Port. Of which our Voyage it can- 
not be expected I fhoulg give any particular Account, 


as T had never been at Sea before, and was entirely 


unacquainted with the Method of keeping a Journal; 
tut I well remember that I ſoon began to repent of my 
raſh Undertaking, and heartily wiſhed myſelf back 


again, 
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again, tho' even to be again ſent to the Latin School, 
my Uncle keeping me ſo cloſe to my Book, that I had 
very little or no Time allowed me for Play ; and 
which, if I at any Time preſumed to borrow, I failed 
not of a moſt ſure Payment by the Cat of Nine Tails; 
ſo that, by the Time we got to Genoa, I thought I 
had enough of the Sea, being every Day, during our 
Voyage out, obliged (over and above my Book-Jearn- 
ing) to go up to the Main-Top-Maſt-Head, even in all 
Weather. 

AL which (though very irkſome to me then) I 
now moſt gratefully acknowledge. and plainly ſee, was 
only intended for my Good]; and had not our ſad Miſ- 
fortune of falling into the Hands of the [»fide/s, and 
our long unhappy Slavery prevented it, my Uncle 
would have certainly made me a compleat Sailor, as 
he himſelf was, by thoſe who knew him, allowed to 
be; but what GOD thinks proper ſhould be, no Hu- 
man Power can prevent. 

AND now, indeed, the unhappy Part of my Life 
draws near; for having made our Voyage, our Car- 
goes out and in, and by GOD's Providence bound 
Home, we were, off Cape Finiſterre, very unhappily 
ſurprized by two Sa/lee-Rovers, and, together with 
2 Captain Fo//er, of Topſham, (after ſuch ſmall Reſiſ- 
* tance as we could both make) taken and carried Pri- 
2 ſoners on board of the VHdeli, as was alſo the next 
Day Captain Ferris, of London, in a Ship of much 
greater Strength, having twenty Men, eight Swivel 
and eight Carriage Guns, though they behaved in the 
braveſt Manner, fighting ten Hours, and with a noble 
Reſolution, putting the Moors off, after boarding 
them three Times, and killing many of them; but 
being 28 by a ſuperior Force, they were 
alſo obliged to ſubmit, and to become our Comrades. 


IT is impoſſible for me to deſcribe the Agony I was 
then in, being ſeparated from my Uncle; he being, to- 
gether with Briaut Clarke, John Crimes, and John 

unnal, (three of our unhappy Men) confined on board 
one of the Sallceteens, commanded by Ala Hacam ;

and myſelf, with Lewis Davies, Ceonge Barniccat, 
and Thomas Goodman, the other three, (our whole 
Number conſiſting but of eight Perſons) on board of We. 
the other, commanded by £/haſh A4bdraham Medune, bor 
the Admiral of Sal lee, where we were cloſely confined, N 
und treated after a barbarous Manner, during the | 
Space of one whole Month, which-the Ide paſſed 
in looking ſharp out after other Prey, and in examin- 
ing into the Value of our Cargoes, according to our ſe- 4 
veral Invoices and Bills of Lading, the Prizes being 71 
Tent to Sullece for better Security, and to leave them 
ut more Liberty to encounter others during the Time 
of their Cruize; but ſee ing no Likelihood of any more 
Prizes, and their Proviſion growing ſhort, they fol- 
lowed the Prizes, and found them ſafe at Anchor on 
the Out- ſide of the Bar of Sallee; when, on a Signal. 8 
from the Shore of there being Water enough on the © 
Bar to carry them over, the Prizes were ordered to 4 
weigh, and got all well in, the Salleeteens caſting An- a 
chor without till the next Day; when, about Noon, 
the Jui dels being in their Jollity, were all on the ſud- 
den in an extream Hurry on their Diſcovery of a Sail 
ſtanding right in from Sea upon them, they crying out, 
iu great Confuſion, Carnoe / Carnoe ! meaning there- 
by, Captain Del gardendor, who they knew then com- A 
-manded a Britiſh Man of War of 20.Guns on that 
Station; and as they feared, ſo it proved, for it was 
Camoe indeed; but, alas! too late for our Aſſiſtance. 
Me dune weigbing his Anchor, and Eluhacam ſlipping 
his Cable, they ran both a- ground on the Bar, De/gar- 
denoer following ſo near them, as in Safety he might, 
ſome of his Shot flying about them, and ſome of them 
far beyond them, inſomuch that they were both, 
through Aeans thereof, and a great Sea, ſoon beat to 
Pieces, and almoſt every one that could ſwim, ſwim- 
ming for his Life; but, for my Part, I could fwim 
- bur very little, and which, had Iattempted, the mer- 
<cileſs Sea. muſt ſoon have overyhelmed me, ſol cry:d 
wto Lew, Davies (who I knew could ſwim very well) 
for Aſſiſtance, though from him I could get none, he 


ſaying.

ſaying (and very truly) That all his Strength wa 
highly neceſſary towards his own Preſervation ; and 
that, ſhould he take me on his Back, it would, in all 
Lilelibood, loſe both our Lives; whereas, by his 
throwing himſelf into the Sea diſentangled, aud I 

etting on the Maſt, (whioh was cut down) it might” 
25 a Means of preſerving bath of us; and which. 
through the wonderful and ready Help of Almighty 
GO) aſſiſting, (He having ordained us for far longer 
and more grievous Trials and Sufferings) accordingly 
happened; Davies committing himſelf to the Waves, 
and I myſelf to the Maſt, from which I was taken by 
ſome People in a Boat from the Shore: As to the 
Moors, they were under no Apprehenſion of Danger 
from the Sea, leaping into it, and ſwimming to Shore 
like ſo many Dogs. 

Ir may be eaſily imagined what ſad Terror and 
Apprehenſions I was under in ſo dangerous a Situa- 
tion; for though I could ſee nothing elſe, by being 
delivered from Death, than more grievous Torments 
in my becoming a Slave, &c. yet did I endeavour all 
in my Power to avoid it, and fave mylelt. * 

BEING now all ſafely landed, we are, in a very 
low and feeble Condition, conducted to two ſeparate 
Priſons; myſelf, Lewis Davies, M. Goodman, and: 
Briaiit Clark, with divers others of Fo/{er*'s and Ferris's 
Men, in all 26, to New Sallee, and my Uncle, John 
.Dunnal, Thomas Crimes, and George Barnicoat, with 
ſeventeen Frenchmen taken in other Ships, and the 
reſt of Feſter's and Ferris's Men, 26 more, to C, 
Sallee, and for three Days cloſely ſhut up there, and 
our Allowance by the Moors nothing but Bread and 
Water, though I muſt thankfully own that we met 
with ſome better Refreſhment through the Goodneſs 
of ſome French and Triſh Merchants reſiding there; 
which was to us, in our ſo weak and diſconſolate Con- 
ditions, of very great Service 

SALLEE is built on the Banks of the Cuerou, which 
falls from the Mountains of Zaovias, and divides it 
into two Parts. That on the North Side is called by 

| 4 4 
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if the Natives Sela, but by us Sallee. It is encompaſſed *G 
i by good Walls, about fix Fathom high, and two Yards 'F 
| and a half thick, compoſed of Clay, Red Sand and 1 
Lime worked together, after the Manner of the Coun- 
1 try. On the Top of the Walls are Battlements, flanked AY 
with good Towers. The other Part of the Town, | 
which lies on the South Side of the River, is called 
Raval, and occupies a much Jarger Compaſs than the 
former. Within the Circumference of this Town are 
abundance of Gardens, and a large Field where they 
might ſow Corn enough to ſerve fifteen hundred Men. 
Its Walls are very ancient ; the Natives ſay they were 
built by the firſt C riſtians who were brought out of 
Europe by the Generals of Jacob Amanzor, King of 
Hal ia Felix, who conquered Spain, On the South 
Eaſt Quarter ſtands a high Tower, called Haſans, 
which ſerves as a Land Mark for Ships to come in. 
At the Foot of this Mountain are Docks for building 
Ships, and for them to winter in. The Aſcent of this 
Hill is ſo gentle. that a Man may ride on Horſeback 
to the Top. 

SALLEE has at preſent two Caſtles, the old and 
the new: The old one ſtands directly at the Mouth of 
the River Gaerou, next to which its Walls are built on 
Rocks, and very lofty, ſheltering the Governor's Houſe, 
which joins to them, from any Cannon Shot. This 
Caſtle is very irregular, being built according as the 
Ground would permit. The Walls fronting the River 
are for the moſt Part of ſquare Stones, with ſeveral 
Towers built by Muley Semein. Within zhis Caſtle, 
and before its principal Gate, is a high Fort, which 
commands the Town. Below; next the Sea, on the 
Point of the Rock, facing the Bar, is a Baſtion, 
mounted with five Pieces of Cannon, to ſecure the Veſ- 
ſels which come to an Anchor in the Road, and cover 

the Retreat of the Corſairi, when purſued by the Chriſ- 
tians. The Walls next the Sea are low; and very ea 
to be ſcaled, _ of Dung and Earth lying again 
them, almoſt of the ſame Height. It is deſtitute of 
freſu Water, except what they ſave im a large Ciſtern, 
Ny 5 which 
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which receives all the, Rain falling on the flat Roofs 
of the Houſes. There is alſo a Well, but the Water 
is brackiſh, and ſerves only for the Cattle. 

The new Caſtle is ſituated on the South Welt Side 


of the Town. It was built by Muley 4rchy, is ſquare 


flank'd, with good Towers, and has Battlements hke 
the Walls of the Town. There is a Communication 
from one Caſtle to the other by a high Wall, flanked 


with two Towers, and built upon Arches, under which 


the People paſs, when they go to walk upon the $7rand. 
There are in this Caſtle twelve Pieces of Braſs Cannon. 
On the Weſt Side, before the Breach in the Town 
Wall, onthe Edge of the Sea, ſtands another Baſtion 
on a Rock, but neglected of late, which renders the 
taking this Part of Sa//ee very eaſy. The chief Riches 
of this Place conſiſt in its Piracies, the Sallee {overs 
being the moſt expert and daring of any on the Bar- 
bary Coaſt. 

ON the fourth Day we were all, in Number Fifty- 
two, taken out thence, and ſent Priſoners to Me grite 
ne z, ſome being put on Mules, ſome on Aſſes, and 
ſome on Horſes; on one of which my Uncle and I 
were mounted together. We travelled the ſrſt Day 
to Lir/hia, being obliged in our Way hither to pats 
through the Woods of See, which were pientifully 
Rored with moſt ſtately Timber Trees, as Oaks, Cc. 
vaſt Quantities of wild Hops, Lions, Tigers, and many 
other very dangerous Creatures: The ſecond Day to 
the River T., though by ſome called Te, in 
the Province of H#/c/c//azer : The third to Darmiut- 
ſultan; and the fourth, about Sun riſing, (it being 
but three Miles Trave!) into Megquiue z; all the Way 
lodging in Tents, as being in that Part of the Country 
the only Habitations ; and which are, at the Diſere- 
tion of the People, removed from one Pluce to another. 

MEQUINEZ ſtands about twelve Leagues Weſtward 
of F:z, and was of ſmall Note before the Emperor 
choſe to build his Palace there; though according to- 
Leo Ajricanus, it was about two hundred Years ago 2 
Place of conſiderable Trade and Riches, but ſince - 

| mor 
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moſt ruined by the Civil Wars, and different Sorts of 


Government that obtained in the Country. It is fitu- 
- ated in a delightful Plain, having a very ſerene and 


clear Air, which made the Emperor rather make it his 


Place of Reſidence than Fez, and now it is in a more 


flouriſhing Condition than ever, being the Metropolis 
of a large Empire, between two and three Miles in 
Circumference, and containing about 300, ooo Inhabi- 
tants, ſurrounded by an ordinary Wall, and ſeparated 
by a Road from the Negro Town, fo called from the 
Emperor's B/ack Troops (on which he principally de- 
mom being quartered there: To which the Baſhaws 
and Alcaydes reſort with the Tributes and Preſents, 
wy two or three Years, according to the Emperor's 
Pleaſure. In the Middle of the City live the Fews, 
having a Place to themſelves, the Gates of which are 
locked at Night, which Privilege they alſo have in moſt 
of the Cities of this Emperor's Dominions. They have 
an Alcayde to guard their Gates, and prote& them 


againſt the common People, who otkerwiſe would 


lunder them; for they live in great Subje+tion, it 
Lite Death for them to curſe, or lift np a Hand againſt 
the meaneſt Moor; fo that the Boys kick them about 


at their Pleaſure, againſt which they have no other 


Remedy but to run away. They are obliged to pull 
off their Shoes, whenever they paſs by a Moſque, and 
to wear black Cloaths and Caps; nor are they allowed 
the Uſe of Horſes. 


AT cur Arrival to the City, or rather indeed about 


a Mile before we reached it, we were commanded to 


get off our Beaſts, and to take off our Eugliſh Shoes, 
(that is to ſay, ſo many of us as had any) and to put 
on yellow Pumps, which were brought to us by the 
Moors for that Purpoſe; and at our Entrance into the 
City, we were met and ſurrounded by vaſt Crouds of 


them, offering us the moſt vile Inſults, and tiey eould 


ſcarce be reſtrained from knocking us on the Head; 
and which I verily believe they would certainly have 
done, had not the Emperor's Guards interpoſed ; 
though even they, could not, or at leaſt. would en 

2 hinder

hinder them ſrom pulling our Hair, and giving us _ 
ſevere Boxes, calling us Cafer Billa Carole: whic 
ſignified, in Engliſh, that we were Heretic, and 
knew neither GOD nor Matnomert. | 
ABOUT Eight o'Clock we all got to the Emperor's 
Palace; where, before we entered, we were firſt obliged 
to take off our Pumps, paſſing bare Foot in at a Gate 
called Bednam Sorelelg, or the Reriegado's Cate, a 
Renegado* Spaniard being its Keeper, and thence 


through two other Gates, viz. Beb/iaſhey, Beuauma, 


or, as by others called, Bebſcele//os and Bebaurhaſhe 
youb, which brought us into Darreb Baſlion, where 
Mul) Swine, or Iſhmael, the old Emperor, was, who 
received us from the Hands of the S4/zeteens, giving 
Elehacam, in Exchange for cvery one of us, Fifty Du- 
cats; but out of this was paid back again one third, 
and a tenth as a cuſtomary Tribute; aud M-dune, the 
Admiral, for not fighting De/gardenoor, had the very 
2 Favour beſtowed upon him of loſing his 
Head. 

AND now are we ordered to be ſeparated as follows, 
viz. mylelf, Richord Ferais, James Walier, Thomas 
Newgent, and three other Boys taken in a Fr-nch Ship, 
ſent to the X .b54hiatin, or Place where the Taylors 
work, and the Armoury is kept, and where we were 
directly employed in cleaning the Arms: All the Fore- 
Maſt-Men, ſave two, who were wounded, were put to 
hard Labour; and the Captains, with the two wounded 
Men, to the Spaniſh Convent; wheace, after ſome 
ſhort Exemption, they were put to hard Labour allo ; 
and, after ſome little Time, ag-in exempted, and ſent 
to the Houſe of one Mr. Ben Hatter, a Few, in a 
Place called the F:datary, he having procured this 
of the Emperor; and, as every Thing relating to our 
Affairs paſſed through the Hands of him and his Agents, 
it was, no Doubt, very much to his Advantage.

ArrEx ſome Time, I was taken out of the Ar- 
moury, and given by the Emperor to Muley Spha, one 
of his favourite Sons, (a fad Villain) born of his Wife 
Alloabenabiz, by whom he had in all ten Children, 
viz, ſeven Sons and thiee Daughters. My Buſineſs 
now, for ſome Time, was to run from Moraing to 
Night after his Horſe's Heels ; during which he often 
aN me to turn Mcor, and told me, HI would, 
ſhould have a very fine Hor/e to ride on, and I ſhould 
live like one of his beſt efleemed Friends: To which I 
aſed to reply, That as that was the only Command 
wherein I could not readily gratify him, I humbly hoped 
#hat he would be pleaſed, of his great Goodneſs, to 
ſuſpend all future Thoughts that Way, N that I was 
thoroughly reſolved not to renounce my Ghriſtian Faith, 
be the Conſequence what it would: Then faid he, in 
a moſt furious and haughty Manner, Prepare yourſelf 
for ſuch Tortures as ſhall be inf icted on you, and the 
Nature of your Obſtinacy deſerves > When I humbly 
entreating him on my Knees, Not to let looſe his Rage 
on a poor helpleſs innocent Creature; he, without 
making any further Reply, committed me Priſoner to 
one of his own Rooms, keeping me there ſeveral 
Months in Irons, and every Day moſt ſeverely baſti- 
nading me with a Bull's Pizzle, and furiouſly ſcreaming, 


in the Moori/h Language, Sheded, Shehed! Cunmoora, © 


Cunmoora in Engliſh, Turn Moor, turn Moor, by 
holding up your Finger: Of which Cruelty my Uncle 
hearing, he came one Day, and with him one 70% 
Phillips, to ſee if it might be in their Power to give 
me any Relief; and which indeed was not, although 
they very heartily endeavoured it, gaining nothing by 
their ſo very kind and Chriſtian-like Intention, but 


many ſevere Blows by the Pizzle on themſelves, and 


on me a more frequent Repetition of them than before, 

AND now is my accurſed Maſter {till more and more 
enraged, and my Tortures daily encreaſing; inſomuch, 
that had not my Uncle, and me other good Chriſ- 
tians through his Means, notwithſtanding his ſo late 
ul Uſage and Repulſe, (even to the extream Hazard of 
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their Lives) privately conveyed me ſome few Refreſh- 
ments, I mult have inevitably periſhed, my Priſon Al- 
lowance being nothing but Bread and Water; fo that 
I was, through my ſev re ſcourging, and ſuch hard 
Fare, every Day in Exp:ation of its being my laſt ; 
and happy, no Doubt, had I b-en, had it ſo happened: 
I ſhould certainly then have dyed a Martyr, and pro- 
bably thereby gained a glorious Crown in the King- 
dom of HEAVEN; but the ArMIGHnTy did not then 
ſee it fit : My Tortures were now exce: dingly encreaſed, 
burning my Fleſh off my Bones by Fire; which the 
Tyrant did, by frequent Repetitions, after a molt cruel 
Manner: inſomuch, that through my ſo very acute 
Pains, I was ot laſt conſtrained to ſubmit, calling upon 
GOD to forgive me, who know: that I never gave the 
Conſent of the Heart, though I ſe mingly yielded, by 
holding up my Finger; aad that I always abominated 
them, and their accurſ-d Principle of Mahometiſm, my 
only Truſt and Confidence being frmly fixed on Him, 
and in the All-ſuffic'e it Mecits o His only Son IE Sus 
CHRIST, My Savio. | 

I was kept forty Days longer in Priſon, on my re- 
fuſing to put on the Mori //> Habit, but I at length re- 
flected, That to refuſe this any longer, was a very 
feoliſh Ob//inacy, ſince it was a Thing indifferent in 
ils own Nature, /ceing I had a ready been con pelle 
to gude my Aſeut to Mahometiſm; therefore, rather 
than undergo freſh Torments, I alſo comp ied with it, 
appearing l:ke a AM. ẽ,]f and I mike no Doubt 
but ſome il! natured Pecp'e think me fo cven to this 
Day: Ipriy GOD to forgive them, and that it ma 
never be their Miſhap to undergo the Ike Trials; and 
which, if it ſhuuld, that they may maintain their 
Chriſtian Faith no worſe thin I did mine. 

I was now delivered once more from my Priſon 
and. Chains ; and, at the Command of the Emperor, 
put to School, to learn the 159ri/2 Language, and to 
write Arabick;and in the latter I ſhould have certainly 
been a tolerable Proficient, had not my Mal! 1's Iuſo- 
lence, and violent Death by the Emperor's Orders, 

prevented 
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revented it; for after being with him about three 
Roncks, during which he had often called me Chri/- 
-tian Dog, and molt ſeverely beat me, it coming to the 
Emperor's Ears, he was by his Order inſtantly diſ- 
patched, by toſſing him up, and fo breaking his Neck ; 
a Puniſhment uſed by the Moors, and different from 
any made Uſe of in Europe: The Method of performs 
ing the ſame will be deſcrib'd in another Place. 
AFTER this, I was put no more to School to learn 
the Language, but immediately into the Hands of 
Embamenet Sageer, whoſe Bulineſs was to train up 
and inſtruct Youth how they ſhould ſpeak and behave 
before the Emperor, and in the War; he having for 
ſuch Purpoſes under his Care about ſix hundred Boys; 
and with whom I had not been above a Fortnight, be- 
fore I had the Charge of eighty of them committed to 
me, I being made their 4/cayde, or Captain, to ſee 
they kept clean the Walks (during all Intervals from 
Exerciſe) in the Emperor's Garden, where he and his 
Favourite Queen He/loma Hazz22as (in Engliſh the 
B. loved) were uſed to walk, and in which Station J 
had not been but a very little Time, when the Queen 
coming one Day into the Walks, before I had the 
Powet to hide myſelf in a little Houſe ſet there for that 
Purpoſe, (and which, at her Approach, we were com- 
ni:nded always to do) happened to ſee me, and the 
next Day begged me of the Emperor, which he rea- 
dily granting, ordered us immediately out one by one, 
till ſhe ſhould fee the fame Perſon ; and after the firſt, 
ſ.cond, and third were preſented, and turned back 


again, he ordered their Captain to appear, when I in- 


ſtantly appeared, and the Queen ſaying I was the fame 
ſhe would have, I was forthwith given her, and by 
her again to her Favourite Son My Zidan, a Youth 
of about eight Years of Age, and then Reſident with 
his Mother in the Palace of Sherrers; where ſhe, with 
th rty-cight of the Emperor's Con cubines, and ſeveral 
Funuchs, were cloſcly ſhut up, and to which I was 
made chief Porter of the innermoſt Door, that is to 
/ay, of the Door next without that of the Entranec 
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into the Galleries leading to the ſeveral Apartments, 
and where none could gain Admittance, but through 
me ; as indeed none were to be admitted, the Em- 
peror only excepted, nor him neither, in caſe he ſhould 
offer to come, without giving Notice, at an unſeaſon- 
able Hour; as once indeed be did, and though he had 
gained Admittance in at the ſcveral outer Doors, yet 
was he by me denied; for how could I tell it was him, 
when he was on the one Side, and I on the other, of 
a thick Door cloſe ſhut ; and allowing, as by his being 
let in at the ſeveral outer Doors, and his uſual Way 
of knocking, I might have very little Reaſon to doubt 
it, and which might likewiſe have induced me to open 
it, yet, what did that ſignify to me, when I had po- 
fitive Orders before (as no Doubt had all the reſt) to 
admit none aſter ſuch an Hour, without being before 
adviſed of it, and of ſome certain Signs to be given 
accordingly on the Out- ide of the Door; and further, 
my Orders were, that in caſe any one ſhould attempt 
to enter at ſuch an unſeaſon able Hour, and not imme- 
diately depart aſter his firſt and ſecond knocking, and 
Denials of Entrance, but ſhould preſume to knock a 
third Time, without giving the Signs as aforeſaid, T 
ſhould then fire through the Door; as indeed I bad 
now an Occaſion to do. 

Tur Emperor being admitted as aſoremention'd in 
at the ſeveral outer Doors, and knocking at mine, 1 
demanded aloud. Who was there? To which I was 
anſwered, Mu) Swine; and which indeed by his Voice, 
and uſual way of knocking, I was pretty well aſſured 
it was: However, I told him, That Ivery much doubt- 
ed it ; [ack that I had never known his Excellency to come 
at ſuch an un/eaſonable Hour, without my being pread- 
viſed thereof; and which, as I then was not, he ſhould 
at bis Peril be gone, or I weu'd preſent him with half 
@ Dozen Bullets through the Door; which he pray'd 
me not to do, for that it was actually himſelf, and that 
if I would not let him in, he would certainly chop off 
my Head the next Day, knocking again louder than 


before; but, on the contrary, if I would admit bim, 
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he would give me ſuch a fine Horſe, (calling him by 
his Name) with all the rich Furniture belonging to 
him, and would make me a great Man.” I told him, 
T world not do it, if he vod give me all the Horſes 
and Furniture inthe Empire; for that as Twas entruſted 
and commanded by the rejowned Muly Swine, er 
Iſhmael, the mo glorious Emperor in the World. ta 
keep that Peſi trrviolable againſi all Tnpoſicrs and Ju- 
tri ders whomſ/orver, and as Þ had but tes much Reaſon 
to believe him ſuch, I would not on any Terms open the 
Decor, be the Conſequence what it ucu d, being tho- 
renghly reſolved not to betray my Truſt ; therefore it 
was in vain for him any longer to perſi/! + When he, 
changing his Note from Rewards to Threats, and 
knocking again, I Fred alle the Bullets which I had 
ready by me in a Blundet buſs, quite through the Door; 
which indeed (he keeping himſelf cloſe on one Side, 
as I before imagined) could in no wiſe hurt him; and 
on his ſeeing my fo reſolute Reſiſtance, and no Likeli- 
hood of his Admittance, he returned as he came, highly 


threatening me for keeping him out, and as much 


commendiny thoſe at the ſeveral cuter Doors for their 
ſo readily letting him in, aſſuring us, That we ſhovld 
on neither Side ſeſe cum Reward; and indeed we did 
not, being very early in the Morning all ordered out, 
and all thoſe who g ve him Admittance had ſome their 
Heads cut off, others cruelly uſed ; and myſelf, after 
being highly commended for my Fidelity, rewarded 
with a much finer Horſe than that he offered to give 
me in caſe I weuld betray my Truſt. | 

THe Palace of Sherrers is about four Miles in Cir— 
cumference, and ſtands upon even Ground, in Form 
almoſt ſquare, and no Hill near to oveilook it. It is 
built of a rich Mortar, without either Brick or Stone, 
except for Pillars and Arches, and the Mortar ſo well 
wrought, that the Walls are like one entire Piece of 
Terraſs. The whole Building is exceeding maſſy, and 
the Walls in every Part very thick, the outward one 
is about a Mile long, and twenty-five Feet thick : It 
is covered on the Top with blue Tiles, cieled in the 
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ef Inſide, and finely painted, and hath in it ſeveral 


hundred ſeparate Apartments ſot his Concubines and 
Eunuclis, beſides thoſe ſet apart for his Favourite Queen 
and her Retinue : All his other Wive3 (in Number Four 
Thouſand) being cloſ-ly ſhut up in ſeveral other ſump- 
tuous Houſes allotted for tiem; though all, as I may 
fay, adjacent, and all within the ſame Incloſure. 

It is related that this Emperor had in all no leſs than 
Eight Thouſand Wives, by whom he had Nine Hundred 
Sons, and about Three Hundred Daughters. This 
prodigious Number of Children might paſs for a Fable, 
was there not a certain Proof of it, 2:2. the Regiſter 
of a particular Tax which this Prince laid upon the 
Jews, to be paid by way of Preſent on the Birth of 
every one of his Children, viz. A Pair of Gold Pen- 
dants, or Ear-Bobs,.a Pearl, and two thin Plates of 
Gold, on which were engraved ſome Wiſhes or Prayers 
in Favour of the Chi'd and its Mother. The Value of 
this Preſent amounted to about Fifteen Pounds, for a 
Son : That which they were obligcd to make on the 
Birth of a Daughter, was not ſo conſiderable, the Ear- 
Bob being only of Silver, and the two Plates of the 
{ame Metal, and no Pearl. 

The Inſide of the beſt Part of the Palace conſiſts of 
divers Oblong Squares, a great deal bigger than Lin- 
colws-Jun Fields, having Piazzas all round; ſome of 
the Squares are chequered throughout the whole Space, 
others have Gardens in the Middle, that are funk very 
deep, and planted round with tall Cypreſs Trees, the 
Tops of which appearing above the Rails, make a beau- 
tiful Proſpect of Palace and Garden intermix'd. 

There are Ickewiſe diſperſed throughout the Palace, 
ſeveral Bu Idings which they call C /g; they are 
built ſquare, with plain Wall, on the Out- ide, except 
the Front, which conſiſts of Piazzas of five or a 
Arciies; the Inſide is one very large and lofty Room or 
Hall, chequered at Bo tom, and the Sides, almoſt the 
Height of a Man, the Top or Dome curiouſly painted 
and rich ly gilt. The Roof is covered with green Tiles, 
and rules like a Pyramid. 
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Ir is reported that 20,0c0 Men, and 10,000 Mules; , 
were employed every Day in the building of this Palace ; 
whicl is not at all improbable, ſeeing that it is built 
of hardly any Thing elſe but Lime, and every Wall 
worked with excefhve Labour. : 

The Nature of the Building is convenient for the 
hot Climate, being moſtly Ground Rooms; by Reaſon 


of which, and the great Thickneſs of the Walls, the- 


Lodgings are very cool and refreſhing, when the Wea- 
ther is exceſlively hot. 


Yeu are firſt led into a Jarge Oblong Square Build. 


ing, with Piazzas all round, being the Queen of the- 


Aeriph's Apartment. The Arches are wrought with 
Phaiſter Fret-work, in Flowers, after the Arabian Man- 


ner, and ſupported by neat Stone Pillars; the Square. 
exceeding large and ſpacious; the Bottoms and Sides: 


(for about five Feet high) chequered with ſmall Tiles 
of divers Colours. about two Inches ſquare; of which 
Imall CHequer-work there is a prodigious Quantity in 
the Palace. All the Apartment, Walks, Magazines, 
Paſſages, and underneath the Arches, being chequered, 
| making the Proſpect of the Buildings, which are all. 
of a great Length, extreamly magnificent, beautiful 
and neat. From thence you are led into a Mag zine 
xe.” a Quarter of a Mile long, aid not above thirty 
Feet broad: in it hang great Quantities of Arms in 
Caſes, and three Rows of Rails, which are covered 
with Saddles, almoſt from one End to the other : 
And in ſuch another Magazine they ſhew you the Gates 
of Laach, which this Emperor took from the Ha- 
aiards a great deal of Iron- work, ſome Eſpadas, and 
other Chriſtian Swords, brought from thence. 

Then you are carricd imo ancther large and ſpa- 
cicus Building, with Piazzas all round like the former. 
In this Eve two of the Emperor's Wives, who are 
diſtinguiſhed by being called the Queens of the Co- 
batvthedrah, (which is the Name of that Part of the 
Palace they live in) and are in great Eſteem with him. 

From thence, paſſing through ſome neat long Walks, 
and Paſſages of Chequer work, you come to another 

| Building; 
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Building, with a large Garden in the Middle, planted 
round with tall Cypreſs Trees; the Garden is ſunk 
about ſixty or ſeventy Feet lower than the Foundation 
of the Building; over which, from one Side to the other, 
goes a Terraſs-walk, called by the Moors the Strangee,. 
which is about half a Mile long, and Gfteen or ſixteen 
Feet broad; the Top of it all the Way thick ſhaded' 
with Vines and other Greens, ſupported wit ſtrong 
and well made wooden Work. in this Walk there is 
2 Chariot that goes with Springs, and a {mall C laſh, 
in which the Emperor is ſometimes drawn by Women 
and Eunuchs. 

You are then led to ſome large Rooms, full of Men 
and Boys at Work; ti:ey make Saddles, Stocks for- 
Guns, Scabbards for Cymiters, and other Things; 
upon Sight of any Viſitor, they all all a working to- 
gether, which makes an agreeable Sound, and ſhews: 
tha: Induſtry is in great Perfection in this Emperor's 
Palace. Fr m hence you go through divers large. 
and neat Buildings, now and then paſſing Gates guarded 
by Eunuchs, who beat away all but thoſe v bo are to- 
conduct you. You paſs by a G:rd-n ſunk very de p, 
having a great de-] of Clover in it. for the Horſes of 
the Palace; the Building on the Side, and at one End, 
is ſupported with neat Piazzas; the Rails to look over 
into the Garden are Fnely wrought, with Steps to go 
up to them, which are chequctred, as are the Walks 
between them and the Arches, aud underneath the 
Arches | 

Having paſſed bi; Building, you come to the moſt 
inward and beautiful Part of the Palace, waich a fo 
has a Garden in the Middle, planted round with Cypreſs 
and other Trecs: All the Pillars of this Building (which 
is of a vaſt Length) are of Marble, and the A ches and 
Doors of the Apartments are finely work d. Theſe, 
they ſay, were ancient Xomarn Pillars, tran ported thi- 
ther from Sade. 

Mx Lodpings was between the inner Door before- 
mentioned and that cf the Entrance into the Galle 
ries, leading to the ſeveral Apartments; my Compa- 
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nions fix Boys, and two young Lions about half 


grown, being reared up there from Whelps ; but be- 


coming unruly, their Removal was deſired, and com- 


plied with. 
Now am TI, after my hard Keeping, again become 


in pretty good Plight, being allowed very good Eat- 
ables, as Beef, Mutton, and Cuſlcaſſooe, (of the Na- 
ture of which I ſhall pen k by and by,) I having in a 


Manner now nothing elſe to do than to eat my Meat, 


and be careful of my young Maſter's and the Queen's 


Motions, and eſpecially thoſe of the latte, who I 


found was about to cut me out ſome new Work; ſo 
that I was obliged to walk like one walking on the 
Brink of a dangerous Precipice; wience, ſhould he 
happen to make but the leaſt wry Step, he is ſure to 


tumble down and break his Neck The Queen in ſhort 
being extreamly amorovs, and the Emperor no leſs 


jealous of her, which really made my Condition very 


dangerous, and might, through ſome unforeſecn Ac- 


cid-nt, (let my Behaviour be ever fo innocent,) hap- 


pen to prove of very bad Conſequence to me, there- 
fore I thought it highly p:udent-to keep a very ſtrict 
Guard vpon all my Actions. | 


I now was ſtrictly charged by the Emperor, on Pain 
cf loſing my Life, to viſit my Uncle every Day, he 


faying to me, in a loud and vehement Tone, C:{/am 


ba illamattim Shea Culsbah' Occulaſhea bus ede 
Amec% Woolaj. an cuttarrſſick, that is, If you don't go. 


every Day, Morning aud Eveiing, to ifs your Uncle's 
Hand, by G—d PF cut your Head off; fer if he were 
a Brute, ſays he, you are by Nature obliged ſo to do. 

Tui, any one may ſuppoſe, as being the only 
Command my preſent Inclinations could be beſt gra- 
tificd with, d bi not at all terrify me, and therefore I 


forthwith moſt chear fully put it in Practice; but alas! 


that Pleaſure was of a very ſhort Duration, lie being, 


poor Man, in a few Week: after tzken off by a violent 


Flux, as were a little before him Briant art, Tho- 


mas Crimes, and John D:nnal, three of our unhappy. 
Men; and I hall never forget my Uncle's tender Be- 
haviour 
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Haviour at the Interment of the latter, where T and a 
great many other Eng/i/hmen happen'd to be. The 


; Xe) 26 being brought to the Grave, ad no particular 


Perſon appointed to read the Chriſtian Cermony of Bu- 
rial, my Uncle took it upon him, but indeed he was 
not able (through the Abundance of Tears flowing) to 
go through it, his Speech being thereby to that De- 
gree obſtructed, as that he could only now and then 
utter a Word imper'e&ly; inſomuch, that he was 
obliged to deliver over the Bock to another; and ne- 
ver did I fee ſuch a mournful Meeting, every one 
catching the Contagion, and all ſtanding for a conſi- 
derable Time in a dead Silence, quite overwhelmed 
with Grief, 

I am now to expe& no ſurther Comfort by way of 
my poor Uncle; and though indeed I might not pro- 
bably ſtand in ſo much Need of him as formerly I had 
done, yet was it the ſoreſt Allliction I ever met with, 
and I could never put the Remembrance of him out 
of my Thoughts, 

Now it is my chief Buſineſs and greateſt Concern 
to ſtudy how to oblige the Emperor, his dear He//ema, 
and my young Maſter; but the latter I confeſs I did 
not much mind, though he was by Nature cruel enough, 
and I had ſeen him, even in the ſeventh Year of his 
Age, kill his favourite Black with his own Hand, by 
ſtabbing him into the Belly with a Knife, and only 
for coming very accidentally where he was feeding a 
Pair of Pidgeons, and their flying away for a few Mi- 
nutes; yet, I ſay, I did not much mind him, as hav- 
ing much higher Objects to obſerve, the Queen being 
in a particular Manner kind, and often recommend- 
ing me to the Emperor's gocd Liking as a careful and 
diligent Servant, and as indeed I really was, fo far 
as I chought might be conſiſtent with my Advantage 
and Safety: But I thinking this Service vet y precarious, 
and that I was every Moment expoſed, and in Danger 
of her Poiſon, or his Sword, I humbly intreated her 
to deſire the Emperor to find out for me ſome other 
Employment, wherein I might be lefs ſuſpected, and 
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not altogether out of the Way of obliging her; which 
ſhe rcadily complied with, I being directly ordered by 
the Emperor t quit this dangerous Office, and to wait 
on him at his Palace for ſuch future Commands as 
ſhould be by him enjoined me: A ſudden and pleaſing 
Alteration indeed ; and though my new Buſineſs might 
be attended with more Maſculine Exerciſes, yet was I 
well ſatisfied that it could not be with more Danger 
and Uncaſineſs; ef which I was very ſoon confirmed, 
I being ſtrictly charged to be obſervant of the Empe- 
ror's Commands only, and to wait on him on all Oc- 
caſions; and when he pleaſed to ride out, I was ge- 
nerally mounted on the ſine Horſe he gave me for my 
Fidelity in maintaining my Polt at the Door, always 
carrying at my Girdle a Club of about three Foot 
long, of Brazile Wood, with which he uſed, on any 
flight Occaſion, to knock his People on the Head, as 
I had ſeveral Times the Pleaſure of beholding ; for in 
ſhort (although I did not know how ſoon it might have 
been my own Fa'e) I did not care how ſoon they were 
all dead; and indeed he was of ſo fickle; cruel, and 
ſanguine a Nature, that none could be even for one 
Hour ſecure of Life: He had many diſpatched, by ha- 
ving their Heads cut of, or by being ſtrangled, others 
by Tolling, for which he had ſeveral very dexterous- 
Executioners always ready at Hand; but ſcarce would 
he, on thoſe Occaſions, afford a Verbal Cemmand, he 
thinking that too mean, and his Words of more Value 
than the Life of the belt of them, generally giving it by 
Signs or Motions of his Head and Hand; as tor In- 
ſtance, when be would have an Perſon's Head cut off, 
by drawing or ſhrinking his own as cloſe as he could to 
his Shoulders, and then with a very quick or {udden 
Motion extending it; and when he would have any 
ſtrangled, by the quick Turn of his Arm- wriſt, his Eye 
being fixed on the Victims. | 


THe Puniſhment of Teſug is a very particular one, 


end peculiar to the Moors, The Perſon whom the Em- 
peror orders to be thus puniſhed, is ſeized upon by 
three or four ſtrong Negroes, Who taking hold of his 
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Hams, throw him up with all their Strength, and at 


Ebe ſame Time turning him round, pitch him down 
Head foremoſt; at which thy are ſo dextrous by long 


= © Uſe, that they can either break his Neck the firlt Toſs, 
illocate his Shoulder, or let him fall with leſs Hart: 


They continue doing this as often as the Emperor 
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has ordered, ſo that many Times they are killed upon 
the Spot; ſometimes they come off with only being 


ſeverely bruiſed; and the Perſon that is t fled muſt not 
ſtir a Limb, if he is able, while the Emperor is in 
Sight, under Penalty of being toſſed again, but is 


forced to lie as if he was dead; which, if he ſhould 


really be, no Body dares bury the Body till the Empe- 
ror has given Orders for it. 

Tul Emperor's Wrath is terrible, which the Chriſ- 
tians have often felt : One Day paſling by a high Wall, 
on which they were at Work, and being affronted that 
they did not keep Time in their Strokes, as he expects 
they ſhould, he made his Guards go up and throw them 
all off the Wall, breaking their Legs and Arms, and 
knocking them on the Head in a miſerable Manner: 
Another Time he ordered them to bury a Man alive, 
and beat him down along with the Mortar in the Wall, 

Non is the Emperor leſs cruel to the Moors, whom 
he'll frequently command to be burnt, crucified, ſawed 
in two, or dragged at a Mule's Tail through the Streets, 
till they are torn all to Pieces. The moſt favourable 
Death is to die by his Hand, for then they only loſe 
their Heads, have their Brains knocked out, or are 
run through the Body, for which Purpoſe he always 
has his Launces ready, and 1s very dextrous at uling 
them, ſeldom letting his Hand go out, for Want of 
Practice. | 

Tn#sE moſt ſhocking Accounts of Cruelty appear 
incredible, as ſeeming too barbarous and inhuman fer 
any Man to commit; yet the Truth of them is at- 
teſted by a Gentle man who attended oa Commodore 
Stewart, when he went Ambali:dor there, and by 
ſeveral other credible Perſons, wio have given an Ac- 
count of them. 
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I the Year 1721, during the Time that Commo- 
dore Stewart was in Morocco as Ambaſſador from 
£1ugland, the Em eror diſpatched, in the moſt cruel 
Manner, Larbe Shott, a Man of one of the beſt Fami- 
lies in Bartary, being deſcended from the old Auda- 
{1ſra1 Moors, and deſerved the Eſteem both of his own 
Count:ymen and of us, with whom he had lived till 
the Time of is Impriſonment; for he had been a 
conſiderable Time in Gibraltar, as a Pledge from the 
Baſhaw to an Egli, Merchant, for the Payment of 
Money due for Goods he had ſupplied the Baſhaw with. 
Part of the Crime laid to his Charge, was for going 
out of his Country, and living in Chriſtendom a con- 
ſider.ble Time, without the Emperor's Knowledge, 
and having defled himſelf with Chriſtian Women, and 
often been in Liquor: He was alſo accuſed of being an 
Unbeliever, and one of thoſe who bad invited the 
Spaniards to invade Barbutry. | 

THESE Things being inſinuated to the Emperor, 
after the uſual Manner of that Court, (where every Body 
has it in their Power to do Harm, but few to do Good) 
brouglit this poor Man to his End; for early one Morn- 
ing he was carried before the Emperor, who (not al- 


lowing him any other Trial, but giving Way to his 


Accuſers, who ſaid, He was an Uubeliever, aud ut fit 
to live,) commanded him to be ſawed in two; upon 
which he was immediately carried to the Place of Exe- 
cution, which i; at one of the Gates of the Town, 
and there tied between two Boards and ſawed in two, 
beginning at his Head and going downwards, till his 
Body fell aſunder, which mult have remained to have 
been eaten by the Dogs, it the Emperor had not par- 
doned him; an extravagant Cuſtom, to pardon a Man 
after he is dead; but uuleſs he docs ſo, no Body dares 
bury the Body. 

Ir was reported the next Day after, that the Empe- 
ror dreamt Shott had appeared to him, and aiked him, 
IWhat he had done tu deſerve ſuck, Uſage ? telling him,

them beth; which gave the Emperor {o much Concern, 
that 
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that he ſent to the Place of his Execution for ſome of

wooden Bowl, then they pour thereon a ſmall Quan- 
Z tity of Water, and keep continually ſhiking the Bowl, 
till the Water is drank up; then they pour on more, 
and ſo continue to ſhake the Bowl, till all the Flour is 
come into {mall Pellets of about the Bigneſs of Nut- 
megs ; then they are put out of the Bowl into another 
Utenſil like a Cullender, which is made Uſe of for 
ſtraining the Water off Peaſe, Beans, or any Thing elſe 
of the like Nature; which being put over the Steam 
of a boiling Pot or Furnace, whercin arte Fowls and 
other Meat boiling, in the Nature of a Cover, and 
another Cover on the Top of that : By the Time the 
Meat is well boiled, fo are the Shot or Pellets, (though 
indeed they call it baking) when they pour them our 
into a Diſh, adding thereto good Storc of Butter, ſoms 
Salt, Spices, and Saffron, and then ſerve up the Meat 
upon it. This, I ſay, is excellent Eating, and is no 
Doubt uſed by ſome in Erg/and, and other Countries, 
as a Regalio; and was I of Ability ſufficient, I ſhould 
2-6 ollen 
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often regale myſelf with it. At their Meals, they 
never made Uſe of Knives, Forks, or Spoors, ever 
one putting in his Right Hand inſtead: of a Fork, and 
his Oſt two Fingers thercof extended inftead of a 
Spocn, all ſeating themſelves in a Ring'on the Floor, 
and the Meat in the Middle; and in caſe any one, 
though unconcerned in this Meſs, paſſed by whillt they 
were at it, and did not put in his Fingers and eat with 
them, he was accounted a very unmannerly Fellow, all 
the Company calling him Cau/t/:ah, which was ag 


much as to ſay, without Breeding or Manners, though 


indeed they were not often guilty of this ill Manners ; 
"= my Part, I could readily have excuſed them if they 
Tr1s Crſcaſore of the Emperor's, as being to feed 
about Ninc Hundred Men, was brought out into the 
Court in a Cart upon Wheels ; when dividing ourſelves 
into ſeveral Companies of about Seventy or Eighty in 
a Company, we had all our Meſſes ſerved out from 
the Cart in large Bowls, and ſet in the Middle of us 
on the Floor, as before-mentioned, fitting -as [cloſe 
round it as poſſible we could; though I cannot fay 
we had Fowls, yet we did not want, in Lieu thereof, 
for good Store of Beef and Mutton; and which, in- 
ftead of decently cutting, we with our Hands hawled 
to Pieces, two pulling one againſt another; and any 
one firſt taking hold on a Piece of Meat, and another, 
his next Neighbour, not taking ſpeedy hold alſo on 
the ſame Piece, was accounted brutiſh ; for as they are 
allowed at their Meals the Uſe only of their Right 
Hands, therefore if any Man is not fo aſſiſted by his 
Neighbour, whereby he may th e eaſier ſeparate it, it 
is reckoned the greateſt Injury that can be offered 
them; and it is really a very dangerous Way of eat- 
ing, eſpecially when _ are very hungry ; therefore 
they are generally attended, during that Time, by fe- 
veral Perſons with Clubs in their Hands, in caſc any 
fhould by Chance ſwallow a Piece too large for their 
Gullets, and it ſhould ſtick therein ; which, through 


their Greedineſs, often happened, and then one N 
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choſe Attendants gave the Party a very hearty Blow 


with his Cudgel in the Neck, by which Means it was 
generally diſcharged cither up or down; and in caſe 
it was not, then they repeated the Blow till it was. 
This did I often ſee, and have been as often diverted 
with it. | | 

It may be imagined that this uncouth Way of pulling 
the Meat to Pieces with their Hands, was only in Prac- 
tice among the Soldiery and lower Sort of People; 
however, it is really the conſtant Cuſtom of the better 
Sort too; and the following is an Account of their 
Manner of eating in general. 

When any of the /Heocrs have a Mind to entertain 
their Neighbours, the Women go to the Top of the 


Houſe, and continue there till the Gueſts are gone: 
Their general Entertainment is with Gy/ca/ooz, (which 


we have above deſcribed :) They make Uſe neither of 
Tables nor Chairs but fit croſs legged upon the Ground, 
putting their Diſhes upon a large Piece of greaſy Lea- 
ther, which ſerves both for Table and Table cloth; 
their Diſhes are either of Pewter or Earthen Ware, * 
made wide at Top and narrow at Bottom, alm 

like a high crowned Hat turned Bottom upwards. 
While they eat, a Servant ſtands by with a great Bowl 


of Water in one Hand, and a narrow long Piece of 
blue Linnen in the other, to wipe their Right Hands, 


with which they pull the Victuals to Pieces, being for 
the moſt Part ſtewed to Rags. They never uſe their 


Left Hand in eating, for that waits wholly on their 
neceſſary Occaſions: They {ill their Bellies without 


ſpeaking to one another, and after Meals drink Water, 


their Religion forbidding them Wine, and all other 
intoxicating Liquors, except Cyder ; nevertheleſs, moſt 
of them will get drunk with ſtrong Liquor of any Kind, 


if they can come at it. Their chief Deſſert is Butter- 
milk, of which they are ſuch Lovers, that when they 
would ſpeak of the extraordinary Sweetneſs of any 
Thing, they compare it to Butter-milk ; a great black 
Pitcher of it is generally brought in, with a wooden 
Ladle, which is preſented to the moſt conſiderable

nuity, are ſet to the coarſeſt Works, as tending Horſes, 
ſweeping Stables, carrying Burthens, grinding with 
Hand Mills. Some have allo in Charge to manage 


— 
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Perſon, and from him paſſes round the Company ſe 
veral Times. 

ABoUT this Time came Commodore Stewart, 
Ambaſſador to Meguinez, with full Powers from his 
Royal Maſter to treat with the Emperor for the fo long 
deſired Redemption of the poor Eugliſh Captives. 

HERE it will not be amiſs to deſcribe the exceeding 
Weight of Miſery which our Fellow Countrymen un- 
dergo, who are ſo unhappy as to be made Slaves. in 
Morocco. | 

THE ſevereſt Labour and Hardſhips inflicted on 
Malefactors in Furope, are Lenity and Indulgence, 
compared to what many worthy Perſons undergo in 
this modern Xg9ypt ; even Slavery at Tunis, or A.giers, 
is a State of Repoſe and Felicity, to that in the Mo- 
rocco Dominions. At Day-break, the Guardians of 
the {evera! Dungeons, where the Chriſiian Slaves are 
ſhut up at Night, rouze them with Curſes and Blows 
to their Work, which here is not repairing or rigging 
of Ships, but more laborious, as it conſiſts in provide- 
ing Materials for the Emperor's extravagant Buildings. 
ſtamping Earth mixed with Lime and Water, in a 
wooden Box near three Yards long, and three Feet 
deep, and of the intended Breath of the Wall, their 
Inſtrument for th is is a heavy wooden Stamper. Others 


prepare and mix the Earth, or dig in Quarries for 


Lime stones; others burn them. Some are employed 
to carry large Baſk-ts of Earth; ſome drive Waggons 
drawn by ſix Bulls and two Horſes; and aſter the Toil 


of the Day, the ſe miſerable Carters watch their Cattle 


in t e Field at Nights and in all Weathers, as their 
Life muſt anſwer for any Accident. The Taſk of 
manyis to ſaw, cut, cement, and ere& Marble Pillars, 
and of ſuch who ate found qualified, to make Gun» 
powder and Small Arms; yet does not their Skill pro- 
cure them any better Treatment than thoſe, who 
having only the Uſe of their Limbs without any Inge- 
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| | the Water-Works, and inſpe& the Aqueducts. In all 


theſe ſo different Departments, the Ignorant and Ar- 
tiſt are upon a Level, very few Inſtances excepted; 
they have all their reſpective Guardians, Taſk-Maſters, 
and Drivers, who immediately puniſni the leaſt Stop 
or Inadvertency, and. often will not allow the poor 
Creatures Time to eat their Bread; but, like Neh2- 
miab's Men, they mult work with one Hand, whillt 
they put their coarſe Morſel of Bread into their Mouths 
with the other. After ſuch a weariſome Day, it fre- 
quently happens they are hurried away to ſome filthy 
Work in the Night-Time, with this Call, Vamos a 
travacho cornutos, i. e. Out to Work you Guckolds, an 
Appellation of the bittereſt Reproach among the Mcors, 


except Thou So of a Chriſtian. But a Circumſtance 


more affecting than all theſe Rigours, is, that Men 
created in the Image of God, have been harneſſed in 
Carts with Mules and Aſſes. Their Lodgings in the 
Night are ſubterraneous Dungeons, round, and about 
five Fathom Diameter, and three deep, going down 


by a Ladder of Ropes, which is afterwards drawn up, 


and an Iron Grate faſtened over the Mouth; and here 


they lay upon Matts. Neither has their Fare . any 


Thing more comfortable in it, conſiſting only of a 
ſmall Platter of black Barley Meal, with a Pittance 
of Oil per Day. This Scantineſs has put ſeveral upon 


" hazarding a Leap from'very high Walls, only to get a 


few wild Onions that grow in the Moors Burying- 
Place. The Slaves uſual Habit is a long coarſe Wool- 


len Coat with a Hood, which ſcrves for k Cap, Shirt, 
Coat, and. Brecches, and four Pair of Pumps for a Lear 


and half, though Lime and Mortar, and their daily 
hard Work, wears them off their Feet in half the 
Time. It is moderately computed, that many hundred 
Chriſtian Slaves have been {uddenly killed by Muley 


Iſhmael; and other Emperors, merely out of Wan- 
tonneſs, and ſometimes finding Fault with their Diſ- 


Fache or Manner of working, of which they could 
ave no competent Idea. If it be accounted an Ho- 
nour to be the Sovereign's Slave, like ſome others, it 
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is very burthenſome, for they are not only harder 
worked wen in Health, than thoſe of private Perſons, 
but much more neglected in Sickneſs; though of the 
Care beſtowed on the latter, it may with great Pro- 
priety be ſaid, That the Remedy is worſe than gbe 
Diſeaſe, as the only Cure applyed, is burning dif- 
ferent Parts of the Body with a red hot Iron. The 
only Alleviation is, that the Slaves are allowed to 
make Brandy, and the eus are taxed with the Ma- 
terials; this is owing to a Notion infuſed into the Em. 
perors, that the Europeaus would loſe all their Inge- 


nuity and Vigour, without now and then a Draught 


of that inſpiring Liquor; may that Notion ever obtain 
there! but Experience ſhews us, that the frequent Uſe 
of ſpiriiuous Liquors, both enervates and ſtupiſies. 
The Moors are extreamly cautious, and artful in pur- 
chaſing Slaves; and beſides inveigling Queſtions and 
Cajolings, have many.Methods and Tokens to judge 
what Ranſom a Slave will yield, and accordingly will 
readily give ſome hundred Pounds, where all promiſ- 
ing Appearances occur; But where the greater Ran- 
ſom is expected, the Uſage is the worſe. Theſe ex- 
aſperating Sufferings have often prompted the Slaves 
to make ſome Efforts for Liberty, but they have moſtly 
terminated in Miſcarriages: Once a large Dungeon 
was undermined, and great Numbers in a fair Way 
to eſcape; but a Dutchman breaking his Leg by a Fall, 
and crying cut with the Anguiſh, they were recaken, 
and put to a torturing Death, for an Example. 

. CoMMODORE Stewart was conducted to Meguiue x 
from Tetra by Hamet Ben Ally, ene of the Empe- 
ror's Baſhaws; in which Embaſſy, the Commodore 
being a very able, well accompliſhed, courteous, and 
indefatigable Gentleman, notwithſtanding his often 
meeting with very great Inſults and manifeſt Dangers, 
managed his Point ſo well, that in fix Weeks, or there- 
about, he procured the Enlargement of all the Eng- 


li ſh Slaves, (thoſe under my unhapyy Circumſtances 


only «© xcepted) in Number Three Hundred and one, 
releaſing them ſrom their long Ser vitude and W 
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and conducting them to Tetuan, where he found Ship- 
ing ready to tranſport them to their ſo long defired 
Fromes, there being then more than fix Years expired 
ſince they were firſt made Priſoners, that is to ſay, 
thoſe taken with poor unh appy me, who you may ima- 
gine could not be allowed to go with them, though I 
moſt humbly intreated it by all the Means I could de- 
viſe, all my Solicitations being in vain, ſo that I was 
obliged to content myſclf, to effect mv Deliverance by 
rivate Eſcape, when Opportunity offered; to which 
End the Arnd gave me very friendly Advice, to- 
gether with many other Marks of his Favour, | 
T think it entirely proper, here, to give an Account 
of that Ambaſſador's Entrance, Behaviour Uſage, and 
Return to Tetuen, which be pleaſed to accept as re- 
Jated by a Gentleman who attended the Commodore's 
Embally, as I very particularly remember every PaCſ- 


age, I can vouch the ſame to be fact. I cannot again 


help ſaying, that he in every Point behaved in fo 

lite, moſt Chriſtian-like, and Majeſtick a Manner, as 
not to deragate from, or leſſen the Truſt re poſed in 
him by his Royal Maſter, whoſe Perſ:'n and Dignity 
he was to-repreſent; and which I heartily with had 


been ſo well performed by a certain Gentleman ſent 


to Meguinez on the ſame Errand about four Years 
before him; then had it in all Likelihood prevented 
many aking Hearts; and my poor Uncle, with many 


other poor Chriſtian Slaves, (who, during that Inter- 


val, died there) had prcbatly been ſtill alive. But 
to proceed to the Account of the Embaſſy. 
His Majeſty having been pleaſed to appoirg the Ho- 


of a Squadron of Ships, to cruize againſt the Sa/{-e No- 


vers, and alſo Pl:nipotentiary to treat of Peace with 


the Emperor of Morocco, he failed from Fyelund the 
24th of September, 1720, and arrived at G:hraltar 
the 20th of L7ober following. At which Time the 
Spaniards having formed an Expedition againſt the 
Moors, had already made conſiderable Embarkations 
to Ceuta, from their Camp near the Bay of Gjbra/tar. 
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The Ambaſſador thinking this a proper Juncture to- 


begin his Negotiation, on the 28th of Cctober wrote 
the following Letter to the Baſhaw of Tetuar, 


To his Excellency Baſhaw Hamet Ben Aly Ben 
| . Aodallah, &c. * | 


HE King. of Great Britain, my Maſter, ha- 
ving thought ſit to recall Mr. Cavendiſh from 
keing Ambaſſador to the moſt Noble Prince, the Em- 
peror of. Morocco, and having done me the Honour to 
ſend me abroad to ſucceed him, I take the Liberty to 
acquaint your Excellency of my Atrival in theſe Parts, 
with full Powers to treat of a Peace with your Excel- 
lency, or any Perſon or Perſons his Imperial Majeſty 
ſnall :ppoiat. And as the Briliſh Nation is ſenſible 
of your great Eſteem for them, and the Readinefs 
which you have always ſhewn towards a Friendſhip, 
and Peace between the two Nations, (tho*I don't know 
whether. by Deſtiny, or Miſminagement, the fo long 
deſired Peace has been, ret:rded) I am (til in Hopes 
your Excellency will continue your great Zeal for the 
common Good of both Nations, fince I am come with 


a {irm Reſclution to employ my hearty and beſt En- 


deavours towards that good Work, and the more be- 
eauſe your Glory and Advantage are to be the Fruit 
of it. But it is neceſſary that this Negociation ſhould 
begin as ſoon as poſſible, that I may be made ſenſible 
of the Inten ion of h's Imperial Majeſty, whether he 
will make Ule of this Opportunity of ſettling that 
Peace and Friendſhip, which the King my Malter has 


ſo long deſired; for ſince I am employed in another 
Command upon the Sza, which at this Time might 


be in Con junction with the Enemies of the King your 


Maſter, vow that they have invaded your Country, 


yet to ſew you the Sincerity by which I deſign to act, 


I ſhould rater chooſe. thai his Imperial Majcity would 

event any Accident that may happen, ty ſending. 
Hach Perſons to Cibraltar, to treat with me as ſoon 
as poſſible, and put a finiſhing Hand to n ſo

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0 * 1 Jong depending, and which has already been adjuſted 


on both Sides. Provided this can be done, and the 


Articles of Peace confirmed, I ſhall then very re:di y 


in Perſon throw myſelf at his Imperial Majeſty's Feet, 


to preſent a Letter which I have now by me from the 


King my Maſter, and ſhall think myſelf happy, to 


put myſelf under your Protection for my Safety to Me- 


vinez. I commit your Excellency to the Protection 


of GOD, and am | 
Your Excellency's moſt humble Servant, 
CHARLES SrEWART. 


THis Letter was ſent in the Experiment Man of 


War; which, upon her Return, brought over Car- 
dena ſh (who had been twice Ambaſſador in Eng/and) 


to compliment Mr. Stewart on his Arrival, and alſo 
a Letter from the Baſhaw, ſignifying the great Incli- 
nation he had to forward the Treaty with the Eng/i/h 
Nation; for which Purpoſe, Cardenaſh was to confer 


with the Ambaſſador, in order to have it finiſhed as 


ſoon 5s poſſible. But the Ambaſſador judg'd it more 


convenient to treat in the Bay of Tetuan, becauſe 


the Emperor had ſent from his Court one Moſes Ben 
Hattar, a Fewi/h Merchant, who had been often em- 


ployed in the former Treaties, and was a Perſon 


more artful and intereſted, than any other in the 
Country, and chiefly. to be conſidered, in Regard he 


had it more in his Power to make the Negociation 


ſucceſsful, or defeat it as he had done that of others. 


Upon which Conſideration the Ambaſſador failed with 


his Squadron to Tetuan Bay, December the 22d, and 


there, with the faid Mees Ben Hattar, (who took 
upon him to be jointly empower'd with the Baſhaw) 
agreed to the Articles of Peace, which were ſigned 


and exchanged the 17th Day of Fauary, 1720-21, 


After which, the Ambaſſador was very much impor. 


tuned to proceed immediately to Megiinez; but as 


it was neceſſary that his Majeſty ſhould firſt approve 


of the Conditions, and the Ratification come to him 


from England, before he landed in Barbary, he 


found:

found Means to delay the Time till he had accom- 
pliſhed his Deſire. 

Ox Medheſalay, the zd of May, we embarked at 
Cibra/tar, Ben Hattar going on board the Ambaſſa- 
dor's Ship, he having, after the Signing of the Trea- 
ty, come over with him, and continued there, that 

be might accompany him at his landing in Barbaiy: 
We arrived in the Bay of Tetuan, Saturday the 6th, 
and landed about Nine of the Clock in the Morning, 
which being ſooner than the Baſhaw expected, he 
was not come to the Water-ſide to receive the Ambaſ- 
fadcr, but we found a ſufficient Number of Teats 
1 for our Conveniency, and among them a ſine 

rge one, that the Emp:ror had ſent from Alegui- 
mez, Which the Ambaſſador made Choice of to eat in 
on his Journey: Our {firſt Entertainment was in this 
Tent, where they brought us Plenty of Cuſcaſboe, 
Fowl:, and a Sheep roaſted whole upon a great 
wooden Spit, as thick as a Man's Leg, which they 
put upon the Table, Spit and all. Between Three 
and Four of the Clock, the Baſhaw came down from 
Tetuan, attended by about two hundred Horſe, and 
three hundred Foot, who entered the Camp, firing 
and cavalcading, and threw themſelves into the Form 
of an half Moon before our Tents, where the Bathaw 
gave us the Diverſion of ſeeing him and his People 
exerciſe for above an Hour, which they performed 
with great Activity, the Baſhaw and his Brothers of- 
ten heading Parties of Horſe, who all together clap- 
ping their Spurs to their Horſcs Sides, levelled their 
Pieces and hred at one another, as if they were at- 
tacking an Enemy : After that, they took their Spears, 
and ſingled each other out to tilt, very dexterouſly 


putting by the Thruſt of the Spear, (though it was i 


made at their Backs) while their Horſes were running 
full Speed. During the Time of the Cavalcade, the 
Foot kept a continual Fire, but irregular, every Man 
charging his Piece, and firing into the Ground as faſt 
as he could. Their Drums made a very ſolemn and 
 Warlike Sound, which are not beaten after our Man- 
181 ner, 
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mer, but with an heavy S ick on the Top, and a ſmall 
one underneath, keeping Time to a Pipe, ſomething 
Nike a Fiſe, bat very loud and fhrill. The Cavalcade 
being over, and Cardenaſhi bringing Werd that the 
Baſhaw was coming, the Ambaſſador went to meet 
him: The Baſhaw very courteouſly welcomed the 
Am aſſador to Barbary, and invited him to his Tent, 
> where he told him, that he would do all that lay in 
his Power to make the Country agreeable to kim, that 
be liked the £ng/7/7 better than any other Chriſtian 
Nation; and ſome more Compliments pathug between 
them, they parted. The Baſhaw lay in the Camp that

"83 ; aA the 7th, the Ambaſſador went to vilit the 
> Baſhaw in his Tent, who renewed his Kind Expreſſi- 
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ons towards the Eugiſh, and his Deſire that the

to him, pulFd him off his Mule, and in an Inſtant 
== ftripp'd off his Cloaths, and whipp'd a Rope aboit 
7 his Neck, which they began to draw; and in that 
Manner bring him nearer to us, pale and gaſping, he 
2X cry'd out to the Ambaſſador to intercede — him: 
9 The Surprize of the Thing kept every Body ſilent, 
and in Suſpence what would be the Event; but after 
Ben Hattar had reviled- and threatened him, he or- 
dered that he thould be carried to Priſon, where (as 
we aſterwards heard) he was daily baſtonaded, as 
well for the Fault he had committed, as to make him 
diſcover 
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Fſcover all his Effects, which Ben Hattar ſcized on 


for his own Uſe, : | 
ABoUuT Eleven of the Clock, the Baſhaw cauſing a 
Row of fine Horſes to be drawn up together, (Which 


made a very noble and gallant Appearance, many of 


their Saddles being covered all over with Plate) deſir- 
ed the Ambaſſador to take which he liked beſt ; then 
every one of us providing for ourſelves according to 
our Fancy, we ſet forward. The Moors, forthe moſt 
Part of the Way to Tetuan, (which is about fix 
Miles) continued firing and cavalcading ; after which 
Manner we enrered the Town, great Crowds of Peo- 

le ſhouting and hallowing; the Women being dreſs'd 
in white Alhagues, and muffled up, ſo that no Part 
could be ſeen but their Eyes, were crouded upon the 
Tops of the Houſes as thick as they could ſtand : The 
Baſhaw drew up his People in a large ſquare Place be- 
fore his Houſe, where he and his Brothers (being ex- 
ceeding well mounted) ſhew'd us again how dexterous 
they were with their Spears, tilting a conſiderable 
Time, and ſometimes darting their Launces into the 
Air before them, and catching them again as their 
Horſes ran full Speed; then the Ambaſſador was con- 
ducted to the Houſe appointed for him, which was 
one of the beſt in Tetan, and a Stable of Horſes or- 
dered for the Uſe of him and his Retinue. 

Tu 8th, the Ambaſſador went to ſee the Baſhaw 
at his Houſe, who received him in an outward Room, 
or Hall, built long and narrow, as moſt of the Rooms 
in Barbary are; the Reaſon of which (I have been 
told) is becauſe of the Scarcity of lofty Timber in 
the Country : There were two Chairs placed oppoſite 
to cach other, in which the Ambaſſador and Baſhaw 
ſat down, and talked together for about an Hour and 
an half, during which Time eight or ten of the prin- 
cipal Moors of the Town ſtood behind the Baſhaw. 
The Conference being over, we were ſhewn the Ba- 
ſhaw's Gardens, and Stables, in which were a great 
many fue Horſes, |

Tue 15th, we dined in a Garden of the Baſhaw's 
{about three Miles out of Town) that he had lately 


planted ; it ſtands in a pleaſant. Valley, almoſt ſur- 


rounded with Hills and Mountains, which being green 
and woody, every Way give a moſt delightful Proſ- 
pect: There runs a little Stream through the Garden, 
which by great Labour was conveyed from an adjacent 
Mountain : We dined under a Locult Tree that afford- 
ed a pretty good Shade. The Governor of Tetra 
came juſt after Dinner, and walking with us, was fo 
complaifant as to gather and give us the belt Fruits ; 
there were fine Oranges, Lemons, and ſmall Apri- 
cocks of a very good Flavour. The Walks are ſepa- 
rated with Cane-work, and there is an Arbour of the 
ſame very well contrived, in which there being a Ba- 
ſon ſupplied with Water from the ſaid Stream, the 
Ambaſſedor ſill'd it with Punch, and with much ado 
perſuaded the Governor to drink two or three Glaſſes. 
Great Quantities of Carnations coming in through 
the Cane-work, and at the Windows, make the Ar- 
bour very delightful. The Governor had his Muſick 
with him, which conſiſted of four Perſons; two of 
them play'd upon ſmall Inſtruments, after the Man- 
ner of Violins; one had a Piece of Parchment drawn 
tight over a little broad Hoop, with Pie ces of looſe 
Tin on the Sides, which he ſhook with one Hand, 
and drumm'd on it with the other; another beat 
Time to their Muſick, by ſtriking the Palms of his 
Hands together, very loud and well. This Part of 
the Country abounds with fine Oranges, Lemons; Ci- 
trons, Olives, Grapes, Figs, Melons, Pomegranets, 
and Apricocks. | 
THE 20th, we went a hunting the Wild Boar with 
the Baſhaw, in the Mountains between Tetuan and 
Ceuta; we killed fix, and took three young ones a- 
live; the Baſhaw broke his Spear in one of them: 
The Spears which the Foot carry for this Sport, differ 
from thoſe of the Horſe, not being above half ſo 
long, and made of a very heavy and tough Wood, 
the Blade about half a Yard long, and very thick, 
D 
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that they ſhould not break againſt the Hide of the 
Bear. There went a great Number of Foot thus arm- 
ed along with us, who getting upon the Hills round 
about, made ſuch a hideous Noiſe and Shouting, that 
they raiſcd the Boars from the Woods and Thickets, 
and brought them in View for the Chaſe. If one of 
theſe Men ſhould happen to be near a Bcar alone, he 
mult not give Way, nor ſhew any Signs of Fear, but 
putting himſelf in as firm a Poſture as he can, receives 
the Boar upon his Spear, who goars himſelf up to 
the End of the Blade, where is an Tron goes acroſs, 
to ſtop the Spear from running through, othe wiſe the 


Boar preſſing on, would reach the Man, and wound 


him with bis Tuſks : If the Man is not ſtrong enough 
fo {top the Boar, he quits him as. well as he can; but 
ſometimes (as I have ſeen them) they'll hold the Boar 
thus guarded on the Spear, till the reſt come to him, 
who let out ſach Streams of Blood with their broad 
Blades, that the Beaſt preſently falls down. 

HERF, as we were one Day riding by the Side of 
the River of Tetuan, we expcrimented the Effect of 
the Torpedo, or Num-fiſh, ſome of them lying in 
the Mud; they were about the Bigneſs of a large 
pPlaiſe, and ſhaped ſomething like them, but thicker, 
and very round, fo that the Head could hardly be diſ- 
tinguiſhed from the Body; we touched them with 
Canes or Sticks on Horſeback, during which Time a 
Numneſs was perceived to go up our Arms, that con- 
tinued a Minute or two, after we had taken our Canes 
off the Fiſh. | 

TAE Houſes of Tetuan (and their other Towns) 
are very good, but the Streets exceeding narrow, and 
hardly any Windows to be ſeen, but little Holes to 
look out at, the Light coming in at the Inſide of the 
Houſes, where there's a ſquare Court-yard, open at 
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Top, with Pillars ſupporting Galleries, and painted 
wooden Baluſtrades round the Inſide of the Houſe, + 
almoſt like ſome of our Inns. In the Middle of the 
Court yard there's a Fountain, if the Houſe belongs 
to a Perſon of any Gonlideration : The Rooms 15 

built 
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uilt long and narrow, and are generally four on a 


Iloor, anſwering to the Galleries, from whence opens 
into esch Room a large folding Door, by which all 
the Light that they have is let in. The Houſes are 


but two Stories high, except the Baſhaw's, and ſome 


few others belonging to particular Men: They are 
flat at Top, ſo that in many Places they can walk a 


great Way upon them; but thoſe belonging to Chriſ- 
tian Merchants have Battlements, to keep them within 
the Bounds of their own Houſes; for the Moori/Þ 
Women live in the upper Apartments, and often viſit 


«x th. 


one another from the Tops of their Houſes : They 
are white-waſhed on the out fide, as well as within, 
which caſts the Reflection of the Sun fo bright, that it 
hurt our Eyes to continue upon them in the Day- time. 
They raiſe not their Walls as molt Nations do, by 
Lying B ick or Stone even upon one another, but their 
Way is firſt to make a ſtrong wooden C ſe, into which 
they caſt the Mortar, and beating it down hard, take 
the Caſe away when it is dry. | | 

Taz Town of Tetuan is populous and healthy, en- 


: Joying a very good Air, but the People poor, and 


next-Kin to Sl. ves, no Man poſſeſſing any Thing but 
at the Pleaſure of the Baſhaw, who is Abſolute in his 
Province, as any Monarch whatſoever, commanding 
over the Lives and Fortunes of his People, giving or 
taking away Houſes, Land, Horſes, or any I hing 
juſt as he pleaſes; for which Reaſon, when a Man 
has acquired Wealth by Trade or Induſtry, he endea- 
vours to conceal it, and ſeem poor; for it it ſhould: 
come to the Knowledge of the Baſhaw, he would 
throw him into Priſon, and cauſe him to be baſtonaded 
and tortured, to make him diſcover all that he has in 
the World. 

THe Inhabitants are of a ſwarthy Complexion, in- 
termixed with a Race of well-looking Men, ſomewhat 
fairer than the reſt; they generally are luſty, ſtrong- 
Lmbed, and, I think, a little out-ſize the Europeans. 
They are very gocd Horſemen; active, hardy, labo- 
rioas, and needy, ſo that a Meſſenger will go on Foot 
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from Tetran to Meqrinez, (which is 150 Miles) for 
a Barhary Ducat, and perform his ech with 


great Expedition; for they are wonderfully patient of 
Labour, enduring the Heat of Summer and cold Rains 
of Winter to Admiration: And when the Ground is 
all covered with Rain, and a Storm over Head. beſides, 
they'll only look for a Buſh, or a great Stone, and 
undreſſing themſelves, fit down on their Cloaths, with 
their Back towards it, and remain in that Poſture the 
whole Night; by which Means their Cloaths are dry 
when the Rain is over; otherwiſe they wrap them- 
{elves up in their Albornooce, and paſs the Night upon 
the Graſs. Some of the molt famous Footmen of the 
Country (it is ſaid) will go ſixty Leagues in three 
Days. They ſwim the Rivers in the Depth of Winter, 
if the Rapidity of the Current doth not deter them, 
contriving to put their Cloaths upon their Heads in 
ſuch a Manner, as to keep them free from the Water. 
Theſe Men are generally thin, eat but very liitle, and 
for ſeven or eight Days Journey carry only a little 
Meal, and a few Raiſins or Figs in a ſmall Goat's 
Skin; but they often do no more than carry in a little 
Bag fixed about their Neck, as much Meal as they 
think they ſhall have Occaſion for: When they have 
a Mind to eat, they ſtop near a Spring, or River, di- 
late and temper a little of the Meal in the Hollow of 
their Hand, and ſo ſwallow it down at once, and 
away. 7 
Tux have no ſettled Poſt in the Country, nor 
any Sort of Carriage upon Wheels; their light Goods 
are removed from Place to Place upon Horſes, if it be 
not very far; but when they have great Quantities, ei- 
ther of Corn, Wax, Hides, Tallow, Cc. and go 
far, they uſe Camels, of which there is great Plenty, 
If an Alcayde has Buſineſs with the Emperor, he ſends 
a Gentleman on Horſeback ; but the ordinary Way of 


{ending Letters, is by the . aforeſaid Footmen, who. 


are very near as expeditious as the Horſe. — 
- THrE Moors Manner of dreſſing is not ungraccful, 


Which is as follows: The Men wear ſhort Shirts, with. 


very. 
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very broad Sleeves, that ſometimes hang down, but 
are more frequently tucked up to their Shoulders, to 
keep them cool; they have Linen Drawers, which 
are tyed about their Waſtes next the Skin, and react 
to their Knees :. They go bare legged, and upon their 
| Feet wear Shoes, or rather Slippers, of red or yellow 
Leather, made very light, without Heels: Over their 
Shirt they wear a Cloth Veſt, or Waiſtcoat, of any 
Colour they pleaſe; this Veſt is ſhort, and made to 
ſit cloſe to their Bodies; it is faſtened with ſmall 
Buttons and Loops ſet very cloſe together, and are 
often wrought with Gold or Silver Thread : Round 
their Waſte they wear a Scarf of Silk or Stuff, as ves 
can afford, in which they ſtick large Knives, whoſe 
Handles they covet to be of ſome coſtly Metal, or 
Ivory in-laid, and their Sheaths tipt with Silver: 
Their outward Garment is. either an Alhague, or an 
| Albornooce ; the Alhague is a Piece of very fine white 
> woollen Stuff, five or {ix Yards long, and about one 
and an half broad; this they wrap round them above 
and below their Arms, and make a Figure not unlike 
what is ſeen in the Drapery of Antique Figures. 
The Albornooce is either made of Cloth, or Wool len 
Stuff, a great deal thicker wrought than the Alhague, 
and napt; it is made ſomething like a ſhort Cloak, 
but joyned a little Way before from the Neck down- 
wards, having two or three Rows of ſhort Stripes 
worked in the Stuff, and fringed at the Ends for Or- 
.nament ; the Bottom and Sides are edged with a deep 
Fringe: Behind, at the Neck, there hangs a peaked + 
Cawle, with a Toſſel at the End, which they can co- 
ver their Heads with, to keep off the Weather. Upon 
their Heads (which ate always kept ſhaved) they wear 
* alittle red. Cap, rolling Muſlin 1 it to make a 
: Turbant : When they go into the Country, they wear 
a handſome Cane Hat to keep off the Sun. 
ALL the 7cors are drefled after this Manner, there 
: being no Difference but in the Richneſs of their Veſts, 
or Finenels of their Alhagues ; only the pooreſt Sort 
pf all have another Garment called a Gelebia; it i; 
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made of a coarſe and thick wrought Woollen Stuff, 
without Sleeves, but Holes to put their Arms through; 
it reaches to their Knees, and hangs looſe about 
their Bodies like a Sack : The Alcaydes have a broad 
Leathern Pelt embroidered with Gold, to hang their 
Cymeters in, which they wear over the'r Shoulder, 
THe Women, when they go Abroad, are attired 


almeſt like the Men, their outward Garment being 


an Alhague, with which they cover their Heads, bring- 
ing it down over their Foreheads cloſe to their Eyes, 
and under: eath tye a Piece of white Cloth, to hide the 
lower Part of their Face; the Alhagucs cover all Parts 
but thcic Legs, which generally are naked, when they 
are at Home,, or viſit from the Tops of- their Houſes ; 
only ſome of the better Sort h-ve their Drawers ſo 
Jong, that they reach to their Feet, hanging in great 
Jooſe Folds about their Legs; their Shoes are the ſame 
as the Men's; within Doors they appear in their Hair, 
having only a ſingle Binder about their Forehe de; 
their Hair is pleated in two large Pleats, that hang 
down behind at full Length: They wear a Veſt which 
is open from the Boſom to the Waſte, to ſhew their 
Smocks that are embroidered; they faſten large Pieces 
of Mullin to the Sleeves of their Veſt-, which hang 
down very low in the Nature of Ruffels ; their Drawers 
are longer than the Men's, reaching generally to the 
Calf of their Legs; over their Drawers they wear a 
ſhort Petticoat; they put B acelets upon their Legs and 
Arms, and large Ear rings in their Ears. 

THEY have very fine Eyes, and ſome of them beau- 
tiful Skins, which we ſometimes had an Opportunity 
of ſeeing; for though a Man may live a Year in Te- 


tuan, and not ſee the Face of a Mooriſh Woman in 


the Streets, yet when we met them in the Fields, or 
ſaw them on ths Houſc-tops, if none of the Moors 
were in Sight, they would unveil, laugh, and give 
themſelves a little looſe, tiilthe Appearance of one

THE 15th, at Three in the Afternoon, we left 


* Darzerbsh, travelling through a mountainous Country, 
the Road leading us over the Tops of ſuch rocky Hills, 


that it was difficult to get along. We came to our 


- Tents between Six and Seven, which were pitched 


eighteen Miles from our former Camp. 

THE. töth we ſet out at Six in the Morning, the 
Trumpet ſounding to Horſe, which for the future was 
to be the Signal for riſing, after which it was expected 
every Body ſhould be ready in half an Hour ; we now 
began to have very hot travelling, as may be imagined- 
from the Climate, and Seaſon of the Year, which daily 
encreaſed, as well by Reaſon of arriving more In- land, 


as the- approaching Midſummer ; We came to our 
- Camp at Nine, about Twelve Miles off, cloſe to a little 


Rivulet called £charob: 

THe 17th we ſet out again at Six in the Morning, 
and about Ten encamped at the River Hamgarwell, . 
fif:een Miles from our former Incampment. In the 
Way came to us one Sidi Hamet, an old Man, related 
to one of the Emperor's Women; he is Governor of 
the Dwatzes in theſe Parts, i. e. the flying Villages of 
the M abs, of which we had this Day paſſed by ſevera}: 
The Inhabitants of them ſeem to live miſerably, having 
but very indifferent Lodgings, their Houſes conſiſting 
of nothing bur Sticks, with a Raſh or Cloth Covering 
in Imitation of a Tent, moving from Place to Place 
for the Conveniency of Paſture and Water. Theſe 
Towns are generally built in the Shape of a Ring, by 
placing one Row of Houſes eloſe together, and going 


round with them till they meet, leaving a large vacant 


Space in the Inſide; in the Middle of which there 


' ſtands a Houſ® by itſelf, which we ſappoſed belonged 


to their Shieck or Chi: f; whom they have the Liberty 
af chuſing out of their own Tribes; the Emperor ga- 
D 4 the: ing 
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thering the Tribute from them by a Perſon whom he 
ſends from Court, and makes an Alcayde for that 
Purpoſe. Theſe A abs are for the moſt Part very 
tawny, live naſtily with their Cattle and Poultry, and 
their young Children run about naked; they have 
Abundance of fine black: Cattle, which I take to be 
the chief of their Subſtance. - 

NoTWITHSTANDING the unſettled Way of Life, 
and ſeeming Poverty of theſe People, a good Revenue 


is drawn from them, there being reckoned to dwell, 


only in the Plains of Fez, 20c,000 of them, paying 


Caram, that is, the tenth Part of all they have, to 


which they are liable as ſoon as they come to be fifteen 
Years of Age: This is the Tax commanded by their 


Law; but the Alcaydes are ſo far {rom being ſatisfied. 


with it, that they omit no Manner of Injuſtice and 
Rapine, to fleece the People of all they can. 

In Morocco there ore not above loo, ooo vf them, 
but in Su they are very numerous, and formerly re- 
fuſed to pay Tribute, which. coſt the Emperor a great 
deal of Time intirely to ſubdue them. When they 
have a Mind to remove to another Place, they load 
their Camels, Bulls and Cows, on which they put 
Packſaddles, ſetting their Wives and Children on them, 


in large Wicker Baſkets, covered with Cloth to * ä 


off the Sun; after which Manner they roam about 
they have found a Place to their Mind. 


Ar Night we had great Quantities of Cy/caſooe, and” | 


other Proviſions, brought in by theſe People, and the 


Mountaineers. In all Parts of the Baſhaw's Domi- 
nions where he travels, the People bring in Plenty of 


what they have, which coſts him nothing.

WHEN we came within two Miles of Acaſſar, we 
were met by Alcayde Aſuge, Governor of Tangier ; 
he came towards us with a Spear carried upright by a

We pitched our Tents cloſe to the Walls of 4/caſſar, 


about ſixteen Miles from. our laſt Incampment. 


ALCASSAR was once a City of good Note, and the 


Seat of the Governor of this Part of the Kingdom: 


It was built by Jacob Almanzor, King of Fez, about 


the Year 1180. 


MoNnDAY the 26th, about Four of the Clock in the 


Afternoon, we left Acaſſar, our Nn very 
much Increaſed by joining the Baſhaw and his ſixteen 


Brothers, beſides. Nephews, the whole Family being 


ordered to Court. We came to our Camp about Six 
o' Clock, ten Miles from Acaſſar. 


* 


THE 27th we decamped at Six in the Morning, and 


about Eleven came to our Tents, which were pitched 


by the Side of a little Brook called Behorah, having 


>> travelled about ſixteen. Miles. | 
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THe 28th we ſet out at Three in the Afternoon, 
and a little after Six came to the River C264, about 
twelve Miles off, where we encamped. 

The 29th, about half an Hour after Two in the 
Morning, we left the River Cebu, travelling by 
Moon light- over the Plain of Marmora, about twenty 
Miles. This Plain is very remarkable for its exceed-. 
ing Smoothneſs, ſtretching itſelf about eighty Miles 
In- land from the Sea at Marmora, as even as a Bowl. 
ing-green. At Eight we encamped near Sihi Caſſem, 
a {mall Town ſituated at the Foot of a Ridge of Moun- 
tains that incloſe this Plain to the Southward. The 
Town takes its Name from a Saint, who has a Mo- 
nument in it, to which the Moors with great Superſti- 
tion reſort to ſay their Prayers; and. a great many 
more Saints are buried in the Road to Meguinez,. 
having little Monuments over them, which the Moors 
will ſeldom paſs without praying at. 

THE zoth we lay till in our Camp at Sidi Caſſem, 


the Baſhaw ſtaying for ſome of his Governors. to 


bring in their Contributions for the Preſent to the 
Emperor; but we were obliged to keep our Diſtance 
| from: 
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from this holy Town, for Superſtition runs fo high 
in Favour of the Saint, its Godfather, that it would 
be a great Prophanation for any but Mahometan Feet 
to tread near it; of which being told, we rather choſe 
to let our Curioſities be unſatisfied; than run the Riſque 
of their ſuperſtitious Inſults. 

JULY the 1ſt we departed from Sidi Caſſem about 
half an Hour after Five in the Morning, aſcending a 
rocky Mountain, which at Top is ſo ragged, that it 
was with great Difficulty we got over; and the De- 
ſcent ſo ſteep and ſtony, that a little wet would make 
it unpaſſable for Horſes. Between Seven and Eight 


we had a Sight of Megrinez from the Top of a Hill. | 


About Ten we encamped in a Plain called Muley Idris, 
from a Saint who has a Monument hard“ by; This 
Miley Idris was the Founder of the City of Fez, and 
firſt Arabian Prince who reigned in Barbary ; he was 
made a S. int for compelhng a great Number of F-ws 
to turn Mabometa's; his Tomb is (to this Day) a ſure 
Sanctuary for thoſe who fly from the Wrath of the 
Prince, cr would avoid Juſtice; and is of fo great 
Venera! ion, that the Travellers to Mequinez go con- 
fiderably out of their Way to pray at it, and the Em- 
peror bimſelf often * his Devotion there. 

Tuls Day was ſo exceeding hot and ſultry, that 


all Manner of Metal was heated to ſuch a Degree by 
the Air which came into our-Fents, that we could 


hardly touch it- | | 
THE Country we had hitherto paſſed, is very plea» 
fant and fertile ; the Plains in many Places abounding 
in Corn and Cattle, and the Hills and Mountains 
yielding Plenty of Ol ves, though a great Part lies 
waſte and uncultivated; not ſo much for want of a 
ſufficient Number of Inhabitants, as by Reaſom of the 
Oppreſſions from the Government, which makes them 
chooſe to live at fome Diſtance from the high Roads, 
and ſeldom cultivate more Land than they neceſſarily 


want for their own Suſtenance. | | 
Tux 2d we left Muley Idris at half an Hour after 
Eive in the Afternoon, and upon the Road heard that 
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, den Hattar (who went to Mequinez two Days before)

7 Monvpay the 3d we ſet forward at Four of the 
Clock in the Morning, the Moon being up, and a little 
bcfore Sun-riſe entered the City, to avoid the prodi- 
gious Croud we ſhould have met with, had the Day 


been farther advanced; by which Means we got to 
our Houſe with very little Interruption. The Baſhaw 
of Tetuan not having been at Court for three Years, | 
this Morning appeared before the Emperor, to whom 
be had been accuſed of being careleſ; of his Govern- 
ment, in letting the Spaniards drive him out of iis 
Camp before Ceuta, and he was in great Danger of 
bis Life; the Emperor ſeverely threatening him, and 
telling him he was not fit to command; but after he 
had been ſufficiently frightened, he bid him go into the 
Palace to ſee a Siſter of his, who was one of the Em- 
peror's Women; which he did to ſend him out of the 
Way, while he vented ſome Part of his Anger on his 
Followers; for ſome Body had given him a Lilt of 
I & thoſe about the Baſhaw who were molt in his Eſteem.

Clock in the Morning, the Emperor ſent an 


Alcayde with a Guard to conduct the Ambaſſador to 
him : We paſſed through the Streets in the following 
Manner; firſt there went two Serjeants on Horſeback ; 
they were followed by our Muſick, which played all 
the Way; then came the Ambaſſador with his Livery» 
Men on each Side, and after him the Gentlemen of 
His Retinue, who were followed by ſeveral Servants on 
Horſeback ; laſt of all came the Evgh h Captive Maſ- 
ters of Ships on Foot. The Alcayde who commanded 
the Guard would not ſuffer the Moors (who were not 
in the Emperor's Service) to come near us, ſo that 
when any of them endeavoured after it, he uſed to 
point at them, to ſhow the Guards where they were, 
who laid on unmercifully, ſometimes knocking them 
down. 

BEING arrived at the outward Gate of the Palace, 
we diſmounted, and paſling through three or four large 
Court-yards, fat down under ſome' Piazzas for about 
half an Hour. Then Word being brought that the 
Emperor was come out, we were led into a ſpacious 
Place, where at a Diſtance we ſaw him, with an Um- 
brellow over his Head, his Guards behind him drawn 
up in the Shape of an Half-moon, holding the Butt- 
end of their Pieces with their Right Hands, and keep- 
ing them cloſe to their Bodies, with the Muzzles ti.

THE. Ambaſſador now delivering the Articles of 
Peace to the Emperor, told bim they were ſigned by 
the King his Maſter, and deſired he would te pleaſed 
to ſign a Counterpart to be carried to England; to 
which the Emperor faid, that his Word was as cflec- 
tual as his Wiiting ; but however, he would do that 
to latisfy him; and giving the Articles to his Admiral, 
Al Hadge Abdecader Peres, (afterwards ſent Am- 
baſſador to Eiglaud) told the Ambaſſador, that he 
made him a Preſent of Nine Chriſtians for a Break ſaſt, 
and he might chooſe which he pleaſed. 5X 
THEN the Emperor ſpeaking to the Baſhaw of Te- 
tan, the latter proſtrated himſe:f upon the Earth, 
and kiſſed the Ground at his Horſe's Feet, and ariſing, 
went up to the Emperor, and kiſſed his Foot; which 
they all do very often, when he talks to them, and 
go backwards iato their Places again. ö 
THe Emperor was about Eighty-ſeven Years old, 
and very active for ſuch an Age. He was a middle 
ſiz d Man, and had the Remains of a good Face, with 
nothing of a Negrc's Features, though his Mother 
was a Black; he had a high Noſe, which is pretty 
long from the Eye-brows downwards, and thin.

ULY the 23d, the Ambaſſador having broke 

through ſome Meaſures that had been taken to diſ- 
appoint him, by writing a Letter to the Queen, the 
Emperor ordered all the His Captives to be drawn 
up together in his Palace, and at the ſame Time ſent 
for the Ambaſſador. We went with the Muſick play- 
ing as before, and found the Emperor fitting under 


ſome Piazzas; but upon our Approach he mounted 
his Horſe, and faluted the Ambaſſador with Bous, 
Bono, and told him, that at firſt he did not apprehend 
that he bad full Power to conclude a Peace, but 
thougut he only came to make Preparation for ano- 


ther Ambaſſador ; but now finding he had ſuſſieient 
Authority, ſaid he ſhonld have all his Countrymen; 
and at the fame Time waving his Hand to the Cap- 
tives, he bad them go Home along with the Ambaſe 
f doa into their own Country ; upon which they all 
fell proſtratc, crying out, Cod bleſs thy Power, and 
were going out of his Pre ſence, when the Emperor 
cauſing them to ſt:y, further fa'd, that he loved the 
Ambaſfador and all the Exzliſh, becauſe he knew 
they loved him and his Houſe, and that there ſhould! 
not be an Egli Man a Slave in his Empire, for he 


were ; then waving his Hand again to the Captives, 
E 2 they 
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they went away ; and the Ambaſſador returning the 
Emperor Thanks for the Honour he had done him, 
told him, that he ſhould always regard his Intereſt, 
when he was gone out of his Dominions; to. which 
the Emperor ſaid, that he ſhould then ſee how well 
he deſerved the Preſent he had made him that Morn- 
ing; that he would not have him ſtay an Hour in 
Meguinez, and wiſhing him ſafe into his own Coun- 
try, the Ambaſſador took his Leave, the Emperor 
ſaying (ſeveral Times) God bleſi you, and turning his 
Horſe, galloped away with his Launce in his Hand, 
his Gua ds running cloſe behind him. | 

Ou x Captives, who were in the Palace before we 
came, told us, that the Emperor had been in a great 
Paſſion with ſome of the Alcaydes, wounding one of 
them with his Launce, drawing his Cymeter to ſtrike 
another, and had cauſed one of them to be toſſed. 

THE 24th our Captives ſet ont for Tetuan, joy- 
fully leaving the Place of their Captivity, to partake 

of the Bleſſings of Freedom. At Tetuan the Baſhaw 
was very dilatory in appointing a Day for cur Cap- 
tives to go aboard; till receiving a Letter from one 
of the Queens, wherein ſhe highly threatened him fer 
detaining them, and the Powder for Part of their 
Ranſom being arrived from G/bra/tar, the Ambaſſador 
had the good Succeſs to embark 296 Eng1i/h, being 
(with a few who died on the Road) all that were 
left alive, and had not turned Moors, of thoſe who 
had been taken in about ſeven Years War. 

Tavs ſucceſsfully ended Commodore Stewart's 
Embaſſy for the Redemption of Briti/h Captives ; 
which I had ſome Share in, as being a conſtant At- 
tendant during the Time, on the Emperor , but paſſed 
it by in my Journal, becauſe I have Matter enough 
concerning my own Adventures (over and above the 
ſmall Share I had in that) ard ſuch I hope (being the 
plain and natural Truth, without the Jealt mixture 
of Romance or Aſſectation) as will in no wiſe be un- 


acceptable to my Readers, |

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T being now become, as I have already faid one of 


| the Emperor's Attendants, and always ready in Obe. 


dience to his Commands, in receiving him bare-headed 


and bare-footed. at his Entrance in, or at his going 
coat of the Palace, I having my Head ſhaved every 


eighth Day for that Purpoſe ; and not only his Guard 
treat him with this ſubmiſſive Reſpect, but hi; whole 
Court, conſiſting of his great Officers and Alcaydes, 
aſſemble every Morning about Eight or Nine o' Clock, 
all bare-footed, to know if the Emperor has been 
Abroad, (for if he keeps within Doors, there's no 
ſeeing him, unleſs ſent for) or if he's returned in a 
good Humour, which is well known by his very Looks 
and Motions, and ſometimes by the Colour of the 
Habit he wears, yellow being obſerved to be his killing 
Colour; from all which they calculate whether they 
may hope to live twenty-four Hours longer. 
Tr the Emperor comes out, their Necks are all held 
out, their Eyes fixed on the Ground; and after this 
Manner the crouching Creatures pay their Homage ; 
and when they approach him, fall down and kiſs the 
Ground at his Horſe's Feet. If he ſpeaks, ſome {wear 
by their God, what he ſays is true; others, at every 
Pauſe he makes, cry out, God kngthen thy Days, my 
Eord; Cod bleſs thy Life; which once occaſioned an 
accidental Jeſt, for he was ſaying, Ma) 1 be called 
the greateſt'vf Lyars, if I have nat always conceived 
a great Eſteem for the Engliſh ;'and making a little 
Stop at the Word Lyars, his officious Court cryed 
out, Yes, by G—d'it's true my Lord. 
Ir he comes not out, he ſometimes ſends for ſome. 
of them; at other Times he has the Door opened, 
and orders them all to paſs muſter, and they go one 
by one cringing by the Door. If he only goes a lit- 
the Way out of the Gate of his Palace, they follow 
him on Foot through the Dirt; and he is a great Man,

DURING all Intervals from ſuch my Attendance, 
I was, together with the reſt of the Guards, gene- 
rally exerciſed in ſhooting with a ſingle Ball at a 
Mark, which was generally a red Cap ſet on the Top 
of a high Piece of Ground, diſtant about two hundred 
Paccs; at which we all, to the Number of nine hun- 
dred, and ſometimes more, fired together at the Word. 
of Command, the Emperor ſo ordering it, thereby to 
make us the more expert, ready and dexterous, in 
caſe of any warlike Action, whereto. we might hap- 
pen to be ſuddenly called; though for my Part, I 
could never ſee who that Perſon was that hit the 
Mark, if hit at all, and it was, I think, impoſlible 
for any to determine, though I mult acknawledge 
it to be a very good Way in training up Soldiers, to 
their making of cloſe Vollies; yet, indeed, I ſaw at 
other Places theſe Firings ſingle, and where the Party 
was ſo lucky to bit it, he did not fail of a ſuitable.

ne z, whence _ taking Leave of our Friends) I 
and my Wife ſet out the ſame Day, accompanied by 
fix hundred of thoſe who were ſo lately married with 
us, three lLundred of them being put under my Com- 

mand, 
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mand, and the other three hundred under the Com- 
== mand of Muſa or Moſes Belearge, a Spaniard, they 
likewiſe taking with them their Wives: Theſe {1x hun- 
1 red Men were of different Nations, French, Spani. 
aerdt, Portugue ze and Ttaliant, but never an E ug li ſii 
lan amongſt them, except myſelf. Baſhaw Hams 
Fiſbe, (begot between a Spariard and a Moor) 
Commander in Chief of that Province, with two thou- 
ſand Men, went alſo with us, and being obliged to 
take with us a Prieſt, the Emperor commanded me to 
find one, if poſſible, who was both blind and deaf, 
- that if in caſe any of us ſhould happen to take a Cup 
of Wine, (as being uſed thereto. in our own reſpec- 
tive Countries, and therefore might the ſooner do ſo 
in his) he might not be capable of taking Notice of 
== it; for, added he, tho I will by no Means encourage 
it, jet ſhould I much rather be excus'd from receive 
= ing any Complaints of that Nature, whereby to give 
= them any Uneaſineſ: Though I made the beſt Enquiry 
I could, yet I could by no Means meet with ſuch a 
one; therefore I recommended to him my Wife's Un- 
cle, a ſeeming honeſt Man, and one who was approv'd 
of by the Emperor, and by us as joyfully received; 
and after being ſtrictly charged to reſide the brit Month 
at the Caſtle of Tamn/noe, and the next at Start, fo 
as each Garriſon might have him by Turns every other 
Month, he chearfully travelled on with us; and 
#5 og he could both ſee and hear very well, yet was 
== I under no Apprehenſion of his giving the Emperor 
any Uneafinels on our Account, I having before ſeen 
bim to drink Wine in a plentiful Manner. 
# WE are now (Women included) 2206 on the Road, 
all well mounted, the Men on fine Horſes ; which, as 
== they are ſo famous for Goodneſs, it will not be im- 
proper to ſay ſomething of the Moors Method of ma- 
naging them. — The Moors take a great deal of Pride 
in their Horſes, and order them after a very different 
Manner from us : they back them generally at two 
Years old, and ſheer their Manes and Tails till they 
come to ſix, thinking that makes them ſtrong, At 
| ike Graſs 
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Graſs they tie ſometimes the two fore Feet together, 
at other Times a fore Foot and a hinder one. In their 
Stables they have two Iron Pins drove into the Ground, 
one before, and the other behind them, at the Diſ 
tance of about three Feet from their Legs, which are 
faſtened together with Ropes, like our Traves, with 
which we teach Horſes to pace, but being ſhort, they 
draw their Legs together under their Bellies, and two 
Ropes come from their hind and fore Feet, which are 
ſo tied to theſe Pins, that they cannot ſtir above one 
Foot backwards or forward. Their Collar is alſo made 
faſt to the Pin before them, which has a Ring for that 
Purpoſe; under them is a Hole covered with Pieces of 
Timber to rcceive their Water; and a little on one 
Side a Bed of Sand, or Saw-duſt, for them to lie up- 
on: They have no Mangers, but eat their Straw or 
Graſs off the Ground. 

AlL their Horſes eat Graſs in April and May; and, 
if it be a good Year, great Part of March; at other 
Times they eat Straw inſtead of Hay; their Barley is 
given them in a Woollen Bag, put over their Heads. 
They are never dreſs'd, nor their Manes or Tails comb- 
ed, but when dirty are carried to the next running 
Water and waſhed; and if they deſign to have them 
look fine, they uſe a little Soap. Some will take it 
amiſs that you touch a Horſe with the Palm of your 
Hand to ſtroke him, and ſay there is a Venom in that 
Part, which is hurtful to Horſes. They never crop 
their Tails or Ears, nor geld them, for they like no 
maimed Creatures but Eunuchs, for other Reaſons. 

THEY have one Sort which they call Nob/e-Hor/es. 
who bow their Heads about at the Approack of a 
Man. Their Love is ſo great for Holes, that not 
only they are one of the Three Things for which the 
Moors have a Proverb, as molt eſteemed, viz. A 
Horſe, a Woman, and a Book, but they keep even 
the Genealogies of them for two or three hundred 
Years, and are nice in diltinguiſhing the true from 
the mix'd Generations. They have a baſe Way of 
| ſhoeing them, cutting off the fore Part of the 3 

f a 
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and forming the Shoe into a triangular Shape, with 
the two Points almoſt meeting at the Heel, which 
Points are made very thin, and after the Shoe is 
faltened with three Nails on each Side, are beaten as 
flat to the Hoof as . poſſible : But ſome Time ago the 
Emperor iſſued owt an Order, that upon Pain of 
Death ail Horſes ſhould be ſhoed with round Shoes, 
a certain Turk having perſuaded him that was the 
beſt Way. | 

THEY are not ſubje& to Diſtempers, and the Moors 
know not what you mean by a Farſey or Glander, nor 
have I ever ſeen a Spavine or Mullender. As for the 
= -ercbbers in the Mountains, they never ſhoe their 
X# Horſes; ind their Feet are certainly firmer than our's, 
oi for a Horſe went to Tetuan from the Camp, and 
came back the next Day, without a Shoe, which is 
fifty Miles; and notwithſtanding he was forced to 
crots a Mountain full of Rocks going and coming, 
not being able to paſs the low Way for a River, i 
was not perceived he had the leaſt Crack in his Hoof, 
or made any Complaint of his Feet. Their Horſes live 
to a great Age, and are very freſh at fourteen or ſif- 
teen, the Reaſon of which ſeems to be their going ſo 
gently on the Road, where they ſeldom are put out of 
a Foot-Pace; but when they exerciſe the Launce, they 
make them beſtir themſelves to ſome Purpoſe. 

Ou Women rode on Mules, and we got that Da 
to the River Bate, about five Leagues, the ſecond Day 
to the Caſtle Ca//abjibbad, the third to an old ruined 
Caſtle called Fhin/cera. and the fourth to the Walls 
of Sal/ee,: Hummo Triffe and his People incamping 
and remaining without three Days, during which we 
new-married People had the Liberty to go into the 
Town, were lodged there, and moſt ſumptuouſly 
feaſted by the Emperor's Order, as indeed were the 
Baſhaw's Men in their Tents, there being great Quan- 
tities of Proviſion of all Sorts carried out for chat

about three Days March from thence, to be command- 
ed by a Deputy of my own Appointment. 

Ar my Entrance into the Caſtle, I found all Things 
pretty much in Diſorder, there being almoſt a general 
Want of every Thing ; for what the old People had, 
they carry'd for at leaſt moſt of it) with them: How- 
ever, theſe Wants were, by the Baſhaw's —_ 


== {he remaining encamped without fixteen Days) very 
Ret fleet fg lied, by ſendin ns in rakary oA and 
Stores eno 4 for our Subſiſtence for fix Months, 
XX This being done, he roſe with his ſmall Army, and 
=X departed, as I was informed, for Stant, a Garriſon

be arge and his Men therein for the better Security of 
the Emperor's Stores of Gram laid up there, he de- 
== parted for the City of Morocco, of which he was the

= Now have I and my Comrades for ſome Time No- 
thing to do but to contrive Ways and Means how to 
divert ourſelves; which we did after the beſt Manner 
we could deviſe, living in an amicable Manner, and 
== paſling our Time very pleaſantly, here being to be our 
Station for about ſix Years, though I was ſeveral 
Times (with ſome Part of my Men) ordered thence 
| RX for the Space of fix or ſeven Months, and thither 
again, and once of almoſt two Years at a Time; my 
RX firſt Abſence was about three Months after my Arrival, 
when I received a peremptory Command from the Ba- 
aw to attend him with two hundred of my Men as 
ſoon as poſſible I could, and to leave my other hun- 
= red to ſecure my ſeveral Garri ſons: In Purſuance of 
which Order, I drew out one hundred and fifty of my 
Mien, leaving the other fifty to take Care of the Gar- 
riſon and the Women, and immediately departed, 
and got that Day to the Caſtle of Start, where I 
found my old Friend Beltarge was with a like Number 
gone before me, The ſecond Day I marched to Cee- 
aar, an old ruined Caſtle, though well ſtored with 
Water and many other neceſſary Refreſhments, both 
for Man and Horſe: And the third Day about Noon, 
to my other Caſtle: of Broaſh, where I directly en- 
tered, and found my other hundred Men and their 
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and I forthwith drawing out fifty of them, which 
made my Number compleat, proceeded, and got that 
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Wies very well, who received us very courteouſſy; 


Evening to Cedebrazzapgin the Province of now, 
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and the next to the River of Teuſſiſt; whence, very 
early the next Morning, the Baſhaw meeting us with 
good Store: of Proviſion on the Road, we were by 
him conducted with fine Muſick playing before us, 
in great Pomp to the Walls of Morocco, Where I found 
my old Friend Be/earge, with the reſt of the Baſhaw's 
Army, encamped without the Walls of the City; 
though, as we had before, by the Emperor's Order's,, 
Liberty to go into the Town. of Sallee, ſo were we 
now: ordered to march together into Myrocco, and there 
treated after like Manner, with this Difference only, 
the former being at the Charge of. the Emperor, and 
this at. that of the Inhabitants, as indeed was allo RE 
that of the whole Camp. . 

ThE City of Morocco is very well ſituated, and 
reckoned to be twelve Miles in Compaſs : It is ſad 
to have had formerly a hundred thouſand: Houſes in 
it; but fince the Kings of Morocco have removed 
their Court from thence to Meguinez, it is greatly 
decreaſed, but its Palace or Caſtle is the ſtatelieſt of 
any in 4rica, it being of a prodigious Extent ; ſome 
of the Rooms of, which have large Fiſh Ponds in them, 
and the Fiſhes may be ſeen ſwimming in the Looking- 8 
Glaſſes, with which the Cielings are covered: There 
are likewiſe in this City very fine Gardens, and many 
ancient and well built Moſques : The famous Aque- 
ducts, which bring Water.to it from above forty Miles, 
axe a ſtupendous Work. Ph 

WE reſte d. ſeven Days at Morocco, being ordered 
on the eighth early to march out and join the Army; 
when we all roſe, and marched that Day to the River 
of Madden Hufeecb, Diſtance ſeven Leagues, where 
we reſted that Night; and the next Day to Me ſiuedat s, 
at the Foot of a very high Mountain, and where (on 
Account of the Inhabitants there and thereabout, not 
having for ſome Time back performed the Payments 
of their wonted Tribute) we ſettled our Camp, and 
reſted. ſiſteen Days; during which, notwithſtanding 
they had before our coming refuſed to pay it, yet did 
many of them at our Approach, and eſpecially Tals- 

tranmel. 
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BE amet Meſmeaſoy, the Head and Chief of that Pro- 
ince, come to meet us; and declaring to the Baſhaw, 
utter the molt ſolemn” Manner; that he had no Hand 
Vin the Rebellion, as he underſtood, had been baſely 
and mali ciouſly rumoured of him, the Rebels having 
made Uſe of his Name for the better carrying on their 
Wicked Deſigns, he entreate d that he would believe 
him Innocent, as in Reality he ſaid he was, having 
never made the leaſt Advance that Way; but, on the

cold, yet were we oblig'd, on Account of our wound- 


ed Men, to remain there for three Days, and then 


marched down to the Caſtle of Ehiah Embelide, hav. 
ing with us all their Cattle, and our wounded Men 
carried in Hand-Barrows. We reſted there three 


Days, looking over our Booty and receiving ſeveral 


others of the Rebels, who came in there; we then fell 
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Forth, but ſuffered us to blow them up to our Satisf1c. 
tion, making ſuch Breaches, as we entered all our Men 
at in a very little Time; and in three Hours (during 
which there was on both Sides very bloody Work) ve 


put all of them (the Women and Children under ten 
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Fire, we fat down before one of the other two, which | | 
we found to be alſo joined by their Neighbours, and 
offering the like Reſiſtance ; but they did not reſiſt 
longer than three Hours: Notwithſtanding, we did 

not ſpare them, but cut them off alſo to a Man; and

Wr now began our March for Morocco, where we 


ſafely arrived at the End of four Days, having with Wo 


us all our Baggage, the greateſt Part of our Booty, i 


and three of the chief Men out of every Province, 


to be carried with us to Meguinez, to give an Ac. 


count to the Emperor of their Behaviour in the late 
Rebellion, the Baſhaw and the Remains of his People 
encamping again without the Walls of the City, Be- 


leargo and myſelf, with the Remains of our's, be- 
ing ag in ordered to maich in, and we were by the 


Citizens moſt courteouſly entertained, ſelling our 


Shares of the Booty, viz, Bullocks and Sheep in vaſt 
Numbers, for what any would give us; I having my- 
ſe'f, with ſeveral” others in Partnerſhip, ſold there 
and at ſeveral other Places before on the Road, four 
hundred Sheep, for ſo ſma!l a Price as a Blankeel each, 
which is Two-pence) and thought ourſelves well off ; 


for what could we have done with them, being ob- 


liged to take that or Nothing; beſides, we were glad ea 


at any Rate to get rid of the very great Trouble of 
driving them. | 
Now am I again in the City of Morocco; of which, 
I do not doubt, but it may be expected that I ſhould 
give a particular Deſcription, — an Account of all 
its Curioſities; which I could readily, and would as 
willingly do, did I not think it altogether inconſiſtent 
with my main Point, and would enlarge my Hiltory 
to very little Purpoſe, by only repeating what has 
been, without Doubt, before made publick ; therefore 
I ſhall, by Way of Digreſſion, mention only two of 
the moſt agreeable Curioſities, which my own Fancy 
was {truck with, the one within, and the other with- 
out the Walls, and refer my Readers for the teſt to 
the ſeveral Books already printed; and firſt, of that 
within the Walls, which was four Golden Globes of 
a large Size and Value, fixed on the Top of the 
Tower of the Emperor's Palace, and which, according 
by tg 
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o common Fame, were ſet up many hundred Years 
go, on the following Occaſions. 

lourtan OuDan, Daughter and Widow to two 
of their ancient Emperors, happened one Day to ſee 
| Sn a Woman's Baſket ſome tempting Peaches, and 
obeing at the ſame Time with Child, ihe took one of 
bcm, and after biting off a ſmall Part of it, and put- 
ting t the Remainder into the Baſket again, ſhe went 
way, faying, She had but juſt nick'd the Time ; of 


G which ſome of the By-ſtanders taking Notice, and 
pvondering thereon, it ſoon came into their Minds, 
iat it muſt be very near the Time of the Commence- 
, 38 ment of their Ramadam, which is a very ſtrict Falt 
they obſerve every twelfth Moon; and during which, 


ik any ore known to eat or d:iuk from an Hour be- 
fore the Breaking of the Day, till the Appearance of 
the Stars, it is Death by their Law; and they are 
not only obliged to abſtain from all Manner of Food, 
but likewiſe from ſmoaking, waſhing their Mouths, 
taking Snuff, ſmelling Perfumes, or converſing with 
Women. 

== THrost who are obliged to travel, may drink a 
a little Water; and ſuch as are ſick, may borrow a few 
Days of their Prophet; but they mult, and do repay 
We punctu.lly, when they recover Strength. In the Towns 
WE they run about the Streets, and wake all tnoſe People 
WE they think are allcep, that they may eat, and ſo be 
WE the better able to BS themſelves in the Day; 
they riſe three or four Times in the Night, and ſleep 
again. Sach as are Libertine, and uſed to drink Wine, 
W abſtain from it at this Time. 
IT is uſual in the Towns, every Evening, when the 
W Faſt of that Day is ended, for a Trumpet to be ſound- 
ed from the Caſtle, to give Notice of it; before which 
Time it 1s pleaſant to ſee the Poſture of the Moors, 
one holding a Pipe ready fll'd, while he impatiently 
expects the Sound of the Trumpet; another with a 
Dith of Cz/caſſoce before him, ready to run his Hand 
in; ſome got cloſe to the Fountains, to be the firlt 
that ſhall drink. On the Eve of their Leut, they 
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make great Rejoicing, ſhouting and repeating the 
Name of G OD, and watch for the Appearance of 
the Moon, at which they fire their Muſkets, then fall 
to ſaying their Prayers, the Emperor himſelf ſome- 
times at their Head ; who, to perſuade the People of 
his great Regard for Religion, keeps this Faſt four 
Months every Year ; but they are obliged to obſerve it 
only during that one Moon. 

Tux poor longing Queen was, by a due Enquiry 
into the Moon's Age, found to have tranſgreſſed in it 
by three Hours, and immediate Sentence was paſſed 
upon her, which put her under a grieyous Agony, as 
not knowing (though ſhe was exceeding rich) how 
to get off: though at the laſt (on her promiſing to ſet 
up thoſe Balls, and to build four ſeveral Bridges over 
two very rapid Rivers, ig. three on Murbia, and one 
_ enIWad!s6bid, wherein Atundance of People had been 
before drowned, in their attempting to croſs over) the 
obtained a Pardon; and theſe Promiſes were in her 
Life time accordingly performed, together with ſcve- 
ral large Buildings, and Donations for Schools, Alms- 
Houſes, Cc. over and above her very extraordinary 
and chargeable Obligation. | 
Tusk four Globes are, by Computation, ſeven 
hundred Pounds, Parbary Weight, cach Pound con- 
filt ng of twenty-four Ounces, which make in all 
10 5 Pounds Eng/i/h; and frequent Attempts had 
been made to take them away, but without Succeſs ; 
for, as the Notion ran, any attempting it. were {gon 
glad to deſiſt from it, they being affrightened, and 
eipecially at their near Approach to them, in a very 
ſtrange and ſurprizing Manner, and ſcized with an ex- 
traordinary Faintneſs and Trembling, hearing at the 
fame Time a great rumbling Noiſe, like as if the 
whole Fabrick was tumbling down about their Ears; 
fo that, in great Confuſion, they all returned falter 

than they advanced. 
Tuls did I often hear, yet had I a very ſtrong Itch- 
ing to try the Truth of it; and to gratify my Curioſi- 
ty, I one Night (having before communicated my In- 
| | tentions 
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tentions to two of my Men, and perſuaded them to 
go with me, and provided myſelf with Candles, Flint, 
Steel and Tinder) entered the Foot of the Tower, 
lighted my Candles, and advanced with my Com- 
rades cloſe at my Heels, till I had gained at lealt two 
thirds of the Height, I ſtill going on; when realiy, 
to my Sceming, I both felt and heard ſuch a diſmal 
rumbling Noiſe, and Shaking of the Tower, (my Lights 
at that very Inſtant quite going out) as I thought far 
ſurpaſſed that of common Fame; yet was I reſolved 
to proceed, and called to my Comrades to be of good 
Courage ; but having no Anſwer from them, I foon 
found they had left me in the Lurch; upon whic', 
falling into a very great Sweat, I went back alſo, and 
found them at the Bottom in a terrible Condition: 
And ſo ended my mad Project; and which was, I 
think, a very mad ove indeed, for had J obtained the 
Globes, in what could it have bettered my deplorable 
Condition, being always obliged to follow tne Empe- 
ror's Pleaſure, and with whom it was a molt ſufficient 
Crime to be rich : And ſo much for my fooliſh Attempt 
on the Golden Globes. 

War I was molt delighted with, without the 
Walls of Morocco, was a moſt curious and ſpacious 
Garden for the King's Pleaſure, when he came to 
that City, it being by far the fineſt of all I had ever 
ſeen before, being kept in the moſt expuiſite Manner, 
as to its curious and regular Walks and Arbours, and 
laid out with large Collections of moſt Kinds of Fruits 
and Flowers, the Fruit-Trees being very large, and 
dreſſed and pruned in a very elegant Manner; ſo that 
their Wood, and eſpecially that of their Orange- 
Trees, was always in a proſperous Condition, almoſt 
ever green, blooming and bearing Fruit. In thisGar- 
den I faw the Trunk of an old Tree, (which I was 
told was that of a very large Orange-Tree) with great 
ſpreading Branches; which, when in its Profperity, 
was the Death of Mule; Archid, the Emperor's Bro- 
ther, (who, about ſeven Years before, killed Mule 
£namet, his elder Brother, with his own Hund, to 
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make Way for himſelf to the Empire:) He being one 


Day in this Garden on Horſeb:ck, and his Horſe run- 


ning ſuddenly out with him, {> that he could by no 
Means ſtop lum, cairied him under this Tree, in a 
Moment appeoring on tue other Side without his Ri- 
der; and notwithſtanding the quick Approach of his 
Attendants, they found him quite dead, hanging by 


5 his Head in a forked Limb; on which Account there 


was, no Doubt, no little Hurry all over the Empire, 
he being reckoned' one of the moſt famous Conque- 
rors in thoſe Parts, having made himſelf Maſter, by 
the Sword, of the Kingdoms of Tafilet, Fez, Mo- 
rocco, and Sus ; and by this Means the old Tyrant 
(whom I was obliged to ſerve) egme to the Throne: 
However, this Accident was by all reckoned a juſt 
Judgment, | 

AxD now being obliged to proceed immediately 
for Mequine x, I ſhall, after ſo long a Digreſſion, whiclr 
is chicfly indeed from Hearfay, return to my own Sto- 
ry, and be upon the Spur with the Tribute taken up» 
on our late Expedition, together with that for one 
Year, for the City of Morocco; and which being 
ſomewhat extraordinary, I think it may not be amiſ3 
to mention the Particulars of it, whereby the Reader 
may in ſome Meaſure guefs at the Richneſs of the In- 
habitants. 

Ir conſiſted firſt of 140 Quintals, or Barbary 
Hundreds of Silver Coin ; ſecondly, 204 fine Horſes, 
the latter four being covered and above their wonted 
and requi: ed Number) a voluntary Prefent to the Em- 
pe ror, were the fineſt that could be got, with Saddles, 
Bridles, &c. altogether as finely ſet of, and eſpeci- 
ally that for his own riding, the Saddle being behind 
and before well ſtregthened with Plates of Gold, and 
curiouſly inlaid with many very valuable Jewels, the 
Stirreps. of beaten Gold, and the Bridle and other 
Accoutrements in every Point ſuitable, with a fine 
Scimiter and crooked Knife, the Hilts, Scabbard and 
Sheath alſo very rich, hanged to the Saddle by Gold 
Cbaius: Thirdly, 200 Mules, with Pads on their 
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Backs, compleatly fitted witb Stirrups, and their Bo» 
dies covered all over with Scarlet Cloth: Fourthly, 
200 Blacks, Males and Females, a like Number : 
Fifthly, 8-0 Quintals of Gunpowder : Sixthly, 40 
Gun-Stocks : Seventhly, 800 Turrahs of fine dreſſed: 
Goat-Skins, each Turrah conſiſting of fix Skins: 
Eighthly, 400 Quintals of Butter: Niathly, 400 
ditto of Honey: Tenth, 300 ditto of Oil: Ele- 


venth, 2000 Gun- Locks: Twelfth, 2000 Sword- = 


Blades: Thirteenth, 2000 Powder-Horns : Four- 
teenth, 60 Quintals of Ellennah, or black Graſs, the 
ſame Sort of that my Dutcheſs's Hands and Feet were. 
diſcouloured with. at the Time of our precipitate Mar- 
riage; and Fifteenth, 400 Quintals of Dates. All 
which being packed up, the Muleteers proceeded 
with the Carravan, and we with the Army as a Con- 
voy, and got the firſt Day to the River Tenfieft, a- 
bout five Leagues; the ſecond. Day to Geedearhal, ſe- 
ven Leagues; the third to the River. Teſſeut, fourth 
to Boahgobah, fifth to the River Dernce, ſixth ta 
Tedlah, ſeventh to. Ceedeelle Feellelle, eighth to 
Tendrah,. a very fertile and: large Plain, ſurrounded- 
by vaſt mountainous Woods: And here many of the 
Emperor's Cows (though no Doubt it is a very dans 
gerous Place for Cattle, on Account of the very great 
Number of ſavage Beaſts lurking hereabouts) are ge- 
nerally kept; the ninth to the River. Gregrah, the 
Country alſo very woody, and. plentifully ſtored with 
Lions, and I think. the boldeſt I ever ſaw, coming 
that Night even into our Camp, making a hideous 
and terrible Noiſe, killing two of our Horſes, and 
eating them all ap before Day-break ; the tenth to the 
Caſtle of Xgoory, ſhort of Meguinez about fix Leagues, 
travelling at the Rate of about ſeven Leagues a Day; 
and the eleventh we came into Megquinez in good Se 
fon. and ſecured all the Effects of the Carravan withy 
in the Walls of the Emperor's Palace ; and after the 
Baſhaw had acquainted the Emperor with our Pro- 
ceedings, and given him a particular Account of 
the Behaviour of the ſeveral Priſoners, we * 
alter 
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(after making a plentiful Supper) ordered for that 
Night to Reſt. 

Tu next Morning, abtut Eight o' Clock, the 
Emperor ordered the Baſhaw to bring the ſeveral Pri- 
_ foners into the Yard before him, when myſelf and 
 Belearge, by Command of the Baſhaw, immediately 
guarded them in : The old Tyrant looking at them 
very furiouſly, (after aſking them a few Queſtions) 
told them, in an angry Tone, That they were inſolent 
Traitors, and they ſhould ſoon reap the Fruits of 
their late Rebellin; then ordeicd three of the moſt 
notorious of them to ſtand with their Backs pretty 
nigh the Wall; which the Victims obeying, the Ex- 
ecutioner was ordered, on the Emperor's Signal, to 
cut off thcir Heads, which (the Signal being given) 
he inſtantly did at two Stroaks, two of them being 
cleanly ſevered at one: Then the Emperor ordered 
the reſt of them to be removed to ſome further Diſ- 
tance; and though, no Doubt, they were every Mo- 
ment expecting to ſhare in the ſame Fate with their 
Neiglibours, yet did the Emperor, on their promiſing 
him to behave better for the future, (contrary to their 
own and every other Body's Expectation then preſent) 
pardon them, though with this Reſtriction, Never 
more to return to their old reſpective Places of Mode, 
but to reſide at thoſe which ſhould be by him allotted 
for them; then Belearge and myſelf receiving twen- 
ty-five Ducats each, and our Men fix, were ordered 
to depart, and carry off with us the Priſoners ; who, 
after being ſtigmatized or branded with a hot Iron 
in their Foreheads, were like Vagrants put the next. 
Day out of the City, every one to enquire after the 
Place of his Allotment; and what became of them 
after, I never heard. 

THE Execution of theſe three Captives was per- 
formed by the Hands of an Exeter Man, whoſe Sir- 
name I have forgot, though I very well remember his 
Chriſtian one was Aſalom, and that he often told me 
he was by Trade a Butcher; and he was, no Doubt, 
a very bold Man, for before the Exccution the Baſhaw 
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offering him his Sword, he ſmiling told him, That 
he thought his own to be altogether as good, which he 
ſhould ſoon fee; and which, indeed, was as ſoon 
made appear; he further adding,That had it not been 
of very excellent Temper, it eould not have performed 
what he had hitherto done with it. 

Now are Be/carge and myſelf again ordered into 
the Palace, and by the Emperor commanded to lay 
open ſeveral of the Preſents to his View; and after 
taking particular Notice of them, and ordering alſo 
for the fine Horſes, &c. to be brought forth, he ſaid, 
Theſe Dogs are certainly very rich; but what was 
this in Compariſon of what they had yet behind, and 
that this was u more than their giving him a ſmall 
Part of what was before his own ; therefore, if they 
did not mend their Manner, by ſending him more for 
the ſuture, he would ſend his Meſſengers to. fetch it, 
with their Heads into the Bargain. Here we 
may ſee the dangerons Conſequence of Ax BIT RAAHN 
POWER, and thank GOD that we are governed by 
fuch who!/ome Laws, as are thoſe of this happy Na- 
tion; whereby every one is allowed fair Tryal in 
Matters of Life and Death, as well as like Equity 
in the Recovery and keeping their own; whereas, 
thoſe 7hap/y People who are ſubject to Arbitrary Tye 
rants, are To-day rich and great, To-morrow Beg- 
gart, often loſing their Lives with their Eſtates, aH 
without being heard, or any daring to enquire for 
Why or wh-1efore. 

Ir a poor Man in Barbary gets but a Pair of Oxen 
to plow, he weuld not only be liable to be robbed of 
them by the next little mercenary Governor, but 
forced to ſell his Corn, to pay an arbitrary Tribute. 
For which Reaſon the Land has no Proprietor above 
two or three Leagues round a Town ; and if you 
chance to ſpie two or three ſmall Cottages, you may 
be ſure they belong to ſome Alcayde, and the poor 
People that live in them to till the Ground, are bis 
Servants, and, like the Cattle, receive no other Re-

eompenee for their Labour, but the wretched Proven. 
der they at. 

Tut Emperor and his Alcaydes confound all Trade 
in the Country, by robbing ſuch as have any Reputa- 
tion for Riches ; tor which Reaſon the Moors take it 
for a Token that you deſign them Harm, if you ſay 
they are rich; and it is believed, that there are abun- 
dance of AM abiaus who have concealed Eſtates, (for 
this Country, fifty or ſixty Years ago, was extraor- 
dinary rich) and yet appear ſo miſcrable, that they 
have Nothing but an Alhague to cover them, which 
ſerves for Shirt, Drawers, Coat, Cloak, Bed, and 
every Thing. But thoſe who liv'd in Towns, were 
preſently ruined. I havq; heard that the People of 
Tetuan were very conſiderable Trad-rs, and ſome of 
them left off Buſineſs when the Emperor came to the 
Throne, thinking ty that Means to go off with what 
they had got, and be quiet; but on t'e contrary, 

being onge taxcd for People of Subſtance, the ſame 
continued till the Fortunes they had got were exhauſt- 
ed, and Nothing coming in, they are at preſent re- 
duced to extream Want, and ſcyeral of them have 
been ſhewn u ithcut a Bit of Bread; for all thoſe who 
are in any Condition, aie ſuch as continued to trade, 
becauſe they had at that Time no other Means of 
Subſiſtance. | 

IN 1699, the Governor of Fez ſent to a Merchant, 
to g-ve him a hundred Ducats for the Tribute: He 
having before got off for a great deal leſs, went to 
excuſe h mſelf; upon Which he ſent for four or five 
Negroes, and ordered them to torment that Man, till 
he g-ve them a thouſand ; which he paid, after be- 
ing {tripped and left all Day in the Sun, hung up by 
the Thumbs, and ſome other artful. Cruelties ; and 
the Condition of all the Country is ſuch, that any 
Pretence whatſoever will ſerve the Alcaydes to rob 
and plunder their People. Thrice and four Times 
bapgy the Inhabitants of the Britiſh tes: Here eve- 
ry Man enjoys what is his own with the moſt undi/- 
turbed Security, and without any Fear of having it 
| : | raviſhed 
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raviſh-d from him by the Hand of Power: Here no 
haughty KI N dares to lay his Hand, without the 
Leave Ff the Laws, on the meaneſt of his Subjects; 
e l/e/5 doom them to unjuſt and crue] Deaths. 
= 7Tharkful, daily thankful ought we to be to HEÆ Ex, 
Vr placing us where the ineſtimable Bleſſing of Li- 
berty y id exiſts; and how jealous ought we to be of 


it, and how careful that we never in the leaſi coutri- 


bute to cverthrow the noble Fabrick of B.itiſh Liberty, 
by any imprudent or mercenary Actions of our own. 
AND now for our Departure for our reſpective Gar- 
riſons again; for which (after refreſhing ourſelves, 
and recruiting our Men) Be/earge and myſelf depart- 
ed, leaving Me:guinez with our full Numbers, and 
arrived at Tamn/nah, (by the ſame Road, and halting 
at the ſame Places, as we did at our firſt going thi- 
ther) after the Abſence of ſeven Months, without 
any Thing particular happening on the Road worthy 
my Notice. On our Approach to the Walls of the 


Caſtle, all the Women, and ſeveral of the Men, came 


forth to meet us; which you may 1magine to be a 
Meeting both of a great deal of Joy and Lamentation 
amongſt the Fair Sex; thoſe who met their Huſbands 
rejoicing, and thoſe who did not behaving like other 
Widows on ſuch like Occaſions : However, I remem- 
ber that I entered very merrily with my Gir], inſo- 
much that I had forgot (as knowing her to be with 
Child before our Departure) to aſk her if it was a 
Boy or a Girl, though indeed, being ſettled within, 
this was my firſt Queſtion ; to which ſhe ſmiling, an- 
ſwered me, That ſhe had had, about ſix Weeks be. 
fore, a Daughter, but that a certain Won;au had 
taken it from her: At which (as not ſo ſoon ſeeing 
through the Cunning. of the Wench) I was very much 
enraged, when the cunning Gypſy ordered the Chi d 
to be brought forth, declaring the Thief to be the 
Midwife; at which I was again paciſied, and not a 
little pleaſed with the Joke, laughing and embracing 
the Child very heartily.

Now are ſome merry, and ſome ſeemingly ſad, for 
a Day or two; after which we lived again very com. 
fortably together, Be/-arge and his People, with fixty il 
of mine, being departed for their reſpective Garriſons ; 
where, no Doubt, they were received with the like 
Joy, mixed with Lamentations, 'I 

Now are we again at Liberty to divert ourſelves, i 


hunting in the Woods, as indeed we ſpent a great ter 
deal of it that Way before our ſetting forth on our 
late Expedition; but I being in ſuch a Hurry to join 
the Baſhaw at Morocco, I did not then ſtay to men- be 
tion any Thing of it; though here I ſhall not forget 
to tell you, that we uſed to ſpend then, as well as 
now, uſually four Days in the Week at that Employ- 
ment, here being valt Plenty of Game, as Phealants, 
Partridges, Hares and Jackalls: And tho' our Sport 
was attended with great Danger, on Account of the 
vaſt Numbers of wild Beaſts, even to the extream Ha- 
zard of our. Lives, (on which Account ſome may 
think the Game we got too dearly bought) yet did not 
we ſo, as till thinking the Profit to ſufficiently com- 

penſate the Danger, generally, I ſay, paſſing therein 

four Days in every Week, and with very good Succeſs, 

killing vaſt Numbers of all Kinds, coming Home at 
Nights laden, and ſeldom or never failing to refielh 

ourſelves by a good Supper of ſuch as we liked be't, 
and to waſh them down with a Cup of good Wine, 

for which we never wanted, the Inhabitants of the 

Country round bringing us in ſeveral Skins a Week, 
together with many other Preſents, on Account of our 

deſtrgying the wild Beaſts, (for which Purpoſe we ſet 

every Saturda apart) the Inhabitants joining us with 

their Dogs, Arms, Cc. and amongſt us all we made 

a notable Slaughter; and at our Return Home at 

Night, we never failed of three or four wild Porkers 

roaſted whole, nor of a freſh Supply of Wine; which, 

though two very preſumptuous Breaches of their 

Law at Meguinez, yet did we (as being all of other 

Nations, and the Emperor winking at 10 continue in 
| it, 
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or It, ſtopping the Mouth of the, Prieſt with a flowing 
n. Bowl, though I could never bring him to eat Pork. 

ty BI now ſurrounded, as it were, with wild Beaſts, 
s; and Time vpo2n my Hands, I ſhall, by a ſhort Di- 
ke ¶Igreſſion, acquaint you by what Means any going the 


Road about their lawful Occaſions, may beſt eſcape 
them; and firſt for the Tyger, which I take to be 


hungry, they are quite ſafe; whereas, on the contra- 
ry, ſhould they happen to make the leaſt Stand, and 
flare him in the Face, he leaps directly at them, and 
it is a hundred to one if they eſcape with Life : The 
Lion, on the contrary, ſhews himlelf boldly, fittin 
on his Breech with a very ſour Look in the Road, 
about twenty or thirty Paces before Travellers ; and 
in this Caſe, inſtead of walking on, and keeping their 
Eyes off him, they muſt ſtand ſtill, and ſtare him full 
in the Face, hollowing at him, and abuſing him all 
they can; and for Fcar he may not underſtand Eng- 
liſh, in the Language (if they can) of the Couitry : 
Upon this hollowing and ſtaring at him, he gets him 
on his Legs, and ſeverely laſhing his Loins with his 
Tail, walks from them, roaring after a terrible 
Manner, and fits himſelf down again in the Road, 
about the Diſtance of a Mile or two, when both Tra- 
veller and Lion behave again in the ſ.me Manner; 
and after proving them thus a third Time, the Lion

AnovuT this Time, that is to ſay after about four | 
Months enjoying ourſelves.at Tammſnah, there came 


repeated Accounts to the Emperor of the Revolt of 
a capſiderable Number of his Subjects, in and about 
Guzlan, a ſtrong Town near the Deſarts, diſtant from 


Mequinez about twenty-three Days March, after the 
Rate of twelve Leagues a Day, they having made 


very bold Incurſions into ſeveral Parts of that Neigh- 


bourhood, plundering all who refuſed to come into 
Uke Meaſures with them, deſtroying the Carravan of 


the Laurbs, a wild Sort of People, coming thither Ml 


from the Coaſt of the Deſarts for Dates, killing fix- 


teen of the Emperor's Blacks ſent there with his Cre- | 


dentials to receive and bring to Megrinez their ac- 


cultomed Tribute; and, in ſhort, having thrown off 
all Obedience, ſtdod upon their Guard, fortifying | 
the Town with ſtrong Walls, and putting into it great 
Quantities of warlike Stores and Proviſions. On 
which ſo frequent Alarms, the Emperor being not a 
little enraged, immediately ordered an Army to be in 
Readineſs to march againſt them, and myſelf and Be. 
learge, with four hundred of our Men, to haſten di- 
realy to Mequine æ, to join them, where we found 
the reſt of the Army, making with us eighteen thou- 
ſand Horſe and eight thouſand Foot, ready to march, 
ſending before us four Pieces of heaven Cannon, and 
two Mortars, to be forwarded over the Mountains at 
the Expence of the ſeveral Inhabitants, and guarded 
with all the Foot; and early on the fifth Day after, 
we followed them with all the Horſe, lodging the 
firſt Night at Agoory, the Caſtle at the Foot of the 
Mountain, where we before finiſhed our Rout at, in 
our March from Morocco; the ſecond_at the River 
Cregrah; the third at Teudrah, the fourth . 2. 
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= i-://ce Feelellee; the fifth to Ted/ah; where we "4 
WT rc(ted two Days; the ſixth at the River Dernor ; 1 
W ſeventh at Jnzfergoe ; eighth at Coahgohah; ninth at i 
Credearmmmeyrrah ; tenth to Cr:edearhall; eleventh to ' 
Scakdegirgah, on a Mountain about fix Leagues over, 
tweltth at Tinuzough Collowey, the Foot of that i} 
Mountain, on the other Side, and where we were tt 
moſt courtcoully entertained by Alcayde A deſiadicł Bk 
Elgolowey, a very good Man of the Sort, and then 
Governor of that Part of the Country, he being in | 
very high Eſteem with the Emperor, on Accqunt of 
his keeping his People under very ſtrict Order, and 
good Decorum ; thirteenth at Wadde/me/la, a very 
noted River, on Account of its winding itfelf in a 
very intricate Manner between the Mountains, we be- 
ing obliged to croſs it in one hundred and one ſeveral 
Places, all in one and the ſame Day; the fourteenth 
at Wour/zeſſez, two or three ſmall Villages alſo be- 
tween the Mountains, commanded by Alcayde Bau- 
he(ſey Elverzeſſey, who allo behaved very friendly to 
us; fifteenth at a ſmall River called Zeiyet et Hau. 
dire; ſixteenth at Agadis, which is the Head of the 
River Dra:gh, and where we found prodigious Quan- 
tities of Pam Trees, with Dates in Perfection; ſe- 
venteenth at Zonyet Burnooſe; eighteenth at the 
Caſtle of Tauzulin; nineteenth at the Caſtle of Tar- 
haiter, commanded by Muley Shzrriffc, one of the 
Emperor's Sons, who was there waiting for our com- 
ing, he being ordered by his Father to join us with 
lixteen thouſand Foot; and after refreſhing ourſelves 
there two Days, he accordingly march'd with them at 
our Head, our whole Army heing now forty-two 
thouſand ; the twentieth we lodged at Taugahmadurt, 
iu the Province of Swagtah ; the twenty-firſt at Fu- 
mulhungh ; the twenty-lecond at Binney Zibhah, and 
the twenty-third, about Two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon, we got to Cuzlau, where the Malecon- 
tents bidding us welcome twice that Night, we ſoon 
found we had Work enough to do; for we bad but 
jult Time to view the Situation of their Garriſon, 29g

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by our Engineer's Orders began to work on cu 
Trenches, before the Rebels. falled forth, in Num. l 
ber about twelve thouſand, and be gan directly to fire 
upon us with Small Arms very briſkly ; which we as 
briſkly anſwering, drove them back, and fell to 
work upon our Trenches again; when, about Ten at | t9! 
Night, (they having Trenches without, very near 
our's, which we were ignorant of) they gave us ou“ 
a ſudden ſuch a ſmart Volley, as in a very little Time / 
killed fix hundred of our Men, and amongſt them“ 
were eighty-ſeven of mine and Belearge's ; however, | /* 
we gave them as ſmart a Return, killing many of 
them, and driving the reſt quite Home in at their 
Gates, and Belearge and myſelf, with the Remains 
of our People, followed them as far as we could, > 
ſheltering ourſelves as cloſe as po.lible at the Foot of f 
their outer Wall, and keeping ourſelves there in great 
Silence till Day- break; when our General ſceing us 
there, and that none of the reſt of the Troops had 
followed us, he ſeeme l to be highly enraged with 
them, calling them Cowards, and earneſtly entreated 
our Engineers to think of ſome ſafe and ſpeedy Way 
for our Retreat, for that ſhould we attempt an open 
one, we muſt in all Likelihood be taken off all to a 
Man by the Shot of the Rebels from their Walls; 
therefore they, for the better and ſafer facilitating 
our Retreat, ordered to be directly cut down a great 
Number of Palm and Date Trees, with which was 
thrown up a Barricade before a Body of Men, who 
carried on a Trench of about fix Feet deep towards 
us, thrcugh the Sand, ſtill covering behind them with 
Trees, and Sand on the Top ; fo that they got cloſe 
to us, and we all ſafely retired through this Trench 
by Eleven o'Clock that Forenoon. : | 

THis Town of Cuzlan lay in a flat and ſandy 
Country, inviron'd with three ſeveral Walls, and two 
Ditches, one within another, and without by Milli- 
ons of Date Trees, ſpreading many Leagues ; fo that 
we are now obliged to cut down many thoufands of 
them with the Fruit thereon, and to carry Matters 
on 
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on more diſcreetly, and with leſs Riſque, we having 


an undoubted Account, by ſeveral Priſoners, of the 


Enemies Strength and reſolute Defence, being at the 


lcaſt eighteen thouſand ſtrong, and well provided 
SE with Proviſion, Small Arms and Ammunition ; there- 


fore the Engineers ſaid, It was in vain for our Men 
to expoſe themſelves to the Shot of the Rebels, which 
they could fire upon us all at once from their thre? 
/-veral Walls, aud therefore it would be mere Mad- 
ne/s in us to act any otherwiſe than upon the defen- 
frve, till we had raifed a Battery, in order for the 


4 better bringing our Cuno to play upon them; and 


which, the Sand ſliding ſo faſt from underneath us, 
was a good while before it could be perfected to their 
Minds, we being firſt obliged, to prevent the Sand 
from running, to ſecure it by driving ſtrong Piles, and 
cloſe Buttereſſes thrown between the Piles and it; 
by which Means it was compleated, our Cannon 
mounted, and all that Night we kept a continual 
firing from them, throwing many Balls upon their 
Walls, though all without making the leait Breach, 
they being built with Sand, ſtrengthened with great 
Limbs of Trees in ſuch a Manner, that we had only 
our Labour for our Pains; and the Rebels, who 
knew they could not receive any Damage from our 
fring, flouted at us after a very joaking Manner; our 
Engineers perceiving their Mirth and Joaks, told the 
General, That they would, in caſe his Excellency was 
fo pleaſed, make them laugh on the wrong Side of their 
Months ; which te conſenting to, they threw in a 


Couple of Bombs, which we ſoon found to take off 


the Edge of their Laughter, and to terrify them very 
much, they being followed by a great many more; 
and which, no Doubt, did them a great deal of Da- 
mage, they being thereat ſo highly provoked, that 
they made ſeveral Sallies, tho' ſtill driven back again 
with great Loſs of Men on both Sides; and though I 
was generally in the thickeſt of them, yet I eſcaped, 
thank God, hitherto unwounded, though indeed I 


eould not, by the next Day at Noon, ſay I was invul- 
H 3 nerable; 
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nerable; at which Time a Moor being brought by 
ſome of our Men, who had been out a foraging, into 
our Camp-with a Mule laden with Bread, which the 
Rebels ſeeing from their Walls, and knowing him to 
be one of their Party, were ſo highly exaſperated at, 
that they made a ſudden Sally; and notwithſtanding 
they were as warmly received by us, yet did they kill 
of us fifteen hundred Men, and wounded me by a 
Muſket Shot lodging in my Right Thigh ; and which, 
though it was ſoon taken out by a German Surgeon, 
a Man of great Skill and Diligence, and I was moſt 
carefully attended by him, yet was it full forty Days 
before I was again fit for Action, and then I was 
again expoſed to thoſe haſty Meſſengers, ſcarce a 
Day paſſing without ſome of them coming even ſo 
near me as my Skin, and carrying my Cloaths off in 
me ny Places, and till the Danger increaſing, as was 
every Day ſufficiently manifeſt, and ſtill the far more 
bloody Part to come. 

AND now our General, on his ſeeing the Male- 
contents ſo reſolute, ordered our Engineers to conſi- 
der on Ways and Means for carrying on a Mine under 
their ſeve:al Walls and Ditches, which they inſtantly 
undertook to do from the Trench already brought 
Home for our Deliverance, and as quickly ſet about 
it ; however, it was a long Time before it could be 
performed, the Country being ſo very looſe, that we 
were obliged to bind it every Inch as we went on by 
firm Timber and Planks on the Top, to ſupport it; 
by which Means it was at laſt perfected and carried 
| ſucceſsfully on under their ſeveral Walls and Ditches, 

and at laſt blown up with that Succeſs as to make ſo 
wide a Breach as we all, in a very little Time, en- 
tered Sword in Hand ; and now there was, between 
us and the Rebels, for the Space of two Hours, bloody 
Work, when the Remnant of them reti ed to one 
End of the Town; which they had ſo well fortified 
againſt our Fury, that we were in a Manner glad to 
give out for eight Days, though, during this Time we 
of cn ſaluted them with our Cannon and Bombs, 0 
they 
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W they us by frequent Sallies ; and which, I think, was 1% 
boy far more bold and noble; but they being reduced N 
do a very great Degree, and ſeeing their longer Re- wy. 
ſiſtance would be in vain, their Proviſions being quite nA 


pent, and Ammunition very ſhort, they having un- 
WT adviſedly left the greateſt Part of it without, and 
= which was now in our Hands; fo that they began, Pal 
for Want of it, to grow very faint, and many of them 1 
dying of Hunger, the Remnant beat a Parly, hum- 
bly imploring the General, That they might be {pared 
S with their Lives, and promiſing, on ſuch Terms, 
to ſurrender and behave to the Emperor for the future 
# with the moſt dutiful Obedience ; to which they were 
very reaſonably anſwered, That Rebels reduced to 
eh « Condition, after ſo long and bloody a Ke ſiſi. 
# ance againſl an Army of their Sovereign Prince, and 
from whom they had thrown off all Allegiance, and 
= in a moſt inſolent and contcmptucus Manuer bidden 
im Defiance, were not in any wiſe to be allowed to 
become their own Chooſers; therefore they ſhould ſub. 
mit to the Will of the General, who would, no Doubt, 
ſoon order ſuch Puniſhments to be inflicted upon them 
as he was before ordered hy his Father to do, accord- 
ing to the Merits of the Caſe. | 
AND which poor Wretches, they being almoſt all 
ſtarved, and miſerably wounded, were obliged to ſub- 
mit to, and had all their Heads inſtantly cut off on 
the Spot; by which, I think, rather than to conti- 
nue longer under ſuch Miſery, (as being thereby at 
once freed from all their Calamity) they were by far 
the better off. And fo ended this long and bloody 
Rebellion, which took us up about ſeventeen-Months, 
and with the Loſs, on our Sides, of fifteen thouſand 
of our Men. 3 2 
Axt now our General, as not having thought, in 
the Heat of Blood, to preſerve ſome few of them 
alive for Triumph, orders vaſt Numbers of Heads al- 
ready cut off, to be carried in Lleu thereof to his 
Father, as a Preſent ; though they at laſt became 
linking to that Degree, that he was obliged to be 
6 | contented. 
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contented with their Ears, which were all cut off 

from their Heads, and put up with Salt into Barrels 
for had we carried ſo many ſtinking Heads ſo long a 
Way, it muſt certainly have very much annoyed the 
whole Army, and, probably, have bred an Infection 
in it. 

Now are we obliged, on Account of our wounded 
Men, to remain here ſix Weeks longer; when we 
ſtrucd our Tents, and (after burning the Town, and 
demoliſhing the wp were Fa ab with ſome of them 
on Handbarrows, for Meqguznez, reſting at Tarnatter 
fix Days, after which we proceeded, leaving My 
Sherriffe there with his People, marching back fo faſt 
as we could, all the Way diverting ourſelves by ſhoot- 
ing and killing many Lions, Tygers, and other very 
dangerous wild Beaſts, the Inhabitants all the Wa 
{triving to out-do one another in all good Offices, 
bringing us in every Day ſufficient of all Kinds of 
Proviſions, both for ourſeves and Horſes; ſo that we 
fared very well, enjoying ourſelves with the Produce 
of this plentiful Country, having every Day freſh Sup- 
plies of Bread, Butter and Honey, with Abundance 
of very good Beef and Mutton, Corn, Cc. and all 
without Plunder or Rapine. 

Tak Emperor received us, at our Arrival, very 
courteouſly, and gave every Soldier twenty Ducats, 
he being highly pleaſed with the Conduct of Muy 
Sherri//e, who he faid had ſent him his Reaſons in 
Writing, for not ſending him ſo many Heads fo long 
a Way, and: therefore he was highly contented with 
the Ears; though not, as be ſaid, but that the Sight 
of the He: ds would have given him a great deal of 
Pleaſure; yet, as they were ſtinking, and might poſs 
ſibly prove of ill Confequence to the Army, he 
thought them to be by far better left behind : He 
then ordered the Barrels to be opened, and the Ears 
to be turned out before bim; and after looking at 
them for ſome Time, he with a pleaſed, tho Bo 


Aſpect, ordered them to be again put up and laid by 
till another Rebellion, when he would (he faid) ſend 
2 them 
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them to the Rebels as a Preſent : however, they were 
all at laſt ſtrung on Cords, and hanged along the 
Walls of the City. 
Now are Belcarge and myſelf ordered, after re- 
cruiting our Men (as having in this fo long and dan- 
gerous Expedition loſt at leaſt one half) to be again 


in Readinefs, as the next Day, to depart for our re- 


ſpective Garriſons, tho' this my old and very good 
Friend was not deſtin'd to do, he being, poor Man, 


8 that Night poiſoned by a Woman, as was generally 


ſuppoſed, in order to her getting his Poſt for her 


= Huſband; tho' in this ſhe was very much miſtaken, 
all his Men being put under my Command, and all 
of them the next Day marched with me, getting ſafe 
to my Caſtle of Tamn/nah, after the Abſence of twen- 
= ty-one Montl.s, 


N, after viſiting and ſettling my new Men in 


= B:l:arge's old Garriſon of Stat, I again returned to 
my Wife, and ſtaid with her and her Daughter in 
Peace for four Months; for as I was now fo far in- 
& ured in their bloody Civil Wars, I was ſeldom after 
= exempted from making one, and receiving many 
& Wounds therein; nor had I (during the Remainder 
of the Reign of old Muy I/hmael, and the ſhort 
= Reigns of Alu Hammet Dehy and Muly Abdemelect, 
two of their ſucceeding Emperors, and until Muy 
= Abdallah, who ſucceeded the laſt of them, was a ſe- 
& cond Time by the Black Army driven out) any Reſt 
& therefrom, unleſs by theſe litile Intervals at Tam/- 
nah, and ſome few others at other Garriſons, which 
ſhall take Notice of in the'r proper Place; but being, 
© as I faid, now again with my Wife at Taunſuah, I 
q endeavoured to make the Time as agreeable to my In- 


clinations as I could poſſibly, never failing to employ 


mylelf, according to our uſual Days, in our old Sport 


of ſhooting and hunting, and (till bringing in Plenty 
of Game, and many Skins of good Wine; tho' this, 
indeed, as I had now many new People to deal with, 
was under cloſer Cover ; not but they might have 
been all ſoon brought to drink Wine, but being ſeldom 

or

or ever faithful to their Promiſe, I was t horoughly 
reſolved not to truſt any of them in that Way ; and, 
indeed, I thought Wine too good for the beſt of 
them, and thetefore I was fully determined not to 
run any Hazard on chat Account. 

N-ware my four Months expired, and I am again 
ordered directly, with two hundred of my Men, to 
Mequinez, where we were ſoon joined with two 
hundred more, we being all Light Horſe; and we 
were immediately ordered by the Emperor to proceed 
for Tafjlet, and thence, as a Convoy to the Carravan, 
to the Caſtle of Toa/, ſeventy Days Journey in the 
Deſerts, to couvoy and bring ſafe to Meguine x, his 
wonted Tribute from thoſe Parts. We proceeded 
according to the following Route: The firſt Day to 
Bittitt ; ſecond to Suffrove ; third to the River Gre- 
goe ; fourth to the Mountain Caede hamſou; fifth to 
the River Mel/wea ; ſixth to Caſſavey, a Caſtle com- 
manded by Muly Ha/ham, a near Kinſman to the 
Emperor; ſeventh to Embet/grrovan; eighth to Bui- 
ny Menteer ; ninth to Caſſerſoot, in the Province of 
Emacughruh ; tenth to Fumulhungue, and the ele- 
venth to the City of Tefflet, where we reſted four 
Days; here being the Beginning of the Deſerts this 
Way. 

THE Kingdom of Ta filet is famous for Dromeda- 
ries, which will travel as much in twenty-four Hours, 
as ordinary Horſes do in eight Days : It is much more 
barren than any other Part of Barbary, and has only 
this one City in it: in which reſide many of the Em- 
E Sons; for when they are of ſuch an Age, that 

e is apprehenſive they may be too buſy among the 
Women, he no longer lets them live in the Palace, 
but they are diſpoſed of as the Intereſt of their Mo- 
thers prevail, either in ſome Poſt abont the Court, 
or ſent to Tafi/et, where the Emperor gives them a 
Plantation of Dates, on which they live; but thoſe 
who have the Misfortune to loſe their Mothers, or 
are out of Fayour, come to Want, and are as 


much 
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much neglected, as if they had not been born, never 
rcjurning to Court again. 

In Tafilet vaſt Quantities of moſt Sorts of Com- 
modities, coming out of the Deſerts and Country 
round, are laid up in Store-Houſes, till they are by 
the Emperor's Orders other-ways diſpoſed of. 

We now entered with our Pilot and the Carravan 
into th: Deſerts ; who, after ſeventy Days Travel over 
this ſandy Ocean, he ſtill directing us by the Compaſs, 
brought us in Safety to the Caſtle of Toa/, a Garri ſon 
kept by Moors, always reſiding there, and where the 
Laurbs or Arabs, People inhabiting, thoſe Parts of 
the Deſerts, bring in once a Year their wonted Tri- 
butes, as Gold, Ivory, Indigo, &c. which they traf- 
fick for on the Coaſt of Cuinca. 

TuksE Laurbs are an aukward Sort of People, 
of an Olive Colour, and wearing the Hair of their 
Heads and Beards without ever cutting or topping, 
it runs naturally up into Rings or Curls, ſo that their 
Heads look all one at a Diſtance, as if they had grow- 
ing on them large Buſhes of Furze : Their only Cloath- 
ing is a blue Linen Shirt, and a Pa'r of Drawers reach- 
ing a little below their Knees, with which they are 
furniſhed by the Mocrs : Their Habitations, or Tents, 
are made of the Skins of tame and wild Beaits : Their 
Food chiefly the Fleſh and Milk of Camels, as being, 
of all others, moſt in Eſt-em with them, tho' ſome- 
times they eat Mutton, having many Sheep of a large 
Size, bearing a long Spiry Hair, inſtead of Wool; 
Antilopes, and, in ſhort, any other Sort of Fleth they 
can catch, as Lions, Tygers, Oſtriches, &c. and 
Dates inſtead of Bread: Their Leuguage, called La- 
«rbea, is much the ſame with that of the Moors, as 
only differing ſome ſmall Matter in the Pronunciation, 
ſo that they underſtand each otter perfectly well. 

Tux Cattle here (that is to ſay, Camels and Sheep) 
are tolerably well fleth'd ; which I think to be pretty 
ſtrange, there being but here and there ſcarce any 
Thing of Paſture to be ſern, and that chiefly in and 
about thoſe Places where the Springs of Water riſe, 


and 
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and where you may ſee vaſt Herds of thoſe Creatures 
aj moſt continually browzing on a long ſpiry Weed, 
bearing a Seed much in Colour and Talte like that we 
cal! Worm-ſced. 2 
WHEN the Natives kill a Camel, they make him 
firſt kncel down on his Knees, with his Noſe cloſe to 
the Sand, and then they cut his Throat in that Poſture, 
always beginning to take off his Skin from the Bunch 
on his Back (which is all flat) and ſo downwards; then 
they cut him into ſmall long Pieces, drying all but 
what they reſerve for preſent Uſe by the Wind and 
Sun, and then it is hung up in their Tents ; and tho 
it is not at all ſalted, yet will it (if kept dry) remain 
good for a long Time: In ſhort, (their Stomachs be. 
ing pretty much upon the Canibal) they are not very 
ſqucamiſh, generally (to ſave themſelves the Trouble 
of dreſſing) eat it raw 
WE had with us in this Expedition, ſeveral Blacks, 
and amongſt them one (a very ſtout, active, cunning 
Fellow) named Buſhmough, a Native of the Bragili, 
to whom one of the chief Men amongſt thoſe Laurbes 
had a very great Fancy, and was ſeveral Times very 
deſirous of buying him; which the Negro perceiv- 
ing, and ſeeing the Laurb one Day coming again with 
ſome of his People to our Caſtle, he aſk'd me, Why 
J did not ſell him? Sell you, reply'd I, why /6 ? 
No, no, Buſhmough, by zo Means. Feh, ſaid he, 
ſell me for gocd Gold aud Mutton, and you ſhall ſez 
Twill be ſocn with you again: O but (ſaid I) when 
once they have got you into their Clutches, they will 
uot again fo ſoon let you go, as you may perhaps in:a- 
gine; therefore, good Bulhmouzh, . ® :ontent ta remain 
as yu are, rather than to run ai juch Hazard, 0 
no, uo, ſaid he, you need net, as to that, be under 
the leaf! Concern z for you may depend on Buſhmough's 
' Joon finding his Way back again, Upon which, and 
on my ſeeing that I could not be at Quiet from the 
1 ſo preſſing and frequent Importunities, and I 
having before received Orders from the Emperor to 
ſell any of the Blacks, by Way of furniſhing the 
Army 
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Army with Proviſion, I: ſold him for twenty Gold 
Ducats (which is juſt nine Pounds £:g/i/h) and ſixty 
Sheep; and after I had taken the Emperor's Cloaths 
off him, and had in Lieu thereof given him an old 
Blanket, and the Money and Sheep were delivered 
to me, he was, by his new Maſter, mounted on one 
of his own Horſes, which I had the Day before (by 
the Emperor's Permiſſion alſo) ſold him, together 
with ſeveral others, paſt our Service. 

AND now is honeſt Bu/hmough about to depart with 
His new Maſter, calling to me in Portugueze, That I 
ſhould not be under the leaſt Doubt of his Honour ; 
for that if he could not, according to his Tuclinations, 
get off ſo ſoo as he intended, and I might expect, 
yet I might depend on his coming back ſo ſoow as he 
poſſibly could: And then the Laurb turn'd about his 
own Horſe to be going, looking very chairy at Buſh- 


# mough, ordering him to ride on before him, and, 
no Doubt, not a little pleaſed with his Bargain, bid- 
ding us all farewel, and Baſpmough play'd a thou- 
* ſand Anti ck Tricks, as long as he thought himſelf in 
our Sight. 


AND now is honeſt Buſhmeugh gone with his new 


| Maſter, with whom we mult leave him ſeven Days on 
hard Drudgery, he coming back to us again the eighth, 
about Day-break, mounted on one of his Maſter's 
| beſt Horſes, and a long Launce on his Shoulder, 
| dreſs'd only in a blue Shirt and Drawers, according 


to the Laurbi/þ Mode, calling to me to be let in; 
of which I being acquainted, haſted as quick as I 


| could to receive him, accoſting one another very 


friendly, and laughing very heartily ; and after we 


had laugh'd our Fill, I aſk'd him, What he thought of 
the Gold Ducats, and if he was not afraid I would 


keep them for myſelf £ No, no, ſaid he, that js the 
leaſt of my Fear, I being (if you pleaſe) determined 
with myſelf, that they ſhall be laid cut for the Good 
of ſo many of us, as you ſhall think it; adding, 
That unleſs it was my own Fault, I ſhould /ell bim 
again and again In which, indeed, he was ſoon 


after

after as” good. as his Word, for I ſold him again to 
two other ſeveral Maſters, as will be related preſent- 
ly. TI enquired of him the Particulars of this comi-. 
cal Adventure, firſt aſking him, What Reception he 
had met with there? What Reception, ſaid he, © very 
good, very * 5 I was uſed very courteouſly indeed, 
and wanted for nothing they had: Then (reply'd I) 
don't you think yourſelf very much to blame to c/eat 
him thus of his Money and Goods ? No, no, ſaid he, 
T have cheated him of neither, I having made him very 
ſufficient Satisfattion, though it were a great deal more. 
You make him Satisfaction, ſaid I, but pray how, or in 
what conld you pretend to make him Satisfattion, 
when you ſo baſely forſook him, bringing off his beſt 
Herſe, and Launce into the Bargain? C, O, no Mat. 
ter for that; I tell you that I richly deſerved them, 
had they been worth a great deal more, and which, 
when I have told you the Buſineſi, you will as well 
as myſelf allow. Pray, Buſhmough, iz what Man- 
ner? for I cannot for my Life imagine in what Way 
you could do this. Why then, ſaid ke, ſince you niuſl 
have it, know that all the Time I was there, T was 


keps amengſt his young Women, as a Breeder, and if 


I have not left behind me ſo many young Buſhmoughs 
as to make him ample Satisfation, over and above the 
Pleaſure his new Wife and Daughter took in it, I muſt 
allow it to be very hard indeed; merrily adding, Now, 
Sir, is ct Bulhmough a pretty Fellow. Very well 
ſaid I, but are you not afraid your old Maſter will be 
ſoon here again, to enquire after jor, as you may de- 
pend he will? and how will you manage then? To 
which he (walking on Tip-toes laughing) told me, 


That he would leave that to me, and that if T ſhould | 


let him go, it might not be in his Power to get his 
Friends any more Cold Ducats or Mutton : Then in 
an angry Tone I told him, That he was a very pretty 
Fellow, in intending to carry on the Drell further; 
but I could not forbear laughing, no more than him- 
ſelf, I being really ſurpriz'd to ſee the Subtilty of the 
Creature: However, I told him in good Earneſt, 7. 75 
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he ſh uld take eſpecial Care not to let any of them ſee 


his Face, for that I was very certain that his late 
Maf er would be again with us very ſoon; as indeed 
he was the next Morning very early at our Gates, 
enquiring, If his Fugitive was come back? Of which 
Bu/hmongh himſelf brought me the News, running 
haſtily, and ſaying to me in a ſoft, tho' pleaſant 
Manner, My old Maſter Laurb is come, my old Maſter 
Laurb i come: Your ola Maſter come, ſaid I, pray 
what old Maſter *® Why, ſaid he, I t you my old 
Maler Laurb : No, faid'T; Yes, indeed, ſaid he, he 
ir, for F ſaw him milf with the great Buſh upon 
his Horns. Very well, faid I, and don't you intend 
t0 go with him? O no, no, ſaid he; but you /hall 


q fee (if you will ſuffer me to put on à rich Dreſs, 


aud to mount a good Horſe) that T will ride out, and 


| /orn make him glad to depart again without me ; but 
on muſt be ſure to tell him, that Jan very near Re- 


lation to the Emperor, which (ſaid he) will be very 


_ pretty, and then T will ride out, and make ſome very 
| good Paſiime: Therefore, to try his Dexterity, he 


was ſoon rigged in a very rich Dreſs, a Turbant on 
his Head, a Scymeter by his Side, a Launce in his 
Right Hand, and mounted on an exceeding fine Horſe; 
richly accoutered ; and then I, with ſome others of 
our People, rode out, and Br/}7:914gh in the Midſt 
of ns, appearing very grand, bold, and as unconcern'd 
as you pleaſe ; and after my aſking the Laurò, What 
he would have? he told me, That he was come to en- 
wy after the Black we had fold him about eight 
Jays ago; who was, he ſaid, gone off in a baſe Man- 
ner with his beſt Horſe and Launce, and that he was 
feen riding that Way. Tideed! (aid I in a ſeeming 
Surprize) bt how came you to let him go? Certainly 
you muſt have us'd him very ill. No, ſaid he, he 
had all the Encouragement imaginable. O the Rogue, 
fa'd I, a moſt ungrateſul baſe Rogue; he knew better 
than to come here; I wiſh I could light on him, that 
Þ might make an Example of the baſe Villain, to the 
Terror of all his Gountrymen, Buſhmough was all

this while cloſe by the Laurb, whiſtling and behay. 
ing after the moſt unconcerned Manner, tho' hearing 
and underſtanding our Diſcourſe on both Sides per- 
fectly well; when caſting my Eyes round, I bh 
found the Laurò had fixed his on Bu/pmongh, mut- 
tering to himſelf, That he thought him extreamt!y like 
him : At which I aſk'd him, What was the Matters 
when he ſpoke aloud, That the Black riding the fine 
Horje was very much like his, and that had it nit 
been ſor his rich Apparel, and Grandeur of his fu 
Horſe and Furniture, (by which he appeared to be a 
Man of much higher Kank) he ſhould actually have 
concluded him to be the ſame: When I telling him 
in Portugueze what the Laurb ſaid, he anſwered me, 
uu it already, ſtill keeping his Countenance, 
without the leaſt Alteration of Temper or Behaviour, 
and riding up and down by the Laurò as cloſe as he 
could, till he ſeemingly agreed that it was not the 
{ame Black; aſking, If he was to be ſo/d? Sold, 
ſaid I, © fie, what are you talking of * Why, faid 
he, what Harm is in that? Tideed, ſaid I, the Harm 
is not much between us; yet, as he is a very near 
Relation to one of the Emperor's Wives, ſhould he 
know what you aid of him, he would, no Doubt, 
be very angry with you ; and, as he is a Man ex- 
treamly paſſionate in his Nature, (making no mere of 
killing a Mau than looking him in the Face) it might 
not only prove of very 4/1 Conſequence to you, but it 
is even a hundred to one if he did not cut off your 
Head: At which he ſeemed, and was, no Doubt, in 
a very great Hurry to be gone, and glad if he might 
depart in a whole Skin, deſiring me, Not to tell the 
Emperor's Couſin of . his ſo ſcandalous Opinion of him, 
bowing to him with the moſt profound Reverence, 
and Bu/hmough behaving. like the Emperor's Couſin 
indeed, not fo much. as giving him one Nod in Re- 
turn, but in a ſcornful Manner turned upon him his 
Back, ſoon after laughing very heartily to ſee, as he 
faid, how diſconſolate he went off, and how much 
Uke a Fool he departed, throwing himſelf, even in 
| an 
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an Extaſy, on the Ground, and crying out, ſo well 
as his exceſſive Laughter would permit him Utter- 


| ance, Lanrbs! Laurbs Laurbs! O poor filly cuce 


toldly Leurbs! < 7 
BUusSHMOUGH's firſt Adventure proving fo lucky 
and diverting, and being finiſhed ſo well, he had now 


in a Manner Nothing elſe to do, than to look out 


ſharp for another Chap, and which indeed he on the 
ſecond Day after had the Luck to meet with : He 
running haſtily in, and telling me, That he had juſl 


| then [ſpoken with ſome Gentlemen Laurbs without, 


who had a very great Mind to buy him, and that they 


lived iu a quite different Part of the Deſert 12 


that of his dd Maſter, I went out immediately to 


them, and alld, What they wanted? They told me, 


To buy the Black by my Side: And finding them to 


be very eager for a Purchaſe, I ſeemed altogether as 


indifferent and unwilling about it; by which 1 
{crew'd them at laſt to forty Gold Ducats : There was 
now a Diſpute between the Laurbs,. for ſome Time, 
which of them ſhould have him; however, it was at 
laſt agreed by them, That as they lived all, as it were, 
together, they would buy him in Partnerſhip ; which 
indeed they did, and honeltly paid me down the forty 
Ducats for him ; and after he had given me ſufficient 
Satisfaction as to his Intentions of coming back, 
(Which he hop'd would be in three or four Days at 
the furtheſt) he merrily departed with his new Maſters, 
and was indeed better than his Word, he coming to 


us again the next Day in good Seaſon, and when I | 


again alk'd. him concerning his Reception with them: 
He ſaid, It was in not anywiſe ſo agreeable with his 
Inelinations, as was that of his former Maſler's, 
there not being (he ſaid) /b proper Objects of his Ob- 
ſeroauce; therefore he was obliged to remain their 
D:btor, tui they were otheruiſe provided better to 
his Mind. Meli, but (ſaid I) y don't, I hope, intend 
to go back to thenynor again to brazen it out with theſe 
as yor did with the former; if you do, T think it is 
high Yume for you ts be dreſſing ; for if I am not very 
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nuch miflaken, I ſce them coming, pointing with 
my Finger at ſome People I had diſcovered at a Di- 
ſtance; whom Baſhmouęh alſo diſcovering, he ſeem'd 
to be highly delighted at it, and turn'd himſelf about 
to be going off; and when I aſk'd him, Where he 
was going to? Coing to, ſaid he, why gding to dreſs, 
fer they will be ſoon here, intending to play again his 
old Gambol: I told him, No; for that I thought he 
had on that Subject carried on bis Droll far encugh 


before; therefore he ſhould, at his Peril, keep him- 


Self cloſe within, till they had an Arſwer to their 
Errand, and were again departed : However, I kept 
him in Diſcourſe till the Laurbs came ſo near us, as 
that we plainly made them out to be the ſame; and 
then Bu/hmough cry'd out, © yes, yes, they be my 
Second Maſters indeed, humbly deſiring me to give 
him Leave to make them ſome Paſtime, for that (he 
ſaid) was all they were like to have for their Money, 
therefore it would be very unconſtionable in me to deny 
it them. However, I ſtill perſiſted in my former Re- 
folution, and told him, with a ſeeming Warmth, 
in caſe he ſhould offer to play any further Pranks of 
that Nature, F was thoroughly reſolved to deliver hin 
up to them; for that I was very certain all his Art 
would not be ſufficient to conceal from them the Know- 
ledge of his noble Phiz, nor had theſe Maſters Horns 
( 14 ar as he could tell of) ſtood in their Light, as 
the former Maſter's to ſtand in his: So he was at laſt 
conſtrained to ſubmit and tarry within, till T had 
heard the Refult cf their Meſſage, and given them an 
Anſwer ; tho” this, T am ſure, was very much againſt 
his Inclination, and he would, no Doubt, have at- 
tempted ſome Prank, had not I, by ſeveral repeated 
Commands, ordered him to the contrary; and then. 


I rode out with a few of our People, and aſk'd them, 
What they wanted? To which they anſwered me, 
That they wanted the Black whom I had ſold them the 
Day before, and who (they faid) ran away from them 
in a ſhort Time after they had him at Home. Run 
away (faid I in a ſeeming Surprize) I can Joe 
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believe yous Pray which Way did he runs Nay, that 


(ſaid they) we carne tell; however, we thought he 
might have been come hither. Hither, ſaid I, that 
you knew he dared not, therefore you only jeſt with me + 
On which they confirmed it in the moſt folemn Man- 
ner, aſſuring me, That he was actuallß run away, 
wringing their Hands, and lifting up their Eyes to-- 
gether, as tho* they had at once Joſt all they had; 
and thus they continued to do for two Days, {till ex- 
pecting his Return; when 1 telling them what Coun- 
tryman he was, and that probably he was beating 
his Way Home, and their Proviſion quite ſpent, and 
having no Encouragement of getting any more from 
us, they returned in a very heavy and diſcontented 
Mood without him; which Bu/hmough perceiving, 
he called after them from the Caſtle Wall, in Por- 
tugueze, Here he is, here he is; tho” this indeed he 
knew they did not underſtand ; And fo an End was 
put to his ſecond Adventure, they giving him quite 
over; and he was now at Liberty again to look out 
for a third, in which he managed ſo well, that on 
the ſixth Day following he got a new Chap to pur- 
chaſe him, and I again ſold him for the like Sum, 
viz, forty Gold Ducats ; but charged him, on his 
Life, to make Haſte back again ; which, if he did 


not, (as we ſhould be ſoon moving with the Carravan} - 


we ſhould be obliged to leave him behind us: No, 0, 
ſaid he, never fear that; do you but take Care to 


ſet up at Night a lighted Torch on the Top of the 


Caſtle Wall, and never fear of my being back again 
before the next Day-light; and which, indeed, he 
was, coming to us ſoon after Midnight with two of 
the Lai r Muſkets, and all their Ammunition in two 
Leather Pouches, ſtealing with them (he ſaid) out of 
their Tent, whilſt they were ſleeping ; however, they 
were ſoon after Day-break back again to our Caſtle, 
to enquire after him, ſadly lamenting their Loſs, and 
eſpecially that of their Ammunition and Arms; to all 
which we only gave them the Hearing, they being - 
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laſt no better off than the others of their Brethren 
had been before them. | 

AND now, after having had ſufficient P:ofit and 
Paſtime, through Means of honeſt Byu/hmough, (tho' 
having a very great Mind to fell himſelf once more, 
he did not think ſo) and- all other Matters finiſhed to 
our Satisfaction, we packed up our Treaſure, and in, 
ſeventy Days got ſafe back to Tafilet, making of it 
a very pleaſant Journey; which I muſt, in a very 
great Meaſure, attribute to the jocular Behaviour of 
honeſt Ba hug h, ſeldom a Day paſſing without our 
meeting ſome of his old Friends, and his ſaddenly 
crying out thereon, The Laurbs! the Laurbs! run- 
ning and ſkipping in the moſt comical Manner, tho? 


he had not the Pleaſure of meeting with any of his 


old Maſters, which I dare fay he of all Things de- 
fired. Here we reſted feven Days, to. refreſh our- 
ſelves and Cattle, and then we proceeded and got ſafe 
in eleven Days more to Mequinez, where we were 
well received by the Emperor, ſumptuouſly feaſted by 
his Order, and had every Man twenty Ducats; and. 
then he directly ordered us for our old Garriſons, with 
his Service to our Wives, where we ſafely arrived, 
after the Abſence of ſix Months. | | 
Now am I again at my old Sport, and buſy in 
killing Plenty of Game, which was but for a very 
ſhort Duration, I being all on the ſudden ſoon after 
hurried away to try my. Fortune in another Part of 
the Country, after a more hoſtile Manner; for at the 
End of the ſixth Week I was expreſsly ordered by the 
Emperor again to haſten to Mequinez with two hun- 
dred ot my Men; where I found ready to march, on 
ſome ſecret Expedition, an Army conſiſting of ſixty 
thouſand Men, Horſe and Foot, commanded by Ba- 
ſhaw Caſſey, with whom we were joined, and the 
next Day marched with them, our Route being, as I 
then underſtood, for Bimniſne/s, on the River Wad- 
Zeetoon, or River of O/ives, near the Borders of the 
Morocco Dominions, and the Country of the Argi- 
reens,, on Account of their Denial of paying the Em- 
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or's Agents their __—_ Tributes, which they 
ad re fuſed to do for a long Time back, after a moſt 
infolent Manner* | 


THe firſt Day we marched to Fez ; the ſecond 


to Keefan; third to Teſ/ah ; fourth to a Skirt of the 
Deſerts; and after three other Days March thereon, 
to Wiſhaddah, a ſtrong Garrifon, to keep the Angi 
reens in Awe, and wherein the Malecontents had as 
ſtrongly fortified themſelves : We lying at a conve- 
nient Diſtance for the Night, our Biſhaw ſent in a 
Meſſenger the next Morning, requiring them to ſur- 
render the Fort to the Emperor's Pleaſure, and to 
ſend him out immediately ſufficient Pledges of their 
performance: To which he was anſwered, That they 
were thoroughly reſolved to the contrary, and that he 
* ſhould find he had not Children to deal with. With 
which Anſwer the Meſſenger in a very ſhort Time 
returned, and then we were all ordered to intrench 
ourſelves ; but before we could finiſh our Work, the 
Malecontents ſallied forth, in Number about ten 
thouſand, who diſcharged their Muſkets on us, and 
were returning again towards the Caſtle, when fix 
{ thouſand more of them within alſo ſallying forth, and 
joining them, they all of them turned upon us again, 
and there enſued between us a cruel Slaughter for the 
Space of three Hours, thouſands falling on both 
Sides; and thus they continued, by frequent Relieves 
from the Caſtle, to ſkirmiſh with us in and out for 
three Days : At the End of which, they (the greateſt 
Part of them being already, by the Force of our ſu- 
pertor Numbers, cut off) ſurrendered to the Diſere- 


tion of the Baſhaw ; Torogo/gh their Chief, with many 


others of their Principals, coming out to him with 
their Excuſes, Prefents, and Arrears; and amongſt 
the former ſeveral very fine Horſes, and a large Sum 
of Money for the Baſhaw's own particular Uſe; and 
which, no Doubt, was ſufficiently made good to them, 
by ſaving ſome of their Lives, (tho' ſome indeed only 
to live a little longer.) 
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AND noweam J again at Leiſure to look about me, 
as indeed it was high Time, being grievouſly wounded 
in our laſt bloody Skirmiſh, by a Muſket Shot lodg- 
ing in my left Thigh, the Baſhaw receiving another 
in his Arm, much about the ſame Time: Mine 
proved extreamly painful to me, it being even to the 
End of the third Day before my Surgeon could con- 
veniently take it out, nqtwithſtanding he was a very 
ingenious Man; and tho' the Remains of our Army 
reſted there two Months, yet could F not ride till 
juſt before our Departure; however, I thought my- 
ſelf to be by far better off than a great many of aur 
Army, we having loſt therein full fourteen thouſand 
Men. | 

AND now am I travelling back, in a great deal of 
Pain, wi h the Remainder of our Army for Megr/i- 
ez, ard with us forty of the principal Rebels in this 
Rebell on, to give an Account of their Behaviour to 
the Emperor; who being brought before him, he 
forthwith ordered them for Execution, the Victims 
ſtanding all in a Row, and the Headſman ready with 
his Sword drawn in h's Hand, only waiting the 
Word of Command, or Signal; which being given, 
he ſtruck off ſeventeen He:ds at ſo many Strokes, 
when he was ordered to [tay his Hand, and the other 
twenty-three were pardoned, and ſent back to be- 
have with more Prudence for the future ; and I, after 
I had recruited the Men I had loſt, (in all twenty- ſix) 
ſo faſt as I could ride for Tamjnah, and my other 
Garriſons, getting thither again after about three 
Months Abſence, finding my Family in good Health, 
and encreaſed by a brave Boy. | 
No am J, after my late Skirmiſhes and fad 
Wound, again with my ife and Family at Tamm/- 
nah, and where I happened to remain with them for 
forme conſiderable Time in Peace and Plenty, ſpend- 
ing moſt of my Time in my old Sport in the Woods, 
tho? I went pretty often to Sallee, and where I met 
with ſcver:] of my Countrymen, with whom: IT ſoon 
got well acquainted ;, yet could not I (altho' I very 
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keartily endeavour'd it) meet with any Opportunity 
to my Mind, wherein I might in any Probability 
make my Eſcape ; and for me to make any fooliſh At- 
tempts that Way, I thought was by far better to let 
alone; therefore, after making merry with my Coun- 
trymen ſometimes for three, four, or five Days, I 
returned to my Family and my old Sport: Tho' as 
Pleaſure never comes N a Daſh of Water is now 
thrown into our Wine, our Son, at the Age of ten 
Months, dying; tho” a'ter this we lived without any 
* Uneaſineſs almoſt to the End of two Years, when a 
# ſudden Rumour ran, That the old Emperor was dead, 
as indeed he had been at leaſt two Months before, 
tho' kept private for certain Reaſons of State, no 
Doubt to ſtrengthen the Intereſt of ſome of the Com- 
| petitors for the Empire. | 

AND here, before we go on to relate what hap- 
pened on the Death of the old Tyrant, Muley Th- 
mael, it will not be amiſs to add ſome further Parti- 
culars of his Character, and Method of governing. 
| Tart Emperor came to the Throne in the Year 
| 1672, upon the Death of his Brother Muley Arc hid, 
by oppoling his Nephews, the Sons of Huey Archid, 
| being then only Alcayde of Meguine z; but aſpiring 
to the Crown, he raiſed what Forces he could, and 
| by his Courage and Vivacity, with the He'p he met 
| with from the Jeu, particularly Memarnan, their 
| Governor, who ſupplied him with Money to carry on 
| the War, he overcame both his Nephews; one of 
8 whom, Muley Hamet, being Baſhaw of Morocco at his 


Father's Death, had cauſed himſelf to be proclaimed 


King there, and the other, Mule Aran, ſet up in the 
Kingdom of Taf#/et. 

AN exceilive Cruelty, a great Capacity, and a per- 
fet Knowledge of the Genius and Temper of his 
People, preſerved to this Emperor the Throne for ſo 
long a Space of Time as ſifty-ſive Years, and Death 


alone took it from him. By ſtrictly obſerving, even 


to the niceſt Particulars, all the Ceremonies of the 
Mahonetan Religion, he made himſelf reſpected by 
"i his 
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his Subjects for his Virtues, at the ſame Time he was 
feared for his Cruelty and Vices. He always brought 
his Projects to bear; and if he ſaw there was Danger 
in uſing Violence, he knew how to employ Cunning. 
Voluptuous, covetous, paſſionate, treacherous, more 
than a Tyrant, he tamed the natural Savageneſs of 
his Subjects, by ſhewing himſelf till more ſavage than 


a the Death of his Nephew, Muley Hamet, 
his Cruelty began to appear: The firſt Scene of 
which was acted by the Side of a River, to which he 
came with his Army, but could not paſs, where 
he ordered all the Priſoners to be killed, and woven 
into a Bridge with Ruſhes, for his Army to paſs over 


Tk 1678, he made himſelf Maſter of Tafi/et, and 
tbree Years after that took Marmora from the Spa- 
niardi, where he found 88 Pieces of Braſs Cannon, 
fifteen of Iron, Ammunition of all Sorts, more than 
he bad in his whole Dominions before; and a great 
Prize of Pearls and Jewels (belonging to Merchants 
who then were in the Town) fell into his Hands. 
He alſo took Larach from the Spaniards in 1589, 


clearing all the Sea-Coaſt of his Territory, but Ma/- - 


fagan, Pennon de Vel:z, and Ceuta; the latter of 
which (tho' always blockaded with 10, 00 Men, 
and fo ſtrictly preſſed, that the Baſhaw cannot ſtir 
fi om before it, without Leave from the Emperor) has 
defy'd all Attempts for thirty-four Years together. 
In 1701, he fought a Battle with the Dey of Mgiers, 
tut coming off with the worſt, a Peace was concluded, 
which has continued ever ſince. | 
AT the Beginning of his Reign, the Roads were 
ſo infeſted with Robbers, that it was dangerous to ſtir 
out of the Towns, without being well guarded ; but 
he ſo well cleared them, that now it-is no where ſafer 
_ travelling. | 
HE. maintain'd his large Empire (which conſiſts of 
ſeveral Kingdoms joined together) in Peace and Qui- 
etneſs, altho' of ſo late an Acquiſition to the Fa- 
| , mily. 
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mily. In his Empire is contained all that Country 
called by the Romans, Mauritania Tirgitana, with 
other Provinces to the Southward, as far as Cape 
Blanco, where it is bounded by the Negro Country; 
as it is Northerly by the Mediterranean Sea: It has 
on the Faſt the Kingdom of A/gi2rs, and Part of th- 
Country of Bildulgerid; and on the Welt the main 
Ocean; including the Kingdoms of Fez, Morocco, 
Taffilet, Darha, Suz, Tremez:n, and Segelmeſi; 
over which he rules with ſo ſevere a Hand, and has 
ſtruck ſuch a Dread into all Men, by his terrible Ex- 
ecutions, that none of the Remnants of the Royal 
Blood of the before- mentioned Kingdoms, or any of 
his Baſhaws, have dared to take up Arms againſt 
him. All the Diſturbance he ever met with at 
Home, (ſince his Eſtabliſhment after the Conqueſt of 
his Nephew) was the Rebellion of his Son, Muley 
Mahomet, who cauſing himſelf to be pfoclaimed 
King of Morocco, plagued him for ſome Time ; but 
{ending his Son Mauls Zidan againſt him, Muley 
Mahomet was overthrown; and the Emperor havin 
got him into his Clutches, ordered his Right Hand 
and Left Foot to be cut off; after which, the Prince 
ſoon died, not ſuffering the Blood to be (topped, but 
tearing off the Plaiſters. 

His Manner of governing is by Alcaydes, who 
have no Commiſſion, but receive their Authority 
only by his ſaying, Go govern ſuch a Country, be my 
General or Admiral. At Court, he has five ſtanding 
Officers ; they are, the Grand Mufti, for Affairs of 
Religion ; the chief Eunuch, to take Care of the 
Seraglio; a Treaſurer for his Revenue; the Super- 
intendant of his Buildings; and the Baſhaw of Me- 
quinez, who is the firſt Miniſter, or ſupreme Alcayde, 
of which there are three Sorts ; the firſt and chief 
are thoſe who, in the Nature of Vice-Roys, are ſent 
to govern the Provinces; to whom, for their greater 
Honour, is ſometimes given the Title of Baſhaws. 
They have an unlimited Power, and it matters not 
how much they tyrannize, if, upon their Return- to 
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Court, they bring Riches enough to ſatisfy the Fm- 

ror. Another Sort are the Generals of his Armies, 
and Commanders over {mall Parties of Horſe or Foot. 
The third Sort are Governors of Cities, or Towns, 
and are either made by the Emperor himſelf, as ate 
the Alcayde of Morocco, Fez, Sally and other great 
Cities; or by the Governors of the Provinces, over 
ſmall Towns and Cities; a fourth Sort may be added, 
which are titular only, and therefore called A cay de, 
of their Heads. | | 

Tux Governors of the Provinces are ordered to 
Court every two or three Years, to render an Ac- 
count of their Government; that is, to bring the 
Emperor all that they have by an arbitrary and ty- 
rannical Power, plundered the People ef, by which 
Means he gets little leſs than their whole Wealth, 
which never circulates more but is thrown into his 
Treaſury, and remains there an unprofitable and uſe- 
leſs Hoard, he never parting with it again, upon any 
Account whatſoever ; for neither his Armies, Fleet, or 
Buildings coſt him any thing. When he has Occa- 
ſion to raiſe Forces, the Alcaydes of the Provinces 
are obliged to find and maintain them, each pro- 
viding for a Number in Proportion to the Extent of 
his Government. The Ships alſo that are in his Ser- 
vice, are fitted out and maintained by the Alcayde of 
the Port to which they belong; nevertheleſs he has 
half the Prizes, and takes all the Slaves, remitting 
Part of his Moiety of the Prize-Gocds, in Conſi- 
deration for the Slaves, who did not belong to his 
Share. | 
WHEN the Alcaydes return from their Govern- 
ments, it is with the greateſt Fear imaginable, as I 
have before hinted ; for if the Emperor thinks they 
do not bring him the whole Profits thereof, but keep 
ſomething for themſelyes, they are in Danger of be- 
ing put to ſome cruel Death. Before they go into his 
Preſence, they pull off their Shoes, pus on a parti- 
cular Habit they have to denote a Slave, and when 
they approach him fall down and kiſs the Ground, es 
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his Horſe's Peet ; if he ſpeaks to them, they bend 
forward and hold their Heads a little on one Side, in 
Token of offering their Life : Which great Degree 
of Subjection, proceeds partly from Fear, and partly 
from Superſtition, for they believe him to be the true 
Branch of the Xeriphian Family, who draw their 
Deſcent from the Prophet Mahomet, and therefore 
think he was particularly favoured by Heaven, and 
could do nothing amiſs, but bravo all who died 
by his Hand, went to Paradiſe ; in which Opinions he 
confirmed them, by a long Continuance of tyranni- 
cal Power, by Aitifice and Hypocriſy, never doing 
any thing of Conſequence without firſt falling down 
upon the Ground, with his Face cloſe to the Earth, 
for a conſiderable Time, m king believe that he then 
received Inſpiration and Directions from God, or 
Mahomet, (tor which Purpoſe he had a great Number 
of praying Places contrived in different Parts, not 
unlike Niches, laid horizontally in the Ground) and 
2 " periormed the Will of God, in every thing 
he did. 

He likewiſe explained the Law to them himſelf, 
which they follow according to the Opinion of their 
Doctor Meli ſh, who taught that there is but one 
God, and Mahomet was his chicf Prophet ; that Jeſus 
Chriſt was a great Prophet, born of a V rgin, whoſe 
Name was Mary ; that he was very holy, and wrought 
Miracles, but did not die as we beheve, for when 
Judas betrayed him, God cauſed one of his Diſciples 
tc appear in his Likeneſs, who was crucified in h's 
ſtead: That there is a Heaven and a Hell, and the 
eternal Bleſſing will conſiſt in a Sight of the Sove- 
reign Being, of his Angels, and Mabomet, in the 
Enjoyment of beautiful Vifgins, whoſe” Virginity 
will daily be renewed, indulging their Appetites with 
all Sorts of delicious Food, which they ſhall have at 
A Wiſh, katbing in Rivers of Milk and Roſe-water; 
and that their Lodgings will be in glorious Palaces, 


built with Diamonds, Pearls, and precious Stones. 


That Hell will conſiſt in the Extremities of Heat and

Cold, and the Damned will be created and deſtroyed 
every Day. 5 

THE Emperor certainly puniſhed all Breakers of 
their Law with great Severity; and carried his Hy- 
pocriſy ſo far, that it was the moſt religious Age that 
ever was in Parlary, by the King's Example, whole 
Comm:nds were eſteemed ſacred, for the leaſt Breach 
of which, he had often inflicted the ſevereſt Death; 
{o that what from the Dread of Puniſhment, and the 
Opinion the People are brought up in, no Prince was 
better obey'd. | 

HE was an early Riſer, whether from his natural 
Diſpoſition, or the Horror of the many Murders, Ex- 
actions, and Cruelties he had committed on his poor 
Subjects and Slaves, I cannot determine: but thoſe 
who have been near him when abroad in Camps, (for 
in his Palace he was waited on by Women, young 
Wenches and Eunuchs, who dare not tell Tales,) re- 
port that his Sleep was very much diſturbed and full 
of Horror ; when, ſtarting on a ſudden, he has been 
heard to call upon thoſe he had murdered ; and ſome- 
times awake, he us'd to aſk for them whom he had 
killed but the Day before, and if any of the Standers- 
by anſwered, He is dead, he preſently replied, ho 
killed him? To which they anſwered, They did not 
know, but ſuppoſed Cod killed him, unleſs they had a 
Mind to follow. 

I have heard he uſed once to call often on Hame- 
da, a great Favourite of his, when he was walking 
alone, and No-body cou'd. be ſuppoſed to hear him; 
this Hameda was the greateſt Favourite he ever had; 
he was the Son of the Guardian of the Slaves, and 
came a Boy into the Emperor's Army, when he was 
belieging his Couſin Muley Hamet in Terudant, and 
doing ſome Action before him, he took Notice of him 
and gave him a Horſe; the Man (till continued to do 
good things, and being a merry buffoon Fellow, the 
Emperor grew into great Familiarity with him, inſo- 
much that he could take the Liberty to go into his 


Gardens, when he was with his Women, which no 
% Man 


1 
Man ever did before or ſince. He had zhe Title of 
Baſha by way, of Pre · eminence above all other Baſhas : 
The Emperor uſed paſſionately to tell him, that he 
could never be heartily angry with him, and that it 
was impoſſible he ſhould be provoked to kill him: And 
it was thought he did not deſign to do it, when he 
gave him ſo many Blows with the Butt-end of his 
Launce, that he died of them the next Day. The 
Emperor afterwards ſhewed a great deal of Sorrow at 
it, conſeſſed he repented of what he had done, ſent 
him and his Phy ſicians a Bag of Money, and deſired 
bim to live. 
As ſoon as his firſt Prayer was over, which was be- 
fore the Morning Star diſappear'd, he us'd to go to 
his Works, which were of a vaſt Extent within the 
Walls of his Palace; there the poor People (whether 
Chriſtians, Negro Slaves, Boys who attended him, 
Alcaydes, or Ove ſeers of the Works) all taſted of 
his Anger 1n their Turns, beating, killing, or. giving 
good Words, according to the Humour he was in. 
This was one of his top Pleaſures, in ſome of theſe 
| Places and never within his Palace, he gave Audience 
to Ambaſſadors, converſed ſometimes ſitting on the 
Corner of a Wall, walk'd often, and ſometimes 
: Þ work'd. 
a IN the Lear 1690, before he was Maſter of Sahra, 
there came a Woman from that People to him, who, 
- © hearing of her coming, went to meet her on Horſe- 
g back, at the Head of twenty thouſand Men. She told 
bim the people of Sahra were deſirous to put them- 
; ſebees under his Protection, but that he muſt fight her 
d at Launce- play, if he had a Mind to have her, at once 
as the Pledge of their Fidelity, and the Prize of his Vic- 
d tory. She ſet him hard at firſt, but afterwards ſuffer- 
med herſelf to be everpowered, was put among the reſt 
lo of his Women, and Troops were ſent to protect the 
he Þ Frontiers of Sahra. * 1235 
ſo- WHEN he was abroad, there us'd to be carried af- 
ais ter him a Stool, a Kettle of Water, and a Skin, (which 
no was his Table-cloth) this belong'd to his eating; and 
lan K 3 it 
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if he was out at Dinn-r-time, his Dinner was carried 
after him upon the Head of a Negro, in a great 
Wooden or Copper Veſlel, which he did not take 
from his Head till the Emperor aſked for it: The 
Manner of his eating did not differ from the ordinary 
Moors. His other travelling Utenſils were two or 
tliree Guns, a Sword or two, and two Launces, . be- 
cauſe one broke once as he was murdering ; both the 
Swords and Launces were carried with their Points up- 
wards ; theſe were all carried by luſty Fellows; his 
Boys carried ſhort Brazi/ Sticks, knotted Cords for 
whipping, a Change of Cloaths to ſhift when bloody, 
and a Hatchet, two of which he took in a Porty- 
gueze Ship, and the firſt Time they were brought to 
him, killed a Negro without any Provocation, to try 
if they were gocd. 

ALTHOUGH the Natives of his Dominions were 
Whites, yet they are not ſo much eſteemed by him 


as the Blacks, and the Copper-coloured, to whom he 


commits the Guard of his Perſon, and was ſo fond of 
their Breed, that he took Care to mix them himſelf, 
by matching them to the beſt complexioned of his 
Female Subjects. 

Tus he took Care to lay the Foundation of his 
tawney Nurſerjes, to ſupply his Palace as he wanted, 
into which they were admitted very young, are taught 
to worſhip and obey that Succeſſor of their Prophet, 
and being nurſed in Blood from their Infancy, be- 


come the Executioners and Miniſters. of his Wrath, 


whoſe terrible Commands they put in Execution with 
as much Zeal and Fury, as if they had received them 
imme diately from Beaven. Their Manner was (as 
oon as the Word come out of his Mouth) to ſeize on 
the Wreteh ordered for Execution like ſo many Lions, 
whom (if he was not to be executed on the Spot) 


they almoſt tore to Pieces before he got to the Place 


of Exccution; and by the Fury of their Looks, and 


'their violent and ſavage Manner of uſing him, made 
#'Sccne' very much reſembling the Pictme of fo many 


Devils toi menting the Damned, They were ſo ready 
10 
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to murder and deſtroy, even while young, that the 
Alca\ des trembled at the very Sight of them, and the 
Emperor ſeemed to take a great deal of Pleaſure, 
and placed much of his Safety in them, for they 
ſurrounded him almoſt where-ever he was, they were 
of all Ranks and Degrees, ſome were the Sons of his 
chief Alcaydes, others picked up by Chance, or taken 
from a large Negro Town joining to Meguinez, 
which the Emperor had filled with Families of Blacks 
and Tawnies for his Uſe. If they were well- looked 
and ſtrong, they needed no other Quality; ſome who 
had Relations that were able, were fed, cloathed, 
and lodged by them; others who had not, were 
lodged in the Out-Skirts of the Palace, in great 
Rooms, where they pig'd an hundred or two toge- 
ther. They wore only a ſhort and ſmall Coat with- 
out Sleeves, which did not reach to their Knees ; their 
Heads were ſhaved and always expoſed to the Sun, 
for he affected to breed them hard. Moſt, and ſome» 
times all of them, were employed in his Buildings, 
where they took off their Cloaths, and laying them 
all in a Heap, every one took a Baſket and removed 
Earth, Stones or Wood; when they had done, he 
ordered them to go to his Jew and receive ſo much 
Soup ; the next Day they appeared gay and under 
Arms. | | 

HE beat them in the crueleſt Manner imaginable, 


to try if they were hard; ſometimes you ſhould ſee 
forty or fifty of them all 22 in their Blood, 


none of them daring to riſe till he left the Place, 
where they were lying, and if they were diſcounte- 
nanced and out of Heart at this Uſage, they were of 
a Baſtard-breed, and muſt turn out of his Service: F 
never heard that he killed but three of them, one 
for Sodomy, and two for hiding a Piece of Bread in 
the Hole ot a Wall, which it was ſuppoſed they could 
not eat, for they are great Reverencers of Bread, and 
take up (as all Mahometans = the leaſt Crum 
where- ever they find it, and kiſs it. When they 
wanted Cloaths, che Emperor thought of 9 y 
| that 
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that had too much Money, either Moor or Few, 
and bad them go to him, and receive each a Coat 
or Shirt. | . 

Tuev were generally e bout eight hundred in all, 
who lived with him in a ſort of Subordination to one 
another ; ſeveral had the Names of Alcaydes, as the 
chief of them who waited on the Emperor's Perſon ; 
others were made Overleers of ſome Taſk or Work 
the Emperor had ordered them to finiſh ; ſome he 
made perpetual Alcaydes over a certain Number of 
his Companions, and ſuch. a one was to anſwer for 
the reſt, as to their Diligence, cleanly and good 
Deportment in all Particulars; and it was wonderful 
to ſee the Inſolence, State and Gravity of theſe 
young, Rogues, and how they aped the old Emperor 
in their Way of Government; for tho' they could 


only inflict Blows, yet they uſed the haughty Phraſes 


of Command, and talk'd of cutting Throats, ſtrang- 
ling, dragging, Cc. 

Tux firſt Mark of their Preferment, after they were 
grown too big to ſerve the Emperor in this Nature, 
was giving them a Horſe (a Horſeman being in the 
bigheſt Eſteem imaginable among them, and the Foot 
the contrary, inſomuch that thoſe who commanded 
thouſands of them, were not eſteemed equal to the 
Commanders of lifty Horſe,) then the Emperor either 
recommended them to ſome of his Baſhas or great 
Alcaydes employed againſt the Chriſtians, or the Be- 
rebbers that inhabit the Mountains, or kept them 


near him, and then they were ready to be imruſted 


with all important Meſſages, as to carry the Empe- 
ror's Letter of Thanks to any Officer who ſerved him 
well, or to call him Cuckold, ſpit in his Face, give 
him a Box on the Ear, ſtrangle, or cut off his Head. 
- WHEN they bad waited a conſiderable Time, if 
no Commands or Government became vacant, he 
ſent them to gather the Tribute of ſome Country, 
wich the Title of an Alcayde; and if any remained 
by him without any Employment (after performing 
this Service) he was called Alcayde of his Head, which 
Was 
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was a Sort of an Alcayde Titular or Reforme, as I 
have noted above; but perhaps the Emperor ſuſpect- 
ed that he had put ſomething more in his Pocket than 
ordinary, then he bid him build ſome Houſes of ſuch 
or ſuch Dimenſions ; and that he might ſeem ſome- 
thing more reaſonable than the AXgyptiian Tallæ- maſ- 
ters, us'd to bid him take his Lime and Stone : The 
poor Man begins with a good Heart, and when he 
has ſpent all, Deſpair forces him to go to the Empe- 
ror, and tell him he is not worth one Farthing more, 
leſt he ſhould find his Work ſtanding ſtill, and bury 
him alive in one of the Walls. The Emperor then 
us'd to pick a Quarrel with him, cut him with his 
Sword, wound him with his Launce, or take off his 
Cloaths, all but his Drawers, give him five hundred 
Blows on the Buttocks, put him in Priſon, or load 
him with, two great Chains, and ſend him to Labour 
at the Houſe he was building, and ordered ſomebody 
elſe to finiſh it. Now you mult kaow the Emperor 
never beat a Man ſoundly, but the Man was in the 
high Way of Preferment, and it was ten to one but 
His Majeſty paſſing by him in Chains a fe, Days af - 
ter, and finding him in a ſid Pickle, he called him 
his dear Friend, Uncle or Brother, and enquired 
how he came into that Condition, as if he knew no- 
thing of the Matter, {cut for a Suit of his own Cloaths 
(which was a great Complimen ) made him as fine as 
a Prince, and ſent him to govern ſome of bis great 
Towns; for by this Means he was fure he had not 
left him worth a Groat, and made a careful Compu- 
tation of what he might get in his Government, till 
it was his Turn to be {queez'd again. 

THEY tell a Story of a Spaniard, who was eſteem- 
ed a good Marks-man, and brib'd to ſhoot the Empe- 
ror ; he ſo miſſed his Aim, that the two Balls he had 
charged his Gun with, flew into the Pummel of the 
Emperor's Saddle. The Man was immediately ſeiz- 
ed, and when it was expected he would be put to a 
cruel Death, the Emperor firſt reproached him with 
his baſe Deſign, aſking him what he had done * de- 
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ſerve being uſed fo, whether he was no more beloved, 
and People were tired with him; then calmly fent him 
to the Works among the reſt of the Chriſtians. The 
Spaniard fearing he ſhould not come off ſo, and 
thinking it a Means * there was any) to get bis 
Liberty again, turned Moor, but continued in his 
Chriſtian Habit. Some Years aſter, the Emperor go- 
ing among the Workmen where he was, aſked him 
why he 44 not pull off his Hat? he anſwered, he 
was a Moor; and the Emperor being informed who 
he was, ordered him to be freed immediately, alked 
him a thouſand Pardons, for keeping him at work fo 
long, dreſſed him from Head to Foot, and made him 
a Governor of ſome Country. 

A little more or leſs this was the Treatment of his 
Grandees, to-day hugged, kiſſed and preferred, to- 
morrow ſtript, -robbed and beaten. Many of the 
People about him bore the Marks of his Sword, 
Launce or ſhort Sticks; and tke Face and Arms of 
the Negro, who carried his Umbrella when Captain 
Norbury was there, was ſcarred all over with Cuts 
that the Emperor had given him, it was ſuppoſed, 
for letting the Sun come upon him ; for he was ex- 
ceeding nice in his Tyranny, and when he had 
done with his Lannce, he dorted it ſuddenly into the 
Air, and it muſt be caught before it comes to the 
Ground, or he would kill the Man appointed for that 
Purpoſe. 

Ir he chanc'd to kill any body when he had not 
determined their Death (as it frequently happened) 
he civilly begged their Pardon, and ſaid, he did not 
deſign to kill that poor Man, and laid the Fault on 
God, ſaying, his Time was come, the Powers above 
would have it ſo. 

Ir he deſign'd the Death of a Chriſtian, whom he 
cared not to pardon, he ſhut the Gates of his Palace, 
that Mae/ire Fuun ſhould not come: for it was very 
lingular that this Maeſtre Juan (a Chriſtian Slave of 
Catalonia) by his good Works, Temper and Sincerity 
wrought ſo much upon the Emperor, that he e 
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ſore he would never ſee him but he would give him 
ſomething, and that he ſhould never aſk him any 
thing, but he would grant it; and that being deſirous 


to keep his Word, made him fear that Juan ſhould 


come to beg ſuch a Man's Life; nay ſometimes having 
ſeen him firſt, he cried out, He muſt give him /bme- 
thing, for he had ſeen him. 
THE Emperor was wonderfully addicted to Build- 
ing; yet it is a Queſtion whether he was more ad- 
dicted to that, or pulling down; for they ſaid if all 
his Buildings were now ſtanding, by a moderate Com- 
puatation, they would reach to Fez, twelve Leagues 
off: And thoſe who had been near him ſince the Be- 
| ginning of bis Reign, have obſerved him eternally 
; WW building and pulling down, ſhutting up Doors and 
breaking out new ones in the Walls. But he told 
them this was done to occupy his People; for, ſaid 
„be, if I have a Bag full of Rats, unleſs I keep that 
Bag ſtirring they would eat their Way throuzh. He 
| alſo dug many itrange Caverns in the Earth of all 
Sizes, ſome for Corn, others for Powder, Arms, Brim- 
ſtone, and Money, of which latter it is ſuſpected he 
left no Witneſſes, when finiſhed. 
Tre Emperor never parted with :ny Money, to 
| defray the Expences of War, or Building, and cauſed 
his large and magnificent Palace to be erected, with- 
out expending a Blankill towards it; but inſtead of 
Money he gave the Alcayde of his Buildings a Go- 
vernment; which then was all that Country, lying 
between Meguiuex and Tree zen, a large Tract of 
Ground, and a very fruitful Soil ; but conſidering the 
continual Employment, and unlimited Expences which 
his Office oblig'd him to, it was thought he could not 
get any thing for himſelf, more than what ſuffic'd for 
he bis Maintenance. 
e; ALTHOUGH this Emperor had eight thouſand 
ry Wives, nine hundred Sons, and about three hundred 
of Daughters, yet he was always attentive to the Affairs 
ty Hof the State, and never committed the Government 
ce of it out of his own Hands. Being ſeized with a vi- 
ore | lent 
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olent Diſeaſe, he employed (without Succeſs, to pro- 
long his Days) all the Help cf Medicines, as well as 
that of his Women, from whom he exacted to promote 
his Cure ſuch diſguſting Compliances, as to relate 
would be indecent. 

Murrty HaMET DERBY, one of his Sons, whom 
he had deſigned for his Succeſſor, hearing of his Fa- 
ther's Illneſs, came with all Diſpatch from Tedla, 
(where he reſided) to Meguinez, to fee him: It was 
not but with much Difficulty that he got the Liberty 
of ſpeaking to him, and he was at laſt but badly re- 
ceived. The Father, perſuaded that Intereſt (rather 
than Affection) was the Motive of this Viſit of his 
Son's, told him to moderate his Eagerneſs for the 
Crown; but the Son proteſted to his Father, that the 
Pleaſure of ſeeing him was the only Motive of his 
<oming. 

HaMET DEByY found, by the Condition in which 
he ſaw his Father, and from the Opinion of the 
Phyſicians, that he could not live long, he therefore 
took all poſſible Methods to prevent Diſturbances, 
and to aflare to himſelf the Crown ; for he had 
many Rivals for it, and amongſt others two of his 
Brothers, Mule Abdallah, and Muley Abdemelect, 
who was accounted one of the moſt able Generals in 
the Kingdom. Theſe had all been ſecretly making 

at Preparations; but Deby had, by his Prudence 
and Vigilance, diſconcerted all their Meafures: He 
had brought with him only a thouſand Men, but as 
ſoon as he knew of the different Parties which were 
forming in the Kingdom, he drew from the Provinces 
of his juriſdiction, five hundred Foot more, and ix 
hundred Horſe, whom cauſing to enter privately in 
the Night into Mequineꝝ, he ſeized upon all the ad- 
vantagecus Poſts therein, and obliged the Governor 
to render to him an Oath of Fidelity. During this, 
the Diſorder of the Emperor Miley Iſhmael, toge- 
ther with his great Age, put an End to his Life the 
22d of March, 1727, in the 81ſt Year of his Age. 
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Tur Moment his Death was known, all the In- 
habitants of Megqu ines retired every one to their 
Houſes, abandoning all the publick Works on which 
Aluley Ina l had unproſitably kept them inceſſantly 
employed. The ſame Day the Baſhaw M-/a-/ pre- 
ſented the Keys of the City to Muley Hamet Deby, 
who, withont loſing any Time, went to take Poſſeſ- 
ſion of the Palace, and the Apartment of his deceas'd 
Father. He ordered him to be buried in the Night, 
in a Place he himſelf had fixed on, and gave Orders 
for ere cting a Monument over him, according to the 
Faſhion of that Country, viz. a large Tower, on the 
Summit of which were placed five Balls of gilt 
Copper. 

Tu Meaſures which Deby had taken, were not 
uſeleſs: The very Day that the Death of his Father 
was made publick, he was. acknowle.|ged by the In. 
habitants of Meguinez as King of Morocco, notwith- 
ſtanding the Attempts made to defeat it by his Bro- 
ther Muley Abdallah; who being informed of all 


that paſſed by his Mother, waited in vain for a fa- 


vourable Opportunity of having himſelf proclaimed 
King ; and with this Deſign he drew together ſome 
Troops in the Neighbourhood of Meguiue , expect- 
ing that ſeven thouſand Men in the City, who had 
promiſed to eſpouſe his Part, would come and join 
him : But the Vigilance of Dely, and the Zeal of 
the Baſhaw Me/ae/, hindered theſe from putting their 
Deſign in Execution; ſo that the Troops which were 
with 45dal/ah ſeeing this Reinforcement did not join 
them, abandoned that Prince, leaving only ſixteen 
Horſe with him. This Deſertion entirely rutned his 


Affairs; ſo that to fave his Life, he fled to a Sanctu- 


ary : Deby cauſed him to be ſought for, and learning 


that he had taken Refuge at Fez, in the Moſque of 


Muley Idris,” which is held in great Veneration by 
all the Mahometans, he cauſed it to be told that 
Prince, That he might with all Safety repair to Court, 
giving' him his ſolemn Oath, That he would neither 
hurt him, nor any that ſhould acc of any him. wee" 
L la 
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laß truſting to the King's Promiſe, went to pay his 
Reſpects to him: Hamer received him with Kindneſs, 
and having pardoned him and embraced him, gave 
him (as a Token of his Fri-ndſhip) a very fine Horſe, 
molt richly capariſon'd. It was by this Act of Gene— 
roſity, that Deby ſignalized the Day of his Corona- 
tion, the Ceremony of which was perſormed in the 
Moſque of the great Seraglio. | 

Tu principal Officers of the Army of the B,a:ks 
aſſembled together, crying out, Long /ive the King ! 
and threatening Death -and Deſtruction to every one 
who would not acknowledge him. Hamet Deb 
went out from the Palace, to hear what they had to 
ſay : They told him, They were deputed by the Army 
of the Blacks to aſſure him they were ready to execute 
his Oraers, and, if neceſſary, to ſhed their Blood in 
his Service. The King was ſo pleaſed with this De- 
putation, that he gave theſe Officers two hundred and 
twenty thouſand Ducats to diſtribute among the B/ack 
Army, and ordered that they ſhould march immedi- 
ately againſt the 4/arbes of the Province of Duguela, 
who had not acknowledged him. 

TuE Deputies immediately returned to their 
Camp, pitch'd about fix Leagues from Mahmore, 
and diſtributed among the Soldiers their Shares in the 
King's Liberality ; ſo that the whole Army were ea- 
ger to march on the Expedition they were ordered 
upon. 

Tur Aarbes did not let themſelves be fir prized: 
Hearing of the March of the B/acks, they prepared 
themſelves for an Engagement: The two Armies 
ſoon came within Sight of each other: The Bac“ 
reſolved to attack the AMarbes in their Camp, which 
was entrenched by Camels and other Animals, lying 
down: However odd ſuch a Fortification might ap- 
pear, it was not without a great deal of Trouble that 
the B/acks could force it: Both Sides fought with 

reat Fury; at length the B/ac#s, equal in Courage to 
the Aarbes, and ſuperior in Numbers and Diſcipline, 
gained a ſignal Victory: Sixteen Thouland of the 
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A.arbes were cut in Pieces, with the Loſs only to the 
Victors of fourteen Hundred Men kill'd, and ſixteen 
Hundred wounded, The Loſs of this Battle pre- 
vented the Provinces, who had taken Part with the 
Alarbes, from continuing in th.ir Revolt: The B/ack 
Army over-ran them in fifteen Days, without meet- 
ing with any conſiderable Reſiſtance. At length the 
Aarbet, having deſired a Suſpenſion of Arms, fub- 
mitted to tl.e Clemency of the King ; who, though 
he gave them a Pardon, did, notwithſtanding, g:ve 
ſecret Orders to his Generals to drain the Riches of 
theſe rebellious Provinces, without, however, depo- 
pu ating them : And theſe Orders were indeed punc- 
tually executed, being highly agreeable, to their na- 
tural Avidity. | 

Tur fell certain Intelligence I had of the Ad- 
vancement of Muley Hammet Deby to the Throne, 
was by Alcayde Larbeet Benabbo Woldernjiotlei, then 
head Governor of that Province : who, with 1800 
Herſe, came one Morning within Muſket Shot of my 
Caſtle; to whom I ſent one of my People, to know 
his Pleaſure, and to tell him, That in caſe he had 
any Thing to ſay to me, he ſhould advance with a 
few quly to the Foot of the Vall, and let me know it; 


bt if he, ongthe contrary, preſumed to draw his 


Main Body on any farther, I ſhould be ubiiged to fire 
upon them ; and which he well knowing to be my 
poſitive Orders, and that I would ad ually have per- 
formed it, he came with a very few, and told me, 


that the old Emperor was actually dead, and that MH 


ley Hamel Devy was, by the general Conſent of the 

Black Army, proclaimed at Meqri:ez in his room. 
Tris Muley Hammet wes a Man of a molt gene— 
rous, though very ſottiſh Nature, being almolt ever 
drunk, giving theſe B/acks a great deal of Gold, and 
many other valuable Preſents, inſomuch that their 
Hearts were for the preſent entirely his: The Gover- 
nor adviling me to go directly to him, and ſubmit 
myſelf to his Will, telling me, That he thought it in 
4 Likelihood to be by far the better and ſafer Courſe ; 
1 an 
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and which J alſo thinking to be fo, J (after giving 
my People very ſtrict Charge concerning the Garri- 
ſou) accordingly did, the Governor allo with me; 
and we were both of us very kindly received by him, 
and I directly ordered back, and again to return with 
all my Men. 

AND now am I ſoon about to leave my old, fo 
very much beloved Habitation, for ſuch as my future 
Chance might happen to allot for me; and after bid- 
ding adicu to all my rural Diverſions, and Marry- 
makings thereabout, and ſettling my Garriſons under 
the Care of the Country People, who had been before 
trained up to Arms, much in like Nature of our 
Train'd-Bands, we departed together after a very diſ- 
conſolate Manner, though we got all well to Megui- 
, and were by the new Emperor all molt kindly 
received, and each Man immediately preſented with 
new Cloaths, Fire-Arms and Swords. 

HERE we ſtaid about four Days; then we were 


ſent to Huta, a Caſtle about fix Miles out of the 
, 


City, where the Awbaſſadors of Foreign Princes ge- 
nerally lodge at Night, before they make their pub- 
lick Entrance into Meguinez ; where we ſtaid fix 
Days, and then were ſent to the Caſtle of Ago, 
and from thence, after having been there two Months, 
to the Siege of old Fez, the Inhabitants there and 
thereabout, on the Death of the old Emperor, throw. 
ing off all future Allegiance to any of bis Succeſſors, 
as thinking themſelves thereby entirely delivered from 
their ſo long and grievous Bondage, now acknow- 
ledging no lawtul King, Killing Alcayde Boe“ le A- 
fea, their old Governor, boiling his Fleſh, and many 
(through Spite) eating thercof, and throwing what 
they would not cat of it to the Dogs, killing allo 
thirty-ſix of his head Servants, whom they. ſa:d had 
alſo committed many Inſolencies againſt them: All 
which coming to the Emperor's Ears, he forthwith 
ordered an Army, conſiſting of One Hundred and 
Twenty Thouſand Men, Horſe and Foot, to be in 


Readineſs to march from Meguine x againſt them, my- 
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ſelf and all my Men being of the Number; and jt 
being but twelve Leagues, we marched the firſt D.y 
to Emhaddumah, and the next, in good Seaſon, to 
the Walls of the City, where we entrenched our- 
ſelves : Here we had ſhrewd ſkirmiſhing with the 
Malecontents in and out for forty-eight Days, and 
during which were ſlain on both Sides many Thou- 
ſand Men, when Muly Muſl ada, one of the Empe- 
| ror's Brothers, arriv'd at our Camp with a Commiſ- 
ſion ſrom him to offer the Malecontents Quarter on 
the following eaſy Conditions, viz. That they ſhould 
immediately ſurrender, and promiſe to him future 
Obedience ; on which he was ready to pardon them 
for all that was paſt. Theſe Terms, indeed, they 
accepted of, though I think I never ſaw any thing of 
that Nature accepted with ſo much ſeeming Inditfe- 
rence, they bringing him out only ſuch Preſents to 
be carried back to his Brother as they pleaſed. 
| AND now we were all ordered to march back 
again to Meguinez ; and though I loſt in this Expe- 
dition ſeveral of my Men, yet did I, as to my own 
Part, eſcape for this Bout unwounded, as indeed 1 
did ſoon after in an Affair of a far more dangerous, 
though quite different Nature, »nd which, I hope, 
will be by all allowed to be a very extraordinary Pro- 
vidence, and which I ſhall, after I have finiſhed the 
imall Remainder of my preſent Expedition, give you 
a particular Account of. During our Stay at Cid Fez, 
came Captain Ajjc/ to New Fes, who lodged there 
| a Night or two, viſited dur Army, then went to Me- 
guine æ, and in a little Time redeemed the few Eng1i/Þ 
Captives then there. | 
AND now am I ſoon about to give a Relation of my 
ſo wonderful Preſervation; for I had but juſt returned 
with the Remains of our Army to Meguinez, re- 
ceived of the Emperor twelve Ducats, and order'd 
back to my Wife at 4zocry, (where I found J was. 
very likely to remain exempted from any other of 
their bloody Actions for ſome Time) before my Mind 
ran altogether upon Eſcape; and after I had with my- 
L'2 ſelf 
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ſelf agreed on the Means, which was to go fiſt for 
Sallee, and if I could not to my Mind ſpeed there, 
to travel on to Marcegongue, to the Portugueze Gar- 
riſon there, if I could bring it to paſs, ſeveral tomy 
Knowledge having before made their Eſcapes that 
Way, as indeed ſo ſhou'd I now, had I not molt un- 
happily precipitated myſelf into the Enemies Hands ; 
for as I could find no Ship ot Sal/ze, I travell'd en 
to Marcegongue, which is about three Days and a 
halt's Journey further to the Southward, and where 
tie fourth following Night I got, without any Acc'- 
dent, and, to my moſt unſpeakable Joy, even cloſe 
Home, or within a hundred Yards at the urmolt of 
the Caſtle Walls: And here we may ſoon ſee the 
Vanity of Mundane Affairs; for I was, even in 
the Height of this my exceſſive Joy, laid hold on by 
four Moors, who bad that Night been upon the Plun- 
der in the Gardens, but had been diſturbed therein. 
by the Portugue ze Centinels ; and the Night being 
exceſſive dark and windy, they in a narrow Paſſage 
between two Ga:den Walls ran right againſt me, and 
laid faſt hold of me; when I telling them I was a 
Chriſlian, (as ſuppoſing them to be ſome of the Por- 
tugueze, a very unhappy Miſtake) I was carried by 
them in a little Time back to their main Guard, and 
confin'd in Irons, and early the next Morning con- 
ducted by a ſtrong Party of them to Aſamoore, a 
Town to the Northward of Maroegorgue about five 
Leagues; and wherc, after being ſeverely handled 
by them, I was carried before $i79mvugh Hammet 
Beor/mine, their then commanding Officer, (£//eme::- 
ere, their Governor, being on Account of the Peo- 
ple's riſing againſt him, fled to the Emperor for Afliſ- 
tance) who. order'd the Moors to put me in Priſon 
till his Return, when he told them I ſhould be very 
ſeverely puniſhed: When he returns, ſaid they, who 


can teli how long that may be, or if it may be ever ;. 


or if he meets with his Reward, the Emperor will 
there cut off his Head, and therefore this Fellow ſhall 


' be put to Death direffly. No, (faid Beor/mine) - 
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tell you he ſhall not now, neither ſhall he be at all 
till the Governor's Return, and which may be ſboner 
than now you imagine: Upon which they cry'd out, 
] was a Chriſtian, and about to make my Eſcape to 
Chriſtian-Land : To which the Governor made them 
no Anſwer; neither had they the Power to tell him 
that they had it from my own Mouth, at their firſt 
ſurprizing me: However, it was at laſt agreed be- 
tween the Governor and them, that I ſhould be kept 
till their next Market Day, when I ſhould be put to 
Death in the Market-Place ; and as that would be on 
the next Thurſday, and it being then Sy1//ay, it could 
not make any Difference, and during that Time the 
Neighbourhood might be acquainted with it, and 
come in and fee the Execution. 

AND now am I, asany may ſuppoſe, under a moſt 
grievous Agony, the next Thur/dzy being the per- 
emptory Day fixed for my Execution; and for their 
better ſecuring me, I was directly guarded away by a 
M-.ltitude of thoſe blood-thirſty Villains, and put 
into a very deep and dark Dungeon ; there to be kept 
without any Allowance from them beſides Bread and 
Water, though the Governor ſent to me in the Even» 
ing a Servant (in whom he could confide) with ſome 
Meat, and to tell me, That I] ſhould not be under 
any Apprehenſion 7 Danger from the Mob, for that 
he had truly conſidered my Caſe, and that he would 
deliver me from their Rage, even to the Hazard of 
his own Life : And this he, by this Servant, repeated 
twice every Day, till the appointed Day for my Ex- 
ecution came ; and when he early brought me my 
Breakfaſt that ſame Morning, (to which I then had/ 
but little Stomach) he told me, That I ſhould not 
deſpair, for that his Maſter ſtill continued his 
friendly Reſolutions towards me, and that he was 


very well aſſured he would deliver me out of their- 


Hands, for that he had often told him ſo in the moſt 
Poſitive Manner. - | 

Tuls I muſt own moderated my Fear in ſome Mea- 

| fire; but as it was but the Promiſe of an Infidel, and 
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at ſecond Hand, which made it the more uncertain, 
how could I otherwiſe chooſe but be till under a 
very great Agony, as indeed I really was, and more 


ſo, when about Ten o'Clock theſe blood-thirſty Vil- 


lains came, hawPd me out of my Dungeon, and led 
me through the Street to the Market-Place, being 
attended by an inſulting Mob, {till increaſing as we 
went, ſo that by the Time we got to the Market- 
Place, which was ſufficiently crowded by thc Barba- 
rians,. to feaſt their Eyes with the Blood of an inno- 
cent Chriſtian, I was almoſt ready to expire. And 
now, notwithſtanding 1 ſaw Simmo Hammet amongſt 
them, as indeed I did from the Moment of my be- 
ing firſt hawl'd out of my Priſon, yet could not I 
help (at Sight of a long murdering Knife in the Hand 
of the Exccutioner) being ſtricken with a very gre:t 
Terror; nay, fo great indeed, as is ſcarce poſſible to 
be here expreſſed; for though Simmmo Hammet had 
faithfully promiſed me all the Aſſiſtance in his Power, 


yet was it at ſuch a Time very much to be doubted 


if that Power would be ſufficient to ſave my Lite, 
and eſpecially as I was expoſed to th Rage of an in- 
ſolent Mob; who, thougu they be in jome Caſs ac- 
counted good Servants, yet are they, { think, on the 
other Hand, (like Wind, Fire, aud Water,) bad 
Maſters ; therefore I expected notiing leis than Death. 
The Executioner had now dis K nile ready in his 


Right Hand, and with his Lef: Hind tad taken falt - 


hold of my Beard, the hetter to ::old back my Head 
to cut my Throat; when my Guirdian Angel ſte pped 
forth, and took the Knife out of is Hand; and 
which, had not lie done that very Inſtant, he would, 
no Doubt, therewith have ſoon taken irom me the 
{mall Remainder of Life that was left in me, without 
any Addition to my Pain ; for, in ſhort, had he then 
cut my Throat, I was before fo much ſtricken with the 
Thoughts of immediate Death, that I ſhould not 
have felt it; and though I had ſeen Death before in 
fo- many various Shapes, yet eould not I then for my 
Life behave with better Courage. | 

| AND 
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AND now is there a very hot Diſpute between the 
Mob, whether I ſhould die or not being the Queſti- 
on; inſomuch, that had not Simms Hammet procured 
a good Party from the neighbouring Pariſhes, it 
would in all Likclihood (notwithſtanding his Office) 
have gone very hard with me: However, it was at 
l:{t agreed by all of them, that I ſhould be again ſent 
back to my Dungeon, and there to remain till the 
next Market Day, and which they plainly told the 
Governor ſhould actually be my laſt; therefore I 
ſhould not feed myſelf with vain Hopes and Fancies, 
for that it ſhould not then be in the Power of him 
or any Body elſe to prevent it; but on the other 
Hand, I was by the Governor altogether as much en- 
couraged, and plainly told not to deſpair, for that 
he would deliver me out of their Hands, even to the 
Hazard of his own Life ; and leſt they might offer 
me any foul Play in my Priſon, he ſolemnly promiſed 
me, that he would order a good Look-out atout it ; 
which you may imagine, as I had hitherto found him 
ſo punctual to his Honour, made my Impriſonment 
much more ſupportable, though I was again the next 
Market Day hawl'd by the Mob to the Market-Place, 
and by my Guarcian Angel again b-ought back, as 
indeed I was a third Time; after which he came that 
Night to my Dungeon, deſiring me to be of good 
Courage, for that I ſhould no more be hurricd by the 
Mob to the Market-Ploce ; that he expect d Elemen- 
/ore's Return in a very ittle Time, which he faid 
(as he underſtood he had been very avourably re- 
ceived by Muiey Haim t Dely) he hoped would be 
to his Satisfaction, as well as that of all his Friends : 
However, it was to the full Expiration of two Months 
before he came; and then he came with ſufficient 
Strength indeed, and in cpen Day-light delivered me 
from my naſty Priſon, and ſet me again at Liberty to 
depart where I would, out of the Resch of my cruel 
Perſecutors : And as I had promiſed them, upon my 
Honour, to return again to Ag, fo I did, and 
got thither (even beyond my own Expedation) alter 
the 
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_ leaſt pleaſing us, and knowing it in our own Power 
to redreſs our own Grievances, we ſoon made ſuch 
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the Abſence of about four Months; and, what 1 
was much furpriz'd at, I never cnce heard the leaſt 
Syllable from the Emperor, concerning this my At. 
tempt to ef-ape. 

Now am I, inſtead of entering the Walls of Mar. 
gongue, returned ſafe to my Family at Agoory ; and 
which, though quite the Reverſe of my Intentions, 
yet mult I ever acknowledge it to be, even in the 
higheſt Degree, very extraordinarily providential, and 
what I couſd never have expected; but I never told 
my Wife the leaſt Word of this Affair. Whilſt I was 
in the Middle of theſe Reflections, I received an Ac- 
count from Megruinez, that the Black Army had all 
of them revolted from Muley Hammet Deby, in Fa- 
vour of Muley {demelick, and that they had fur- 
prized Muley Hammet in his own Houſe, ke ping him 
there under a very ſtrict Guard, cloſe Priſoner, and, 
as moſt thought, very ſufficiently guarded, though he 
found Means to eſcape : And Abdemelicłk, though he 
was then at Terridget, and it was ſix Weeks before 
he came, yet he was immediately proc)aimed Emperor 
of Mequinez, with the greateſt Approbation ; and 
after, at his coming, no leſs received. The firſt 
Thing he did, was a bloody, and I think moſt un- 
accountable Revenge on Mule; Hammei's Servants, 
putting ſo many of them as he could light on in- 
ſtantly to Death, ſending me with four Hundred 
Light Horſe to the Caſtle of Teſ/out, at out two Days 

ourncy ſhort of Marocco, there to join ſome other 
Troops, to recover and demand the Emperor's Dues : 
And this (though my Heart was with Miley Hummel) 
I was duic&ly oblig d to do; and on our firſt coming 
thither, we were received by the Inhabitants in ſeem- 
ing Friendſhip, but ſoon finding them beginning to 
play Tricks with us, as allowing us no more than 
half a Pint of Flour a Day for two Men, and uſing 
us thus for ſeven Days, a d (tripping our People going 
out ſingly to fiſh in their Rivers, which not in the

Reprizals as our Neceſlities required, and they deſerv- 
ed, killing about eighteen of them, and they ſeven 
or eight of us; and had not Baſhaw Belide Showey 
ſuddenly alarmed us that Mie Hammet D:by was 
within a Day or two's Journey of us with thirty 
Horſe only, again going back to try his Fortune at 
Mequinez, we ſhould ſoon have taught them better 
Manners: on which we left them, and went directly 
to him, and mirched with him to Meguirez, where 
he expected ſufficient Forces ready to receive him, 
and where indeed the Black Army, who were all 
again revolted from Muley Abdemelect to him, and 
all encamped without the Walls of the City, waiting 
his coming, Muley Abdemeleck being within with 
| molt of the Citizens, making what Detence they 
could to keep him out; though at the End of forty. 
eight Hours, or thereabout, Mule) Hamet's Forces 
ſtill encreaſing, got in, and (after a faint Reſiſtance) 
put vaſt Numbers of them to. the Sword, and was 
again in Poſſeſſion of the City, but as to Muley 
Abdemelick, he was obliged to ſeek further after, be- 
fore he could find him, he being with a few fled 
thence through a bye Gate in the Night-time, as was 
rumour'd to Cd Fez; and which, indeed, proved 
to be true, though on Confirmation of this Report, 
and of his being there well received, he was by a 
Body of Muley Lammert Army, conſiſting of ſixty 
Thouſand Men, ſoon followed, coſting much Blood, 
Time and Expence, before we could get him thence. 
1 Now am I one in the above Number before Cid 
F Fez, Abdemelick being within ſtrongly fortified, re- 
ng ſolutely reſolved, and well provided, bravely defend- 
n. ing himſelf fix Months and fourteen Days, and du- 
to ring which ſcarce a Day paſſed without Skirmiſhing 
an and much Slaughter on either Side, though I am, to 
ng Nu very great Satisfaction, even to the Middle of 


ng this Siege, unwounded, and ſent very unexpectedly - 


(though to my great Content) to Sa//ze with a few of 
my Men, there to forward, with all poſſible Expedi- 


ion, the making new Carriages for our Field Pieces, 
| the 
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the old ones being, through the ſo frequent Shocks 
of ſach weighty and high-metal'd Cannon, (thirty- 
ſix Pounders of Braſs) to that Degree ſhaken, as 


they were become in a Manner unſerviceable; fo, 


after taking the Dimenſions, I was hurried away 
with a ſtrict Charge therewith to return as ſoon as 
poſſible : The ſecond Day I got thither, and deliver. 
ed my Charge to Amberi Foolan, a Black, the then 
Governor; and by him the Shipwrights were directly 
ordered to work, and to be as expeditious as poſſible : 
yet, ſuppoſing all Hands at Work, the Carriages be- 
ing in all thirty-ſix, they could not finiſh ſo ſoon, but 
what I might again have Time ſufficient to gratify my 
Curioſity in the old Affair, and from which 4 was 
thoroughly reſolved never to deſiſt, ſo long as I could 
ſee any Probability remaining: for notwithſtanding 
my ſo late miraculous Eſcape from the bloody Knife 
at A ſumoore, I ſay T was then thoroughly reſolved to 
purſue it, and on my Road thither from Fez, had fo 
confirmed my Reſolutions, that rather than go again 
back to the Army, I was fully determined to make all 
imaginary Efforts that Way, be the Conſequence what 
it would; for as the Country was then in very great 
Confuſion, and the Place I was then in very likely for 
my Purpoſe, I thought I could not deſire a more fa- 
vourable Opportunity. 

AND now are mine Eyes baſily employed in look- 
ing ſharp out after the Ships then in the Harbour, and 
my Thoughts (in caſe I could net in any Probability 
perform my De ſign by myſelf) on what other Help J 
might with Safety procure me ; and which, indeed, I 
ſoon found to be the moſt difficult and dangerous 
Point; though to do it alone, if I could, I was tho- 
roughly reſolved upon: Notwithſtanding I made all 
the Enquiry I could, yet could not I to my Mind find 
any proper Aſſiſtance, though on the other Hand ſuch 
a glorious Opportunity offered, as could not but be 
accounted, with the Aſſiſtance of one or two more, 
a. very plauſible and eaſy Undertaking, and which was 
as follows: Early the next Morning, after my

Arrival at Sallee, I took a Walk to the Sea-ſides 
where Ship's Boats generally put in at, and where I 
met two Moori/h Sailors jult landed with a few empty 7 
Barrels to fill with Water, and, after a very cour- * 
teous Salute, I aſk'd them what Veſſel they be long'd % 
to, their Lading, and whither bound; to which they 4 
anſwer'd, To /uch a Sloop, (pointing at her) bound I 
to Santa Cruz, aud laden with Gums, Becs-Wax, and 4 
Copper: Very well, ſaid I, but have yon on board no 1 
good Wine nor Brandy ? No, indeed, (fad they with 1 
a Sigh) /o far as we can tell of, and, in ſhort, if 
there was, very litile of it would fall ty their Shares. 
Alas ! (ſaid I) poor Hearts, I thought that Sailors 
could not live without it; when they, ſhrinking up 
their Shoulders, telling me, There was no Help for 
it, I left them, ſecming for the preſent to take no 
further Notice of them, till they had filled the Wa- 
ter, and got the Caſks again into the Boat, and then 
I came to them again, telling them, That I thought 
the few Casks they had with them held bit a ſmall 
Matter of Water for their Ship's Company, as being, 
no Doubt, (as the Sloop was upwards of fifty Tons) 
five or ſix: U, faid they, we are in all eight, the” 
no more kept on the Veſſel than us two, the other ſix 
being conſtantly on Shore, waiting a fair Wind, our 
main Sea Store of Water is already laid in, and this 
(without our uſing of that) only for us two for pre- 
ent ſpending ; and if it id not enough, q o,o it is 
not very far to fetch more. Really (ſaid I) that (as 
none can tell how long your Voyage may be) is very 
well conſidered, and, as all muſt agree, to leave than 
lack is by far the better Policy, turning from them 
in a ſeeming Manner to be going off ; but I turn'd me 
quick round again, and told them, F the Wind flood 
out 7 the Way till the next Day, it ſhould go very 
hard if I did not find for them à Dram, or a Glaſs of 
Wine, ſeeming again to be going off: when they, to 
my very great Satis fact ion, and as indeed I. really ex- 
pected, aſk'd me, HI would go off with them, and 
ee their Veſſel : Why really (laid 1) that is what J 
M 


would 
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ond do with all my Heart, but that then I could but 
badly ſpare ſo much Time ; however, as I had 1: 
been au haard any Veſſel for a long Time, and in caſ? 
I was certain of my being again in a little Time 
brought back, I could even find in my Heart to go 
with them, Well, ſaid they, as to that it ſhall be 
even as you pleaſe; ſo I ſtepp'd into the Boat, went 
with them, was kindly received, and treated with 
ſuch as they had. And after I had employed my 
Tongue, fo far as I thought fit, in telling them my 
preſent State, as how I was one of the Emperor's 
Soldiers, that under bim I bore an Office of ſome 
Diſtinction, Ce. and mine Eyes in viewing the Di- 
menſions of the Sloop, Sails, &c. ſo nigh as I could 
gueſs, and given them my hearty Thanks for my ſo 
kind Welcome, I humbly entreated them to put me 
again on Shore; and which they (after telling me 
they ſhould be very glad to ſee me there again) in- 
ſtantly did, kindly for that Tune bidding one another 
farewel. | 

Now is my Heart to that Degree inflamed, that 
every Drop of the Blood in my Veins: is upon the 
Ferment, how I ſhould manage in this Affair: To 
do it alone, I found was impoſſible, and to commu- 
nicate it to others, exceeding dangerous; though 
which I muſt be obliged to do, or let all drop; not 
but I could of myſelf eaſily manage and overcome 
the two Moors, but to ſail and navigate the Vellel 
was the main Point. And now am I at a greater De- 
bate with myſelf than ever, who thoſe Aſſociates 
ſhould be; though I very: lucki.y thought on one in 
a very little Time, named H/7/lia-m Huſſey, a Devou- 
ſhire Man, and whom I ſoon determin'd in myſelf to 
de a very truſty and honeſt Man; and as be was then 
one of my Soldiers, and in Sallee with me, I could 
let him gradually into the Secret when I pleaſed; 
and which indeed you may ſuppoſe I did the firſt Op- 
portunity, for in leſs than an Hour after I ſingled 
him out, and begun to. diſcourſe him after tlie fol- 
lowing Manner. Vw Will (faid I) I defire you

| ancus, and (if yeu pleaſe) two of my Comrades as ho- 
neſt Cocks as any in Barbary, and we will go on board 
together, and hearlily enjoy curſelves; which they 
ſeemed very highly to approve of, and earneſtly deſu'd 

that I would not fail in it. 
Nuw is my Heart by far more light, ſeeing my- 
ſelf, as it were, already ſafely landed on ſome Chri- 
| tian Shore, flying to my Comrades with the News, 
| who ſeemed therewith (and eſpecially Zo4n/lon) no 
| leſs pleaſed than myſelf; and that Night and the next 
Day we got all our little Matters in Readineſs, as two 
Pair of Piſtols, the Brandy, Cc. and the Time ap- 
pointed for the Boat's coming juſt at hand; when 
22 (to my very great Surprize) told us, He 
could wot by wny Means go that Night: However, 


Huſſey 
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Huſſey and I went, and found the Moors juſt landed, 
telling them, That as we had good Reaſin to believe 
there were then ſome People on the Watch, we had 
deferred vun gotng on board till the next Night ; heu- 
ever, in Point of goed Manners, we had brought them 
a Couple of Bottles: of Brandy, Sugar and. Lemons, 
which we thought onrſelves obliged to, rather. than to 
ſuffer. them to wait our coming in vain ; and with, 
which they were, no Doubt, highly delighted, tel- 
ling us, after a moſt pleaſing Manner, That they would 
go an board and drink our Healths, and that we might 
depend on their, coming | againſt the next Night ; as 
indeed they did, but Zo4u/ion again diſappointing us, 
we could not then go with them no more than the 
Night before ; therefore, after thanking them for 
their Civility, deſiring them to accept of a Couple 
of Bottles more of Brandy, Cc. and telling them, 
That when we ſaw the, Way clear, we would give 
them Notice, we parted; they again on board to 
make merry, and. we on the contrary back to our 
loathed Apartments, in a very diſſatisfied.

alas! Sleep fled us, riſing again at Day-break as we 
lay down, without ſo much as cloſing our Eyes; 
when we went directly to Fohunſton, taking him aſide, 
and telling them, That in an Mair of that Nature,

very i; and which, had he gone about as heartily. 
as he. promiſed, e ſhould'in all Likelihood have been 
fafely landed on ſome Chriſtian Shore, quite out of the 
Power of the Moays, ud with a wick Prize, to the 
Value at leaſt of five or fix thouſaud.

lity ; therefore, pray Sir, faid I, forgive bam, ant 
be pleaſed iq; accept of the fail Matters ih this 
Parſe, as an Aeluowledgnent of Ja great a Favour, 
giving him forty Gold Ducats, (which I had been 1 
long Time before ſcraping together) and which he 
very greedily accepted of, telling me, with a pleaſed 
Countenance, to keep my. own Sedrets, and all ſhould

Ap here, before I proceed any further, I ſhall, 
by Way of a ſhort Digreſſion, alk my Readers if 
ey think we uſed Fohuſton in any wile ill, or other:

Tax Carriages being now all finiſhed, and all of 
vs ordered to be as the next Morning in Readineſs. to 
depart, I that Night waited on the Governor, to thank 
him for all his paſt Favours, and to intreat his future 
Remembrance of my ſo late Misfortunes, and as 
Jahnſlon was not then able to undergo the Journey, 
de would order ſuch Care of him, as to ſend him af. 
ter us, ſo ſoon as he was; not that I ever deſired to 
ke him any more, but in caſe he might happen to be 
required at our Hands, we might know where to find 
him, tho? indeed he never after cared to come where 
I was, neither did I ſee him but very ſeldom.

. theo through my Left Shoulder, and at ſuch a Time 
vill {5 nad but the Moment before received a ſhrewd 
EE; . Cut 
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'Cut in 'my Left Hand, and diſengaged myſelf From 
a Party fighting Sword in Hand. And now am I in 
a bloody Condition, I being tapp'd in three ſeveral 
Places, inſomuch, that from my exceſhve Loſs of 
Blood from them all, I really thought that I could 
not have long furviv'd it; and though the Wound in 
my Hand might not not be in any wiſe reckoned dan. 
gerous as the others, yet could not the Surgeons pre. 
vent its bleeding little or more for three Days, tho' 
they ſtaunched the others in a very little Time. 

Now am I laid on a Bier, in order to be carried to 

an Hoſpital in New Fez, for the better Conveniency 
of Cure; and which Muley Hammet ſeeing, he rode 
forth, and aſk'd who I was, and after being told, he 
ſaid he was very ſorry for me, and that it was his 
Pleaſure I ſhould be particularly taken Care of, and 
ordered three Surgeons to go along with me, and to 
uſe the beſt of their Skill for my Recovery, and a 
Genoeſe Servitor to be always in my Apartment with 
me, giving me out of his Jibbera, or Purſe, (which 
he had generally hanging at his Saddle before him) 
fifty Gold Ducats, and ſtrictly charging that I ſhould 
have a Quarter of freſh Mutton brought in every Day, 
or any Thing elſe the Surgeons ſhould approve of for 
my Subſiſtance; when, after wiſhing me well, he 
turned from me, and my Bearers proceeded ; and 
they had not carried me far, before a Moor ( juſt ar- 
rived in the Camp from Agoory) ſtepped forth, telling 
me, That he was ſorry to ſee me in that Condition, 
that he hoped my Wounds were net mortal, and fo 
forth ; that though he never cared to be the Bearer 
of ill News, yet he could not forbear telling me that 
my Wife and Daughter were both very lately dead, dy- 
ing within three Days one of the other: One of Job's 
Comforters indeed! thongh I muſt own that it gave 
me very little Uneaſineſs, as I thought them to be by 
far better off than they could have been in this trou- 
bleſome World, eſpecially that Part of it; and I was 
really very glad that they were delivered out of it, 
and therefore it gave me very little Uneaſineſs. 


Now 
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Now am 1 brought to my Apartment, and my 
Wounds in my Thigh and Shoulder were carefully 
ſearched and dreſſed, and the Blood ſtaunched ; yet, 
I ſay; oy could not with all their Skill (though they 
t 


applied all the Medicines they could think of) prevent 
that of my Hand from bleeding for three Days, and 
which was at laſt ſtaunched by applying (as I may 
ſay) ſome of the ſame Blood : it being firſt put into 
a Receiver, and by a continual Stirring over a Pan 
of freſh Coals, burnt into a Powder, and a ſmall 
Matter thereof laid on the Wound, put an End to 
the Bleeding; which I thought might not be unuſe- 
ful to mention. Now am I in a very low, pain- 
ful, and diſconſolate Condition, and my Spirits funk 
to that Degree, that I really expected every Day to 
be my laſt; and, indeed, had I not by Way of my 
Genoe/e Attendant borrowed a Point of the Law, I 
muſt actually have been dead in a very little Time, 
it being otherwiſe impoſſible for me to get over it 
for notwithſtanding I was ſo miſerably low, and my 
ſo often telling my Surgeons of it, yet would not 
they allow me to drink any Thing ſtronger than Wa- 
ter; therefore, I conſidering nry own Caſe, told my 
Keeper (whom I knew to be a truſty Perſon) , he 
did not iuſtantly look out. for ſome comfortable Wine 


for me, or ſomething that was ſlronger, ł Way of 


Cordial, T could hold it but very little longer; there 
fore, ſoid I, pray haſien and ſee what you can do for 
ne, giving him a Gold Ducat, with which he depart- 


ed, and was in a very little Time back again with 


two Leather Bottles concealed under his Robe, the 
one full of Brandy, and the other of excellent old 
Malaga Wine, with which I that Night made pretty 
free, drinking I believe of both Sorts, as a Begin- 
ning, about a Pint, and fleep'd after it a hearty Nap, 
I not having ſhut my Eyes before from the Time I 
was wounded ; and at my awaking, I found myſelf 
another Man, my Spirits being to that Degree exhi- 
lerated, that never was there a more ſudden and ſur- 


rrizing Alteration ; and then I took another mode- 


rate 
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rate Tiff, by which I was ſoon again compoſed, and 
ſlept till the next Morning Sun-rifing, when my Ger 

man came to look at and dreſs my Wounds, aſking 
me how I felt myſelf, and if I had taken any Reſt: 
I told him, Yes, I had ſlept many Hours, and that 
J formd myſelf very much revived. Very well, faid 
he, I am glad of it. with all my Heart: But Sir, 
faid I, I hope you will be pleaſed to allow me ſomes 
thing by Way of Cordial, to chear my Spirits, for 
you cannot but ſuppoſe them, after ſo great a Loſs 
of Blood, to be very low : Well, ſaid he, F will con- 
- ſider of it; but firſt let me feel your Arm Wrist; 
when he ſtarting back, as one in a very great Sur- 
prize, Something (ſays he) to raiſe your Spirits; 
why ur Spirits are now ten Times higher than they 
were Teſlerday, therefore ] hope there will be no Ce. 
cafion for any & irituous Ligucrs, and I very heartily 
wiſh there may not, it being the moſt dangerous Thing 
in the World ; therefore, ſaid he, I would by all 
Means have you to content yourſelf without it till 
Fo-morrow, and if 1 find any further Occaſion for it 
than I do at this Time, I give you my Henour to 
procure ſome for you, and to truſt to . fo the 
Event. I told him, It was very well, and that I 
ſhould be thereby highly oblig'd to him, deſiring him 
to look at my Wounds : To which he anſwered me, 
That he would willingly firſt ſtay a little longer, for 
that he every Moment expected his Brethren ; who 
indeed came in a very little Time after, and by Con- 
ſent fell to opening the Bandage, and after a very 
ſhort Time looking at that in my Shoulder, (which 
as being ſo near my Heart, they thought to be by far 
the moſt dangerous) they in a very pleaſing Manner 
told me, That they had never before ſeen, in ſo ſhort 
a Time, fo great an Alteration for the better; fer 
whereas it was the Day beſore inflamed to very higb 
Degree, it was then wonderfully altered, and the In- 
flammation a'moſt quite off ; and then they looked at 
the otl er two, and found them the ſame; fo, after 
dreſſing them, they (having many other Patients to 


80 
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90 to) departed together; but the German coming 
haſtily back again, told me, That he really thought 
my Wounds to be in a very promiſing Way, and there- 
fore it would be mere Madneſs in me to drink any 
Spirituous Lffuors, till the I1flammation was quite 
over, and they had brought them to a better Matter , 


aud which, if I did, it would not only be the undoing - 


of what they had hitherto done for me, but put it out 
of the Power of all the Surgeons in Barbary to cure 
me. Well, ſaid I with a Sigh, I remember you told 
me ſo before; and then he left me; but he was not 
gone out of the Room two Minutes, before I and 
my Attendant drank each of us a Bumper to his go 

Health, and between us, before Night, finiſhed all 
the Wine, burning moſt of it with Sugar and Spices, 
which threw me into a gallant Sweat and ſound Sleep, 
and in which I continued the beſt Part of that Day, 
and at Night had our Wine-Bottle repleniſh'd again, 
when I took another hearty Tiff, and fell again imo 
a ſound Sleep, napping it in and out till Six of the 


Clock the next Morning, when my Surgeons came 


in a full Body to dreſs my Wounds ; which they in- 
ſtantly went about, and ſtill found them growing bet- 
ter after a very ſurprizing Manner, ſaying that the 
Inflammation was quite oft, and there was a very good 
Digeſtion, alking me, If I did net find my Spirits ta 
be very much rej.ored? I told them, Yes, to a very 


high Degree: Well (ſaid the German) keep but a good 


| Heart, and never fear of a Cure in a little Time; 
| and after telling me, in a low Voice, He would bring 

me ſome Wine the next Morning, he departed with 
his Brethren. 

Now is my Stomach again craving after Meat, and 
ſoon began to reliſh it tolerably, well, eating a good 
Meſs of Mutton Broth two or three Times a Day; 
and which, with the Continuance of my Wine, and 
a good Bowl of Cuſcaſſooe now and then, I found to 
bring me on apace. My German coming again the 
next Morning before any of the reſt, bringing with 
him a Bottle of Wine concealed. under. his Robe,

Pocket, fill'd it to the Top, and drank it off to the 
good Health of all our Chriſlian Friends, myſelf and 
my Attendant following his Example; and after we 


he thought I might think myſelf very happy under my 
preſent Circumſtances, and to be much better off than 
a great many of my Comrades, who, during my lying 
Sick, had been expoſed to many Dangers and Hardſhips, 
and a great many of them Slain; of which, indeed, 


was in all likelihood intirely owing to my Wounds ; 
and which indeed, was very likely to be true, for 
during my Cure, were many Thouſands on both Sides

ctently hardend, and therefore I was obliged to re- 
main there another Week; at the End of which ! 
waited with my Surgeons on Muley Hammet who 
ſeemed to be highly pleaſed at my Recovery, and 
thereof gave my Surgeons very liberal Acknowledg- 
ments, ordering me immediately back again to my 
old Apartment; for as the Malecontents were then 
reduced to the loweſt Ebb, he ſaid he could not ſce 
what, Service I could be of there; and after making 
molt humble Acknowledgment, for his ſo very great 
Care of me, I obey'd his Orders, went back, and 
there continued ſix Days longer, at the End of which 
he ſent me word by one of my own People, that the 
City had ſurrender'd, and that it was his Pleaſure J 
ſhould come directly, and ſee the Rebels march out; 
which fo well as they were able, I ſoon did, being

BE TORE Abdeme/eck was brought into Hammel De- 
by's Preſence, he was ſearch'd by the Captain of his 
Guards, and ſome ather- Officers, who fcund a Poy- 
niard and a ſmall Piſtol, concealed in his Pockets, 
which they took away, and then conducted him into 
 Hammet Deby's Tent, who, inſtead of venting bis 
Wrath and Vengeance upon him, contented himſelf 
with making ſome Reproaches, and thoſe eme 
A Shar p- 
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sharpneſs: What, /ays he, after having taken the 
Crown from me, ate you now cruel enough to feek. 
ro take away my Li e! e 

Now have we a general Muſter, by which we 
found we had loſt in all on our Side in this Siege 
thirty Thouſand Men; then we ſtruck. our Tents, 
and with the Remainder of our Army marched with 
our Priſoners to Megrinez, where the forty princi- 
pal Men were beheaded in the Market-Place, which 
was a much milder. Fate than thoſe met with, who 
were before taken in Meg7zine=z ; for there the Gover- 
nor of the City, and ſome of the principal Men, were 
nailed by their Hands and Fcet to one of the Gates of 
the City ; in which miſerable Manner they lived three 


Days, except the Governor. of the City, whoſe 
Hands and Feet were ſo torn by the Weight of his 
Body, (being a luſty Man) that he fell down from: 


the Gate fome Time after he had been nailed there» 


to; upon which they had the Mercy to diſpatch him 


with their Sabres. And at this Time indeed, the 


Emperor ordered the Governor of Sallee to be ſerv- 
ed in the ſame or worſe. Manner; for he had firſt his 


Skull cracked with the Blows of a Piſtol, and was 
then hung up by the Feet at one of the Gates of the 


City; in which deplorable Condition he remained 


alive four Days, 
ABDEMELEK was put under the Cuſtody of En- 
ſhael, the Black Baſhaw, who was ſtrictly charged to 


keep him cloſe Priſoner in his own Houſe, till further 
Orders; and indeed he never got free from. thence, 
being at the End of ſix Weeks ſtrangled by two of 
his own Brothers; and leſt he might not be dead 


enough, they. gave him each a.Stab with their long 
murdering Knives through his Body, Muley Haimmet 
Deby dying about. an Hour befoge him: His Death 
was occaſioned (as was by all ſuppoſed) by his drink.

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to the Empire, he languiſhing from the very Moment 
of his taking it, even to his laſt Hour; and Muley 
Abdallah was accordingly proclaimed as ſoon as Har. 
met Deby was dead, his Mother Lella Coneta, who 
had been one of the Wives of Muley Swine, or IVb. 
mael, having (by diſtributing three hundred thouſand 
Ducats amongſt the Black Army, beſides fifty thou. 
ſand given by her own Hands to their chief Officers) 
engaged them in his Intereſt, notwithſtanding Hammet 
Deby left a Son named Mufley Beufer, who was ca 


pable of reigning; whom Muley Abdallah kept in 


Prifon ſome Time, but he at laſt found an Opportu- 
nity to eſcape. 


Now am I to prepare myſelf for ſwimming thro

was. in my Time driven out twice, yet was there 


ſcarce a Day paſſed without his murdering ſome of

Kill'd with his own Hands (beſides thoſe moſt unmer- 
cifully butchered by the Hands of his Executioners) 
at leaſt fifty Thouſand Men, he having his old Fa- 
ther (the Devil) ſo riveted in his Heart, as that it

terpr zes, and unhappy I, ſeldom exempted from 


making one therein, I mean in his inhumane bloody. 
Wzrs ; but I was for the preſent ſent again to my. 


old Station at gory, and where I had a ſhort Inter- 
val of about fix Weeks, often reflecting on the Loſs 
of my Wife and Daughter; for though I {aid before 
their Death gave me very little Uneafin 


eſpecially the Child, who always us'd (at my coming 
Home wounded) to claſp her little Arms abcut my 
Neck, bugging and bemoaning her poor Father, and 
telling me, That I ſhould no more go into the Wars, 
for that ſhe and her Mather wcu'd go with me to Eng- 
land, and live with her Grandmother. Theſe Ke- 


Kections, I ſay, gave me ſome Concern; however, I 


ſoon 


efs, yet could 
not I help now being under Concern for them, and 
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foon'endeavoured to forget them: for, in ſhort, what 
eould I do? To bring them back again, I knew was 
impoſſible, and as they were (as far as lay in my 
Power) inſtructed in the Knowledge, and I hope true 
Belief in Cualsr, and my Intentions were fully 
bent upon Eſcape, I was really glad that they were 
dead: but I plainly told myſe'f, That as I could find 
in my Heart in their Life-time to endeavour to leave 
the Country, I had then no Room left for Excuſe, 
but ought to purſue it; and therefore I was tho- 
roughly reſolved to lay hold of all Opportunities, 
and as ſoon as my Strength was a little better re- 
ſtered "again, to puſh all for all. . My Reſolutions 
thus ſettled, I am again at Peace with myſelf, dili- 
gently employing my Time in bathing my Wounds 
with ſuch Ointments as my Doctors had directed me; 
but T was again on a ſudden ordered with all my Men. 
for Megruinez :- And though l was in a very indif- 
ferent Condition, ſore againſt my Inclinations, and 
full Two of the Clock in the Afternoon when my 
Orders: came, yet was I obliged to obey them, and to 
be there, if poſſibly I could, that ſame Day: and 
which (though very ſhort Notice, it being in the 
Month of Jun) I punctually performed, we being 
all on Horſeback by Four, and without any Hurry 
got to Meguinez in good Seaſon; where I found: 
Muley 2 at the Head of an Army, conſiſting: 
of 140,000 Men, chiefly Blacks, ready to merch for 
d Fez; with whom we were joined, and early the 
next Morning marched with them, the Malecontents 
having gathered together there, refuſing: to acknow- 
ledge him, and yet ſetting up no one elſe; ſo that T 


verily believe it was merely for the Sake of Rebellion, 


and I eaſily foreſaw, that if they continued obſtinate, 
their Blood would- be pour'd out Ike Water; and I 


mutt own I heartily wiſhed: (ſec ing they were of ſo 
cruel a Nature) that their® infatiate Eyes might be 


never ſatisfied with Blood, till the laſt of them had 
ſeen the laſt Drop of all the reſt, himſelf expiring 
with the utter Extermination of that ſo bartarous 


and. 
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and moſt unchriſtian Monarchy; and which is indeed 
now in a very fair way of being accomplifl'd, they 
having a moſt inſatiate Thirſt after each other's 
Deſtruction, attended with ſad Devaſtation and Fa. 
mine, and the Times ſtill growing worſe and worſe 
upon their Hands; and which may GOD continue, 
till they are either brought to a true Sight of their 
Errors, or the utter Extirpation of themſelves and 
Principles; for as their Country is ſo very rich, ſpa- 
cious and Populous, it is much to be regretted that 
it ſhould go under any other Denomination than that 
of a Part of Chriſtendom; and whereto ſhould all 
Chriſt:an Princes but ſer their helping Hands, Chrif. 
tianity would not only flouriſh and abound, but 
many poor ignorant Souls who. are now (through 
Means of their following falſe Lights) in a moſt 
dangerous and deplorable Condition, be in a lit] 
Time brought by the Light of the Goſpel into a 
true Knowledge and Belief in CHRIST and to the 
utter Abhorrence and Deteſtation of Mahometiſm; 
which, through the ambitions Artifices of cunning 
end deſigning Men, hath for ſo many Ages been ſo 
groſsly impoſed upon them. But whither am I 
wanderin,:? Theſe Digreſſions are quite out of my. 
Way, as well as a Subject far beyond my Abilities, 
and altogetier out of my Way to meddle with; 
therefore I ſhall again return to my old Road, travel 
gently on, and leave the Event of all theſe Things 
to GOD; who, no Doubt, hath in a great Meaſure 
ordzined them for wiſe Purpoſes, 

Now am I again one in this large Army before 
"Old Fez; where Muſey Abdallah offered the Male- 
contents free Pardon, in caſe they would ſurrender, 
and promiſe future Obedience to him: To which 
they anſwered, (being but too well acquainted with 
his deceitful Nature) That conſidering their Reſiſtance 
was for Liberty and Property, they t ought it as good 
or much better for them to die then, than at another 
Time, therefore they utterly deſpiſed his Offer ; which 
they directly confirmed from the Mouths of their

Muſkets. And now is the bloody Scene opening 
apace, nothing but Death and Horror reigning here 
for the ſpace of ſeven Months, during which I was 
not backward in acting my Part even in Places of 
greateſt Danger inſomuch that T was very willin 
in caſe I might eſcape with my Life) to el 
br a ſmart Wound or two; and which, indeed, was 
both my bad and good Hap, as you will by and by 
- | | 
Now is there ſcarce a Day without cloſe Skir- 
miſtung, and on both Sides great Slaughter; and 
notwithſtanding our cruel! Treatment of thoſe we 
took alive, as unmercifully cutting ſome to Pieces, 
and hanging others up alive by the Heels, till they 
were dead thro' Anguiſh and Hunger, and others by 
many other cruel inventions of Tortures, and all 
within Sight of the Garriſon, yet did they ſeem to 
make no manner of Account of it, unleſs growing 
thereat more deſperate; and which, indeed, by 
their future Behaviour and bold Attempts of Repri- 
fals, they made ſoon to be very apparent, behaving 
to the laſt with an undaunted Reſo'u.ion, ſelling 
their Blood with their Lives, to the very great Ex- 
, pence of that of our Army; and had not their Pro- 
viſions and Warlike Stores failed them, they had 
certainly done us far greater Miſchief, we having 
from ſeveral Priſoners repeated Accounts, that as long 
s their Stores laſted, and People continued, they were 
thoroughly reſolved to hold it out; and when their 
Proviſion was exhauſted, their Horfes had eat up all 
their Provender, and they at laſt eat up their Horſes, 
the Remnant were reſcl.ed to ſally forth together, 
and fell their Lives at the Rate of thoſe of the braveſt 
Soldiers, which they deemed much better, and by 
far more honourable, than to drag a miſcrable Life, 
attended with grievous Servitude, and continually 
expoſed ta the capricious Humour of a Rory Ty- 
tant; and therefore they were reſolved to deliver 
their Country from his Tyranny, or periſh with ir; 
and in which, indeed, they were in a great Meaſure 
; , as 
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28 good as their Words, for they fought us to the 
laſt with a noble Reſolution, and deſperately allied 
ſo long as they had any Thing remaining, whereby 
to ſupport their ſinking Spirits, their Horſes being 
at laſt all eat up, and the Remnant of themſelves ſo 
miſerably weak thro' Famine that their Lives were 
ſcarce worth the taking, not having Strength 
enough left them, to make an honourable Pile for 
Burial, which was what they fully intended, and (like 
Samp/on) to have kill'd more at their. Deaths than 
they had before done during all the Time of their Lives; 
but as their Strength could do no more, they were 
at laſt obliged to ſubmit to the Mercy of. a mercileſs 
Tyrant, marching out, or rather indeed. crawling, 
(as being ſcarce able to ſtand) in one Body 6036, 
the 36 were inſtantly on the Spot Beheaded, and the 
remaining 6000 Icd by the Army in a miſerable Con- 
dition to Mequinez, and ever after expoſed (fo long 
as any of them remain'd) in the Fronts of the Ty- 
rant's bloody Battles, and molt of them were kill'd in 
my Sight: This was my third Battle at Fez, we loſt 
40,000 Men; and of 1500 Chriſtians in this Siege 
and the former, no more remain'd than 660; my. 
ſelf, being likewiſe wounded. by two Muſket Shots 
in my left Shoulder and fleſhy pait of my Buttock; 
_ tho' theſe Wounds did not keep me from my Duty, 
more that five Weeks. | | 
Now am J, aſter this my ſo very great Fatigue 
and narrow Eſcape of my Life, ſent again to 42:01), 
where I could not again help thinking on my late 
Wife and little Pratler, ruminating on the many 
hazards I had hitherto undergone, and the no Ie 
miraculous Preſervations 1 had met with, fully in. 


tending to purſue my Intentions cf eſcaping, and 


to put my Truſt in Providence for Deliverance, as 
100n as my Wounds were ſomewhat hardened, my 
Strength reſtored, and a convenient Opportunity 
ſhould offer: But alaſs! I may as to that ſet my 
Heart at Quiet for ſome very conſiderable Time lon- 
ger, IJ having firſt many more tedious and hazardous 

| x Exploits 
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Exploits to encounter with; and firſt T was by Mu- 
ley Abdallah, even as I may ſay before I had Time 
to look about me, very unexpectedly hurry'd away 
on the following Rxpedition. —He having repeate 

accounts .of a great Body of Malecontents (conſiſting 
at the leaſt of 160,000) gathered at 7tehnzzan, in 
the Province of Vemoor, and that they behaved after 
z moſt inſolent Manner, he therefore directly or- 
der'd 70,000 Horſe to be got ready to march with 
him thither, to corre& them, and of which Num- 
der myſelf and Men, as a Part, were forthwith ordered 
to Meqrinez, Where we directly joined the reſt of the 
Army and march'd towards the Rebels; and the ſe- 
cond Day following we got to rebut zan, where we 
ſoon found the grand Aſſembly had divided themſelves 
into ſeveral Parties, flying before us as falt as they 
could into the Heights of the Mountains, fo as we 
were at leaſt two Months before we could light on 
them to any Purpoſe, and then (being driven to 
many Hardſhips) they ſent to the Emperor Twelve 
of their Chiefs, and with them Sixteem Gne Horſes, 


in Caſe he would ſend a ſmall Party of his People back 
with them, they would ſo. order Matters, as that they 
ſhould return again in little Time with their reſpeclive 
Dues: In order to which he ſent with them the next 
Morning Six Thouſand Men, who were treated by 
them for ſome Time in a ſeeming friendly Manner, 
ind a great many of them (in Conformity to this 
Offer) accordingly brought in the Tributes, tho' the 
greateſt Part of them not at all liking ſuch heavy 
Impoſitions, joining in grand Conſult, ſent Thirty- 
eight of their Chiefs to the Emperor, to tell him, 
That they had not as then brought in their ſeveral Pay- 
ments, according to their Promiſe by their former 
Meſſengers ; not but they fully intended to doit, and 


were then ready to do ſo, provided he would make an 


Abatement: At which the Tyrant was ſo enraged, 
that he anſwer'd them in a moſt furions Manner, ax 
Hatement, you Degs ! Tl ſoon make an Abatement 
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of you; looking at them very fiercely, and beck. 
oning to his own People, to hem them in, and 
then (on giving a Sign) they had all their Heads in 
a Moment cut off, ſaving one only, who thro 
wonderful Chance eſcaped to carry this ſo unexpected 
Anſwer back to their Meſſage; and which, for ſome 
Time, put the Remainder of them in a moſt ter. 
r:ble Conſtern:tion, as not thoroughly reſulving for 
a Day or two what Courſe to take; tho? it was at 
laſt unanimouſly agreed by them to ſurprize and cut 
oft the 6000 of our People, who lay encamp'd near 
them, and accordingly they fell directly on them; 
and notwithſtanding they made a gallant Reſiſtance, 
yet did they kill of them 4000 on the Spot, the 
other 2000 flying in great Confuſion back to our 
Army, with this ſo unwelcome and unexpected 
News. | 
Now. is the Tyrant moſt highly enraged, inſo- 
much that he directly ordered moſt of us up the 
Mountains on Foot, and to give no Quarter to all 
we could light on; which was punctually obey'd, 
tho* we found at firſt but very ew of them, as only 
here and there a ſmall Number tarrying behind the 
Reſt of their Brethren, under a Pretext of being 
Shepherds or Horſemen to look after their Cattle, 
the main Body (of about 30,000) flying from 
Mountain to Mountain before us, and ſo continuing 
for ſeven Days: On the eighth Day we got ſo near 
them, and to that Degree fo hem'd them in, that 
we in a very little Time deſtroyed them, putting 
them all to the Sword with very little Loſs on our 
Side; and then, after breathing ſome. ſhort Time, 
we march'd to the Caſtle of Mint, in the Province 
of Ite hacam, lying at the Foot of a very high Moun- 
tain, and wherein we had an Account that. 50,000 
more of the Rebels were intrenched ; and very early 
the next Morning we were all ordered up on Foot, 
to pay them a Viſit, and ſo ſurrounded them, that 
we attack'd them in their Trenches Sword in Hand, 
and in a ſhort Time kül'd of them 30,000 ma 
the 
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the Remainder in great Confuſion flying before us 
to the Mountain of Ceed-boazzo Multorrio, where 
they were in ſuch a Manner ſhelter'd from our 
Fury, that it would have been in vs not only a 
mire Madneſs to follow them, but alſo very hazar- 
dous, 4s well as altogether in Vain; therefore we 
marched to the River C//ca/ove, about four Leagues 
fartber on betwe n the Mountains, lying between 
Ceedebeat æb and Mint, there intending to ſettle our 
Camp for ſome Time; and which was indeed forth- 
with marked out, and our Tents pitch'd there, but 
on the eighth Day following our Camp was very 
accidentally ſet on Fire by a Coal of Fire ſticking at 
the Bottotu of a Cake of Bread, juſt taken out of a 
hot Oven, which falling amongit the Fodder, (of 
which there was a prodigious Quantity, very Jong 
and dry) the Fire quickly fpread itſelf to that degree, 
that notwithſtanding all our haſte in removing our 
Tents, &c. yet were many of them, with ſeveral of 
our Horſes, and all our Stores burnt, the Fire (til 
ſpreading towords the Emperor's Pavillions, wherein 
were Fifty of his Concubines, who were with great 
Difficulty carried off by the Eunnchs, covered all over 
with Cloaks, and ſhrieking after à diſmal Manner, 
before the Fire reach'd them. 

Nuw are we, on Account of this fad Accident, 
both as to cur Proviſion and Ammunition, in a very 
great Straight, and there was very little Dependence 
of having a freſh Supply from the Country. any fur- 
ther than what we got by Foraging ; therefore we 
were otl:g'd to fend expreſly to Mequinez for ſuch 
as we wanted, and which was fully twenty Days be- 
fore it came to our Hands; tho? during this, (after 
the Fodder was all burnt up, the Fire extinguiſh'd, 
and all the Aſhes cleared off, for fear of a ſecond 
Accident of like Nature) we ſettled the Remainder of 
our Tents, which we had pieſcrv'd from the Flames, 
again in the ſame Place. " 

On Stores, Cc. being arrived, we roſe with 
our Army, and march'd in four Days to the Caſtle 
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of Caſavah Amariſi, in the Pariſh of Juzob, in the 


Province of Tamn/nah, after the following Ront: 
The firſt Day to the other Side of the River Me/hah; 
the ſecond to Merſaidire; the third to Zeebedah, 
and the fourth, by Three o'Clock in the Afternoon, 
within two Leagues of the, Caſtle, where we met with 
a great Party of the Malecontents ; and tho” they were 
double our Namber, we forthwith attack'd them, 
and by Ten of the Clock that ſame Night, cut moſt 
of them off, when we marched on to the Caſtle, and 
ſettled our Camp without the Walls, where we re- 
mained for the ſpace of two Months, ravaging and 
p:undering the Country all Round us of their Coin, 
Fruit, Cait'e, Cc. after a moſt ſhocking Manner, 
we Inhabitants (all but thoſe. of the Pariſh of Me. 
9114) flying from us into the Height of the Moun- 
tains; as indeed, it would have been much better 
for them, had thoſe of Medina alſo done fo ; for -_ 
notwithſtanding their ſo ready Compliance in ſending Ml ©: 
into the Tyrant four hundred Horſe all gallantly 
mounted with the Prime of. their Youth, and almoſt * 
laden with vaſt Sums of Money for his Service, yet 
did he inſtantly order them for Execution, and had — 
all their Heads cut off on the Spot: The Relt of the js 
Inhabitants in thoſe Parts, on ſeeing this ſad Diſaſter 
of tlieir Neighbours, compounded for tbeir own Lives, 
by bringing in vaſt Sums of Money, then our 
Army roſe, and march'd thence with much Booty 
and ſeveral Priſoners to Mice, about fix Leagues, 
where we again Pitched our Tents, and ſettled four 
Weeks, ſtill making in the Country grievous Havock; 
At length we roſe and march'd thence, after the 
following Rout for Mequinez ; the firſt. Day to I. 
nelghummeeſe; the ſecond to Tremocoon ; the third 
to the River Sharrot; the fourth to Wilgehiah 
Benhammo; the fifth to the River Bate; and the 
Sixth, in good Seaſon to Me-quinez, the Tyrant till 
(as we paſſed along) pluaderiag the Country, and 
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Now am TI again returned to Megiuiuea Where this 
bloody Villain is for the Space of a Month, employ'd 
in Nothing but contriving Ways and Means how to 
put his People to Death, ſcarce a Day paiſing with- 
cut bis exerciſing his Cruelty more or leſs : But L 
could not (very much to my Diſſat-sfaction) ſind any 
lkely Means of Eſcape, and therefore I found my- 
ſelf of Neceſſity oblig'd to follow his ſo evil Genius, 
till a more convenient Seaſon, and to content my ſelf 
under it ſo well as I could, I being at the End of five 
Weeks a ſecond Time ordered with a goed Number 
of Troops for Itemor, and after following the Male- 
contents into the Mountains for eight Weeks, kil- 
ling all we could light on, and plundering their 
Cattle, Cc. we again returned therewith to Megui- 
12 and where I had not again remained more 
than turee Weeks, but I was ordered forthwith with 
the Carravan to the- Coaſt of Guinea: This really 
gave me ſome D.ſquiet, as being (I was very certain) 
Work cut out for me for at leaſt two Years ; how- 
ever, to ſh-w any Diſſatisfaction I knew would not 
be in the leaſt avalling, and therefore with feeming 
Chearfulncty ſet out thence in Company with 12,000 
Camels, (our Numbers (till increafing on the Road) 
and got the firſt Night to the River Bate ; the ſecond 
to Dye/roome; the third to Balegrig and Grove, 
where two Rivers meet; the fourth to Ayrwoodermel ; 
the fit.b to Madden Enkeeſe ; the ſixth to Meetheor 
Cbeor, the hundred and one Wells; the ſeventh to 
Proaſh ; the eighth to Z1/þrah Dellia ; the ninth to 
Menzet; and the tenth to Marocco, with our Car- 
ravan very much increaſed, and here we relted ten 
Days; the eleventh to Wadden Enfeeſe; the 
twelfth to Zouret Belhoul ; the thirteenth to hour; 
the fourteenth to Algorarſaſja ; the fiſteenth to Ties 
waddel; the ſixteenth to Sofeegofulee ; the ſeven- 
tec nth to Mord; the eighteenth to Agroct, a {mall 
fſhing Cove; the nineteenth to Tammanert ; 'the 
twentieth to the River Soze, three Leggues to the 
Southward of Santa Cruix; the twenty-firtt to * 
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ſaß; the twenty: ſecond to Agoloce; the twenty- third 
to Ceedehammet B2nmoo/a, where one of their famous 
Cony irers, formerly called after that Name, was bu. 
ried ; the twenty-fourth to fran; the twenty-fifth 
to Wadneom, ad which is the laſt that Way, where 
the Inhabitants live in Houſes ; the twenty-ſixth 10 
Shebeccah, and the twenty. ſeventh to Segeeahamrah, 
thence entering the Deſarts, our Numbers now being 
30,000 Men, and 60,000 Camels compleat, each 
Soldier having the Charge over twoy and we were all 
of us ({:ving a few that died on the Paſſage) ſafely con. 
ducted by an old blind Laurò in five Months Time 
over this Sandy Ocean, to the Caſtle of Singel. 
This Caſtle of Singet belongs to a better Sort of 
 Laurbs, as they are generally termed ; though I 

think they are all. of them a Pack of thieviſh blood. 
thirſty Villains, inſomuch that whether they or the 
Moors are the better, I ſhall not take upon me to de- 
ter mine; tho' indeed, in the Original, I t.ke them 
to be all one and the ſame People, yet is there hcre 
a Mooriſh Governor always reſiding, and the Plunder 
and Tribute is there brought in during the Stay of 
one Carrwan on the G:iea Co:ſt, till another Car- 
1Aavan arrives, and then the old ones march off with 
their Booty, and leave the new Comers the Poſſeſ- 
fion : In and about this Caſtle was our general Ren- 
dezvous, though we marched thrice to the Wadi, 
or River Mic,; and all ſuch as made any the leaſt Re- 
ſiltance we brought under Subjection with the Sword, 
ſo that they were eicher oblig'd to bring in the )- 
rant's exorbitant Demands, or to ſuffer the ſevere 
Plundering of the Army, ſtripping the poor Ne. 
groes of all they had, killing many. of them, and 
b:ing ng off their Children into the Bargain. At our 
firſt coming to the River, we found on it a French 


Veſſel gf about eighty Tons, and manned by twelve 


Sailors,. which the Moors ſwam off to, boarded and 
hawl'd to the Shore. But before I proceed any far- 
ther, I ſhall firſt beg leave to go back, and tell you 
of a molt extraord. nary. Thing tranſacted by our old 


blind: 
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plind Pilot, in our Travel over the Deſerts; into: 
which we being entered about fifty Days, during; 
which we never failed of meeting every Day, or every: 
other Day at the furtheſt, with ſome very refreſhing: 
Springs of Water, whereby we and our Cattle were 
very much cheriſhed:: At one of thoſe Springs. the- 
old Man told us that we ſhould not fail there to fill 
fo many of our Skins as would hold Water ſufficient 
for all of us for three Days at the leaſt, for that we 
ſhould not meet with any more of them during that 
Time; which we did accordingly, and at the third 


Day's- end we got again to other Springs, where he 


told us that we ſhould. not negle& doing the ſame, 
for that we ſhould not for a Fortnight meet with 
Water oftener than every third Day; and which 
indeed, we did not; however, we paſſed. over thoſs 
Stages without any great Matter of Murmuring, and 
at the laſt of them he told us that we ſhould be there 
before to- fill. all our Skins, and let our Cattle drink 
their Fill, - for that we ſhould not meet with any more 
Water for ſome conſiderable Time, and therefore we 
ſhould be on our March as ſparing as poſſible ; but 
the Weather being according to the Seaſon of the 
Year (it being in the Beginning of Autumn) exceed- 


ing hot, about the ſixth Day following, we being 


about to pour the Water out of our Skins, to our 
very great Aſtoniſhment found them. (or at leaſt the 
greateſt Part of them) quite empty, the exceſlive 
Heat of the Sun having exhaled the Water through 


the Pores of the Leather, inſomuch, that we to that 
Degree fuffered. for four Days, that had not our old. 


Pilot chear'd us in a wonderful Manner, it muſt 
certainly have been attended. with very ill Conſe- 
quences, it cauſing amongſt us a general Murmur- 
ing; but de deſired us to be as eaſy as we could un- 


der our ſad Diſtreſs, for that he was well ſatisfied 


we ſhould again in a ſhort Time have Water enough, 
deſiring one of our People to take him up a handful 


of Sand and hold it to his Noſe; and after he had 
tuffled upon it for ſome ſhort Time, he 3 
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told us we ſhould before two Day's-end reach other 
Springs, and have Water enough, travelling on, 
and encouraging, us all in his Power; and in the 
Morning of the ſecond Day following he deſired that 
another handful of the Sand of that Place might be 
taken up and held to his Noſe; on which the Party 
taking that which he had ſmelt of two Days before, 
(he having ſtill preſerv'd it in a Piece of old Linen 
Cloth) ſtepp'd forth and held the ſame for him to 
ſmell to again, and after he had. ſnuMed on it for a 
much longer Time than at firſt, he told him that ei- 
ther the Army were again marching back, or that he 
had molt groſly and baſely impoſed on him, for that 
was actually the ſame or tome other of the Sand of 
that Place he had ſmelt of two Days before, and 
therefore he thought him highly ro blame, and that 


he did very il! thus to go about to deccive a ark old 


Man; nowever, it was not in his Power, notwillk 
ſtanding*he had fo much like a Fool endes e , 


therefore, laid he, throw it +way, ande A- 
nour tare up. a handful of the real Sid of this 
Place, which, aſter juſt putting his Noe 16 it, e 


ſaid in a molt pleaſant Manner, Now, ©: 1 45 
ſomething lite, giving us all to underſtaa at we 
thould; about Four o' Clock hat Afternoon, e War 
ter ſufficient, which was indeed at this Time as com- 
fortable News to me, as my truſty Cenocſe Servitoi's 
'Alfurance of procuring me ſome comfortable Co: als, 
hen I was ſick with my Wounds at Fes about 
Noon he deſired a freſh bandful of Sand, Which putting 
his Noſe to, he ſaid, M, az, this is os it oild be, 
ordering us to keep a good Look-out if we could le: 
any wild Beaſts, Oſtriches, Eagles, Cc. and in ſuch 
-Caſe to tell bim of it; and. before we had travelled 
half a League further we ſaw ſeveral Eagles in the 
Air, and ſoon after many wild Beaſts and Oſtriches, 
Aocking together on the Sand, and on our telling 
him of it, be told us te march directly thither, and 
there we ſhould find ſeveral ſhallow Wells of excel- 
lent Water, covered over with the Skins of wild Beaſts; 
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jut, ſaid he, fate care you don't diſiurb it, by preſ> 
ing ou too eagerly, but go gradually on, and you will 
find ſufficient for: you all; and I further promiſe to 
bring you To-worraw Evening to a very large Pond, 
where yourſelves and Cattle may all drink at once, and 
where we may again fill our Skins, ſo as no more to 
want Water during the Remainder of our Journey, 
for we ſhall afterwards meet with little or more every 
Day : At laſt we got up to theſe fo very much longed 
after Wells, which we found according to the old 
Man's Aſſertion, cloſe cover'd, but ſoon hawl'd off 
the Skins; and all of us to our very great Satisfac- 
tion, in Courſe drank our Fill, and then we fell to, 
ſettling our Camp there for the Night, and therc be · 
ing for a good Space round Store of Paſture, our 
Cattle were as well off as ourſelves ; by the next 
Morning we were gallantly refreſhed; . when after 
covering the Wells, (having firſt filled our Skins with 
Water, ſufficient for that Day) we with freſh Courage 
travell'd on, and got that Evening according to Pro- 
miſc, to the ſpacious Pond; and here being alſo good 
Store of Provender, with vaſt Number of wild Bealts, 
Oltriches, Cc. we reſted two Days; and thro' Means 
of our old Pilot we killed a great many of them after 
the following Manner: On our ſeeing thoſe Creatures 
hankering after the Water, and telling our Pilot of 
it, he order'd us to dig Holes in feveral Places round 
the Pond, deep and large enough to hide two or 
three Muſqueteers in each; then to draw off the Ar- 


my, when he ſaid they would come to drink, ſo as 


ve might ſhoot them at our Pleaſure :- After which 


Method we in a little Time killed a great many of 


them, committing a!l to Pot, as Lions, Antelopes, 
and Oſtriches together; though I think the latter by 
ſar too good to be thus miluled, as being alone molt 
excellent and delicious Eating, and of all other Birds 
(if it may properly be ſo call'd) in the way of ſerv- 
ing a great many People, by far the molt preferable 
as weighing, no Doubt, at the leaſt two hundred 
Pounds Weight, and in a Manner all on: Lump of 

Greaſe, 
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Greaſe, ſo as one of them decently handled, will no 
Doubt ſuffice two hundred Men. 

Warn the Native Laurbs are minded to kill an 
Oſtrich, they generally go ont in a Party, and at 1 
Diſtance ſurround him, drawing nearer by Degrees, 
driving him from one to another till he is at hiſt ſo 
tired, as that he can ſeemingly do no more Ham 
which, as they cannot fly, may ſeem to thoſe who are 
therewith unacquainted, to be a very eaſy Matter, 
yet is it, I alle you, x very difficult Point; for 
when he is thus purſued, he runs ſo ſwiftly, as few 
Horſes in Barbary can keep up with him; and when 
he finds himſelf beginning to flacken his Pace, and 
the Enemy to gain Ground upon him, he to that 
Degree ſpurs himſelf with his Spurs ag he hath 
growing under his Wings, prodigious long and ſharp) 
as that he ſoon 2gain recovers his Pace, his Wings 
being always extended, and though of no Benefit to 
him by Way of flying off the Ground, yet no Doubt 
of a very great Addition to his Speed in running, he 
being at laſt run down much in like Nature of a Hare 
before a Pack of Hounds, with this Difference only, 
that being generally cloſe Hunting, this altogether ia 
open View. | 

Ax D now to return to the French Veſſel ; which, 
after taking out ſome Elephants Teeth and Blacks, 
(their Gold being all thrown over-board) was di- 
realy burnt, carrying the Priſoners with us to SY 
get, four of them dying in the Deſert, on cur Way 
Homeward, and the other eight we carried with us to 
Meguinez. During our Stay on the Guinea 
Coaſt, which was in all about twelve Months, we 
got together. a very great Booty, as Gold, Ivory, 
Blacks, &c, though it did not ſatisfy our inſatiate 
Maſter, as you will by and by hear. Our Time 
being expired, and another Carravan arrived, we 
packed up our Treaſure, and ſet out for Meguiues, 
getting well to our old Pilot's Pond, without any 
Thing happening worth my noting, where we again 
gallamly refreſhed ourſclves during the Space al 


two 
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to Days, regaling on our wild Dainties: And after 
filing all our Skins, we ſet forward, and got that 
Evening to our ſo late longed after Wells, where we 
again took up our Quarters, without impairing our 
main Stock of Proviſions, we having ſeveral Oltriches 
ind Antelopes, which we brought with us from rhe 
fond for our Supper; and the next Morning, at Day- 
break, we were again on the March, myſelf and fix 
more, in Purſuit of ſome Antelopes, ſtaying about a 
Mile behind the reſt of the Carravan; when all on 
1 ſudden we ſaw twenty of the wild Laurbs riding 
on Comels towards us, they having, during the Car- 
avan's paſſing PL hid themſelves behind ſome large 
indy Banks, of which were here and there ſeveral 
thrown up by the violent Winds, and again the next 
Storm very likely removed to other Places: The 


v) Wl Labs being between us and the Army, thought 
no Doubt to have made of us ſure Prize, fix of 
i them adyanced within a hundred Yards of us, and 
t 


diſcharged their Muſkets on us, one of their Shot 
grazing along the Side of my Head, and another 
wounding a Moor cloſe by my Side; on which we 
fred at once, and killed two of them, when we di- 
reftly rode off to charge, and fired at them again, 
killing the other four, when again riding off, we ſaw 
ſeveral of our People coming back to our Aſſiſtance : 
However, before they came up with uz, we had fired 
twice round on the other fourteen, and killed moſt. 
of thoſe, and then we ſaw many more of their Party 
advancing ; though on their ſeeing thoſe of our Peo- 
ple come back, they turned from us and fled, and 
leſt we might happen to loſe Sight of our Army, we 
purſued them no further, but huſted forward as faſt 
as we could. 
on unmoleſted, taking moſt ſpecial Care of our 
Water, ſo as we might not be again reduced to ſo 
lad a Calamity, I riding as often as I could along fide 
of the old Laurb, aſking him a great many Queſ- 
tions, and particularly concerning his ſo wondertul 
aud jurprizing Knowledge in ſmelling to the Sand; 
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to which he, after a moſt courteous Manner, an- 
ſwered me, that this was his thirtieth Journey over 
this Ocean, therefore in going and coming his ſix- 
tieth Time; that in his laſt four Journies, finding 
his Sight gradually declining, he had, by often ma- 
King the*Experiment, (as having a wonderful Fa. 
culty in ſmelling) attained to this ſo wonderful 
Knowledge, he being, he ſaid, well fatisficd that the 
Loſs of his Sight was thereby in a very great Mea- 
fare compenſated, inſomuch that he would engage at 
any Time to tell in what Part of the Deſart he was.“ 
One Day, as I was riding pretty near him, my Ca- 
mel happened with one of his Feet to bit againſt 
ſomething which ſounded very hollow, which I tel. 
ling the old Man of, as wondering what it ſhould be, 
he told me, it was a Mummy; 4 Mryrnny, ſaid J, 
pray what is that? It is (ſaid he) @ human Corpſe, 
which hath for ſome Time lain buried in the Sands, 
till through the exceſſive Heat thereof it is dried to 4 
Kecks, and if car Surgeons knew it, they would nt 
ſuffer it (if they thought it fit for their Purpoſe) to 
lie any longer there: Fit for their Purpoſe, ſaid I, 


What, ts one of them better than another? That, ſaid 


he, is atcording 10 the Time of their being huried, or 

of their being more or leſs dried. Well Father, ſaid

ding again the next Day near the old Man, he bad me

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his Directions, I with the Point of my Sword ſoon 
found, and with a Spade digged it up in a little 
Time: It was as hard as a Stock-Fiſh, had all its 
Limbs and Fleſh (though ſhriveled) intire, all the 
Teeth firm in the Gums; and as to its being any 
way nauſeous, a Man might without Offence have 
even carried it in his Bofom. 

AtrTEk this, we travelled on without any Thing 
elſe happening particular, till we fafely arrived at 
Tedlah, where we found Mu'ey A»dallah waiting our 
coming, diverting the Time in plundering the Coun- 
try, and murdering his Subjects : And after he had 
ſtrictly examined into the Value of our Treaſure, he 
being not at all pleaſed with it, (though no Doubt it 
was to the Value of ſome Millions of Eugliſh Pounds 
Sterling) killed Mon/ore, our Baſhaw, and ſeventeen 
more of our Principals, with his own Hand; and the 
next Day twenty-ſeven Chiefs, who came thither to 
him in all Humility from ſeveral Parts of the Coun. | 
try with their Preſents, and, to my moſt unſpeakable 
Gr.ef, my Deliverer from the bloody Knife at Aa- 
rr. When the Tyrant was glutted with Blood, 
we marched with bim at our Head to Meguinez ; 
whence, a'ter the Carravan was ſeparated, and ſent 
Home to their reſpective Habitations, I was again 
at the End of ſix Weeks hurried away on the follow- 
ing Expedition : — The Tyrant having repeated 
Advices of a vaſt Number of credulous poor Souls 
being (through the Means of one £x/eph or — 
Haunſell, a noted Conjurcr) ſtirred up to Rebellion 
in and about Ted/ah, he having before ſhewn many 
of his Magick Pranks, and had then ſo far inſinuated 
into the giddy Multitude, as to make them believe 
they ſhould be invulnerable from Miley Adaitah's 
Shot, and ſuch like Stuff, and they pinning their 
Faith ſo far on his Sleeve, as that they were ga- 
thered in a lictle Time to a Body of at leaſt two 
hundred Thouſand Men, doing even as he com. 
manded them, committing many Inſolencies, and 
with a high Hand (like a great Torrent) bearing all 
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down before them : All which, I ſay, coming to the 
Emperor's Ears, I am, in Company with eighty 
theuſand Regular Troops, and Salem Ducullee at 
our Head, ordered directly to march age inſt them ; 
and notwithſtanding the vaſt Numbers the Conjurer 
had with him, and thoſe ſpirited up by his pretended 
Con jurations, yet could not he hinder them from 
flying into the Heights of the Mountains before us: 
However, we followed them ſc cloſe, that we by the 
Sword and Muſket killed vaſt Numbers in a very lit- 
tle Time: and after we had at laſt conjured the 
Conjurer into our Cuſtody, we marched with him 
to Ted/ah, where the Emperor then was, and gladly 
received him at our Hands, telling him, that he was 
very glad to ſee him there, and that as he had hi- 
therto heard ſo very much of his famous Conjura- 
tions, if he could tell him what Death he had within 
himſelf determined for him, he would, notwith- 
ſtanding all his paſt Villainies, pardon him ; to which 
the Conjurer making no Anſwer, he told him that 
he thought his Conjuration to be then at an End, 
and that himſelf was become the better Conjurer of 
the two, for that he was very fure his Hands and 
Fect ſhould be cut off o the Arm-Wriſts and An- 
cles; which was immediately done, and his Body 
thrown on the Dunghil naked, guarded by fifty Sol- 
diers till dead, and afterwards left till it was eaten up 
by the Dogs. 

Tris Enſeph Haunſell was actually in his Days 
not only a noted Magician, but had therein per- 
formed many ſtrange and vw unaccountible Things 
in Favour of Muley Hammet Deby, as raiſing, to all 
human Appearance, vaſt Numbers of armed Men, 
and in the Emperor's Palace at Meguine x making 
moſt ſurprizing Doings, the Doors in and through- 
out it, when they were to all People's Seeming cloſe 
ſhut and firmly bolted, flying open on a ſudden of 
themſelves, and on the Top of the Palace Walls 
many armed Men appearing on Horſeback, ſome- 
times in grand Order, riding in Ranks, and ſome- 
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times in great Confuſion, rallying and charging one 
another Sword in Hand. This did I mylelf ſee, 
as well as many- thouſand others ; though indeed I 
could not at that Time have any further Opinion of 
it than that it was a Trick or Deluſion, yet I muſt 
confeſs that I had afterwards (when I was about to 
make my Eſcape for good) ſome Reaſon to believe 
there was ſomewhat more than imaginary, as ſhall in 
its proper Place be ſet forth. 

Tris Way of putting the Conjurer to Death was 
premeditated by the Tyrant, though I had never be- 
fore {: ea any of his Subjects diſpatched by his Order 
that Way; not but it was (when they were up in 
Arms one againſt another in their Civil Wars) cru- 
elly practiſed, and of which indeed I had one gee 
a very melancholy Inſtance: I being out in Pur ſuit 
of ſome of thoſe Rebels, and ſtraying a little from 
my Party, in paſſing by an old ruined Houſe, I 
heard a moſt diſmal Groan, and which I very at- 
tentively liſtening to, I ſoon heard to be repeated in 
different Accents; when ſtopping at the Entrance, 
I was ſoon given to underſtand that there were four 
Brothers (ſtout young Men) lying on the Floor 
having all of them their Hands and Fect cut off, 
through the Cruelty of their Enemies of a neigh» 
bouring Town, humbly imploring me to go to their 
Father's Houſe, and acquaint him with it; and after 
they had given me Directions, I went, found the 
Houle, and was in a little Time back again with their 
Fether and Mother, and with them ſufficient Help 
and Light ; and at, our Entrance we found two of 
them dead, and the other two almoſt ready to ex- 
pire : However, they had Time enough to tell them 
by whom they were thus uſed ; ſo that I was, to my 
very great Satisfaction, freed from all Suſpicion of 
having any Hand in it; of which, had they all died 
in my Abſence, I might very reaſonably have lain 
under a very great one, and have been very inno- 
cently puniſhed. And now are they all at Work 
in removing the two ſurviving unhappy Wretches ; 
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who, on their being moved, died al ſo, and then I was 
courteouſſy intreated by their Father to go to his 
Houle ; which, as thinking myſelf to be altogether 
unſafe till T had again joined my own Party, I did 
not think fit to do; therefore I went directly in Queſt 
of them. 

Now am I, after conjuring the Conjurer, again 
breathing for ſome ſhort Time in Meguinez, and 
where is ſoon about to be added by the Tyrant the 
moſt bloody Tragedy you ever before beard of; and 
though I was, during the Time of the Tranfaction 
of the firſt Part of this Story, with the Carravan on 
the Coaſt of Gzinza, yet (as I had it from ſo many 
undoubted W I ſhall here venture to ſet it 
down for Fact, and therefore I will tell it you from 
the Beginning, together with all its Circumſtances. 
The Tyrant having amongſt his Soldiery a particu- 
lar Troop of brave Men, to the Number of about 
eight hundred, commanded by one Muſa Jerrorry, 
(one Eu Bendoobaſh being his Lieutenant) who had 
of a long Time behaved after the braveſt Manner, 
and (like the Veteran Faniſſaries in the Armies of 
the Grand 17 — bearing down all before them; 
but talking a little too freely and openly touching 
the Tyrant's molt unwarrantable bloody Actions 
a mongſt his Subjects, which coming to bis Ears, 
he was thereat ſo diſturbed, that he was thoroughly 
reſolved to get rid of them, could he te!] how; and 
which, indeed, (as ſtanding in very great Fear of 
them) he could not for ſome Time contrive how to 
bring about; however, his old Friend the Devil 
ſoon put it into his Head, ordeting them in a friendly 
Manner to repair forthwith. to the River Drazgh, 
there to receive and bring to him to Meguinez their 
reſpective Tributes, though he at the ſame Time 
very well knew there was none due to him from 
them, they being (on Account of their furniſhing 
him with a certain Number of Horſemen for his 
Wars) exempted from all other Impoſitions whatſo- 
ever; and he knew (ſhould they be any further 
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preſſed) they would no Doubt ſoon fall on this ſmall 
Number, and cut them to Pieces: However, leſt 
they might not do it ſo ſoon as he expected, he took 
ſpecial Care to preadviſe them how they ſhould be- 
have to them, viz. (for certain Reaſons of State, as 
then to himſelf only known) to put them all to the 
Sword ; for ſhould he at that Time go about to do 
Juſtice upon them at Home, it might chance (as his 
Affairs then ſtood) to prove to him of very ill Con- 
ſequen ce; therefore, as he was in Danger of his 
Lite through their Means, he humbly hoped they 
would rid him of them as ſoon as they found a fit 
Opportunity. — And now are theſe daring Lions 
(like innocent Sheep) hurrying on to their Slaughter 
apace, their Number being now reduced to {ix hun- 
dred, the reſt of them being lain in ſeveral former 
Battles ; though on their Arrival, and for ſeveral 
Months after, they were treated after a ſeeming 
friendly Manner, giving them every Day fair Pro- 
miſes, {till drilling them on to met with (if they 
could no their Side) a careleſs Opportunity whereby 
they might, with the leſs Danger to themſelves, per- 
form their ſo bloody Order; but Ferrorry kept his 
ſmall Number in ſo good Order, that they could not 
even at the laſt find an Opportunity to their Minds. 

Tus Vigilance of theſe few Troops not a little 
diſturbing them, they now order (for the better 
Execution of the bloody Tragedy) great Numbers of 
armed Men to be with the greateſt Privacy raiſed in 
ſeveral Places, and in the Night-time thoſe ſeveral 
Troops to march and join at a certain Place in one 
Body ; and which, though they were in all thirty 
taouſand Men, was managed with ſo much Secrecy, 
that had not Ferrorry kept a good Look-out, they 
had no Doubt" ſo ſurrounded him, as to have 2 
formed their Orders to a Tittle; but he having ſome 
{mall Time to rally his little Army, put himſe f into 
as good a Poſture as he could to receive them after 
the moſt.adyantageous Manner, his Troops behaving 
like gallant Soldicrs, and in a very ſhort Time killing 
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thouſands of the Enemy: But alas! poor Men, what 
could they do againſt ſo much Odds? To conquer was 
even impoſſible, and to fave their Lives by Flight 
very hazardous and uncertain ; however, either that 
was to be attempted, or Death muſt, inevitably at. 
tend them; therefore, after he had of his ſix hun- 
dred loſt almoſt two thirds, he turned his Horſe and 
cry'd loud, Fo/low me! cutting himſelf a Paſſage 
through the Enemy, and with two hundred and two 
beſides himfelf and his Lieutenant, in Spite of all 
they could do, got off to M-quinez ; which, indeed, 
was no more than too truly an Eſcape out of the 
Frying-Pan into the Fire, or the Sheep running to 
the old Wolves, to tell them that they would not 
ſuffer their young ones to worry them ; though had 
they known the Threads of their Lives to be ſo near 
being cut by the accurſed Treachery of a bloody 
Tyrant, they had, no Doubt, ſold their Lives at a 
much dearer Rate. Immediately on their Arrival 
into the City, even before they could of themſelves 
have the Power to appear before the Tyrant the two 
Commanders were ordered before him, he demand- 
ing of them, in an angry Tone, if they had brought 
him what he had ſent them for : They told him, Ns; 

or that the Draughians, after receiving them in 
ſeeming Friendſhip, aud for a long Time putting them 
off, and drilling them on with fair Promiſes, had 
baſely and treacherouſly fallen upon them with thirty 
thouſand Men, and that they only, with about two 
hundred more, were miraculcuſly eſcaped to tell bim the 
moſt unhappy News. News (faid he) you Dogs, of 
what? Why, Sir, ſaid Ferrorry) that they fell up 
5 all at once with thifty thauſand Men: Very well, 
ſaid he, and I don't in the leaſt doubt but that you, like 
daſtardly Cowards, rau away without fighting, to the 
witer Diſprace of me, only for the Sake of {owing a

Mercy; at which Ferrorry told him, That after 6. 
many brave Action he had ſeen him to perform, he 
thought it beneath him and a Diſprace, to heg his Life 
of ſuch a damnable Villain ;- for that he then, though. 
too late, ſaw the Traitor, who (he ſaid) had as good 
take his Life then, as at another Time; for that he 
would, no Doubt, at laſt murder all his loyal Subjects, 
unleſs he was by the true Sword of Fuſtice prevented, 
and therefore he ſcori”d to beg his Life on any Terms 
of ſuch a blood thirſly damnable Villain On which 
the Tyrant at one Blow ſtrack off his Head, and. 
that of Baudoolaſh at another; when he aſk'd for the 
Remainder of their Men, and being told they were. 
all on Horſeback without the Gate, waiting their. 
Commanders Orders where to ſet up, after giving 
his Guards ſecret Inſtructions, he with a good Body. 
of them went directly out to them; and after telling 
them, after his deceitful Manner, that he was glad 
to ſee them come Home ſafe again, that they had had. 
of it a very troubleſome Time, that their Horſes 
looked very thin, and the like, he ordered them to 


alight, in order. to their being ſent to his Stables, 


when they anſwered him, That they world, if he 
pleaſed, ride them thither e wat No, ub, poor 
Hearts, ſaid: he, get of, that Imay fee how you can 
and on your own Legs; at the ſame Time order- 


ing them to deliver their Arms, and to draw up into- 
one Rank.; which they inſtantly obeying, and he- 


riding forward and backward, as if the better to- 
view them, they were all on a ſudden, and in a Mo- 


ment, ſhot. by his Guards, ſaving one only, who-

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give them a ſecond Round ; which," before they 
could make ready, (the Tyrant ſtanding pretty near 


the fallen Victims) one of them being ſtill in a Ca. 


pacity of riſing, and having about him a long Knife, 
got ſo near him, that had not a Lad ſtanding by very 
unluckily perceived it, he had no Doubt therewith 
giveg him his jult Reward, by ending his Days: They 
were then again all ſhot at, and all their Heads being 
cut off, the Bodies laid on their Backs, and the Head, 
of each Man laid on his Breaſt, they were for ten 
Days as none daring to carry them off) expoſed in 
the open Street to publick View, and at laſt ſtunk to 
that Degree, that none could endure to come near 
them ; but the Smell reaching even the. Tyrant's 
Apartments, they were all. at laſt (ſaving what the 
Dogs had eaten) carried by his Order. into the 
Fields, and buricd ; and ſo ended this fo horrid and 
barbarous Murder, which I was a Witneſs of; tho' 
the firſt Part, as I ſaid before, (I being then on 
the Coaſt of Grinea)-is only Hearſay, which even 
as then ſounded but harſhly to his Credit, and was 
ſoon after by the Black Army in general (moſt of 
the late Victims being their Countrymen) in a great 

Meaſure revenged, by driving him- out. 
I1MEDIATELY after the Perpetration of this ſo 
horrid and premeditated Murder, I was with my 
Comrades: ſent. to the Caſtle of Booffacran, diſtant 
from Mtqui:cz about four. Leagues; where L had, 
as to my own particular Part, little elſe to do than to 
hunt, fith and towl for myſelf and Comrades, having 
free Toleration from the Emperor, making amongtlt 
us a very good Hand of it, ſeveral of us chiefly im- 
ploying our Time that Way, an- killing great Plenty 
of Game, to our general Satisfaction, though not to be 
ſuppoſed in any wile equal to that of the Emperor, 
we going out, I ſay, but a few of us togetber, with- 
out any Dogs, and be with a great many, and ſe- 
veral Hawks, as having at the leaſt (though never a 
Hunter) a hundred Greyhounds, or Long-Dogs, and 
on Horſeback and on Foot as many Moors and Ne-

groes (by Way of Starters) with their long Poles in 
their Hands, ſpreading a-breaſt, ſtill beating the Cover 
as they went on; ſo that the Game ſheltering therein, 
were either on Foot, or on Wing, it being almoſt 
impoſſible for any Long very young Birds or Le-. 
verets lying very cloſe, to eſcape them, having very 
often on Foot together four or five Hares, and on 
Wing twice as many Patridges, and Dogs and Hawks 
all at one and the ſame Time at Work; and with 
the very great Speed and Force the Dogs ran, they 
(being divided into as many Parties as were Hares 
on Foot, and often meeting on the Turn) ſtruck 
againſt one another to that Degree, that they at the 
beſt became. uſeleſs, and many Times fell quite dead 
on the Spot: And after the Empcror's ſpending the 
Forenoon in thoſe Exerciſes, and his Stomach putting 
him in. Mind of his Dinner, he generally rode off to 
a Pleaſure-Houſe he had about a Mile or two off 
(according to the Part of the Country he was then 
in) to his Dinner ; though when the Maggot bit him, 
he had it brought him into the Field. 

NEAR the Walls of our Caſtle ran a very fine 
River, and plentifully ſtocked with many Stores of 
very excellent }iſh; and as I for two Reaſons very 
much admired fiſhing, as firſt for the Amuſement, 
and next the gratifying myſelf and Comrades with 
the Fruits, ſeldom a Day paſſed without my taking 
little or more, 

ONE Day, as I and one of my Comrades (a 
Frenchman) were fiſhing, he with a Caſting Net, and 
myſelf with a Rod, and had between us both taken 
a large Baſket full, the Emperor, with one of his 
Brothers, (before we ſaw them) were on our Backs, 
and inſtead of giving us any Diſcontent, he in a 
ſeeming Pleaſing Way aſked if we had taken any 
Fiſh; I told him, Tes, ſhewing him to the Baſket ; 
and after he had looked at th:m for ſome Time, he 
told us, that he had not to his Mind of a long Time 
leen finer, ordering us to carry them directly to his 


Pleaſure-Houſe ; and which, it being fromthe Place 
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found but few, moſt of them, on Notice of our com- 


ſet them on Fire, and taking with us all their Cattle, 
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were then at no more than a Mile, we did in a ve 
li:tle Time; and juſt as were entering, the Emperor 
and his Brother alighted at the Gate, and very unex- 
pectedly gave us twenty Gold Ducates, which chear. 
fully carried us back again to the River, and we 
again fill'd our Balket, and went home to our Caſtle 
as rich as Emperors» z 

ABOUT this Time the Emperor having two or 
three Expreſſes on the Back of one another from 
IHtewooſſey, about four Days Journey from Meguinez, 
intimating, That a great Body of Malecontents were 
there gathered, behaving after a moſt inſolent Manner, 
and that they were ſtill increafing their Numbers, 
he ordered all the Light Horſe he could pick up to 
be in Readineſs to go with him in Perſon to correct 
them, and in three Days and one Night we got to the 
Foot of the Mountain wherein they had ſheltered 
themſelves, (ourſelves and Horſes ſufficiently tired) 
before the Rebels were ,apprized of our Coming; 
however after ſome ſhort Refreſhment, we marched 
on Foot up to tlieir Neſts, though of the Birds we 


ing up the Mountain, being flown; however, we 
there found ſome, and ſome of them we took by 
Purſuit ; but their Ways being in a Manner paſt find. 
ing out to thoſe therewith unacquainted, it would 
have been altogether as dangerous as in vain for us 
to follow them any further; therefore, after two 
Days Purſuit, we again returned to their Neſts, ſtrip- 
ped them of all their Furniture and Proviſion; then 


returned again down. to our Horſes ; where, after 
two Days Refreſhment, and diſpoſing of the Cattle, &c. 


for what we could get, we in four Days followed 


the Emperor to Mequinez; to which he (being 
mounted on the fineſt Mare I ever ſaw) rode without 
any Attendant in the ſpace of twelve Hours, being 
140 Miles from the Place where we then were. This 
Mare was about fifteen Hands in Height, and he 
was all over (except her Eyes, which were of a fiery 
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ted, and Eye-Lid*, which were red Hairs pink'd) as 
white as Snow ; and notwithſtanding the Emperor 
knew himſelf to be as hated by his Subjects as a 
Serpent, yet did he put ſo much Confidence in this 
Mare; as not to fear when he was on her Back for 
any to come after him, for he often rode by himſelf 
in this Manner. 

Now am I, after this ſhort Tour, again at Booffa- 
tran, and every Day employed in ſhooting, fiſhing, 
or hunting, either for the Emperor or ourſelves ; 
and as he had allotted us round the Caſtle ſufficient 
Quantities of Land, with Oxen, Huſbandry Imple- 
ments, and Seed Corn, many of our Company ſet 
themſelves at Work, plow'd the Ground, till'd it, 
and had Plentiful Crops ; though as to my own Part, 
being never in that Way inſtructed, and having 
others to work for me, I never troubled my Head 
about it, but acted by general Conſent as a Pur- 
veyor, during the Time of Tillage, Weeding, or 
Harvelt ; and at all Intervals from our Farming Af- 
fairs, excepting thoſe of mounting the Guard, we 


were generally all Hands on the Game: And this 


was, I think, except my Intervals at Tamn/nah, the 
moſt agreeable of all the Time ot my living in Bar- 
hary ; though during this, ſcarce a Day paſſed with- 
out ſeriouſly reflecting with myſelf on Eſcape, which 
I then found to be very hazardous; therefore, as I 
found the Ruin of the Country every Day more 
apparently approaching, and plainly foreſaw that it 
could not be long e' er the Tyrant was driven out, 
and then all would be in the utmoſt Confuſion, I for 
the Time lived as contentedly as I could, and with 

Chriſtian Patience waited the Event. | 
A80UT this Time was the Truce again broken 
between the Engliſh and the Moors on the following 
Occaſion : The Moors having, as they thought, 
ſtrongly provided themſelves with Shipping, ſent to 
Sea the following four, viz. Aujour, their Admiral, 
carrying twenty-four Guns; Caſſam Beniſha, a new 
Ship, never before at Sea, carrying twenty ditto, 
* Elie 
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Flle Onad, of twenty ditto, and Aſelem Candeel, of 
ſixteen ditto; and Candeel falling in with Captain 
Shelley of Plymouth, then Commander of an Ei 
Ship, though freighted by the Portugue ze, he having 
on board ſeventy Po tugue ze Paſſengers, and amongſt 
them fix Fryars ; Candeel made Prize of him, and 
carried him into Marmora: Of which Complaint 
being made to the Briti/þ Conſul: then at Sallee, 
he immediately thereon made Application to Candee/ 
to ſet them again at Liberty ; and which, finding he 
could not do according to his Hope there, they be. 
ing ſent all Priſoners to Mequinez, he was thither 
reſolved to follow them, in order to make his Com. 
plaint to the Emperor ; and thither indeed he went, 
taking with him one Solomon Nawias, a Few, as his 
Interpreter, and was ſoon introduced to the Tyrant, 
"who alk'd him, what he would have: To which he an- 
ſwered by the Few, That he was come to acquaint his 
Excellency with the Breach of the Truce which had ſq 
lately been punctually concluded on both Sides between 
his Subjects and them of his Royal Maſler ; who, he 
faid, intended nothing leſs than giving him or any if 
them the leaſt uneaſineſs, by Way of any Hoſtilitiet, as 
Candeel had very lately done on him and his; there. 


fore he humbly hoped t at his Highn2ſ5 would be pleay'd 


to order the Ship and Priſoners to be again reſlored, 
To which the Tyrant told him, That the Priſoners 
were Subject to the King of Portugal, his bitter Enemy, 
and not to the King of Great-Britain, his Maſter, and 
therefore lawful Prize; when the Few told him, 
Wat he thought it very hard that the Engliſh /hou:d 
uot be allowed to carry in their own Ships, Paſſengers 
of any Nation in Peace with them; however he humbly 

oped, that 7 he was not then diſpoſed to ſet the Por- 

i 


tugueze at Liberby, he would at leaſt ſet at Liberty 


all the Engliſh and their Ship : But Candeel being 
reſent, he alk'd the Tyrant, if he knew with whom 
= had been ſo long talking: Ta/king with, ſaid 
he, with an Engliſhman: No, Sir, (ſaid Candee!) 
but with a Jew: Judeed! ſaid he, with a Jew! and 
| calling 
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calling al ud to his Guards, Here (ſaid he) take away 
Mr. Jew, and burn him direfly ; and then the Sol- 
diers laying hold of him, he cry'd out to the Empe- 
ror to five his Life, and he would give him two hun- 
dred Cantles of Silver; nay, that he would give it, 
only to be admitted to ſpeak a few Words: No, thcu 
Dog, ſaid the Tyrant, a!/ the Silver in Barbary /ha/l 
not excuſe thee; therefore, I jay, tate him away and 
burn him; which they inſtantly did, laying him flat 
on his Belly, heaping in a moſt crue] Manner the 
Wood, upon him alive, and in a little Time he with 
grievous Shrieks, and no Doubt in very great Ago- 
nies, expired ; His Houſe was afterwards ranſack'd 
of an immenſe Sum of Money, and other Riches : 
On which, the Conſul (ſeeing no Likelihood of bet- 
ter Succeſs) departed, as I was inform'd, for Erg- 
land; however, I know he was back again in a little 
Time, and met w th better Succeſs, as you ſhall by 
and by hear. | ; 

Nor long after She/ley's Captivity, the piratical 
Villains being all Hands at Sea, in taking and making 
Prize of all Chriſlian Nations, there were brought to 
Mequinez the Men which belonged to four other 


Engliſh Ships; and I having Information of their 


coming, and Liberty when 1 pleaſed to go to the 
City, I ſet out from my Caſtle very early in the 
Morning, to fee if any of them belonged to or near 
Falmouth ; and a little before Sun-rifing, I within a 
League of the City met with a great many of the 
foremoſt of them-: Enquiring of them what Parts of 
England they were of, and if any one of them be- 
longed to or near the above-ſaid Place, they told me 
Ves, there was one coming up, named George Davies, 
of Fluſhing, @ ſinall Sea-Port Town within that Har- 
bour ; and with whom I ſoon joined, alking him if 
be knew me; he told me No ; Why (ſaid I) you and 
I were once School-Fellows together at the CGhurchs 
Town of Milor : Indeed! faid he, I cannot imagine 


who you ſhould be, unleſs you are Thomas Pellow, 


who I have of a ling Time heard was in his Childs 
. 2 
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hood carried with his Uncle into Barbary : Indeed 
(ſaid 1 I am that anhappy Perſon, telling him I was 
very glad to ſee him again, though very ſorry it ſhould 
be in that Part of the World, under fuch unhappy 
Circumſtances: He told me, it was his hard Fate, 
but he muft endeavour, as well as I had don: before 
him, to bear it with Patience; and aſter they were 
all entered the City, and according to Cuſtom car- 
ried before the Emperor, and ſent to the Canute, I 
went to him, and cheer'd him up in the beſt Man- 
ner I could, and afterwards viſited him as often as 
Opportunity would permit, he being with the reſt 
of his Comrades put to hard Labour, and ſo kept for 
the Space of three or four Months, when the Con- 
ſul returned from England again with the Charac- 
ter of Ambaſlador, and full Power to treat with the 
Tyrant for the Redemption of all the £g//þ Slaves; 
which, notwithſtanding his ſo late ill Succeſs, and 
no Doubt no little Fright at the barbarous Uſage of 
the Jew, he managed ſo well, that he procured their 
Freedom in a very little Time, being in all 148 in 
Number; and they were by him, and old Hammet 
Benelly, conducted to Tetuan, there to be kept till 
better Security ſhould be given for thetr Ranſoms, 
though they were at laſt, on the Ambaſſador's offer- 
ing himſelf to remain there for them as an Hoſtage 
till it arrived, all by the Baſhaw's Conſcnt ſhipped 
off; and happy indeed was it for them, for they had 
but a ſhort Time departed, before the Tyrant was 
driven out by the Black Army, and Mule) An ſet 
up in his Room, and a peremptory Order ſent by 
him to Tetuan, to ſend them all back again to Me- 

ine z. Theſe releaſed Slaves, on their marching 
off from Mequin?z, had Leave (for the better Per- 
formance of their March to Tetuan) to refreſh them- 
ſelves for eight Days at Caſſavah-hartan ; where, at 
their Requelt, I undertook to carry them ſome 
Brandy, and got thither for the firſt Time in Safety 
with ſeveral Gallons in Bullocks Bladders; and they 
deſiring me to come again the next Day with ſome 
as more, 
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more, I told them it was a very dangerous Under- 
taking; however, to oblige them, I would try what 
I could do, and had accordingly got my Bladders 


again filled, and tied up round my Wailt, within my 4 
Blanket: But alas! in going without the City, 1 = 
was very unhappily ſurprized by ſome of the Em- 0 

ror's Peop'e; who, on their finding the Bladders li 
about me, laid hold on me, and committed me to l 
eloſe Priſon in Irons; though not altogether, I be- *1 


Feve, ſo much on Account of the Brandy, as of a 

Jealouſy they had (as I was fo great with my Coun- 

trymen) of my endeavouring an Eſcape with them; 

ſo that in all Likelihood (unleſs they were by ſome 

Jews going to Hartan, who knew how uit was with 

me, informed to the contrary) my Countrymen, uo 1 
Doubt, thought that I did not uſe them Kindly ; 94 
but whether it was one or the other, I know that 1 

ſuffered by it very ſeverely, inſomuch, that had not 

 Muley Abdailah, through his ſo frequent ill Uſage of 

his Subjects, been eve y Moment in Danger and 

Fear of being driven out, I ſhould in all Likelihood 

have there taken up my Quarters for a much longer 


Time ; but I was, at the End of twelve Days, again 14 

ſet at Liberty. 4 
Now might you hear, even in all Places, the fi 

Blacks thieatening: A new Miſi er, a new Maſler, 9 


or none, be ing the general Cry, which, and on | 
certain Advices of a great Body of them-gathered at b 
Shoarumlah, about two Days March from Meguinez, | 
and that they were ſoon about to pay him a Viſit, 1 
put him into ſuch a Fright, that he (by Way of Su- 1 
gar Plumb) ſent them 220,000 Ducats of Silver; 
and whilſt they were diſputing about their reſpective 
Dividends, he packed up all the reſt of his Treaſure, 
and fled with twelve thouſand Horſe but he was 
m a ſhort Time to that Degree forſaken by them, 
that before he reached Morocco, he had not more 
than five hundred of them remaining; vet, notwith- ' 
ſtanding their daily falling off from him, he (till took ' 
ſpecial Care to deſtroy all the Stores of Corn as he 1 

22 went 
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ſelves obliged to ſuffer, and to hurry on till we 
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went on, ſo as the B/acks might not be the better for 
it; and which, as they followed him, they too ſoon 
found, to their very great Diſſatisfaction; however, 
they ſtill hurried on the Purſuit, till they came up 
within two Days March of him; of which being 
acquainted by his Spies, (after being at Morocco ten 
Days) he with his ſma]l Number hurried thence four 
Days long Journey by a round-about Way towards 
Sal/ee, and ſettled at a Place called Bolow an, where 
he had alſo vaſt Stores of Grain laid up; all which 
he freely gave to the Inhabitants, with Liberty to 
carry off at their Diſcretion any where but to the 
Enemy. And here, as I could not yet venture on 
Eſc2pe, and foreſeeing the Scale would ſoon again 
turn to his Side, notwithſtanding his cruel and bloody 
N-ture, I, only by myſelf, joined him ; and which 
proved, indeed, according to my owe Sentiments, of 
two Evils to be chooſing the beſt. 

Thx ſecond Day after my joining him, on No- 
tice from his Spies that the Black Army were again 
within two Days March of him, he with his ſmall 
Number (which was then reduced to four hundred 
Horſe, excluding his Beaſts of Carriage) moved 
thence three Days ſmart Journ y in Shi/hoah ; 
where, on certain Notice of the B/acks not following 
him, we ſettled ſixteen Days, and at the End of 
which, on hearing they were again within two Days 
March of us, he moved alſo thence, and in three 
Days and cne Night's tedious Journey we got to the 


Mountain of Iintao0t ; and there falling all that 


Night a very heavy Snow, we were by the Morning 


almoſt dead with the Cold ; however, we were ſoon 


after Day-break, by Way of warming our Blood, at- 
tacked by a great Body of Mountaincers, who killed 
ſeveral of our {mall Number, and of the Mules la- 
den with Muley Abdailah's 1 reaſure, they took and 
carried off at leaſt forty : All which, notwithſtand- 
ing our few could have beat them, did we (as fearing 
a far greater Danger to be at our Heels) think our- 
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thought ourſelves to be better ſecured from their 
Rage; and that Evening we got to Iymintackcamuo/t, 
between two huge Mountains, ourſelves and Cattle 
almoſt ſpent, where we reſted till Midnight, and at- 
terwards travelled on between the Mountains till 
Day-break, and till Four o'Clock that Afternon; at- 
which Time we got to Umceet Elcaſhib, at the Foot 
of another very high Mountain, called Bebown, 
ſettling there that Night, and the next Day over this 
high Mountain to Terrident, where he was molt 
kindly received by the Inhabitants, and directly by 
them put in Poſſeſſion of a. ſtrong Caſtle ; where the 
Black Army, as thinking their Families at Home to 
be greatly expoſed in their Abſence amidſt ſuch diſ- 
19H Commotions, did not think proper te follow 

im. 
+ Now 1s the Tyrant again breathing in Security, 
remaining here about eighteen Months, though not 
altogether in Peace; for notwithſtanding all the 
neighbouring D. ſtricts (ſaving that only of Howwor- 
rah) on his Summons came in to his Aſſiſtance; yet 
they being a Pack of daring Thieves, living all toge- 
ther on the Spoil. of their Neighbours, would not on 
any Terms obey him, but plainly told his Meſſengers, 
That whereas they had ſo long depended on their own 
Strength, they were then ſi reſolved to continue, aud 
not to ſubmit themſelves to him, or any Body elſe, be 
the Conſequence what. it wouid, and that they cared 
not - for hiin a Ruſh. 

Now is the Tyrant, notwithſtanding his haughty. 
and cruel Nature, at a Stand how to behave, ſuch 
Affronts being never before put upon him: How- 


ever, as his Affairs uow, ſtood, he thought himſelf 


obliged to temporize and win them to his Party, if 
he could, they being about ſix thouſand daring Fel- 
lows; and his own Army being ſo very. ſmall, he 
knew if he could by fair Perſuaſions get them over to 
him, it would be (as his deſperate Fortune then 
flood) of very great Advantage to him; and there- 
lore he ſent to them again, though he was anſwered 
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to the ſame Purpoſe, gaining Nothing but a more. 
ſaucy Confirmation of their Inſolence: which nettled 
him to that Degree, that he was reſolved. to watch 
all Opportunities to be up with them; he being alſo 
ſollicited by the honeſt Party (to whom theſe Thieves 
hod of a long Time been a grievous Nuiſance) to 
correct them, he went out againſt them with two 
thouſand Horſe, and four thouſand Foot, marching 
directly to Umcederrah, a little walled Town, where 
many of their Chiefs reſided, and where there was 
then about ſix hundred of them ; who ſhutting the 
Gates againſt us, in an inſolent Manner bid us De. 
fiznce. The main Body of them was then Abroad 
on the Plunder: And now, on my ſeeing many of 
our People to have raiſed t emſelves on the Top of 
the Wall, and not being willing to be behind any of 
them, I was ſoon wounded by two Muſket Shots in 
my Left Shoulder, and the Small of my Left Leg, 
and by ſeme of my Comrades holpen off the Wall, 
many others of them ſoon ſharing the ſame Fate, 
and were with me carried off to our Camp ; where 
we were by far in the better Situation, for as they 
were carrying us thither, we ſaw the main Body of 
the Rebels coming back, to the Relief of their 
Town and Comrades; and cur main Bedy being 
between the Town and them, there was ſoon be— 
tw.xt them a ſmart Engagement, our People receiv- 
ing their firſt Fire, and then inſtantly falling on them 
Sword in Hand ; which Way of fighting they not at 
all liking, like daſtardly Villains turned their Backs, 
and fled, however, their Flight was not ſo proſperous, 
but that we flackened the Pace of a great many of 
them, killing at leaſt two thouſand ; and our Party, 
ſaving about a thouſand, who were ſent to plunder 
and burn the Town, returned with fifteen hundred 
of their Heads to Terrident, to the very great Joy 
of the Inhabitants, and with the Loſs only on our 
Side of about one hundred and fifty Men, and about 
lixty wounded, 6 
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Now is the Tyrant, after ſubduing thoſe inſolent 
Thieves, in very high Eſteem. at Terrident, and 
treated by the Country round as their Emperor in- 
de:d, heaping in their Preſents upon him in great. 
Abundance; and thofe who were not thereof ſo 
mindful, as he thought they ought to be, he failed. 
not to quicken their Memories by a Party of Horſe; 
though, in ſhort, he had no very great Occaſion of 
uſing Holtilities, all or at leaſt the much greater 
Part of them readily conforming to his Demands, and. 
his Army (very much to his Satisfaction) by the End. 
of eighteen Months was increaſed to. eight thouſand. 
brave Soldiers: At which Time, on Advice from. 
his Mother of the B/acks being alſo highly diſguſted 
with the Proceedings of Muley Aly, and that ſhe. 
had again gained the greateſt Part of them to his In- 
tereſt and Reſtoration to the Throne, and that ſhe 
would bave him to haſten with all Diligence to- 
Mequinez, he with his Army left Terrident, and. 
in twenty-four Days arrived at and fat down before 
Tedlah, where the Alcaydes Mulcotjiboilly and Ma ho- 
met Belchouſe were with four thouſand Soldiers cloſe- 
bl ſhut up, and denied him Entrance after a molt in- 
ſolent Manner; which to that Degree fo nettled him, 
that he w.s thoroughly reſolved to get in by Force, 
or not to give out ſo Jong as he ſaw any Probability 
remaining ; and there was for three Days very hot 
Work. on both Sides, when the Rebels finding they. 
could not with all their Strength keep him from en- 
tering, they gave us up the Town in Poſſeſſion, and 
retired into the Caſtle, where they held us at Bay for 
the Space of thirty-three Days, and then (though 
they had not all this while kill'd of us above a hun- 
dred) they ſurrendered themſelves to the Emperor's 
Mercy. | 

Now are they ordered to march out, and thirty- 
ſeven of their Chiefs (but without Maulocjibbiliy) 


inſtantly appearing they were by the Emperor, (who. 
t 


was then fitting on Horſeback on the other Side of a. 
River, which ran between him and the Town, out 


of 
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of Muſket Shot) commanded before him, aſking 
them in a furious Manner, if they did not think 
themſelves to be very inſolent Fellows, not only to 
deny their Sovereign Entrance into his own Town, 
but impudently to murder his Body Guards, before 
his Face, as no Doubt they would him, had it been 
in their Power, that he thought they might think it 
enough for him. to be driven from his own, and to 
make ſuch hard Shifts as he had done for the laſt two 
Years, to content them. for, all the Injuries he had 
ever done them, for that he had undergone a very 
hard and unjuſt Exile ; yet had Fortune again put it in 
his Power to revenge his own Injurics, and that they 
ſhould be the firſt Sacrifices to his juſt Rage, then 
looking at them. very fiercely,, he. demanded of 
them aloud where was 746://y, they told him, that 
as he had been for ſome Time before in his Diſhabilie, 
he was then in order to appear with the greater De- 
cency before his Sovereign, putting on his Cloaths, 
@ Dog, laid he, has he a Mind to die in State; looking 
at our People, go, ſaid he, bring the Dog before e, 
but hearing ſoon after, as all thought, the Report of 
a Maſket, a Meſſenger came to tell him, that he h:d 
ſhot himſelf with a Piſtol, a daſtardiy Dog, ſaid he, 
ſhot himſelf, go run, fiy, bear his Bod; to tht Top of 
the Walls, thraw it down, and drag it hither ;, which 
was inſtantly done, and- bis Head as their grand Ring- 
leader cut off, and after his, thoſe of all the reit, 
and. their Bodies thrown into the River, when he 
allo ordered to be brought before him all. F46///'s 
Servants, in. Number thirty-ſeven, who were all 
uſed after the ſame Manner ;. and all the Heads were 
{et up on a little Watch Tower, juſt. within the 
Draw: bridge, after which he pardon'd all the reſt, 
and then we were again at Liberty to refreſh our- 
ſelves, however, as our Army was by. this Time 
very much increaſed from Mequinez and divers other 
Places, he did not think fit- to go into the Town, 
but encamp'd with them, on the further Side of the 


River, where he had. before. receiv'd the vn: 
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and where in a very ſhort Time after, came to him, 
Howmead Loſinee, and with him fix thouſand Blacks, 
to acquaint him from the Black Army in general, 
that they were all again intirely in his Intereſt, and 
that he was come by their Orders to reconduct him 
to his former Poſſehons; to which he anſwer'd, 
that as he had ſo lately receiv'd at their Hands, ſuch 


ill Uſage, it was very much to be doubted, it their, 


Hearts and Tongues wagg'd together, for that he 
had thro” their Means, already undergo::e molt un- 
ſpeakable Hardſhips, therefore he hoped they could 
not take it ill, (conſidering it to be very natural for 
a burnt Child to dread the Fire). for him to inſiſt on 
nine of their Principals to be firſt delivered into his, 
Hands, as a Pledge of their Sincerity, and after 
naming who they ſhould be, as firſt Selim Ducullee, 
their head Baſhaw, and four of his Sons, EI Du 
cullee their Kinſman, Abderheem Coddoorlaſſeree, and. 
Abdallah Bememfoddeel; on which Howmead Lojmee 
went directly back again to Meguine x, and at the 
End of ten Days again returned with them, when he, 
notwithſtanding his ſlippery Footing, order'd four of 
them, »iz: the two elder eee, Al derheem, and 
Coddoorlaſſeree to be inſtantly on the Spot beheaded; 
and the four Sons after beholding the Deaths of their 
Fathers, to be with Benemfoddee/ conducted by the 
Army to Mequinez, where the Tyrant- at the Head. 
of his old Army and the ſo ſcarcely reconcil'd Blacks 
intermix'd, got ſafe in ſix eaſy Days March: And af- 
ter his long Abſence, of twenty-two Months, again: 
in Poſſeſſion of the Empire; though by the Blacks, 
nor they by him, no further truſted, than one Ene- 

my might another, k 
Now is Muley Abdallah notwithſtanding his fo. 
late and grievous Exile, again about Mequzinez, be-

Now before I can bring my Marks to bear, I 
find myſelf obliged to make a ſhort Tour or two, and 
after my fo long and many good Services in the Ar- 
mies of the Tyrant, am now about to fight againſt 
him, as indeed I could always (and eſpecially after 
his cruel Uſage of my Deliverer from the bloody 
Knife at Aſamoor) have found in my Heart to have 
done; for notwithſtanding I followed him and his 
evil Genius ſo long, yet did I always hate him, 
and now to that Degree, that I ves refolv'd to ha- 
zard the laſt Drop of my own Blood, to facrifice

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Now am TI again all on fire for Eſcape, and not- 
withſtanding my former Miſcarriagez and miracu- 
lous Preſervations that Way, why might not I once 
be ſo lucky to get clear? I was twice before within 
an Ace of it; and therefore, why might not my 
Chance the third Time turn up that Ace alſo? how- 
ever, I thought it highly neceſſiry, that before an 
Affair of that Nature was again to be undertaken, it 
ought to be with myſelf ſeriouſly debated, and there- 
fore I ſeriouſly eon ſidered thereof, and propos'd ſeve- 
ral Ways to myſelſ: As firſt, that notwithſtanding 
my fo narrow Eſcape, on failure of eſc:ping at Mar- 
cegongrve, why might not I now be by that Way ſac- 
celsful? To which I was by myſelf ſoon anlwered, 
' Remember the murdering Kiife. at Aſſamoore how 
narrowly I miſt it, and that my Deliverer was then 
dead, and very probably many of my cru#l Perſecutors 
ſtill living: why migbt I not fall again ixto their 
Hands ? and therefore it was a moji hazardous and 
dangerous Undertaking : Then, ſaid I, why may not I 
get off from Sallec ?. I was again by myſelf anſwered, 
Con ſider the Story of the Sicop, and Acuyde Ambork 
Foolan, the Black Governor ;: that, ſaid I, can be ub 
Coſtacle to my Deſigns,. be being to my Kuowl:dge lon? 
ſiuce dead; and as to the Moors, they knew nuthing of 
the Matter; and therefore ſet it down in P:obabi- 
lity Number one, And next came in Queſtion, that 
in Caſe I could not ſuccced there to my Mind, what 
Likelihood might there be by Way of Sata Gruiz 
to which I was again by myſelf anfwered, That Santa 
Cruiz was a very long aud dangerous Journey; how- 
ever, if I took care to manage with Caution, it might 
he the moſt likely of the two: So I for the Time, 
without ſettling my Reſolutions, left it to hang be- 
tween them both till the Morning, and ſo well as I 
could, ſettled myſelf for the Night to Sleep, and I 
being therein very much diſtury'd by Dreams, as how 
I thould get up and be going, &c. I at my w-king, 
made a thorough Reſolution with myſelf to go firſt 
to Sa/lec, and if I could not there perform to my 
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Mind, to proceed for the latter Place. My Reſolutions 


thus ſettled, I made all the neceſſary Preparations in 
my Power for my Departure; and then, to my very 
great Diflatisfa&tion, I was, on ſome Advices brought 
to Mequinez from the Mountain Ceedeham/oe, di- 
rely again ſummoned to Arms, and with the Army 
(conſiſting of One Hundred Thouſand B/acks, and 
Fifty Thouſand Moors) obliged to march thither ;

ny Thouſands were ſlain on both Sides, we put them 
to Flight, the Tyrant (ſoon after the Commence- 
ment of the Engagement) with a te ſhewing the 
reſt the Way; and as they were well acquainted with 
thoſe ſecret Haunts, and we on the other Hand alto- 
gether unacquainted, we thought it by no Means pro- 
per to follow them, but returned again to Mequinez; 
and though we had of it for two Months a very hard 
Time, and loſt a great many Thouſands. of our 
Men, yet am I, thank God, as to my own Part, to 
my very great Satisfaction, unwounded, end which 
did (thank the Divine Majeſty) in a wonderful Man-

To lean on, or to give any Credit to ſuch Foppe-

about to lay me down for the laſt Time to ſleep in 


Mequinez, where I had fo often before had an aking 
Heart; and as I could not now take any Reſt, I ſe- 
riouſly reflected with myſelf how wonderfully I had 
been hitherto (through the Goodneſs of God) pre- 
ſerved from ſo many Perils and Dangers, how many 
Thouſands I had ſeen ſlain in the Field of Battle, and 
why it might not have been my unhappy Fate as well. 
as their's; then humbly offering up my molt un- 
teign'd Thanks to God for all his Mercies thitherto 
received, and earneſtly imploring his ſuture Prote cti- 
on, got me up, and ſoon with an eager Reſolution 
ſet myſelf in Order for my March: And as all my 
Tranſactions under any of their Emperors end here, 
I ſhall (and I think very properly) call the follow- 
ing Part of my Hiſtory my Wonderful Eſcape and 
Happy Return. 


But before we proceed to the Relation of this, and 
tate Leave of Barbary, it will be proper to give 
feme further Account of the ſlrange Cuſtoms and 
Manners of the Moors, and ſome other Things 
worthy Notice. 


DULTERY is puniſhed: with Death; and if 
a Chriſlian or a Few is found to have to do 
with a Mcori/þ Woman, they mult either turn to 
the Mahometau Religion or be burnt. | | 
Any Man may divorce his Wife (if ſhe-was not 
given him by the Emperor) when he pleaſes, giving 
what hg agreed (before the Cady) to lay out upon. 
her, and keeping the Children he has by her : The 
Form is only delivering her a Letter that he has done 
with her, and ſhe may ſeek a new Huſband: Thoſe 
who deſire to indulge in having many Wives, marry 
the. handſome Daughters of poor Men, by which they 
avoid the Inconvenicnce- of drawing on themſelves 
the III-will of powerful Relations, in caſe of Divorce, 
and get rid of them at a {mall Expence. 
| | | THEY, 
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FT REV, as well as other Mahometans, are al- 
lowed to marry four Wives, and to have as many 


Women more as they can keep, all of them ſtriving 


who ſhall beſt pleaſe their Lord and Maſter, that he 


ſhould beſtow his Favours on them ; for they are kept. 
in great Subjection, and think themſelves happy if 

they can pleaſe their Huſbands by waiting on them. 

They are not ſaffered to go to Chureh, leſt the De- 
votion of the Men ſhould be interrupted by their Pre- 
fence, but have ſet- Forms of Prayers and Ceremonies 
to be performed at Home. 

TukE have no Way of ponering Cream as in 
other Places, but make their Butter of all the Milk as 
it comes from the Cow, by putting it into a Skin, 
and ſhaking it till it becomes Butter : It is always 
ſour, I ſuppoſe for want of cleanſing the Skin, and 
when melted to Sauce, for want of Subſtance, durns 
thin. Thoſe that have great Quantities, keep it in 
Holes made in the Ground, plailter'd within: The 
leſs are kept in earthen Jarrs buried: They don't 
diſlike it when four or five Years old, having very 
unnatural Taſtes: in that. They alſo wrap up the 
Cawls, Suet and Fat of Cows, Sheep, and Goats in 
great Rolls, which in Winter is ſold to the Poor in- 
ſtead of Butter, 

Tul Cheeſe is nothing but Curds put into that 
Form, and ſours in ſive or ſix Hours after it's made; 
but they keep it till it's old, and eat it tho' dry and 
ill-taſted: They don't eſteem Cow's Milk ſo much as 
that of Goats or Camels, eſpecially the latter, which 
they think nouriſhing and incentive ; it is much thin- 
ner than Cow's Milk. 

THEIR Bread is extraordinary good and cheap, 
eſpecially that of the Flour. of ez, renown'd for its 
Whiteneſs too: It is baked in Cakes near a Foot in 
Diameter, and an Inch and an half thick; it is to 
be had every Day hot (for ſo they like it) and the 
Baker pays himſelf in Kind according to the Quan- 
tity ; ſometimes it comes to an Half, or. a Quarter. of 
a Loaf. for baking, and theſe Pieces are fold in the 
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Market ; but poor People eat Bread made of Corn, 
which is called the third Crop; it is a Mixture of 
ſeveral coarſe black Grains, that reſemble Seeds more 
than Corn, and is very bad, but cheap: With this 
their Fowls are fed. | 

Tux cut the Throats- of all the Creatures they 
eat, having firſt turn:d the Heads of them towards 
the Eaſt and by South, (as Mecca lies from them,) 
and called on the Name of Cod; they ule a World 
of Water to waſh away the Blood, and cutting the 
Meat into Quarters, ſoak it in a Fountain for two 
Hours; and when it is to be dreſſed, cut it into {mall - 
Pieces and waſh it again, uſing Abundance of Gar- 
lick, Onions, and all Manner of Spices. 

Wukn the Women viſit one another, they leave 
their Slippers at the Door of the Room, to give No- 
tice that a Stranger is there; during which Time the 
Men refrain from going in to their Wives or Daugh- 
ters, they being very punctual in obſerving the Cul-- 
toms relating to the Women. 

Tat Moors very often waſh their Heads, Hands, 
and Feet, being obliged to it by their Religion, every 
Time before the it ſet Prayers (which are five Times a 
Day) if they have been upon any neceſſary Occaſion, 
or have accidentally met with any ordinary Pollution; 
but if they have had the Misfortune to touch a Swine, 
or committed any Act of extraordinary Deſilement, 
or convetſed with Women, they are enjoined to waſh 
every Part of their Bodies, leſt they thould be pol- 
luted when they go to their Devotion: And there 
fore to be out of Danger of common Pollution, they 
always pray without their Drawers. - 

THEY are forbid playing at any hazardous Games 
for Money ; and thoſe that break this Law, are pu- 
niſhable by Baſtinado, Fine, or Impriſonment. 
They ſometimes divert themſelves at Draughts, Cheſs, 
or Ombre; but are not much addicted to Gaming, 
nor care for Study or Reading; and it may very 
juſtly be ſaid, that Eating, Drinking, Sleeping, Wo- 
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men, Horſes, and Prayers, almoſt wholly engroſs.

The have a great Hatied for the Name of a 
Chriſtian : It has been obſerved in Squabbles among 
them, or when a poor Man falls out with his Aſs, 
that the firſt Name is Carran (i. e.) Cuckold, then 
he calls him Son of a Jew; but when. they have a 


mind to ſpit their utmoſt Malice, they ſay, You Son 


of a Chriſiian ; and it is the moſt reproachful Word. 
among them; never. mentioning it without the Ad- 
dition of God confound. him; or, God burn his Fa- 
ther .r Mother: Which Imprecations are taught the 
Chi dren as ſoon as they can ſpeak : And that they 
may be ſure to grow up in Hatred againſt them, they 
celebrate a Feaſt every Year about St. 7ch,'s Day, 
in Memory of ſome Victory gained over the Chri- 
tians; at which Time the graveſt People will be 


paſſing thro” the Streets with wooden Horſes, Swords, 


Launces, and Drums, with which they equip the. 
Children that can ſcarce go, who meet in Troops in 
the Street, and engaging, ſay, Thus we deſ/roy the 


Ghriſtians. They alſo firmly believe, that thoſe: 
who are killed fighting againſt them go ſtreight to 
Heaven, and deſerve no leſs than an iniinite Reward. 


for deſtroying thoſe Enemies of their Law; and 
they are forbid by it, to ſell Corn to any Chriſtian 
Country. x 


Tux Shops in the Cities are very ſmall, and have 


no Doors to them; but the Maſter having opened. 
the Shutters, jumps in and fits croſs legged, upon a 


Place. raiſed about the Height of a Counter; the 
Goods are diſpoſed in Drawers round about him,

ving out of his Place, his Cuſtomers ſtanding in the 
Street while they are ſerved. 


Ix their Houſes, they are always. fitting on Matts, 


or lying; and if they go out, and it is not on Horſe- 


back, they never go farther than to make a Viſit, un- 


leſs their Buſineſs requires it, but daily ſpend five or 
ix Hours fitting on their Hams before their Doors, 
8 | think- 
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mg it moſt ridiculous to walk up and down a 
Room: Againſt which they argue, ſaying, Why 
ſhould a Man move from one End of the Room to 
the other, without an apparent Cauſe? Can he not as 
well ſtay in the Place he is in, as go the other End 
purely in order to come back again ? 

THEY ſeem not (as we do) to obſerve the Day 
for Buſinefs, and the Night for Sleep, but fleep aud 
wake often in the four and. twenty Hours, going to 
Church by Night as well as Day, for which Purpoſe 
their Talbs call from the Top of the Moſques (or Pla- 
ces of Worſh'p) having no Bells, every three Hours, 
throughout the Cizy. In going to Chuach they ob- 
ſerve no Gravity, nor mind their Dreſs, but as foon 
as the Talb begins to bellow from the Steeple, the 
Carpenter throws down his Ax, the Shoe-maker his 
Aw, the Taylor his Sheers, and away they all run 
like ſo many Fellows at Footbal; when they come 
iato the Church, they repeat the firſt Chapter of the 
Alcoran ſtanding: after which they look up, and lift 
up their Hands as much above their Heads as they can, 
and as their Hands are leiſurely coming down again, 
drop on their Knees with their Faces toxards Xia, 
(as they call it) or Za and by South; then touching 
the Ground with their Foreheads twice, fit a little 
while on their Heels m.ttering a few Words, and 
riſe up again: This they repeat two or three Times; 
after which, looking on each Shoulder, (I ſuppoſe) 
to their Guardian Angels (they ſay) Se/emo Ai komm 
(i. e.) Peace be with you; and have done. Wien 
there are many at Prayers together, you would think 
they were ſo many Gally flaves rowing, by the Motion 
they make on their Knees. 

THEIR Churches are all matted at the Bottom, and 
about four Foot high round the Pillars, having run- 
ning Water in them; but ſuch as are built in high 
Places, where they can't have a Fountain, have Wells. 
Their Way of building them ſeems irregular, becauſe 
they generally ſtand ſurrounded with Houſes; you 
cannot go into them on any Terms but thoſe of os 
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their Religion. They are ſquare, low roofed, ſup- 
ported with many arched Pillars, and divided equally 
into Alleys, about four Yards broad. Apainlt one 
of the Pillars, as near the Centre of the Church as 
may be, is a Pu'pit, in which they preach every Fr:- 
day; but ſuch as are not learned in the Law, only ſtay 
to ſay their ordinary Prayers and return. That which 
they call the Head of the Church, is a Sort of Cupo- 
la fronting to the E:ſtward, in Honour of the Place 
of their Prophet's Birth. Into this, on their Feſti- 
val Days, the Cady or head Prieſt enters, (who is 
alſo a Juſtice) and turning his Face Eaſtward, prays, 
all the People kneeling behind him in the Body of 
the Church; then he turns himſelf to the People, 
being ſtill in the ſame Poſture, and gives them a 
Bleſſing, ſo all is ended; if there is no Cady, ſome 
Talb does this. I have not heard of any Form of 
Conſecration they have: But if a Swine happens to 
enter into any of their Churches (as it once fell out 
at Tetuan) they are unſanctiſied, and mult be pulled 
down. The Steeples ſtand indifferently in any Part 
of the Church. And in great Towns there are many 
publick Chapels, and religious Houſes without any: 
Beſides, they often pray in Fields, at the Monu- 
ments of their Saints, with a String of Beads in their 
Hands, which they count over, ſaying, at every one 
they touch, Stag for Allah, (i. e.) God preſerve me. 
Friday is their chief Holyday; and they have a Pro- 
phecy, that they ſhall be conquered on that Day by 
the Chritians; for which Reaſon, when the Talbs 
call from the Top of the Moſques, the Gates of all the 
walled Towns are thut. and the ſame is oblerved in 
the Emperor's Palace at Meqr4:e2, 
THe Habit of the Prieſts is the ſame with the 


Laity; but they are known by their Beards which are 


dyed red, and the Leather on the Top of their Shoes 
being cut in the Shape of a Flower-de-luce. | 

UPpoNn the Death of any Perſon of Note, Women 
are hired to lament, and make fad Moan, beating 
their Heads and Faces. If it be a Man, all his 


Wives 
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Wives get into the middle of the Houſe, put Aſhes 
on their Heads, jump about in a Ring, and ſcream 
like ſo many Cats, al the Time tearing their Cheeks 
with their Nails. Some, when they lament over the 
Dead, aſk them whether. they had wanted any thing 
in this World; Whether they had not had Gu/cu/z 
enough ? But if the Wife dies, the Huſband receives 
his Friends Viſits of Condolance at the Door; and if 


he be of the middle Rank, it is no Shame for him, 


even on the Day of her Death, to go abroad and 
provide for her Funeral. They waſh the Corps and 
wrap it in a new Shroud, and carry it on a Bier, fol- 


| lowed by a great Number of People, who walk very 
faſt, calling upon GOD and Mahomet, They al- 


ways bury their Dead out of Town, making the 


Grave Jarge at Bottom, that the Corps may have 


Room enough: and never put two Perſons in a 
Grave, becauſe they ſhould not miſtake their Bones 


at the Day of Judgment. 


THEY are very fond of fine Tombs, which are 
generally Cupola's built in their Life-time, with an 
Entrance as wide as the Building: They are of ſe- 
veral Forms ; ſome are low Pyramids, others ſquare 
and the Body put in the middle. But there is no 
Rule; for Alcayde Ale Ben Abdallah's is a great 
Square of thirty Feet at leaſt; and in order to his 
being a Saint, it is built on holy Ground, over 
the Tomb of a Saint, where it is Death for a Few 
to go. | 

THe ordinary Way of burying, is by digging about 
three Feet into the Ground, into which they put the 
Body wrapt in the Shroud, (for they uſe no Coffins) 
and pave it over with flat Stones, with a triangular 
Stone ſtanding in the Ground at the Head and Feet. 
They have a Fancy that the Dead can ſuffer, which 
was found out by a Portugueze Gentleman's ſtrag- 
gling one Day ignorantly among the Tombs; a Moor 
came to him, and after uſing Abundance of Words, 
forced him before the Cady. The Gentleman com- 
plained of the Violence, and ſaid he knew no Harm 
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he had done: But the grave Jadge replied, Yes, it 
was Harm, for the poor Dead ſuffered by being trod 
on by Chriſtian Feet. But in Conſideration of his 
Ignorance, they releaſed him. And the Emperor 
once had Occaſion to bring one of his Wives thro' a 
Burying-plsce, which forced the People to remove the 
Bones of their dead Friends, and cauſed them to grum- 
ble and ay, Neither the Dead nor the Living could” 
be at quiet for him. 

- THEY have a ſtrange Notion of Idiots, whom 
they reverence as Saints, and the Ele& of God; fo 
that all their eminent Fools are led about, the People 
kiſſing their Garments, and giving them every thing 
but Money, which they are not to take; and after 
their Death, fome great Man hears of their Fame 
and makes it an A& of Devotion to beautify their 
Tombs ; or, if they had none, to build one over 
their Grave, wherein they are laid, and worſhipped 
among the reſt of their Saints. It is difficult either 
to give a general Rule what a Saint in this Part of the 
World is, or how he becomes ſo, but any thing ex- 
traordinary makes one: Some are Saints by Deſcent, 
others for ſome particular Abilities (as one in Tetuan 
for curing ſore Eyes;) many for being Fools or 
Mad-men, and ſome for being great Rogues; as one 
that was about the Emperor's Perſon, and had com- 


mitted ſome Villainy. The Emperor was going to 


kill him, but declared he could not, for which he was 
immediately ſanctiſied, and continued in great Favour 
about him. Several of the Emperor's Horſes have 
been Saints; nay, ſome are at this Day, one parti- 
cularly for ſaving his Life; and if a Man ſhould Kk II 
one of his Children, and lay ho!d of this Horſe, he 
is ſafe: This Horſe has ſaved the Lives of ſome of 
the Captives, and is fed with Cy/cuſu and Camei's 
Milk: After the Emperor has drank, and his Horſe 
after him, ſome of his Favourites are ſuffered to drink 
out of the fame Bowl. Wes, y 

ALL things are Jawful for the Saints, becauſe it is 
{uppoſed they have the divine Impulſe annexed 55 | 
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all their Actions, whether they ſteal, murder or 
raviſn: There was a naked one at Sa//ce ſome Years 
ago, ſeized a young Wench in the Streets, who not 
well underſtanding Sanctification, began to be tur- 
bulent ; but ſome of the holy Tribe being nigh, 
ſoon tripp'd up her Heels, and covered them with 
their Alhagues. There is another Saint at Acaſſar 
that is a great Huntſman, and the Governors beg, 
borrow, and ſteal Dogs to preſent him with. But 
theſe Saints, like thole of Europe, are ſometimes de- 
tected. One of them had acquired great Reputation 
for Sancti ty, from a Trick a Few learnt him, which 
was to dip his Alhague in Spirits of Wine; and 
when he went into Church, he uſed to ſet it on Fire 
by the Lamp : This got him great Reputation, and 
he was ſent for to Court, grew great, and lived to do 
the poor Fews an ill Office: but I think they were 
even with him, for they told the Secret to one of 
the Emperors, who put his Holineſs to the Trial of 
more* ſubſtantial Fire, which conſumed his ſacred 
Perſon. 

ANOTHER Saint alſo was undone by a Few + This 
Saint pretended to go to Mecca every Friday : The 
Few, that knew the Cheat, ſhewed him a fine String 
of Beads, and afterwards ſhewed them to the Em- 
peror, who was to aſk the Saint to bring him a String 
of Beads from Mecca. The Saint returned to the 
Few, got the Beads, and went to the Emperor and 
pretended he had brought them from Mecca ; but the 
Emperor ſent him a longer Journey. 

Tnk v. tell the following Story of an Alcayde: A 
Chriſtian making a Voyage to Sea, truſted a Saint 
with a Purſe of Gold, and at his Return went to de- 
mand it; he denied that he had ſuch a thing, and the 
Man' made his Comp aint to, the Juſtice, who told 
him, That if he had been a Moor, he muſt be fati(- 
fied with his denying it, but being a Ghri/tian, all 
the Juſtice he could have was, that he ſhould fwear 
in the great Church, he had none of his Money; the 
poor Man faid, that being a Ghri//iar he could not 
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enter into the Church with him, and deſired he 
. Ahould- ſwear in the Alcayde's Porch. The Alcayde 

was a Man of Wit, and thought by this the poor 
Man looked on him for Juſtice; the Saint came firſt 
and ſat down in the Porch; when the Alcayde heard 
of it, he invited him in, treated him familiarly, and 
amuſing him with a Diſcourſe of ſeveral Things, got 
his Beads into his Hand, ſtole out of the Room and 
ſent them to his Wife, as a Token that he ſhould 
ſend ſuch a Purſe with ſo much Money, which ac- 
cordingly came: This being a ſufficient Conviction, 
the Alcayde robb'd him of all he had, and turned his 
Holineſs into the Hills a grazing. 

Ir a City happens to be founded near the Tomb of 
a Saint, there is a Space round about it that has the 
Privilege of being a Sanctuary. But the Emperors 
have not ſerupled to violate theſe Sanctuaries, as one 
did once at Fe for a Negro who had committed no 
great Crime, and took Sanctuary in the Houſe gf a 
great Saint. He ſeat the Alcayde of his whole Army 
of Negroes to demand him; but the Saint told him 
plainly, he ſhould not violate the Privilege of his 
Houſe; fo the Alcayde returned to the Emperor, 
who killed him, notwithſtanding the Eſteem he bore 
him; for he was a brave Man, and a good Soldier 
alter the Manner of the Country. He ordered him 
to be put upon an Aſs, and flung before the Door of 
the Saint, and bid him ſee what he had done in mak» 
ing him kill a Man he ſo much eſteem'd. The Saint 
was afraid, ſent for the conſiderable People of the 
Town, and it was agreed to deliver the Man; whom 
the Emperor immediately kill'd. | : 

THEY are mightily addicted to Fables and Super- 
ſtition, relating many wonderful Things of their 
Saints; and, amongſt the reſt of their Extravagan- 
cies, believe ſome People have a Malignancy in their 
Eyes, by which they hurt all Things they look on, 
eſpecially little Children and fine Horſes : For which 
Reaſon the Emperor kept a little Son of his, who 
was fair and handſome, from being expoſed for many 
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Tears. This the Spaniards call Mal de Oje, and 
the Portugueze, Quebranto ; for thoſe two Nations 
are of the ſame Opinion. A former Alcayde of Tan- 
gier was one Day a fiſhing, and not ſucceeding in his 

iverſion to his Wiſh, he ſeized a poor innocent 
Man, who ſtood looking on, and accus'd him of Ma/ 
de Ojo, put him in Priſon, and ſwore he ſhould 
not come out till he had paid him thirty or forty 
Ducats. It is well known that the old Romans had 
the ſame Superſtition, and it now prevails in the 
Levant. 

THEY have another extravagant Fancy, which is, 
that God will grant their Requeſts br being impor- 
tuned; and in the Time of great Rains, the Chi!- 
dren will be all Day running thro? the Streets, calling 
| for fair Weather, and in Drought for Rain; this they 
do with an hideous Noiſe, ſometimes for eight Days. 
together: If God does not give the Children Rain, 
the Saints and learned Men go into the Fields and call 
for Rain; if that does not do, then they all go toge- 
ther, bare-footed and meat ly cloath'd, to the Tombs 
of their Saints, and there they aſk Rain; the Empe- 
ror ſometimes performs this Piece of Devotion him- 
ſelf. But if all theſe fail, they turn all the Fews out 
of Town, and bid them not return without Rain; 
for they ſay, 7% God uu, not give them Kain fer 
their Prayers, he will give the Jews Rain, to be rid 
cf their Importunity, their ſiinking Breath and Feet. 
This was done ſome Time ago at Tangier, 

HERE are a great many Schools, where. the Chil- 
dren learn to read, write, cypher, and get the Aco- 
ran by Heart , which when they have gone through, 
their Relations borrow a fine Horſe and Furniture, 
and carry them about the Town in Procell.on, with 
the Book in their Hands, the reſt of their Compani- 
ons following, and all Sorts of Muſick of the Coun- 

try going before. | 7 
Soc as apply themſelves to the Study of their 
Law, are admitted to hear publick Reading and 


Preaching in the Churches by the Talbs; and when 
| approv'd 
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approv'd by them, are admitted into the Number. I 
could never, learn they had any Ceremony of Ini- 
tiation, at leaſt more than by the Majority of Voices, 
and .that he who was 'the moſt knowing, ſhould be 
Cady or Head of the Church. And the Chief Mufti, 
or Head of the Church, is he that is choſe Cady in the 
molt important City. But the Emperor Iſhmael who 
was of the Blood of the Prophet, and a Saint belides, 
has made the Cady of Taſilet, the Country where 
he was born, (which he pretends has a great Privi- 
lege in that reſpect) Cady General of his Kingdoms, 
tho' he is call'd Cady of Meguinex. | 

Tre Moors ſalute one another when they meet, 
by joining their Hands with a quick Motion, and ſe- 


parating them immediately, kiſſing each their own - 


Hand, if Equals, if not, the inferior kiſſes the ſupe- 
rior's Hand, and oftentimes his Head too. They uſe 
- the common Terms of, How do you do © Where have 
you been? I'm glad to fee you ? If it be an Al- 
eayd2, they kiſs his Foot, if on Horſeback; if on 
Foot, his Hand, Cloaths, or the firſt thing they meet 
with; if fitting, his Knees. 

Tas current Coin of this Country are Gold Du- 
cats, Bankil!s, and Fluces; all other Pieces of Gold 
and Silver going but for as much as they weigh 7 
theſe Ducats are thin round Pieces of Gold, ſtampt 
with the Empero:'s Name, and paſs with them lor 
fourteen Ounces, an imaginary Sum, which amounts 
to about nine Shi lings and Six-pence of our Money. 
The B ankill is a little round Piece of Silver, ſtampt 
alſo with the Emp-ror's Name, worth about Two-- 
pence, four of them making one of their Ounces: 
The Fluce is a Copper Coin, twenty-four of which 
go to a Blankill, fo that their loweſt Piece of Money 
is equal to the third Part of a Farthing: and yet 
Things are ſo reaſonable here, that two or three of 
them will purchaſe a Loaf of Bread, or Fruit ; and 
you may buy a good Fowl for a Blankill : Every 
tu ing elſe is proportionably cheap, the Country about 


Tetuan yielding Plenty of Corn, Cattle, Poultry, 
S 3 wild 
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wild Fowl, and great Variety of fine Fruits. T have 
called one of their Coins a Gold Ducat, to diſtinguiſh 
it from the ordinary Ducat, which with them is ten 
Ounces, or {ix Shillings and Eight - pence of our 
Money. 

Tu Emperor goes with great Pomp three Times. 
a Year into a Fie'd without the City Walls to per- 
form his Devotions : We have the following Ac- 
count of this Ceremony from a Gentleman who at- 
tended Commodore Stewart, and was an Eye-wit- 
n { to it. 

THERE attended the Emperor a vaſt Number of 
Horſe and Foot, who waited at an awful Diſtance, 


With great Silence, while he prayed under a Canopy 


ſet up in the Field: As ſoon as he had done, and Was 
mounted again, the Drums beat, and the Horſe be- 
gan to Cavalcade. The Ambaſſador was upon the 
Town-wa!l, cloſe by which the Emperor «nd all his 
Attendants retu ned; this Part of the Wall joining 
to the Sp2ni/b Convent, the Prior had built a hand- 
ſome Scaffold for us. About Ten of the Clock they 
began to paſs by, great Numbers of Foot firing, and 
Horſe cavalcading, ſome with Launces, and others 
with Firelocks, which preſenting at one another's 
Heads as they gallop'd along, they ſometimes ſet 
the ir Turbant's on Fire, and burnt their Faces in a 
deſperate Manner; the Smozk (occaſioning by their 
often firing) a little clearing up, we ſaw eight or 
nine Blacks in a a Row, carrying large Colours, with. 
great gilt Ball; on the Top of their Staves: they were 
encloſed by the Emperor's Soldiers, who jumped. 
about and fired in the Ground before them : After 
they were paſſed, came Muley Mabomet Lariba, one 
of the Emperor's Sons; he is Alcayde of the Stables, 
or Maſter of tlic Horſe; there attended him a Guard. 
of Hor ſe end Foot, at the Head of which he rode 
with a Launce in his. Hand, the Place where the 
Blade joins to the Wood covered with Gold. Then 
came a Calaſh with fix black Women holding by the 
Sides, which was covered all over, ſo that we could 

not 
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not ſee who was in it: After that was carried a large 
red Standard with an Half-Moon in the Middle, ſur- 
rounded with Soldiers, about which they fired, and 
ſhouted very much. Then came the Emperor with 
a Fuzee in his Hand, his Umbrellow kept all the 
Way twirling over his Head, and the Negroes con- 
tinually fanning, and beating, the Flies from his 
Horle. As he came almoſt over-againſt us, he pre- 
ſented his Piece at a Mcor who was got very near 
him, but did not fire, the Guards ſeizing on the 
Fellow, and hawling him away, perbaps to be exe- 
cuted for his Preſumption. Juſt before the Emperor 
marched a Foot-guard, cloathed all in Leopard and. 
Tyger Skins, and a Guard of young Blacks with, 
Launccs, and Fire- arms intermix d. Round about 
him rode a great many of his Sons, and behind them 
Troops of Horſe in Armour, ſome gilt all over, others 
only their Helmets, wh ch were of ſeveral Shapes. 
After them went a great Number of Foot, with 
Spears, Battle-axes, Bills, and warlike Inſtruments of 
all Sorts. This Body of Foot be ing paſſed, there 
came twenty of the Emperor's led Horſes, with Sad- 
dles of beaten Gold, fet with Emeralds and other 
Stones, ſome of which were wery Jarge. This Show 
gave us the Sight of a vaſt Number of very fine and 
well-manag'd Horſes, in Shape far exceeding thoſe of 
Europe; and theſe twenty of the Emperor's were ex» 
tremely beautiful and (tately. 8 | 
THEY have in this Country a moſt inhuman Cuſ- 
tom, viz. that any Man has the Liberty of buying 
another and all his Effects, to do what he pleaſes 
with him, by giving a certain Price to the Emperor, 
or the Governor of the Place he lives in. Which Cuſ- 
tom is practis'd all over the Empire among the Moors 
and Jews; whereby the Enjoyment of Life or For- 
tune is not only precarious, but a Man is liable in 
an Inſtant, to fall into the extremeſt Degree of Mi- 
ſery, at the Pleaſure of any one who (prompted ei- 
ther by Coveteouſneſs or Malice) will be at the Ex- 
pence of buying another, and run the Riſque of being 
G re-unburs'd: 
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re- mburs'd out of the Effects of the Perſon he buys; 
in which Caſe, they go to the Biſhaw, Alcayde or 
Governor of a P:ovince, and bargain with him (for 
ſo much Money) to have a Perſon they have a mind 
to; upon Reccipt of which, the Baſhaw will deliver 
the Wretch into the Hands of the Buyer, to do what 
he p'eaſes with him. So that the bought Man is fre- 
ny tortured in the cruelleſt Manner, to make 
him. diſcover what Money he has. For an Inſtance 
of which barbarous Cuſtom, we have inſerted Part of 
a Letter from Mr. Hatfie/d, an Engliſh Merchant re- 
ſiding at Tetuan. 


Y E/terday Mr. Noble and I were paſſing by the 

Priſon, where we ſaw a Man hanged by the 
Heels, with Irons upon his Heels, Pinchers upon his 
Noſe, his Fieſh cit with Sciſſars, and two Men per- 
petually drubbing him, and demanding Money. When 
the Fellow was nit able to jpeak, tbey renewed their 
Blows ; and this was a. bought Man, t'at they gave 
500 Ducati for, and expect by theſe Torture; to force out 
of, hizu 5&0 Diicats more: His Tortures were /o ſevere, 
_ that Nobie, when he ſaw hi cried ont, O Loid, the 
bleſſed Fruits of arbitrary Government! Becauſe you 
had not jeen ſuch a Ting, I judged this Deſcription 
might not be unacceptab. e. 


ONE Meme: art being formerly Chief Favourite, had 
the ſole Command cf the Fews ; but ſeeing Ben Hatiar 
another c boldly puſh himſelf forward, and tearing 
a Rival in the Emperor's Favour, he endeavoured to 
deſtroy him, and offered the Emperor. ſo many. Quin- 
tals of Silver for his Head: Upon which he fent for 
Ben Hattar, and telling him, That à Sum of Money 
was bid for his Head. He reſolutely anſwered, That 
he uud give twice as much for the Peron who ef- 
fered it. Then the Empe: or bringing them together, 
took the Money from both; told them, They were a 
Crupie of Foo, and bid them be Friends: Which 
made Ben Hattar deſire Memorar's Daughter. in Mar- 
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riage, who being granted to him, they now between 
them govern the F2ws of his Dominions with abſo- 
lute Authority. 

THE Extent of this Emperor's Dominions reaches 
from the Streights Mouth, Southward, as far as Cape 
Blanco, upon the Conlines of Guinea; where they 
have built a ſmall Caſtle fof the Conveniency of 
Trade, to which the Carravans from Fez, &c. annu- 


ally repair. The Length of this. Country from North 


to South is near 16 Degrees, or 960 Miles. Its 
greateſt Breadth in the moſt Southern Parts is but 10 
Degrees; but in the moſt Northern Parts it is very 
narrow. This Empire contains not only what the 
Romans called Mauritania Tingitana, but alſo the 
Kingdoms of Fez, Morocco, Tafjilet, Darha, Suz, 
Treimeren, end Sege/meſs. On the Exuſt it is bound» 
ed by the Kingdom of Agier, and Part of the Coun- 
try of Bildulgerid; on the Welt, by the main Ocean:; 
on the North, by the Mediterranean Sea: Yet, not- 
withſtanding this Emperor commands over ſo vaſt 
a Country, he is but very poor, in compariſon of 
the leaſt of the European Kings; this Country boaſt- 
ing of but very few Cities, and this great extended 
Dominion docs not afford one tolerable good Har- 
bour. The Cities and Towns, as they l:e upon the 
Sea-Coalt, beginuing with thoſe in the Mediterranean, 
are Melilla, a Spauiſhi Gariſon; Peron de Velez, a 
Town and ſmall Iſland, poſſeſſed by the Spaniards, 
very near the Coaſt, about 40 Leagues within the

an ; from thence we coaſt Northward, about ſeven 


Leagues to Ceuta, a' Spaniſh Gariſon; from Ceuta we 


coaſt Weltward to Tangier about 15 Leagues; from 
Tangier, we double Cape Spartel, and. come to Ar- 
zilla, a ſmall Town, without the Streights, to the 


Southward of the Cape, about 10 Leagues; from 


Arzilla the Coaſt lies abeut S. and by Well to La- 
rach, 12 Leagues; from Larach to old Mamwora 10 
Leagues; from Old Mamora to New Mamora about 7 
Leagues; from Mamora to Sallee about 5 Leagues: 
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to the Southward of Salle about 50 Leagues. The 
Portugueze have a ſmall Town and Caſtle upon the 
Sea-Coaſt called Maſſagam, but of very little Service 
to them for want of a Harbour. There are no other 
Sea-port Towns of Trade or Note in this Country 
but Saucta Cruz and Santa Sophia, in the Kingdom 


of Syus. The Inland Cities are fewer in Number than 


the Sea-Ports, and are as follow: In the Kingdom 
of Fez are the Cities of Acaſſur, Fez and Meguinex; 
in the Kingdom of Morocco the City of Morocco; 
in the Kingdom of Szs is the Capital and City of 
Tarada/it, the late Seat of Muley Abdelmeleck; 
Ted/a, the Seat of Muley Hamet Dihebby, when 
Prince; a City near the Foot of Mount Atlas, and 
Capital of the Province of Tedla. The inland 
Parts of this Country are very mountainous, as the 
great and leſſer las: Belides ſeveral Mountains of 
I:fſer Note, which are covered with Snow all the 
Year; fo that in a Winter's Morning the Air is ex- 
tremely ſharp, when it blows from tho!e Parts. 

THERE are in Barbary many Springs and Rivers, 
which take their Riſe and Fall from the greater Aas, 
though ſome others claim diſtin& Originals: The 
Waters ſpringing from Alas reliſh of the Earth 
whence they ariſe, and are for the molt Part thick 
and ooſy. 

Tar chief Rivers are, firſt, the River Lecas, in 
the Kingdom of Fez, upon which ſtand the Towns 
of Larach and Acalſar. 

2dly, TAE River Cebu; upon a Branch of which 
ſtands the City of Fez, and upon the Mouth of it 

the piratical Port of Mamora. 
34, Tuk River Rabata upon a Branch of which 
ſtands the City of Meguine z, and upon the Mouth 
of it the piratical Town of Sallee.

tolerable Height: But this does not ſeem very proba- 
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Tux Product of the Country differs according to 


its different Latitude and Situation; but in ge eral, 


the Northern Parts, with Induſtry, under a good Go- 
vernment, would produce whatever is produced in 
Europe, in the ſame Climate, ſuch as Hides, Corn, 
Oil, Wine, Wax, Honey, Silk, Gums, and the fi- 
neſt Wool: and the Southern Parts whatever is the 
Growth of the Weſft-T:dies, as Cotton, Ginger, Su- 
gar, Indigo, &c. which is ſufficient to prove the 
natural Riches of the Country : Belides which, it 
abounds in ſeveral Mines of Copper, great Quantities 
of which are ſent to Europe. They have alſo Gold 
and Silver Mines. The Vallies abound with all 
manner of Fruits, and Variety of Vines, which 
yield, when preſſed, a pleaſant, briſk, and full-bodied 
Wine: And I don't doubt, but if Wine was encou- 
raged, as it. is forbid by their Law, in Time they 
would make as good Wine as molt in Europe. The 
Plains produce excellent Wheat, Flax, Hemp, &c. 
This Country has always been famous for Horſes ; 
but their Aſſes are, as I believe, the ſmalleſt in the 
whole World, which I attribute to the little Care 
they take to improve the Breed, by reaſon of the 
Love they have to Horſes. - For this Reaſon their 
Mules are very ſmall, in compariſon of them in Sai 
and Portugal: But this Want is ſufficiently ſupplicd 
by Camels, which here very much exceed the Aſian 
in Strength; for I am credibly informed, they will 
travel ten Days without Meat, with their Burdens 
on; Nature in them ſupporting itſelf by a Conſum 
tion of the Parts; for firſt, the Fleſh of their 
Bunches fall away and conſume; afterwards their 
Bellies, and Jaſtly, their Hips and Buttocks, whereby 
they be come ſo feeble they can ſcarce bear a hundred 
Weight. | 

I o8SERVED throughout all our Journey, in this 
Country, a Want of large Timber, which I know 
not what to impute to, the Soil app-aring rich e- 
nough, unleſs they cut it down before it comes to any 


ble, 
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Vie, becauſe they want long Timber for Rafters, and 
therefore one ſhould think they would let it grow for 
the Uſe of their Grandees : For we obſerved every 
where the Rooms to be very narrow, which we could 
impute to nothing but the Want of long Timber ; 
whether it is Want of lopping the Branches, or thin- 
ning the Timber, I cannot tell, but we ſaw no Tim- 
| ter-Trees throughout the Country, except a few Oaks 
about Larach. 

THe Trade of this Country is carried on chiefly 
by 7ews and Chriſtians, the Moors underſtanding but 
little of Foreign Merchandize, and have no trading 
Ships or Veſſels of their own : So that their Naviga- 
tron is intirely carried on by European Ships, chiefly 
Engliſh and French, who carry them Cloth, Linen 
and Woolen, Iron in Bars, and wrought, of which 
our Birmingham furniſhes them with a great deal; 
_ Brimſtone, Gunpowder, Arms and Lead. In return, 
they bring back Almonds, Dates, Gum Arabick, Mo- 
recco Skins, raw Hides, Copper, Wax, Honey. 

Bur the greateſt of their Trade, which they ma- 

nage themfelves, is the Inland Trade, by Caravans 
of Camels, Mules, &c. two of which they ſend every 
Year to Mecca and Medina; viz. one every fix 
Months. The Commodities carried into the Eaſt are 
Woolen Manufactures, of which they make wonderful 
fine, ſuch as Alhagues, Alburnuzes, Cc. Abundance 
of Morocco Skins, Indigo, Cochineal, and Oſtrich 
Feathers; for which, in return, they bring Silks, 
Muſlins and Drugs. 
* THEY likewiſe ſend Caravans to Cuinea every 
Year, conſiſting of many thcuſand Camels, which 
will not appear unreaſonable, if the great Difficulty 
of the Pallage through the, ſandy Deſarts be conſider- 
ed, where there is neither Meat nor Water to ſupport 
them, for at leaſt twenty Days: So that out of every 
two Camels one carries Water. They carry to Cuinea 
Salt, Cowries, Woolen Manufactures, Silks, Cc. and 
in return, bring Gold Duſt, Ivory, Oſtriches Feathers 
and Negroes.

Tat Law of Mahomet forbids the Exporting of 
Corn, which they ſtrictly obſerve here, though the 
Turks and Moors of Tunis, Tripoli, and Alpier, 
diſpenſe with it, for the ſake of the great Profit it 
brings them in : Otherwiſe this Commodity alone 
would greatly enrich the Country, which, for Want 
of a ſufficient Vent, is but little cultivated. 

THE only natural Want this Country labours un- 
der, (and happy for Europe that Providence has al- 
lotted it ſo) is Want of Harbours; for which Reaſon 
they are not able to fit out ſuch Numbers of piratical 
Veſſels as otherwiſe they would certainly do. 

For Sa/lee, which is the principal Haven in all 
this Empire, though within it is very ſpacious, yet at 


low Water it is ſometimes dry, or has not above a 


Foot or Foot and a half Water, and at full Tide not 
above cleven or twelve Foot. At the Mouth of the 
Haven is a Bar, paſſable at high Water by Ships and 
Baiks of ſmall Draught; whereas when the Tide is 
out, if they draw too much Water, they are oblig'd 
to be unloaded with ſmall Boats; by which Means 
leveral Ships are ſtranded before they can get in; and 
when they are in, they cannot put to Sea, ſometimes 
for fix We ks after they are loaded. This bad Situ- 
ation ſeems to point out the Way to ſtop up this Har- 
bour quite, as well as that of Mamora and I do not 
doubt, but if any of the Maritime Powers ſhould ever 
think it worth their while, but that under the Cover 
of two or more Bomb-Veſſels, of which they are 
more than ordinarily afraid, Wo or more Frigates, 
Fly-boats, or large flat bottom'd Veſſels, built up 
within with ſtrong Brick-Work or Terrace, might be 
run over, or upon the Bar, ſo as to render the Navi- 
gation of this Place difficult, if not altogether u'e- 
leſs. But T mult leave others to judge of this 
whoſe Intereſt it may be; and to thoſe, who havin 
been upon the Spot, are better Judges than myſelt. 
HuwWEVER, this we have had Experience of, that 
one 20 Gun Ship, where the Commander was more 
tian ordinary diligent in looking after them, as was 
g Captain 
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Captain De garno, ſtruck ſo great a Terror in them, 


by conſtantly appearing in ſight of their Ports, and 
by the Succeſs he had in taking ſome, and running 


others aſhore, that, as I have been credibly.inform'd, 


the very Women of Sallee and Mamora uſed to 
frighten their Children, when untoward, by telling 
them De/garno wos coming for them: And if one 
Ship, by the Induſtry of the Captain, was capable of 
ſtriking ſuch a Terror upon the Coaſt, what might 
not ſix Ships of the like Force do, to be ſtation'd at 
Gibraltar, and kept in ſuch Readineſs, that there 
might be always two clean upon their Coaſt, and off 
their. Harbours, to be relieved by two others, who 


ſhould ſucceſſively take their Station, by which means. 


they ſhould always have our Ships in their Sight? If, 
by a Poſſibility of Wind and Weather, they were 
able to ſlip a Ship io Sea, yet I believe it would be 
ſo difficult to get her in again, more eſpecially their 
Prizes, that I believe they would ſcarce venture to 
Sea under ſuch Circumſtances. Therefore it is to be 
hoped, whenever theſe People ,are too refractory to 
be managed by fair Means,. they will not appear for- 
midable, eſpecially to a People who grudge no Ex- 
pence in a Maritime Way to protect our Trade. 


However, what I fay now is with great Deference. 


and Reſpect to Superiors, not as a Politician but as a 
Traveller, 


HAavinG ſaid thus much of the Country, to which 


much more might be added, as to the Seaſons of the 
Year, Cc. I ſhall now ſay ſomething: of the Inha- 
bitants; which are divided into the Moors, who ge- 


nerally inhabit the Sea-Coaſt, and are thoſe that. 


were drove from Stain The Arabs, or as the M1ors 
call them, the Larabs, who generally live in Tents, 
and inhabit the Plains. There are alſo thoſe whom 


they call the Barebbers, or an antient Race of 
Moors, who inhabit the Mountains, and ſeem to be 


the original Inhabitants of this Country: The Fews, 
who were chiefly drove from Spain and Portugal, 
which is plain from their having, as yet, retaincd 
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the Language, ſo as to converſe in little elſe than the 
Sea-Ports, The Renegadoes, though not very man 

in Number, yet may be called a diſtin Sort: And 
la ly the Negroes, who, ſince the late Muley Ißh- 
7421's obtaining the Government of this Country, 
have made the greateſt Figure in it. Thete ſix diffe- 
rent Sorts of People make up the Subjects of the Em- 
peror of Morocco, and among them there are various 
Sorts of Complexions, from very fair to very black. 


The m+iny Civil Wars that have happened in this 


Country, at different Times, have intircly deſtroyed 
all Footſteps of that Learning, which the Hear were 
once ſo Sous for. The Philoſophy of Ai oe 
was once very famous in this Country, no leſs than 
12000 Copies of it being tranſlated into Arabict; 
and it was commented upon by the following Ara- 
bian Authors: Afarabius, Agarel, A:bumazar, 
Maimonides, Akindas, Albeſagar, Algazel, A.ben- 
cini, Auicenui, Averrhoes, Nor were the Arabians 
formerly leſs famous for Hiſtory and Phyſick than 
Philoſopſty: but at preſent there ſeems to be little 
more of Learning -than common Reading and Wri- 
ting. The Moors, who inhabit the Towns, are quar- 
relſome, vindictive, inhoſpitable, covetous, ſetting 
their whole Thoughts upon ſcraping together Money 
and Goods, though it generally ends in their Ruin. 
They are very ſuſpicious and jealous of Foreigners : 


They are great Boaſters, giving eaſy Belief to com- 


mon Reports and doubtful Hecar-ſays ; but withal ſo 
cunning and lalſe in their Dealing, they will deceive 
the molt vigilant. 


THE Arabs, who inhabit the Plains, and are come 


from the Faſt, follow the antient Way of living in 


Tents and Hords. Their general Way is to travel 
along the Sides of the Rivers, where there is com- 
monly the beſt Paſture; and after their Harveſt is 
over, they change their Habitation. Theſe People 
are much addicted to Robbing ; and before Muley 
I/hmaePs Tim: uſed very much to infeſt the Roads; 
and the ſtronger Family often deſtroys the weaker, 
| Ls - 15 HE for 
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for the fake of their Horſes and Cattle. In their 
Perſons they differ very much from the Moors, being 
very thin and ſpare, with long black Hair, and very 
ſwarthy D and their Women look ſome- 


thing like Indians. 


THE Inhabitants of the Hil's and Mountains are 


reported to be much the belt, being more free, and 


not ſo much in ſubjection as thoſe of the Plains and 
Cities: They generally deal in Cattle, are great Pains- 
takers, and withal very liberal. The Jews are the 
ſame here as every where elſe, the greateſt of Vil- 
lains under the Sun, and the Mcors ſeem to know 
them better than other Nations, and tieat them ac- 
cordingly. They are governed by their own Sheich, 
who is appointed by the Emperor, and taxes them at 
Pleaſure : He has pretty much the ſame Power as any 


other Arcade or Baſhaw, and can puniſh with 


Death. The Jews here, as to their Religion, Cuſ- 
toms and Manners, differ but very little from the 
Jeu in other Parts; but in their Habit are aliow- 
ed to wear nothing but black; as alſo are their 
Cups. 

: Eur Jeu differ here from the Fews in Europe in 
this Reſpect, that they take many Wives as the Moors 
do, which they do not practiſe in other Parts. The 


worſt Set of People of all here, are the Renegadoes, 


who, from the Moment they become fo, are general- 
ly ti e moſt miſerable Creatures upon Earth, neglected 
and deſpiſed by the Moors, and without they become 
the Emperor's Soldiers, have nothing but what they 
can earn themſelves: There are not above five or fix 
in the whole Country that live any thing tolerable, 
and the Moors have them always in great Suſpicion. 
Pillet, the French Merchant, who was made Gover- 


nor of the Town and Port of Sa//ee, did not hold it 


a Year. 


THOSE who are Soldiers, have no more than 20 


Blanquils a Month, which is 20 Two. pences, and a 
little Flower; the Officers in Proportion : However, 
like the Jews, they are govern'd by their own. . A 
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car de, who is a Renegado always. The preſent is a 
Spaniara, and has but a very mean Allowance. 
Thoſe ef them that I ſaw at F:z, were ſad drunken 
profligate Fellows, half naked and half ſtarv'd. Some- 
times the Emperor does them the Fayour to give them 
a Negro Wife, which they are 8 oblig'd to 
part with, for Want of wherewith to ſubſiſt them. 
They are generally ſent to gariſon remote Caſtles upon 
the Confines of the Country, where they are oblig'd 
to rob for their Subſiſtence, until the Country People 
knock them on the Head. 

THE Negroes, at preſent, are the Grand Cavaliers 
of this Part. of Barbary: To theſe the Emperor 
intruſts his Riches, his Perſon, and his Women. The 
Power of theſe People was at firlt introduc'd by the 
late Emperor Muley I/þmael, whoſe Mother was a 
Negro; and he himſelf coming out of the South, 
could not truſt his Northern Subjects, who being ge- 
nerally white Men, did not care to ſubmit to his Go- 
vernment but by Force. 

THESE Negroes are brought very young from 
Guinea ; and having no Notion of their own Coun- 
try, and no Relations, Friends, or Dependence, but 
upon the Emperor, are ready to obey all his Com- 
mands, and are immediately equipped with a Gun; 
and after ſerving ſo many Years as Foot, are, upon 
their good Behaviour, advanced to Horle, which 1s 
a great Honour in this Country. Theſe Negroes are 
taught nothing elſe but to exerciſe their Arms, and 
obey the Erperor; for which they are rewarded with 
the greateſt Commands over one another. 

Tux late Emperor, Mulæy 1/hmae! himſelf, was ſo 
ignorant of all Learning, he could not write or 
read; and his Government being altogether founded 


on the Sword, made none but military Men be encou- 


raged ; and his Reign laſting near ſixty Years, I look 
upon it to be the principal Reaſon why all manner of 
Learning is almoſt aboliſh'd in the Country, and in 


t he room of it nothing introduc'd, but Rap:ne, Vio- 


lence, Oppreſſion, and all manner of Villany. And 
T 3 this 
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il this I take to be the chief and only Reaſon, why- 
il theſe Weſtern Moors, who ate actually nearer Europe, 
and have had more Intercourſe with Europeans, yet 
are ſo much leſs poliſhed and civilized than they of 
Algier, Tripoli, Hal, or the Turks ; for what leſs 
can be expected from a Negro Government; | 
HAviNG faid very little hitherto in their Praiſe, I 
ſhall now ſay ſomething to their Morals, there being 
[| few People ſo bad that have no commendable Cuſtoms 
1 among them. One is, that however provok'd and 
_ angry they are with one another, they never ſwear by 
| their Maker, or their Prophet, nor have they in all 
their Language any Words to blaſpheme. The next 
| thing is, whatever Conteſt they have with one ano- 
if ther, they ſeldom come to Blows, and never kill one 
} another but in War; their Religion allowing of no 
1 Pardon for Murder; nor did we hear, all the Time 
I we were in the Country, of one Moor ſtabbing ano- 
| ther. They are not altogether ſo merciful to the 
| Jews, becauſe they look upon them as accurſed of |

| THEY are likewiſe moſt obedient and patient to 
| Superiors, and fo reſpectful to their Parents, that a

which made Mule) I/hmae! encourage ſo much the 
Negroes, which have been, as to People, a great Re- 
cruit to the Country. He likewiſe encouraged Re- 
negadoes of eus, and all Nations. Though I am 
of a quite different Opinion from thoſe who imagine 
Polygamy helps to increafe the Number of People: 
For, I believe it may be proved, that if every Man 
had one Wife, there would be a greater Increaſe of 
People than where every body that can get them, are 
Howed four, and as many other Women as they can 
keep; for it does not appear in Europe, that there are 
ſo many more Women than Men, as to allow of ſuch. 
a Diſproportion, becauſe, notwithſtanding Men are 
often deſtroyed by the Wars, and other Accidents, 
et it may be, that the Number of Women that die 
n Childbed, and are more ſubject to other Diſtem- 
pers than Men, may make the Ballance pretty even; 
and if fo, I am fare, no one Man can have four or 
ſix Women but ſome others muſt want one: And 
this ſeems to be plain in this Country, becauſe no 
Man can get a Wife, not the meaneſt Woman is to 
be had, without ſome Money: And fince it is fo, 7 
believe it will be found, that a Plurality of Wives ra- 
ther unpeople a Country than otherwiſe. 
© THE beſt Policy theſe Moors ſeem to be Maſters of 
is, that notwithſtanding they are at War with all 
Chriſtians but the Eugliſh, and even when they have 
been at War with us, they permit our Conſul, and 
Merchants to reſide in their Ports unmoleſted, and 
will trade with any Ship that comes bound, to their 
Ports, with ſuch Goods they ſtand in need of, of 
what Nation ſoever, and permit their Conſuls and 
Merchants to live among them, with the ſame Secu- 
rity as uſual in Time of Peace, The piratical War 
they make with all Nations, is a very great Income 
to 
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to the Emperor, becauſe he is not at one Fathing 
Charge for fitting the Ships out; and beſides the 
Tenth of all the Cargoe, he has all the Captives to 
himſelf, which adds conſiderably to his Wealth, not 
only by their Ran ſem, but it alſo adds very much to 
bis Grandeur; for, as I have mention'd before, they 
ſtand him in -nothing but a little Bread, which is 
well paid for out of their Labour. It does not ap- 
pear the late Emperor, Muley Iſhmael, was ignorant 
of his Intereſt, when he agreed to permit a Convent 


of Spani/h Friers in Meguinez, for an annual Pre- 


ſent : Beſides, they ſupply his Court and Captives 
with Medicines, and the latter with Diet, when they 
are ſick, without putting him to one Farthing Ex- 
pence. . And now I have mentioned their Shipping, 
I ſhall acquaint the Reader how well equipp'd they 
are to make War upon all the World. When we 
were at ee the whole Naval Power of this 
Country conſiſted of two ſmall Ships, called 20 Gun 
Ships, but ſcarce ſo big as one of ours of half that 


Force. The biggeſt of theſe Ships is not above 200 


Ton, and their Guns are very ſmall and very much 
crowded : They have alſo a third, which was a 
ſmall French Brigantine, and fitted cut for a Cruiſer. 


Theſe three, with a few Row-Boats, are the terrible 


Armado with which Mule) 1: ae! would ſometimes 
order them to go and block up the Streights Mouth, 
and ſuffer no Ships to enter but the Eng/i/h. 

In their Marrying they uſe no other Solemnity than 
a bare Teſtimony and Aſſurance, which the Bride- 
groom makes before the Cady or Judge, whereby he 
acknowledges to take ſuch a Woman or Maid to his 
Wife: But this is of ſo little Validity, that he may 
put her away when he will. Neither hath the Woman 
a leſs Privilege, having Liberty at her Pleaſure to 
leave her Huſband, only with this Difference; if the 
Wife go from 'the Huſband, the Father is oblig'd to 
pay the Huſband a Conſideration : Beſides, ſuch a 
Woman, without ſome extraordinary Cauſe, is for 
ever after look'd upon as infamous. 
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Tux Women and Maids keep themſelves ſo veiled, 
they are not ſcen by their Lovers; and Matriages are 
made by Proxies. 

AND the Men are ſo jealous of their Wives, they 
dare not go bare-fac'd to their Parents. 

In Barbary they are not peſtered with rap! bra 
every Man pleads his own Cauſe before the Cady, 
or Judge, and Cauſes are not ſpun out for ſeven 
Years. 

IN their Moſques they have no Tmages, but inſtead 
of them great Numbers of Lamps; in the midlt of 
which the [nan or Marabou ſtands: The People re- 
peat the ſame Words as the Prielt ſays before them, 
and in all Geſtures imitate him ; often lifting up of 


their Heads and Hands to Heaven; their Prayers are 


called Sala. When they enter the Moſques, they 
put off their Shoes, kiſs the Earth, and waſh their 
Mouths, Noſes, Ears, the Soles of their Feet, and 
ſecret Parts, whereby they believe, that the Polluti- 
ons of the Soul are purified and cleanſed : and during 
their Abode in the Moſque, they neither dare ſpit or 
cough, nor ſo much as ſpeak one to another, but 
upon great Necell.ty. 

THEy fit down upon the Floor, one by another, 


upon Mats. The Women are not allowed to come 


thither, leſt by their Sight the Men ſhould fall into 
unclean Thoughts; but they commonly perform their 
Devotions at home. | 

THEY go to their Sala, or Prayers, five Times a 
Day, that is, at Day-break, which they call Calau; 
at Noon, called Dehor; in the Afternoon at four, 
called Lazar; at ſeven, which they call Magarape ; 
and at two in the Night, which they call Latumar : 
But few reſort at all theſe Times, but the moſt zealous, 
none being compell'd to it. 

THEY have neither Bells, Clocks or Dials, and 
when they call the People to their Devotions, the 
Prieſts, to that Purpoſe only appointed, go up to the 


Battlement of a high Steeple, and upon a wooden 


Pole hoift a ſmall Flag: This Cuſtom is uſed only 
in

Maſti, who hath his Reſidence in Cities, and hears 
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in Ba bar, not in Turkey, When this is done, 


the Marabon turns himſelf to- the South, becauſe 
Mecca lieth that Way; then ſtopping his Fingers in 
his Ears, he utters, with a loud Voice, theſe Words, 
Lahiliah Lab, Mahometh reſſul Allah ; that is, God 
is God, and Mahomet is h's Prophet. Then he 
turns himſelf to other Parts of the Steeple, ſaying 
the ſame Words. By his fetting up of the Flag and 
Outcries, the People know what Hour of the Night 


. or Day it is. When the Marabor of the greatelt- 


Moſque begins, then all the other follow. 
THe Friday is their Sabbath, in which moſt of 


them go to the Moſque, eſpecially in the Afternoon: 
During their Service none work, and all the Shop 


Windows are ſhut , but aſter the Sala is ended, Bey 


are open'd again, and every one applies to his Buſt- 


neſs. They uſe Beads, as do the Romans, to the 


Number of a hundred, upon which many Times they 


ſlay, Sta-far Lah, which 1s, God bleſs me. 
Every Year they keep a Faſt, which they call 
Ramadan, which continues a whole Month ; durin 


which they abſtain from Morning until the Cloſe of 


the Evening from eating and drinking; but then the 


Marabon going upon the Steeple, gives them, by his 


accuſtom'd Cryings, Leave to eat. This their Faſt. 


ing is ſo highly eſteem'd, that they dare not ſo much 
'as ſmoke Tobacco, ſuppoſing that to be a Breach ; 
nay, the very Corlairs, and Pirates at Sea, obſerve 


the Ramadan And though the Renegadoes do not 
always fo ſtrictly obſerve it, if they are detected, they 
are puniſh'd with a hundred or two of Blows upon the 
Soles of their Feet. 


AFTER this Faſt, or long Lent, ſo well kept, they 


celebrate their Paſſover, called by them Bayram, 
which continues three Days, wherein they diſtribute 


Alms plentifully, and frequent their Moſques with 


great- 8 and Devotion. 


THE Prieſts in Barbary are of two Sorts, San- 
trouns and Marabouts, whereof the chiefeſt is call'd 


znd 
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and determines all Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes. The Mard- 
bouts are in great Numbers about , the Moſques, as 
well in Cities and Suburbs, as in the open Fields, 
where they live as Recluſes, or Hermits, in Cells, to 
which theſe Barbarians bear ſo great an Eſteem and 
Reverence, that they fly to them as to Sanctuaries, 
how great a Crime ſoever they have committed. 

Aue theſe Devotees;. there are ſome who lead 
a ſtrange and unuſual Life, Melancholy ſo (ſtrongly 
working on their Imaginatian, that quite diſtracted, 
they rove through the Cities bare-footed and bare. 
legg'd, in a ragged Coat and a Staff, with which they 
tap, or gently ſtrike here one and there another, 
which Favour, whoever receives, accounts himſelf 
happy, perſuaded thereby their Sins are remitted. 
Theſe Perſons are termed Saints. Theſe Recluſes 
pretend by Incantation to cure Diſeaſes, and to work 
Love. 

THoOSE who are troubled with the Falling Sickneſs, 
tre in great Eſteem with them, becauſe Ma homet was 
troubled with this Diſeaſe, and ſhamefully made 
them believe, that then God, by his Angel Gabriel, 
reveal'd to him the moſt ſecret Myſteries of his Re- 
ligion. 5 

Tit Women have an odd Superſtition when in 
Labour; they ſend to School to fetch five little Chil- 
dren, whereof four are employ'd to hoid the Corner 
of a Cloth, in each whereof they tie a Hen's Egg, 
wherewith tbeſe Children preſently run along the 
Streets, and ling certain Prayers, one anſwering the 
other. In the mean while the Maors come out of 
their Houſes with Bottles or Cruiſes full of Water, 
which they throw into the midit of the Cloth; by 
which means they believe, the Woman who is in La- 
bour is luckily deliver'd. 

THe laſt Solemnity concerns their Funerals, which 
they perform in this Manner: When any dies, the 

next Fricnd hireth Women to lament, who flocking 
about the Corps, with ſtrange and unuſual Howlings, 
make a Noiſe, and ſcratch themſelves till the Blood 


follow 
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follow their Nails: This done, the Body is inclosd 
in a Coffin, cover'd with a green Cloth, upon which 
a Turbant is ſet, as we uſe a Garland, and fo with 
the Head forward, is carry'd to and laid in the Grave, 
bat attended all the Way with Howling and wiſhing 
them a good Journey. At the Entrance of the Bu- 
rial-Place, ſome Marabcuts ſing, without Intermiſ- 
ſion, theſe Words, Lahil//ah Lab, Mahometh reſſoul 
Aiah, that is, God is God, and Mahomet is his Pro- 
phet. At laſt it is plac'd in the Grave in a fitting Poſ- 
ture, with a Stone at the Head and the Face toward 
the South. 

THEIR Burying « Places are very large, and lie 
reund about the Cities, for they inter none in their 
Moſques or Churches as we do, but in the plain 
Field, where every one, according to his Eſtate, 
buys a Spot of Ground, which they wall in and plant 
with Flowers. The Women every Friday vilit theſe 
Monuments, carrying their Meat and Fruits, which 
they leave for the Poor, and for the Fowls, after 
they have taſted of them, believing it to be a Work 
of Charity, and a Furtherance to the Bliſs of depart- 
ed Souls. They pray for their Huſbands and other 
deceas'd Friends, and comfort them in theſe and the 
like Words; that they ſhould have Patience in wait. 
ing for the Reſurrection of their Bodies. And this 
ſh.|l ſuffice to have ſpoken of the Mahometans 
there. 

THosE that can be prov'd after Circumciſion to 
have revolted, are ſtripp'd quite naked, then anoint- 
ed with Tallow, and, with a Chain about the Body, 
brought to the Place of Execution, where they are 


burnt. | 


THEY who are convicted of Treaſon, or Rebel- 
lion, have a ſharp Spit thruſt up the Fundament ; 
others bound Hand and Foot, 1 caſt from a high 
Wall, or Tower, upon Iron Hooks: Sometimes with 
four Nails, they have their Hands and Feet naiF'd to 
a Wall; ſometimes their Hands are hung upon Hooks 
until they expire, : 


THEIR 
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THE1Rk Lodging is very mean, being only a Mat- 
traſs, inſtead of a Bed, which they lay upon a Floor 
of Boards. They ſleep in their Drawers or Calſoons ; 
they have neither Chairs, Stools or Tables, but hang 
their Cloaths upon Pins in the Walls. 

Tnosk of Quality fit at Meals upon Carpets, or 
Pieces of Tapeltry, croſs-legg'd on the Ground, but 
ordinary People upon a Mat. a 
Tux Men wear next their Skin a large Linen Frock 

and Drawers, and over that a looſe Coat of Cloth, 
or Silk, button'd before, ſometimes with Gold or 
Silver Buttons, and hangs down almoſt to the Knee. 
Their Sleeves reach but to their Elbows, ſo that 
turning up their Shirts upon them, their Arms are 
for the moſt Part bare or naked: and inſtead of 
Stockings, the great Men of the Court, and other 
People of Quality, ſometimes wear ſmall Turkey Lea- 
ther Buſkins. 

THty ſhave their Heads all over, except a little 
Lock, which they let grow upon the Crown of their 
Heads, becauſe Mahomet ſhall pull them up to Para- 
diſe. They take great Care of their Beards, which 
they ſhape and cut with great Nicenels. 

THEY wear Turbants according to their Quality, 
of great Beauty and Largeneſs, ſome of five or 2 
Ells long. In their Girdles they generally wear three 
very fine Knives, that is, two great and one ſmall, 
in a Silver Scabbard, wrought about a Foot long, ſet 
with Emeralds and other precious Stones; fo dear 
{ometimes that one of thels Knives is worth more 
than a hundred Ducats. 3 

WHEN they make Water, they ſtoop down to 
the Ground, for it is held a ſhameful thing to urine 
{tanding, as the Chriſtians do : And the Reaſon may 
Le, becauſe if the leaſt Drop of their Water fall up- 
on them, they are polluted, and mult forthwith waſh 
themſelves. | ER 

Tar Women are habited almoſt like the Men, ex- 
cept the Turbant, in the room of which they wear a 
fine Linca Cloth. Their Drawers are alſo much lar- 
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ger and longer than the Mens, and plaited in many 
Folds. The Women never ſtir abroad without a 
Cloth over their Faces, which comes to their up 
Part of their Mouths, with Holes for their Eyes. 
Rich Women wear very fine Pendants in their Ears, 
with Bracelets of Jewels on their Arms, and filk 
Garments. They gow the Ends of their Fingers 
blue, with an Herb call'd Gzeva. When they go 
along the Streets, they wrap themſelves in a fine 
Cotton Cloth, of ſeveral Ells in Length and one in 
Width. k 

AEL their Occaſions lie within the Houſe, where 
they have a ſeparate Apartment by themſelves, 
wherein none but Women may viſit each other; the 
Maſter of the Houſe himſelf being excluded to pre- 
vent Jealouſy. The Women are very curious in 


beautifying themſelves, according to the Cuſtom of 


the Country, painting their Eye.Brows and Eye-Lids, 
and coJouring their Hair, ſo as to make it look black, 
with burnt Antimony. 

THE uſual Food of the Country is Rice, Cuſcuſu, 
Mutton, Veal, ſome Beef and Fowl. 

WHENEVER they ſlay a Beaſt, they ſay I kill thee 
in the Name of God; then turning themſelves to the 
South, they cut the Throat quite through, like the 
Zews, thot it may bleed the more, elſe they count it 
unclean, and dare not eat it. 

THEIR Drink, at Meals, is clear Water, or Wa- 
ter and Honey; for Wine is forbid by the Acoran. 
Liquid Things they eat with long wooded Spoons, 


and hand them round the Bowl from one to an- 


other. 


INSTEAD of Table-Cloths they wipe upon their 
Handkerchiefs, and never drink until they have finiſh'd 


their Meal. 
THEIR Cups and Diſhes are of Braſs, Earthen 
or Tin, for none may uſe Gold or Silver by the Law. 
Tu Moors ſmoke very much. Gaming is intirely 
forbid by their Law. Some times they play at Cheſs, 
but not for Money. 
BalHs 
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Bar us are much uſed, beſides their frequent Waſh - 
ings enjoin'd before Devotion; ſo that every Place 
almoſt is ſill'd with Bagnios, | 

EvERY City hath alſo Free-Schools, for the in- 
ſtructing of Youth to read and write, but no farther. 
The principal Book they learn is the Acoran ; which, 
when a Scholar can read well, his School-fellows lead 
him in his Habit along the Streets, and ſet forth his 
Commendation through the City; for beyond. this 
none learn. F 

I BELIEVE there is no Nation in the World whoſe 
Language is ſo extenſive as the Moors, becauſe they 
all ſpeak and underſtand the 4ravict, both in Tents, 
Cities, Fields and Mountains; nay, theſe Weſtern 
Barbary Moors are perfectly underſtood all over the 
Turki/h Empire, ſo that no Language in the whole 
World is ſo univerſal : And this I take to be occa- 
fion'd by yearly Pilgrimages to Mecca, which keep 
up their Language; ſo that the Turks, Moors of 
Tunis, Tripoii, Aigier, and thoſe of Sallze, and all 
2 this Empire, underſtand one another perfectly 
well.

THis Weſtern Part of Barbary eth in. a tempe- 
rate Climate, being neither too near nor too far from 
the Equinoctial. All the Sea-Coaſt and the Moun- 
tains are rather ſubject to Cold than Heat, there fal- 


ling Snow at divers Times of the Year, which on 


ſome Mountains continues all the Vear round. 

Tux Rains begin here about the middle of Ocfo- 
ber, and the Cold in December. It is, as in Europe, 
ſharpeſt in Zauvary, but only in the Morning: In Fe. 
bruary the Cold is leſs, and the Weather variable, 


changing often in a Day.

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Ix March the ſtrong Weſlt and North Winds blow, 
which make the Earth fruitful, and the Trees bud 
and bloſſom. | 

In the Beginning of April moſt Fruits are ſo for- 
ward, that in the Kingdoms of Fez. and Morocco, 
towards the End of it, they gather ripe Cherries ;. 
and in the middle of May ripe Figs ; and in the 
latter End of June all Plants, Apples, Peats, Plumbs, 
and Fruits, are ripe. September likewiſe affords a 
ſound Harveſt of rige Figs and later Fruits. 00 

THE Spring hath three Months of temperate Wea- 
ther, beginning on the 25th of February, New Stile, 
and ending the 28th of May. 11 

THE Summer commenceth the 28th of May and 
ends on the 16th of Auguſt, and then it is very hot;

WINTER Quarter enters on the 15th of Navem-

AT the End of Harveſt, the whole Winter, and 
the Beginning of Spring, there is much. boiſterous 
or ſtormy Weather, and Hail, with Thunder and 
Lightning ;. and the Eaſt, South and South Ealt. 
Winds, blaſt or n'p the young and tender Buds. 

SINCE: we are now ſ near Algier, it is hoped our 
Readers will not think| it Foreign to the Subject, to 
give a particular A:count of that City, and ſome Pla- 
ces adjacent thereto. | | E 
As to the City of Agier, it is ſituated on the fide 


of a Hill, and its Walls are adjoining to the Sea. 
The Tops of the Houſes are all over white, being 


flat, and covered with Lime and Sand, as Floors. 
The upper part of the Town is not ſo broad as the 
lower, and therefore at Sea it looks juſt like the 
Top-Sail of a Ship. It is a very ſtrong Place, and

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well 177 with Caſtles and Guns. There are 
ſeven Caſtles without the Walls, and two Tire of 
Guns in moſt of them; but in the greateſt Caſtle, 
which is on the Mole without the Gate, there are 
three Tire of Guns, many of them of an-extraordi- 
nary length, carrying 40, 50, 60, 70, yea 80 Pound 
Shot. Beſides all theſe, there is at the higher end 
of the Town, within the Walls, another Caſtle 
with many Guns. And moreover, on many Places on 
the Wall, towards the Sea, are great Guns planted. 
It is well wall'd, and furrounded with a great Trench. 
It hath five Gates, and ſome of theſe have two, ſome 
three other Gates within them; and ſome of them 
plaited all over with thick Iron; ſo that it is made 
ſtrong and convenient for being what it is, a Neſt of 
Pirates. ; 

THE taken Slaves are ſold by way of: Auction, and 
the Cryer endeavours to make the moſt he can of 
them; and when the Bidders are at a. ſtand, he 
makes uſe of his Rhetorick,. Behold what a. ſtrong. 
Man this is ! What Limbs he has! he is fit. for any 
Work, Aud, ſee what a. pretty Boy this is ! No doubt 
his Parents are very rich, a:d' able to redeem him: 
with a great Ranſom. And with many ſuch like 
fair Speeches does he ſtrive to raiſe the Price. Af- 
ter the Bidders have done bidding, the Slaves are all: 
driven again to the Dey's Houſe, where any that 
have a mind to advance above what was bidden at 
the Battiſ/an, may; but then whatſoever. exceeds. 
the 1 in that Place, belongs not to the Picta- 


| ro0ns , or Pirates, but goes to the Dey. 
Tux firſt Thing the Agerines do when any Sh'p. 


comes home from Cruiſing, is with all Expedition 
to take every Thing out, Ballaſt and all; and then 
careen again, and tallow all. under Water to the 
very Keel. Having ſo done, they take in all again 


as faſt as they can, and when wy are ready, and: 


fit to put to Sea, a Signal is given for any that will,

And every 
ſuch Captain has, when he dies, in Honour of him, 
an Ancient Staff ſet up at the Head of his Sepulchre, 
and every Sabbath-day, which with them, is Friday, 
his ſurviving: Relations hang up their Flag on it;. 
and this they do for many-Years after his De ceaſe. 
Ar their return from Sea, if. they have taken any 
Prize, all the Slaves and: Cargo are fold by way of. 
Auction and all forts of People, whether. Turks, 
Moors, Jews, or Chriſtians, have their liberty to.

Tar Algerinet are a very timerous ſort:of People, 
willing to ſleep in a whole Skin, and therefore care 
not how. little they fight; but ſhew themſelves won - 
drouſly Valiant upon poor ſmall Merchant- men. But 
many times they have made ſome Attempts on great 
Merchant- men, and have come off with Shame and 
broken Bones. And this is not much to be admired:

Tux V dread much our Eng/i/h Men of War, and 
when we have War with them, will ſeldom venture 
in or. Out. the Straight's-mouth by Day, but chiefly 
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in the Night-time, and that when they: have. a briſk. 


Wind, keeping as near as they can with Safety to. 
the Barbary Shore. And they, were more eſpecially 
afraid. to do it, while Tangier was ours. But if they 
have Peace with Us, tho' they have War with all. 


Chriſtendom. beſides, they will then not ſeruple to 


paſs the Straight's-mouth by Day, more than by: 
Night. a | 

I Have often. heard them ſay, That there are 
none like the Eygliſh to give them Chace; For as

WHEN they are in. the Straight's-mouth, they 
make a gathering of ſmall] Wax Candles, which they 
uſually carry with them, and bind them in a bundle; 
and then, together with a Pot of Oil; throw them 
over-board, as a Preſent to the Marabbot, or Saint,, 
which lies intomb'd there on the Barbery Shore, near 
the Sca, and. hath ſo done for many Scores of ears, 


as they are taught to believe; not in the leaſt doubt- 


ing, but the Preſent will come ſafe to the Marabbot s. 
Hands. When this is done, they all together hold 
up their Hands, begging the Marabbot's Bleſſing, and 
a proſperous Voyage. And if they at any Time hap- 
pen to be in a very great Strait, or Diſtreſt, as being 
Chaſed, or in a Storm, they will gather Money and. 
do likewiſe... Beſides which, | they. uſually light up. 
abundance of Candles in remembrance of ſome dead. 
Marabbot or other, calling upon him with heavy 
Sighs,. and Groans. At ſuch times alſo they collect 
Money, and wrap it in a piece of Linnen-cloth, and. 
make it faſt to the Ancient Staff of the Ship, ſo de- 
dicating it to ſome Marabbot; and there it abides. 
till the arrival of the Sbip, when they beſtow. it in. 
Candles, or O. to give light, or in ſome Ornament 
to beautify the Marabbot's Sepulchre, For theſe Ma- 
rabbet; have generally a little neat Room built over 
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their Graves, reſembling in figure their Mo/qres or 
Churches, which is very nicely cleanſed, and well 
look'd after. There are ſeveral of them about Agier, 
to which the Women on Fridays flock to pay their 
Viſits, and perform their Salah or Prayer, begging 
of the Marabbot to hear and anſwer their Petitions. 
Many People there are who will ſcarce paſs by any of 
them without lifting up their hands, and faying 
ſome ſhort Prayer. And fo great a Veneration have 
they for theſe Marabbots, that they will hardly be- 
keve one another, unleſs Oath be made by one or 
other of them. 

Bor to return to their Cuſtom at Sea. If they 
find no Succour from their beſore-mention'd Rites 
and Superſtitions ; but that the Danger rather en- 
creaſes, then they go to. ſacrificing of a Sheep (or 
two or three upon. occafion, as they think needful) 
which is done after this manner : Having cut off the 
Head with a Knife, they immediately take out the 
Entrails, and throw them, and the Head over-board ; 
and then with all the ſpeed they can (without ſkinning) 
they cnt the Body into two Parts by the middle, and 
throw one part over the right {ide of the Ship, and 
the other over the left, into the Sea, as a kind of 
Propitiation. Thus thoſe blind Infidels apply them- 
ſelves to Imaginary Interceſſors, inſtead of the Liv- 
ing, and True God, who alone is able to command 
the ſwelling, and mounting Billows of the Sea to be 
quiet and (till. 

As I intimated before, they are wondrouſly Vali- 
ant againſt a weak Enemy, and vigorous in their 
Chaſe after ſmall Veſſels; and fo careful are they 
that nothing may hinder their ſpeed, that they will 
ſcarce ſuffer any Perſon in the Ship to ſtir, but all 
mult fie ſtock: ſtill, unleſs Neceſlity otherwiſe requires. 
And all things that are capable of any motion, muſt 
be falten'd, or unhang'd, (even the ſmalleſt weight) 
__ the-Purſuit ſhould be ſomething retarded there-

Men. The Meat is always ſeaſon'd before it comes 
to the Table, ſs that they make uſe of no Salt there. 
Neither are Knives or Forks of any Uſe then, becauſe 
the Fleſh which they boil is always cut into Pieces 
while raw, (and ſo is what they roaſt) and after that, 
they parboil it, then take it out with the Liquor, 
and then put in the Fleſh again, with Roots or Cab. 
bage, or what the Seaſon doth afford, cut ſmal}, to- 
> gether with a little Pepper, Herbs and Onions; after 
= which they pour in a {mall Quantity of the Liquor 
= again, an few it ſo long, that it is no very hard 
* Matter to ſhake the Fleſh off the Bones; this they call 
by the Name of Terheea. The Sauce for it is au Egg 
| beaten with the Juice of a Lemon. 

W1TH the Remainder of the before-mention'd Li- 
quor they make a Diſh which they call P;//ow. They 
take two Meaſures of this, and one of Rice, or Bur- 
goe, i. e. Wheat boild, dry'd, and ground not very 
ſmall. When the Liquor boils, the Rice being 
waſh'd, or the Burgoe unwaſh'd, is put into the Pot; 

in a little Time the Liquor is ſoak'd up, and the Pot 
taken off the Fire. They then melt ſome Butter to 
an Oil, and pour it into the Pot, and keep it cloſe 
cover'd; after which they take out the Rice or Bur- 
goe with a Spoon into a Diſh, and form it in the 
Shape of a Sugar-Loaf, ſhaking Pepper over it. The 


Butter ſhould be pretty much ſeen in the Diſh around 
the Rice.

was what had been ſpoken of ſo magnificently by the 
Prince of Poets, Its Name of Excellence, the 
Herb, and Uſe in Rgypt at this Day for the ſame 
Purpoſe as in Barbary, (of which Dr. Pocock Jakes 
Notice in his Travels) ſeem te me very ſirong Pre-

C. 16. /ays of it, 
Ulcera Omnium Generum, five Phayedænæ fint, five 
Carcinomata, five ſerpant, five Polypi in Naribu, 
Suceus mire ſanat, that is, Its Juice wonderful y 
cures Ulcers of all Kinds, Cankers, Polypus in the 
Noſe, &c. That on enquiring after the wild Bean 
of Mauritania, which Pliny mentions, L. 18. C. 12. 
e told him that it continues there (till in great Plenty, 
and that with the ubole green Plant bruiſed with Reck 
Salt in Water, aIWaſh is made there, which ſurpri- 
zingly iakes off and heals all Manner of Scabs in 
Horſes, and that with it the very fineſt Horſes there 
are preſerved in the moſt perfect Cleanneſs, mn—_—T he 
X Maut 
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ather Vegetables, except the Grains for Bread: It is 
made into an Electuary or Conſerve with Honey, and 
is fold in the Markets, and ſome Shops very much 
like the London Gin-Shops, where thoſe who :ccuſ- 
tom themſelves to the Uſe of it meet in the Even- 
ings : The Maſters keep ſeveral Sorts of Muſical 
Inſtruments to accommodate their Gueſts. After the 
proper Doſes of it are taken, perhaps ſome Drais, 
the Skilſul play, ſome ſing, others dance, ſome be- 
come Poets, others ſce and relate wonderful Viſions, 
and the whole Company is inſpir'd with the moſt in- 
toxicating Gaicty and Joy, far exceeding the Effects 
of any Vinous Liquors: The Scene laſts the whole 
| Night; at length, by the exceſſive Perſpiration, a 
1000 violent Hunger ſucceeds. Such as are habituated 
Ll to this Practice, find it very difficult to leave it cff, 
11 and many periſh by it: Mr. Pe//ow himſelf made uſe 
of it, but ſccing its fatal Effects on others, and find- 
109 ing it began to operate detrimentally on himſelf, he 
0 had Reſolution to deſiſt. It is alſo call'd the porr

in it is ſaid one of their Emperors made himſelf quite 
0 ſtupid by the Uſe of it. 
Uh THEY are much addicted in moſt Parts of Bar. 
1 bary to Divination, or the foretelling of Things to 
come, which they call Mahomet's Kevelations, in 
which they have been confirm'd by a Prediction 
which they ignorantly believe was utter'd by a Black 
| Eunuch on the following Occaſion : 
THE Emperor Carles the Vth having determin'd 
j to chaſtiſe the Agerines for their Depredations, ſet 
fail with a Fleet of one hundred Ships and twenty 
Gallies, 
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Want of it here I doubt not may be very nearly ſup- 
plied by our Hirſe Bean, as Have procuredaTrial to 
be made by a young Groom with cur common Bean and 
the Salt, and he reported that it anſwered much be- 
yond his Expettation : He afterwards made a kind of 
Salve with the Magma, which had alſo a very good 
Effet, bs 
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Gallies, on board of which were thirty thouſand 
choſen Troops, and an immenſe Quantity of Mo- 
ney. Great Numbers of the young Nobility and 
Gentry voluntarily attended him at their own Ex- 
pence, upon the only Motives of Glory and Religions 
Several Ladies alſo accompanied his Court, beſides 
many of the Wives and Daughters of the Officers 
and Soldiers, to ſettle in Barbary when it ſhould be 
conquer'd. 

A ral Wind ſoon brought this formidable Fleet 
before Algier, every Ship carrying the Banner of 
Spain on her Stern, and another at her Head, in 
which was a Crucifix as their Pilot, 

AT that Time the City of Agier was only ſur- 
rounded with a ſingle Wall, without any Outworks, 
and the whole Garriſon conſiſted of but eight hun- 
dred Tr&i/þ Soldiers, and fix thouſand {Hocrs, un- 
diſciplin'd and deſtitute of Fire-Arms, the reſt of 
the T being ſcatter'd up and down the Country 
in collecting the Tribute from the Moors and Ara- 
big/is. The Sight of the Fleet {truck the Inhabitants 
with a general Conſternation. The Divan was im- 
mediately aſſe mbled to conſult on the beſt Meaſures 
for Defence; and it was reſolv'd not to expole the 
Troops out of the Town in obſtructing the Enemy's 
landing, but to uſe their utmoſt Efforts till the De- 
tachments which were abroad ſhould return; Ex- 
preſſes being ſent for that Purpoſe, that the Increaſe 
of their Numbers might at leaſt procure them a more 
favourable Capitulation. 

THE Span;/h Fleet came to an Anchor off Cape 
Matifux, which lies about two Leagues to the Eatt- 
ward of Ager. The Army being landed without 
any ,Oppolition, the Emperor took Polt upon an 
Eminence which commanded the Place, where the 
Standard of Chri/! was diſplay'd, with the Sound of 
Trumpets and Kettie-Dinms. The Troops work'd 
Night and Day with indefatigable Alacrity, and ſoon 
erected a Fort with Batteries, which to this Day re- 
tains the Name of the Einperor's Fort, 
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Tar Camp was form'd under the Cover of the 

Fort's Artillery. Upon the Eminence was a Spring 
which ſupplied the whole Town with Water. The 
Spaniards, by turning its Courſe, reduc'd the Inha- 
bitants to make uſe of putrified Water. Charles V. 
ſummon'd the Pacha to ſurrender at Diſcretion, up- 
on Pain of the whole Garr fon and Inhabitants being 
cut to Pieces, if the City was taken by Storm. Aan 
anſwer'd, that he was thoroughly ſenſible of his In- 
ability to withſtand ſo formidable an Enemy, but de- 
fired a few Days Suſpenſion to deliberate with his 
Council. 
Tux were on the Point of offering a Capitula- 
tion, when an Expreſs from the General, who com- 
manded the Troops that were ſcouring the Country, 
arriv'd, bringing Information, that the Forces of the 
Weſtern Government were on full March towards 
Algiers. Upon this the Divan determin'd to defend 
the City to the utmoſt. 

CHARLES V. having receiv'd no Anſwer, and ob- 
ſerving that the Diſpoſition of the Country would not 
allow him to block up the Town both by Sea and 
Land; and alſo being unwilling to ſeparate his Army, 
reſolv'd upon an Aſſault. 

THe Station of his Fleet was convenient for their 
Re-embarkation, in caſe of Neceſſity. And to be 
before- hand with the Troops which were expected 
from the Country, he kept firing continually on the 
Place, which from its weak Defence, he concluded 
to be his own, and accordingly being reduc'd to the 
laſt Extremity, the City was on the Point of ſur- 
rendering, when a Black Eunuch, whom the Peo- 

le highly reverenc'd as a Prophet, but was as much 
deſpis d by the Great Men, went to demand Au- 
dience of the Divan. The Commonalty attended 
him to the Court of the Palace where the Divan 
was aſſembled. After a long Preamble in Praiſe of 
God and his Prophet, he addreſſed himſelf in theſe 
Terms : 
6% LORD 
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% Lord ſan, I am the poor Heu, the Slave of 
Slaves, the moſt abject of al the Muſſelmen ; deſ- 
pi ſed and perſecuted by the great Men and the Mora- 
bouts, who have repreſented nie as a Madman to your 
Predeceſſor, and to yourſelf, They have not only 
rejected my Admonitions, but have all joined in 
treating me in the moſt ignominious manner. I was 
the Sport and Ridicule of their very Children and 
Slaves. The Cady, who is the Judge of the Law, 
has often made me undergo the Infamy of a publick 
Puniſhment. And whence all theſe Outrages ! Be- 
cauſe the Almighty God, whoſe Nature and Ways 
are unſeat chable, has ſometimes given me an Inſight 
into Futurity, And 1 have declared Things which 
were to come to paſs, though thoſe, whom they 
molt concern'd, thought me beneath their Regard. I 
have remain'd filent towards my Deſpiſers, but bave 
inform'd ſome poor People, who kave reliev'd me in 
my Diſtreſs, of Matters greatly to their Benefit : 
But at preſent, O Aan, Ruler of this City, the pub- 
lick Danger forces me to ſpeak.” Aſen, whom the 
Diſtreſs of the City had now a little humaniz d, and 
in Compliance with the Clamours of the People, who 
expectcd great Things from their Prophet, bid him 
ſpeak on, and accordingly he thus continued.“ Here 
is a powerful Fleet of Infidels, whoſe Ships are crowd- 
ed with armed Men, and came ſo ſuddenly upon us, 
as if it had riſen out of the Sea, We are leſtiute 
of every Means of Defence. And our only Hope 
is plac'd on an equitable Capitulation, if Equity can 
be found among Chri//zans Eut God alone, who 
laughs at the Machinations of Men, has other 
Thoughts. He will reſcue his People from the Hands 
of Idolaters, in ſpite of all the Gods of the CHriſtiaus 
be they never ſo many. Lord {/an, and you his 


Miniſters, and great Men of the Kingdom, and alſo 


you, who are Perſons learned in the Law, I call up- 
on you; take Courage. Rely for once upon the deſ- 
piſed and abject /f, and be aſſured, that before 
this. Moon is over, our God will diſplay his Glory 
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in the Confuſion of the Chriſtians, Their Ships 
and Army will periſh in our Sight. Our City ſhall 
be . victorious and free. Their Arms and Equipage 
will fall tous; and as they have already labour'd in 
erecting Forts for our future Defence againſt them- 
ſelves, ſo many of them ſhall continue to be our 
Slaves, few of theſe blind and harden'd People being 
appointed to return into their Country. Glory be to 
the one Almighty, merciful and incomprehenſible 
God.” His Speech was ſeconded with the Shouts of 
the whole Multitude, and brought the Divan to a 
Reſolution to hold out, if poſſible, to the End of the 
Moon, | | 

TEE Legend tells that the Eunuch's Prediction 
met with a full Accompliſhment, for on the 28th of 
Of ober following, a moſt dreadful Storm of Wind, 
Rain and Heil, aroſe from the Northward, accom- 
panied with an Earthquake. And the next Night 
ninety Ships and Gallics were loſt, with their Crews 
and Military Stores. The Camp, which was in the 
Plain under the Fort, was drowned by the Inunda- 
tions from the Hills, The De ſtruction was ſo great, 
that at Break of Day, the Emperor ſound there was 
no other Reſource than to endeavour to ſave him- 
ſelf, wich the Remainder of his Army, the Storm 
being abated. Accordingly he left every Thing be- 
hind him, and marched his Troops in great Diſorder 
to Cape Maſiſux. Aan who obſerved their Moti- 
Ons, allow d them to reach the Shore, but in the 
midſt of their Fear and Hurry to re- imbak, he furi- 
cul:y ſallicd out u on them with the Garriſon, and all 
the Inhabitants of 4 giers; who beſides the great 
Numbers of the Slain, bronght away Multitudes of 
Slaves. The Country Troops came up- after the 
Danger was over, and joined in the Solemnity of a 
general Thankſgiving to God for this wonderful De- 


- Lverance. 


. Triz Prophet J/orrf was not only publickly de- 
clared the Deliverer of Agiers, but. allo received a 
large 
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large Gratuity, together with the Liberty of exerci- 
ſing his Talent. — Thi is all a ridiculous Fable. 

- THERE are Maors who have no immoveable Poſ- 
ſeſſions, wandering about in Families, but yet are ſo 
numerous as to form whole Nations or Tribes, like- - 
the Arabians. Sometimes they are diſtinguiſh'd by 
the Name of the Country which they inhabit, and 
ſometimes by that of the Chiefs ot Foungers of their. 
Families. : 

Each of theſe Nations form an itinerant Village 
or Camp, which they call Adonar. Every Family 
lives in its particular Tent, and the Adtuar is under 
the Government of the Cheque or Chief, aſſiſted by 
others in the Form of an Ariſtocracy, who with the 
utmoſt Impartiality and Tenderneſs confult the Inte- 
reſt of the whole Community. This Principal or 
Cheque is uſually of a Family ſappos'd to be def- 
cended from their ancient Sovereigns. Theſe Wan- 
derers farm Lands of the Inhabitants of the Towns, 
to ſow and cultivate them, paying their Rent with 
the Produce, ſuch as Fruits, Corn, Wax, Cc. and 
ſelling the Remainder about the neighbouring Towns, 
as Opportunity offers. They are very ſkilful in chu- 
ſing the moſt advantageous Soils for every Seaſon, 
and very careful to avoid the Twrii/þ Troops, the 
Violence of the one little ſuiting with the Simplicity 
of the other. Every Adouar pays to the Dey of AM. 
giers a Tax according to the Number of its Inhabi- 
tants, and the Country of their Habitations. The 
Cheque anſwers for all, and the whole Body is en- 
gag'd for every Individual. . | 

THE Tents of the Ado ar are of black and white 
Sheep-Skins, but though different in Colour, they 


are all equally naſty and loathſome. The Tent of. 


the Cheque is higher than the reſt, and placed in 
the Centre of the Camp. Thus the Moors live in a 
very wretched Slovenlineſs. In ſome Tents there 
are two or three Branches of the ſame Family, that 
is to ſay, Father, Mother and Children, who are 
always very numerous, and Daughters-in-law till 
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they have Children, when the Huſband. muſt provide 
a Tent and Utenſils, which are not very coſtly, for 


his Family. This is perform'd during the Woman's 
Pregnancy. A portable Mill conſiſting of two 
Stones, to grind their Corn, and a Baſket, ſets them 
up. They knead their Meal with Water, without 
Leaven, in an Earthen Pan, which they make into- 
flat Cakes, and bake them under the Embers. They 
have a few other Earthen Pans either to boil Rice or 
wet their Cakes with Milk. Water is their only 
Drink. Oyl and Vinegar, being very ſcarce, is their 
moſt dainty Treat, in which they ſop their Cakes. 
If at any Time they eat Meat, it is. at their extraor- 
dinary Feſtivals, becauſe it will yield them Money. 
The ſame Tent is crowded with Horſes, Aſſes, Cows, 
Goats, Fowls, Dogs and Cats; of all which Crea- 
tures they take more Care than of themſelves, as being 
all their Riches. The Dogs are of ule in keeping off 
the Foxes, and giving Notice of the Appearance of 
any Lion, and the Cats are Security againſt Rats, and 
even Snakes, as ſtrange as this may ſeem, both which 


abound in ſome Places. 


Tu Men wrap themſelves up from their Shoul- 
ders to their Feet, in a Haik, which is a Piece of ve- 
ry coarſe white Cloth, of betwixt four and five Ells, 
and this is all their Garment. Others have it not ſo 
long, and twiſt about their Head a Piece of the ſame 
Cloth or ſome other Rag. 

Tu Cheque is dittinguiſh'd by his Garb, which 
is a Shirt and a Cloak all of a Piece, with only one 
Seam, Which reaches to the Calf ot his Leg, and on 
his Head he wears a Cowl. Some of the more 
wealthy MMcors. have alſo ſuch a Cloak, of which 
they are ſo choice that it generally laſts their Life; 
for whenever they happen to be caught in the Rain, 
they very care fully fold it up and lay it upon a Stone, 
fitting patiently upon it, quite naked, till the Rain is 
over, and their Skin dry enough to put on their 
Cloak, without damaging ſuch a precious Garment. 
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THE Dreſs. of the Women conſiſts only of a Piece 
of Woolen Stuff which reaches from their Shoulders 
to their Knees : They braid their Hair, and even 
here are fond of Ornaments, though they are only 
Teeth of Fiſhes, Coral, and Bugles. Their Brace- 
lets for the Arms and Legs are of Wood or Horn, 
Amidſt their Savageneſs they are not free from that 
Vanity which appears in politer Nations; for in or- 
der to render them more beautiful, they are mark'd 
in their Infancy with black Spots on their Cheeks, 
Forehead, Arms, Fingers Ends, and Thighs ; 
which is done by being firit prick'd with a Needle, 
and then rubb'd over with the Powder of a kind of 
black Flint. 

THEIR Huts are ſupported by two large Poſts, 
and ſhap'd ſomething like a Pavillion. The Door 
is made with Boughs of Trees. In the Middle is 2 
little 1 which ſeparates the Apartment of the 
Moors from that of the Beaſts, They lie upon the 
Ground on a Mat of Palm Leaves, which allo ſerves 
them for a Table. 

THE Men perform all the Huſbandry Work, and 
go about to the Towns to fell their Corn and other 
Commodities. They have Bee-Hives without Num- 
ber, Honey and Wax being their moſt proſitable 


Commerce. The Care of the Cattle belongs to the 


Women and Children; they alſo provide Food for, 
the Family, cut Fuel, fetch Water, and, when their 


Domeſtick Affairs allow them, tend their Silk- 


Worms. Their Children are never cloathed, but re- 
main quite naked till they are about eight Years old 
when they have a few Rags beſtowed-upon them, and 
theſe more for Ornament than Decency. All their 
Bedding conſiſts of Straw, Hay, or Leaves; and it 
is nothing extraordinary to ſee them run at ſix Months 


old. While they ſuck, their Mothers carry them in 


a Bag, and often two at a Time at their Back, when 
they go to fetch Wood or Water, giving them the 
Breaſt over their Shoulder. They are all very ſwar- 
thy, firong, robuſt, and inured to the Weather. 

Their 
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Their Weapons are a Zagaye, or ſhort Launce, which 
they always carry with them, and a broad Cutlaſs 
banging from their Arm. They are very dexterous 
in the Management of theſe Weapons, but are pecu- 
larly excellent in Horſemanſhip; not only in the 
Management of that Creature and their graceful Poſ- 
ture, but at full Speed, will eaſily, with their Launce, 
take up any Thing from the Ground. 

IN their Viſits the Salute is given on the Mouth, 
except to the Cheque or the Morabouts, whoſe 
Hands they kiſs with the greateſt Marks of Reſpect. 
Their Converſation generally turns upon the Fecun- 
dity of their Wives, Daughters, Mares, Cows and 
Poultry. Amidſt all theſe Inconveniences they are 
haughty, accounting themſelves happy in not being 
conſin'd within Towns, looking upon the Inhabi- 
tants of them as tame Slaves, and always at the Mer- 
cy of the Turks, whom they deteſt. 

U2vuN any Inſult from a T Aga, they im- 
mediately return it with an open War. But the own 
Mrs, for fear of wanting nece ſſaty Proviſions, or 
being expoz'd to their Depredations, interpoſe and 
negociate a ſpeedy Peace. | 

WHEN a young Man is diſpoſed to marcy any 
particular Giri, he makes an Overture to the Father, 
who, if he is inclin'd to the Match, receives him 
with great Civility, and then enlarges upon the ex- 
traoi dinary Merit of his Daughter, the Induſtry and 
Fruitfulneſs of her Mother, which preſage the like 
good Qualitics in her. After a lirm Promiſe, he re- 
quires of the Suitor a Number of Oxen, 'Cows, and 
other Beaſts, as a Grotuity for ſuch a deſerving Bride. 
When the Preliminaries are ſcttled, the young Man 
brings all his Flocks and other Commodities before 
his Father-in-Law's Tent, who thereupon communi» 
cates the intended Marriage to his Daughter; and ihe, 
without Reluctancy to her Father's Pleaſure, pre- 
pares herſelf cheartu:ly to receive her Spouſe. Her 
Friends are invited to the Hutt, and when the Bride- 
groom is coming in, be is aſk'd this Queltion, * 

bes 
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does the Bride coſt you To which the cuſtomary 
Anſwer is, A wiſe and a virtuous Woman is above 
any Price. After mutual Compliments between the 
new Couple, they ſtay in the Tent till all the young 
Women of the Adouar are come to vilit them. 
Then the Bride is ſet upon a Horſe of her Huſband's, 
and led to his Tent amidit the Songs and Acc] ma- 
tions of her Acquaintance, At her Arrival, the Pa- 
rents or neareſt Relations of the Bridegroom offer 
her a Mixture of Milk and Honey, with a {mall Piece 
of the Tent in it; and while ſhe is drinking, all her 
Acquiintince join in finging an Epithal mium, con- 
cluding with calling upon G O D to ble's them with 
Children, and ee their Flocks; and that their 
Tent may be always full of Milk. After this Cere- 
mony, the Bride alights at the Entrance of the Tent, 
and her Companions put a Stick into her Hund, 
which ſhe thruſts as far into the Ground as poſſible, 
faying, That as that Stick cannot be removed from 
thence but by Force, ſo moihing but Force ſhall ever 
make her quit her Husband. Before ſhe is admitted 
to come within the Tent, the Flock is deliver'd up to 
her, and ſhe enters upon her Office of driving it to 
Paſture, to give her to underſtand, that her Labour 
is requir'd for the Welfare of her Family. When 
ſhe has perform'd theſe Ceremonies, which are all 
indiſpenſible, the Bride and her Acquaintance begin 
the nuptial Rejoicing of Singing, Dancing, and Feaſt- 
ing till the Evening, when they preſent her to her 


Huſband, and the Company breaks up- 


Fo the firſt Month after the Confummation of the 
Marriage, the Woman wears a Veil over her Face, 


having two Holes for her Ey+s; and is never ſeen out 


of the Tent during thi. Interval.“ 

Taz Moor, marry their Children ſurprizingly 
young; their Sons at fourtcen or fifteen, and their 
Daughters at ten, and even at eight: And as Barren- 
neſs is ſeldom known here, it is no uncommon Thing 
for a Girl to be a Mother before ſhe has attain'd her 
Eleventh Year, and ſometimes much carlicr. 

EVERY 
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F.vERY Evening the Chiefs of the Tents meet on 
Horſeback, forming a Circle round the Cheque of 
the Adovar, as when a Major is giving his Orders in 
Camp or Garriſon. In this Aſſembly all the Affairs 
of the Village are diſcuſs'd, and the next Day's Pro- 
ceedings concerted, But upon any ſudden Emergen- 
cy an extraordinary Aſſembly immediately meets at 
any Time in the abovemention'd Form. 

THE Women are ſo far excluded from having 
any Share in publick Affairs, that they are kept in a 
total Ignorance : with which they are fo well ſatiſ- 
fied, that ſhould a Huſband impart to them any 
State Secret, he would infallibly incur their Dif. 
pleaſure. 

ALL their Feaſtings and Ceremonies are manag'd 
with great Frugality, Simplicity and Frankneſs. 

Ir is an Opinion among the Moors, that to ſacri- 
fice a Chriſ ian, is a Work of great Merit before 

God; and ſome believe they ſhall be but in an indif- 
ferent Condition in the next World, if they do not 
entitle themſelves to the heavenly Felicity, by ſhedding 
the Blood of a Chriſſian: However, the Aſſerters of 
this Opinion hold it in a different Senſe : Some, that 
a Chriſlian is to be kill'd in a Battle, Duel, or fair” 
Aſſault ; others, that he is to be kill'd at any Rate, 
and in any Manner. There is a Relation of this Kind, 
that Halis Pegelini, an Italian Renegado, General 
of the Algerine Gallies, having brought in a Spaniſh 

, Veſſel which had defended herſelf fo bravely that a 
great many dead and wounded were taken out of 
her; the Moors, as is uſual, flock'd to the Sight, 
with Acclamations of the Victory. An old bigoted 
Moor, ſeeing the Slaughter, threw himſelf at the Ge- 
neral's Feet, with this odd Speech: “ My Lord, 
how happy are you in making ſuch a Havock among 
the Chriſlians, and in having almoſt daily Opportu- 
nities of killing them! You mult needs be extreme- 
ly glorified in the Kingdom of GOD, as one of the 
beſt Servants of our moſt holy Prophet; whereas I, 
though always a religious Obſerver of the Law; ne- 
f | ver, 
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ver, as yet, had the Opportunity of facrificing a 
Mi Chiiſtian to the Almighty GOD: I ſhall die dil- 
= tracted, if I fail in this Point: and ſince you have ſo 
many in your Power, make me happy by delivering 
up one to me, that I may kill him.“ Hali, who. 
was far from being a rigid Mahometar, immediately 
= anſwer'd, with a Smile, your Requeſt is granted. 
And, pointing to a luſty young Spariard, added, ſtep 
© aſide into the Wood, and this Chriſtian Dog ſhall be 
ſent to you to compleat your Felicity. The Moor 

= retuin'd him Thanks with a great deal of Joy, and 

= - baſtened away to wide himſelf in the Wood. Hats 
ordering a Muſket, a Sabre, and a Stick to be given 
the Spaniard, bid him fellow the old Man, who was 
gone into the Wood, and tell him, that the Gene- 
ral, his Maſter, had ſent him thither according to 
his Requeſt ; but that if the Moor offer'd any Vio- 
lence to him, he ſhou!d. make him feel 1.15 Stick. 
The Moor, ſeeing the young tellow come into the 
Wood thus arm'd, ran out another Way, telling 
Hali that the Chri//ian came arm'd, ſo that he could 
not execute his Deſire. To which Hai repiy'd, Kill 
Chri//ijans who are able to defend themſelves, as I and 
my Men do, you old Coward ; ſuch Actions will be 
rewarded by GOD, but not to murder People who ate 
deſtitute of Help. | 

THERE are three principal Sects or Orders of Re- 
ligions amongſt the Mahometaus; Santones, Cavaliſts, 
and Sunaquites. 

THE Santones are under different Rules. Some 
wear only Rags; ſome run about quite naked, with 
fanatical Geſtures; ſome, of a more compoſed and 
rational Order, deſpiſe theſe Extravagancies, only 
maintaining, that good Works, Faſtings, Auſterities 
and Self-denial, refine their Minds to the Purity of 
Angels; and others maintain, that when they are 
arrived at a certain Degree of Perfection, they can 
no longer ſin, which has given Riſe to many deteſ- 
table Practices. 


Std Tux. 
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Tux Cavaliſts are very ſtrict in their Faſtings and 
Abſtinence, never eating any Animal Food, but en- 
tirely conſine themſelves to Vegetables. They have 
Forms of Prayer for every Month, every Day, and 
every Hour. They talk greatly of heavenly Viſions, 
and Converſations with Angels, by whom they are 
inſtructed in the ſublimeſt Secrets, and who reſolve 
all their Queſtions. They conſtantly carry ſquare 
Taliſmans with Figure and Characters engraved on 
them. This Order boaſts of having ſor its Founder, 
the famous Beni an Arabian Doctor. 
THE. Sunaquites are mere Miſauthropes. They 
bury themſelves in Deſe remote from all Corre- 
ſpondence with other N, and even fly from their 
Sight. Theſe alſo live wholly on Vegetables. Their 
Tenets, are 7:dai/mn, Chriſiiani/m, Mabometiſm, and 
Paganiſm jumbled together. They ſacrifice Animals, 
and are not circumcis'd till 30 Years of Age. They 
affirm, that all Religions ace originally Inſpirations of 
GOD :;-that they are tbe molt perfect of all Man- 
kind, and that it is owing to their Prayers and Au- 
ſterities, that the Anger of GOD does not break 
out and deſtroy the World. | 
MosT of the Mahometans carry a Chaplet of Co- 
ral, Amber, and Agate Beads, and as they are coun- 
ting them with their Fingers, they mention the At- 
tributes of GOD; but in ſuch a careleſs manner, 
as ſhews it to be more a Cuſtom than an Act of De- 
votion. 
Sou poor ignorant Creatures at every Bead ſay 
only Star- fer-ala, or GOD keep me. Others, who 
are not quite ſo ignorant, ſay at every Bead, Aa 
Lia Mehumed raſoul Alla, there is no GoD beſides 
GOD, and Mahomet is his Meſſehger. The more 
learned among them add to this Acknowledgment, 
a Catalogue of the Attributes of God, as they count 
their Beads, which runs in this Manner, “ In the 
Name of the only God, praiſed be God the only 
God; in the Name of the All-powerſul God, N 
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be God in his Power; in the Name of the All-good 
God, praiſed be God in his Goodneſs; in the Name 
of the All-wiſe God, praiſed be God in his Wiſdom ; 
in the Name of the All-mercifal God, praiſed be God 
in his Mercy; in the Name of the eternal God, 
praiſed be God in his Eternity, &c.” And conclude 
with ſaying, “ Praiſed be GOD, the Sovercign of 
the World. O Lord, the Judge of Mankind, I adore 
thee; I put my whole Truſt in thee; I confeſs, that 
thou haſt neither begotten, nor art begotten ; that 
thou art above all Likeneſs, neither is there any 
Thing equal to thee.” But this is ſo cuſtomary to 
ſome, that they run over the Chaplet whillt they are 
talking of Matters quite foreign to the Subject, 
which clearly manifeſts, that it is only an Affectation 
of Devotion, without any Reality. - 

Ir a Stranger on any particular Occaſion makes a 
Preſent, or gives Charity to a Turk or Moor, he 
conſtantly demands it as a Due on the like Occaſion, 
Nothing ſhould be given them, but conditionally, 
and excluſive of the Time to cqme, and then they 
have no future Claim. To what a Height they carry 
this extravagant Cuſtom, will appear by the follows 
ing Inſtance: | 

IN the Year 1691, in the Reign of Hagi Chaban 
Dey, a Greek Merchant, who reſided at Agier, 


uſed almoſt every Year to make a Voyage to Twis, 


or Egypt, retailing his Cargo. A Countryman of 
his dying, left him his Executor, and, among other 

Legacies, a certain Sum for charitable Uſes. One 

Day the Merchant - paſſing by a Moor, who was ſit- 

ting in the Street upon a Piece of a Mat, lame and 

almoſt blind, he aſk'd Charity of the Merchant. He 

was the more inclin'd to give, becauſe of his Induſtry 

in making Thread Laces, being incapable of other 

Work. He dropp'd him his Handful of Aſpers, 

which unuſual Sight ſo tranſported the Beggar, that 

be followed the Merchant upon his Crutches, calling 
out upon Heaven to ſhower down its Bleſſings upon 

Y 2 him. 
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him. He told all he met with, how exceeding boun- 
tiful that Chriſian had been to him for the Love of 


GOD, at which they were ſo pleaſed, that they all 
Joined in his Commendations, ſaying, That i an ex- 


celleut Perſon indeed; his Charity extends beyond his 1 


Sect. The Beggar did not leave following his Bene- 
factor, till he diſcovered his Houſe, and afterwards 
took Poſt in a Place where the Merchant muſt daily 
paſs by him. Next Day the Moor begs his Charity, 
and the Greek repeated it, which gained him great 
Reputation, and a Crowd of Cuſtomers. The Ma- 
hometan Prieits were not wanting to cry up the Re- 
ward which GOD had given to this charitable Greet, 
who finding the Sweets of a Charity, which coſt him 
Nothing, continued his daily Benevolence till the 
Time of his Departure from gypt. The Beggar 
ſtill kept his Poſt ; but miſſing his Benefactor, he 
made Enquiry after him, and had the Misfortune to 
hear that he was out of the Kingdom. When his 
Clerk paſſed by, he us'd to lift up his Hands, and 


prey for his Maſter's happy Return, which happened 


ve or {ix Months after. The Beggar was overjoy'd 
to ſee him, and when the Merchant, in Return for 
his Compliments, was going to beſtow his Charity 
on him, declin'd it, ſaying, I was better to pay him 
all his Arrears at ouce. The Greek told him he did 


not know what he meant by Arrears. To which, 


the other reply'd, That he had been abſent near fix 
Moons, and conſequently that there was about 180 


Rials due. 


The Greet did not know whe- 


ther the Fellow's Impudence deſerved” moſt to be 
laughed at, or chaſtiſed. But the Moor laid his 


Complaint before the Dey, and the Greek Merchant 


was ſent for to make his Defence. The Moor al- 
ledged that the Merchant had, for the Continu- 
ance of a whole Month, daily given him a. Rial; 
but that this Charity had greatly increaſed his Cuſ- 
tomers, and been a Fund of Riches.” And that as to,

OW, after my ſo long and grievous Captivi- 
N ty, cruel Hardſhips, wonderful and miraculous 

Preſervations in the Wars of the Infidels, &c. 
J am, you ſee, again fully bent on Eſcape ; in which, 
as all was then in the utmoſt Confuſion, and I was ſo 
very well / acquainted with the Country, I flattered 
myſelf with a pleaſing Proſpect of Succeſs ;" tho? you 
will find my Travels to be attended with many grie- 
vous Troubles, and hazardous Incidents; and which, 
could I have foreſeen, would, no Doubt, in a great 
Meaſure have fruſtrated my Deſigns : However, as 
theſe Afflictions happened to me unlook'd for, I no 
Doubt bore. them with a braver and more ſtedfaſt 
Reſolution. 

Nuw am I ſoon about to encounter with this ſo 
hazardous and painful Undertaking ; and at the End 
of the eighth Day, after my return to Meguinez 
from purſuing 4u/ey Abdallah the ſecond. Time into

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the Mounuains, I ſet out thence about Midnight with 
myſelf only for. Sa//ze; where in three Days, and 
the latter Part of that Night, I fafely arrived, and 
notwithſtanding I made all diligent Enquiry after a 
Ship, yet could I not there to my Mind find any for 
my Purpoſe in three Days, and therefore I was re- 
ſolved to puſh my Way for Santa Cruz fo well as I 
could; and the next Day, at my going out of the 
Town, I was ſurprized by ſome Soldiers, who laid 
hold on me, and carried me before M:ley Mataday, 
alked them who I was, and for what Reaſon brought 
before him: To which he was anſwered that they 
could not tell: No! ſaid he, are you not then very 
pretty Fellows to ſtop a Man for you know not what ? 
ing me who I was, and whither I was going : 
I told him I was one of his Brother's Soldiers, 
and that as I very lately returned to Meguinex from 
following Muley Abdallah a ſecond Time into the 
Mountains, and correcting the Mountaineers gathered 
there in his Favour, I was by his Brother's Permiſ- 
ſibn come hither to viſit my old Acquaintance, 
and that I was then again going back to Megui- 
ez ; on which he. gave the Soldiers Orders. to ſet 
me at Liberty, yet did they thus treat me a fecond.

four bundred of the poor credulous Inhabitants, 
going allo that Way; but his Conjurations did 
not find out my Intentions, as to whither I. was 
travelling, no more than that himſelf and Followers 
ſhould be that Evening by a greater Party plundered 
and ſtripped, as indeed they were, together with 
mylelf, to our Skins; which, though a grievous 
Misfortune, I was with Chriſtian Patience obliged to 
bear, and to travel on in this Condition full three 
Days in very cold Weather, before I could get any 
Thing even to cover my Nakedneſs, and then I was 
fo happy to get through very great Chance, a Piece 
of old Mattin; and afterwards, in that Condition 
ſuffering extream Cold and Hunger, it was eight 
Days before I reached Ted/ah, though there I did 
not enter, but directly croſſed the River running at 
the Foot of the high Mountain Summceugh, and where 
J moſt opportunely met two Spaniards ſtraggling 
the Country, by Way of deceiving the credulous 
Inhabitants with their Quack Medicines; however, 
be that as it will, it was for them good enough, 
and the fame Spaniards were to me very kind and 
true Friends in Neceſſity, giving me a Piece of an 
old Blanket, filling my Belly with ſuch as they had, 
giving me friendly Advice, ſix Bankeels, ſeveral of 
their Medicines, and an old Launcet and burnin 

Iron, to ſet up for myſelf ; and which Indeed I, the 
better to conceal my Intentions in my Travels thro? 
the Country, directly put in Practice. And now am 
I aiking every one I meet, if they had any Work 
for the Doctor; and the Day after my parting from 
my Benefactors, I happened to ſee a Woman ſtand- 
ing at the Entrance of a Tent, of whom after gi- 
ving her the Country Salute) I aſked if ſhe had any

ſaid ſhe, I wiſh with all my Heart you may cure 
my Husband, for he is ſo ver drowſy, that I fear 
he will die in his Sleep By this Time his Daugh- 
ter had brought him forth to the Door of the 
Tent. Now Doctor, ſaid the Wife, is he not a jad 
Ovjet ? Indeed (ſaid I) he is, and I could wiſh 
with all my Heart I had fer all our Sakes ſeen 
him ſooner, fer that his Diſlemper was then gume 
very far, and his Condition really very dangerous ; 
however, I would try what I could do on him, there 
being but two Ways to ſave his Life, and if one 
of them (which was Bleeding) would not do, I muſt 
be aiſo obliged to prattice the other, which was 
Burning: S0 I went directly to Work in binding 
up his Arm, and to that Degrce ty'd it with a 
ſtrong Hempen Cord, that he complain'd of it very 
much.

Powders about Ten Clock at Night, and if you can» 

not lee, it will be as I deſire; for as your diſtem- 

per is what we call a Lethargie, Jeep will inceſ- 

ſantly fleal on you; and therefore, when you find 
yourſelf pretty much inclined to it, and your Wounds 

are not painful enough to keep you waking, order the

Operations, yet had I an Account of it by one of his 
Sons ſoon after, to my very great Surprize, as you 
will by and by hear. 

Now am I again on the Tramp; and that Even- 
ing, inſtead of one League, I travelled five, aſcen- 
ding up to the Top of a high Mount called Tatteh, 
where I found ſeveral Inhabited Tents, but no 
Admittance, however, I with much ado got out of 
one of them a pretty large Billet of Fire ; and with 
which, after I had gathered good Store of dry Wood,

taking my Eyes off him, paſſed nimbly by, fo that I

met with a lick, or rather indeed a dead Man, for that 
all the Doctors in the World could not cure him; how- 
ever, with what 1 did for him he was ſo well pleaſed, 


that he ordered his Wife to give me fix Blankeels, 
my Belly-full of Cuſcaſoe, and a Cake of white Bread 


to carry with me; how I had been all that Night 


ſurrounded by wild Beaſts, and how I had met with

All this I did with 
my Ears hear, and with my Eyes often ſaw the Alcayde 
tipping me the Wink, inſomuch that I could not be eaſy 
any longer there ; but ſoonafter finding an Opportunity 
to take my Leave, I took my Way thence for the River

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Tennet; and as I travelled all Night, I got the next 


Morning to the Foot of the Mountain Dimminet, a ¼ 


very 1 Part of the Country, the Mountains 
round being in the ſeaſonable Times of the Year 
plentifully ſtored with many Sorts. of delicious Fruits, 
and eſpecially Grapes in abundance, yielding great 
Store of very excellent Wine. It was, before I could 
get free of theſe Parts, full ſixteen Days; during 
which I ſold a great many of my Medicines, ſuch as 
ſmall Papers of bitter Apples powdered, of which 
were in theſe Woods great Plenty, and are a prodi- 
gious Purgative; white Dog's Date, Ellebore, and 7 
red Pepper mixed, by Way of Clearing the Brain and 
Eyes, and which made them to weep and ſneeze 
gallantly ; and with my pretty little Iron I burnt a

for a Dropſy; and, to the very great Content of * 
himſelf and Wife, I took thereout a very large Quan» 7 


tity of yellow Water, and received for it a gold Ducat: 


On which I (with a Spaniard I had there procured 
to go with me) hurried thence twelve Leagues to the 
River of Teſſout; ſtill further on towards Morocco; 
and as we travelled all that Night, we got the next 
Evening to the River Side in good Seaſon, ſo as we 
had Time enough before Night to catch a Diſh of 
Fiſh for our Suppers : But alaſs ! How could we catch 
any without Tackle? We had neither Hook nor 
Line ; however, we were through great Chance and 
a good deal of Trouble, ſoon furniſhed with the lat- 

ter, through Means of ſome Hairs we got from a 
Horſe's Tail; but now, What muſt we do for a 
Hook? When it came into my Mind, if I could 
get a Needle, it might be ſoon turned into the 
like Shape; but, as to my own Part, I very well 
knew I had none; however, I aſk'd my Comrade, 
who, to my very great Satisfaction, bappened to 
have a great many, and in turning the firſt of them 
(as not very well underſtanding the Temper of the 
Mettal) I ſnapp'd it off in the Middle, as indeed I 


did a ſecond; But now, conſidering within Wa 
| that 


E 
that as they had been hardened by throwing them 
red hot into a ſeaſoning Liquid, unleſs I ſhould a- 
gain reduce them by Fire to their natural Temper, I 
& ſhould ſoon break all the reſt ; therefore, whilſt I 
| was making my Line, my Comrade having gathered 
ſome Wood, and kindled a Fire, (as fully intending 
to take up our Quarters there for that Night) I put 
| two of them between two Coals, and making them 
red-hot, and after they were cold enough to put my 
Fingers to, I turned them into what Shape I pleated, 
ſo as I made two tolerable good Hooks; and then 
again laying them between the Coals, and making 
them red-hot, I threw them into the Water, and 
taking them out again, to Work I went, and in a 
= little Time caught a tolerable Diſh of Fiſh, broiled 
th:m on the Coals, and with ſome green Figs (of 
which there were Abundance there) we made a very 
good Supper. h 
Now, perceiving the Night to draw on apace, are 
we buſy at Work in laying on and getting more 
Fuel, ſo as in a very ſhort Time we had raiſed a huge 
Fire, and Fuel enough, by Way of Reſerve, to con- 
tinue it for the Night; when I told my Comrade 
that J in a little Time expected more Company, but 
ſuch I feared, as he would not by any Mcans like; 
however I would not have him to be over afraid, 
for that we had Wood ſufficient to continue our 
Fire all Night, they would not dare to approach ſo 
nigh as to do us any Harm, I having very lately ſuf- 
ficiently try'd the Experiment: Experiment! ſaid he, 
Of what ? Of what, ſaid I, 7 our Fire preſerving 
xs from the wild Beaſts : Lord! (aid he, What, are 
any of them in theſe Parts Yes, yes, ſaid I, and 
that you will quickly beth hear and. ſee ; and indeed 
in leſs than half au Hour after, we plainly heard a 
great many of the Fore-runners eoming yelping to- 
wards us. Pray, ſaid he, What are they? They (ſaid I) 
are Fackalls, and the Lyons, Tygers, &c. are not far 
off, and will ne Doubt, be ſoon here; as indeed they 


were, roaring and growling after a terrible Manner:

Upon which J ordered my Comrade to take a large 
Fire-Brand in his Hand, and to keep twirling it 
round his Head, and now and then to throw it 
amongſt them : This did he (being not a little ter- 
rified) eontinue to do all that Night, for our furious 
Gucſts ſometimes approached ſo near us, as we 
could plainly diſtinguiſh them as to their Species, 
and muy Times ſee them engaged with one ano- 
ther; inſomuch, that had not an old ſtately Lyon 
(0 whom all the reſt ſcemed to be under Subjection) 

ecided their Quarrels, there had, no Doubt, been 
bloody Work amongſt them ; but wherever he intcr- 
fered, they ſubmitted to him in ſeeming Obedience, 
inſtantly giving him Place, and, in ſhort, all that 
Quarter of the Fire to himſelf. As to my Comrade, 
notwithſtanding his being ſeized with ſo very great 
Fear, yet did he ſeldom or never ceaſe to twirl his 
Fire-Brand, unleſs when he was diſpoſed to throw:

Companions had at the Approach of Day-light left 
us, he all that Day complained of a grievous Pain 
in his Shoulders; though which, be fald, he was 
excceding well pleaſed to. compound with, for ra- 


ther than run the Hazard of ſuch another Night, 


he ſhould be glad to endure the loſs of a Leg or Arm. 
and now are we indeed both better pleaſed ; for, 
to be plain, I did not care for their Company no 
more than he did. | 
AFTER recovering ourſelves, of our Fright, we 
chearfully travelled on, tho? guilty, I think, of a 
very great Omiſhen, and to ourſelves very much 
wanting; for though we were ſo very near the River, 
and had e "hh our Breakfaſt, yet we did not ſtay 
to catch any Fill, which no Doubt we might have 
done in a very little Time; but depending on our 
meeting with ſomething better on- the Road; we (in- 


ſtead thereof) were for that Day obliged to faſt, and 


to content ourſelves without any the leaſt Refreſh- 
ment ;however, we travelled on with Courage, and 
without 
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without any Thing elſe remarkable, we got that 
Night exceeding hungry to Ceedeachall, directing our 
Courſe to ſome inhabited Tent, where we at leaſt pro- 

poſed ourſelves ſome ſmall Refreſhment : But alas! to 
our very great Daſſatisfaction, we could get none, un- 
leſs than being admitted to lodge in one of them; and 
with which, notwithſtanding my Hunger, I thought 
myſelf by far better off than I did the Night before; 
and tho' I ſaw the Dogs eating Cſſcaſſoe before my 
Face, yet could not I, notwithſtanding: I offered to 
pay for it, and my Stomach was in an Uproar, get one 

Pellet of it, and which was quite the reverſe of the: 
Mooriſh Manners, of all I had ever ſeen before; 
rherefore we very early in the Morning (being bravely 
refreſhed by moderate * ſet out towards Morocco, 
to ſeek our Breakfaſt, and which being but ſix Leagues, 

and travelling at a good Pace, we had by Sun- riſing 
got over three of them, when we met a very well 
dreſſed genteel Moor, accoutr'd in. Martial Order, 
having by his Side a very ſine Scymeter, and in his 
Belt a Pair of Piſtols: He in a haughty Manner de- 
manded who we werer from whence we came, whi- 
ther bound, our Buſineſs, &c. I told him we came 
that Morning from Ceedeachal/, were going to Mo- 
recco, and that we were by Profeſſion Chyrurgeons : 
Chyrurgeons ! ſaid he, what do you mean by tbat 8 
That, Sir, ſaid I, is as much as to ſay Surgeons; or, 
zf you p'eaſe Dofters: Very well, ſaid he, and do you 
think you can cure my Eyes? Which indeed ſeemed 
to be very much inflamed: Cure them, ſaid I, yes 
to be ſure, tho I really think them to be very far 
gone, and therefore J hope you won't take- it ill, if 
we ask your Honour how much you are willing tg 
give us: Give you, ſaid: he, a very handſome Fee, if 
you cure me; 4 not, nothing, unleſs it be to cut 
your Throats : So then, ſaid I, 1 find you are for 
no Purchaſe no Pay, or rather, indeed, what is a 
great deal worſe ; 1 J dare venture it; for, to 


be plain, I knew if I could but ance get a little of 
my 
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my Powders into his Eyes, it would be ſuffic ĩently- 
arming me againſt him and his Weapons, had they 
been never fo many; but to be too eager upon 
him for the Operation, I thought might not be fo 


proper, therefore I left him alone to make the firſt 


Advance; Well, well, then, ſaid he, ſince I muſt be 
doctor d by you, TI * to ſee firſt if you have any 
Money about you, feeling and peering into our tatter'd 
Garments, and rumaging a little Knapſack, the Spa- 
niard had to carry a few Medicines in; and tho' I 


had therein, at the Bottom of one of my Pots of fa- Ws 
mous Ointment, a Gold Ducat and ſeveral Blankeels, 


yet had he only his Labour for his Pains, telling us, 
That he thought our Doctorſhip had been to us, ſo far 


as he could fee, of but very little Advantage hitherto ; 
but if it had been otherwiſe, and which for our Sakes 
he ſhould have been glad of, notwithſtanding what 
he had done to fatisfy his Curioſity, he had no De- 


fign of taking any Thing from us: Alas! Sir, ſaid I, 


you cannot ] hope, ſuppoſe we could be under any ſuch 5 1 
Apprehenſions. What ! to be under any Apprehenſi- 
on of that Nature from a Gentleman of your Preſence! 


No, no, ſaid he, I hope not. 
Now am I to contrive how to be up with him; 
however, it ſoon came into my Noddle, telling my 


Comrade in. Spaniſh (and which I knew the Moor, 1 


as having before tried him, did not underſtand) that 
he ſhould be fure to be very obſervant of all I told 


him; and then I told this Knight of the Road, (as 
being, no Doubt, one of thoſe who make their For- 


tunes on the Ruin of others) Anglice, a Highway- 


man, that we were ſent for in all Haſte to viſit fome 
Patients at Morocco, and thither we were obliged 
to haſten, and therefore I wiſh'd him well. and his 
Eyes a better Doctor: A better Doctor ſaid he in 
a very great Paſſion; @ better Doctor Pray what do 
you mean by that? Did net you ſay you would cure 
me and expect you do, or I will ſoon ſpoil your Doc-

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Now am I, after two Months very hazardous and 
painful Travel from Meguinez, ſafely arriv'd at Mo. 
rocco ; Where, tho? I had a great many Acquaintance, 
yet would I not venture to truſt more than one of 
them; and finding my Comrade did not care to en- 
counter with any more ſuch like Adventures, and he 
having alſo here many Friends, we, after his giving 
me the Knapſack and Medicines, and after moſt cour- 
teouſly bidding each other Farewel, and having on: 
both Sides agreed with ourſelves what Friends to cal! 
upon, ſeparated; and then I directly went to my 
Friend's Houſe, and very luekily found him at Home, 
and I met with a kind Reception; and he aſking me 
what Buſineſs I was come upon, and if I thought it 
to be in his Power to do me any Serviee, deſiring 1 
would not be upon the Reſerve, for that T was to him 
very heartily welcome, and that he would ſerve me 
even to the Hazard of his Life, I with a ſmall Alte- 
ration told him the old Story, as how that ſince N.

Then ſhe gave me a Gold Ducat; with which, after

ing, and according to Order, fat themſelves all down 
on the Floor, and then I in a little Time (it being my 
Maſter-Piece, and I having ſeveral Quills of my Pow- 
ders ready at my Hand) filled all their Eyes to that

through them; however (on conſidering the Men then 
there to be all Strangers, or at leaſt to be grown up 
during my Abſence, thoſe formerly there being all to 
my Knowledge dead, that the Children then ſpared 
there did not exceed ten Years of Age, and that the 
Women who were then alſo fpared, muſt no Doubt 
be then under ſo grievous and terrifying a Conſterna- 
tion, as not to be capable of taking any Notice of 
Faces, by Way of their making future Reprizals, or 
of my ſweet Phyz in particular) I paſſed through 
without ſaluting any of the Inhabitants, no further 
than my aſking a Lad whom I faw there with 
fome Almonds and Raiſins in a Baſket, how he ſold 
them, and buying a Halfpenny-worth of them, I 
travelPd on down the Mountain, on the other Side, 
and about Sun-ſet got clear of it, getting to another 
Part of the River Waddontee/e, where I was for the 
Night tolerably well entertain'd in a Moor's Tent, 
though I had from him a very deplorable Account 
concerning the very late State of that Neighbourhood, 


as how the Country was to that Degree deſtroyed and O 


in ſuch Confuſion, that they and they only who hap- 
E to be of the ſtrongeſt Party were aecounted the 
appy People, and of whom I ſoon found he had 
been ſo happy to be one. Then (ſaid I) it is 10 
Doubt very dangerous for a Stranger to be amongſt 
you: That indeed (ſaid he) is according to his Beha- 
viour and the Nature of hit Buſineſs which 2 * 
in 
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hin hither, or which Party he ſides with : Why Sir, 
(faid I) as to my Part I have no further Buſineſs here 
than to ſell a few Medicines amongſt you, if I can, 
for the Benefit of you all, without meddling with 
your Quarrels on either Side: Why really (ſaid he) 
you ſay very well, and I wiſh you Succeſi with all 
my Heart, but, to be plain with you, we have been 
of late fo far involved in a Civil War, that one Pa- 
riſh was up againſt another in Arms, deſiroying the 
Fruit of each other's Labour, and cutting one ano- 
ther's Throats ſo faſt as they could. Alas! (faid I) 
a very unhappy Caſe indeed! To which he anſwer'd 
me, that I thould not be under any Uneaſineſs at it, 
but endeavour to compoſe myſeif, for that he would 
in the Morning put me into the beſt Method he 
could: However, I could not (notwithſtanding his 
fair Promiſes, and though I was prodigious weary) 
take any Reſt for the firſt Part of the Night, (till 
wiſhing myſelf further off; when I told my ſelf, that 
as it was my Chance to come there, it would be in 
vain for me to vex myſelf, but endeavour to get 
thence again as well as I could; ſo I fell into a ſound 
Sleep, and flept till Sun) riſing: then I got up, and 
faluting. my Hoſt with a Good-morrow, and telling 
him that I thought myſelf very much oblig'd to him 
for my kind Welcome, and if he was pleafed to ac- 
cept of any of my Medicines, they were very hear- 
tily at his Service: No, no (ſaid he) you are very wel- 
come to what you have had here; and as to Ph ſict, I 
never took any in my Liſe, and uwileſs I may happen to 
have more Occaſion for it than I have had hitherto, J 
never will tate any; but what makes you in fo much 
Hurry? If I want none, there are thoſe amongſt us to 
my Knowledge that do, and who, no Doubt, when they 
hear you are come, will be very glad of it ; and asto 
your Safety among ſt us (as our Civil Diſſentions are 
now at an End) here is my Had; giving it in a very 
friendly Manner into mine, and aſking me where I 
intended to go: A. to that, Sir (ſaid I) 1 aim not 
very well determin'd, whether to Terrident or Taffi- 
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let: Then (ſaid he) I tell you on my Honour that both 
thoſe Roads are very unſafe and dangerons to travel 
in at preſent, for after our ſeveral Conflicts in theſe 
Parts they are now, by our Example, acting the 
ſame in them; therefore ſtay with me till thoſe Bic» 
kerings are over, till which you ſhall be very welcome 
in my Houſe to ſuch a] have: Sir (ſaid I) J moſt 
humbly thank you, and which indeed I was oblig'd 
to accept of; for that very Day came thither repeated 
Advices that there was in and throughout both thoſe 


Provinces (which are much the ſame with our Coun- 


ties) very grievous Doings, infomuch that they were 
killing and plundering all they could lay their Hands 
on; ſo that I was oblig'd to take up my Quarters with 
this hoſpitable Infidel during the Space of twenty- 
four Days; during which, I had ſeveral Patients, and 
amongſt them all got about forty Shillings Sterling, 
acting after a moſt cautious Manner, in giving ſuch 
{mall Doſes of my purging Powders, as I knew could 
do them no Harm; and as I was ſo lucky to perform 
Nothing by Way of curing the Eyes, I have general 
Satis faction; and, in ſhort, got amongſt them ſo fa- 
mous a Name, as I preſume none of the Quack Frater- 
nity had ever done before, they really having ſo good 
an-Opinion of me, that on another of the Fraternity's 
coming one Day there, and though he might, for any 
Thing as I knew to the contrary, have been a very 
able Man, yet did they (on my ſeeming Indifference 
of him) directly drive him thence, threatening him, 
that in caſe they ever caught him there again, they 
would cut off his Ears. 

By the general Approbation and Conſent, on Pro- 
miſe of my being back again in three Weeks, and on 
their hearing the Roads were again paſlible, I was 

rmitted to depart, taking my Way for 4rhallah, 
in the Plain of Se and where, without any Thing 
remarkable, I arrived the ſecond following Evening 
at a Place called in their Language c ellelwad, or 
the Head of the old River, thoroughly reſolving to 
get that Night, if I could, to Terrident ; and which 

indeed, 
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indeed, had not that Part of the Journey proved moſt 
unfortunate to me, I ſhould have reach'd before the 
Gates were ſhut, I being about Ten o'Clock at Night 
within half a Mile of it; when I was ſurprized by 
three Ruffian Moors, knock'd down, plundered, and, 
in ſhort, deprived of every Thing I had in the World, 
ſtripping me quite naked; and rummageing into my 
Blanket, they foon found my Blankeels, which, as the 
Moon was then at the Full, and the Horizon very 
clear, I ſaw to my very great Diſfatisfa&tion ; and 
# when I ſaw them ranſacking my Knapſack, I was 
$ really terrified a great deal more, I having hid all my 
Gold at the Bottom of one of my Pots of Ointment, in 
all to the Value of fix Pounds Sterling; though I had 
ſo far the Preſence of Mind as to tell them that they 
could not be any thing the better for the few Medicines 
1 had in it, but (as they did not know how to uſe 
them) rather the worſe - though they would be to me, 
by Way of my getting a ſmall Matter for my Subſiſtance, 
of very great Service ; and as my Life depended there- 
on, I hop'd they would be pleaſed to give me my Blan- 
ket, Knapſack, and a few of my Medicines back again, 
which, as they had taken from me all my Money, would 
in all Lik-lyhood keep me from ſtarving. No, no, 
ſud they, you have got your Life, and go therewith 
about your Buſineſs : Then I very much complained 
of the Cold, and of the many Wounds I had about 
me, deſiring them that if they would not give me back 
my Medicines, they would :t leaſt give me a Pot of 
my Ointment : Vo, u, faid they, for if your Oint- 
ment is ſo very excellent for your Wounds, pray why 
is it not for ours? However, ſaid one of them, here 
take your Blanket and be packing avout your Bufineſs, 
or you will oblige u, to be very angry with you ; to 
to which another of them added, that I was an uncon- 
ſcionable Dog, and if I ſaid another Word, he would 
take my Blanket from me again: Then pray Gentlemen, 
ſaid I, if you will not give me a whole Pot, give ms 
a ſmall Matter of the Ointment at the Bottom of one 
of them : You Dog, ſaid they, you ſhall have none ; 
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and if you dare ſpeak another Word, we will cut off 
your Ears ; at which they went directly from me, 
and without {peaking another Word on either Side, 
left me to conſider the Folly of heaping up Riches, 
as not knowing who ſhall gather them, And now am 
I obliged to travel empty away for Terriedut, as 
you may ſuppoſe, in a very diſconſolate Manner ; and 
in walking but a flow Pace, I got in half an Hour's 
Time to the Gates of the City, which I found to be 


ſhut, and all within very ſilent, therefore I found my- Þ 


{elf obliged to lay me down in one of their burying 
Plices, amongſt the Graves, where I continued till 
Day: light, reflecting on my ſo late Misfortune ; then 
I got me up, and kept walking till the Sun was up, and 
the Gates were opened, when I marched in, and went 
directly to a Friend's Houſe, a Frenc/man, we being 
formerly Fellow Soldiers, and always very intimate 


with one another: I was directly admitted Entrance, | 
and very courteouſly received by him, telling me that! 


he was very glad to ſee me, but to ſee me there at that 


Time very ſorry : y, faid I, what is the Maiter ? | 
I hope there are not more Evils [con about to befall me; | 
if %, I think it will be a very unhappy Time indeed; | 


telling him of my ſo late Misfortunes. Alas ! my 
Friend, ſaid he, that is what I did nit dream of, and 
T am ſincerely ſorry for you ; but what T meant by ſay- 
ing /o, was tending to Matters of another Nature, and 
which is indeed quite different : Pray (ſaid I) what 
may it be? Be, ſaid he, you muſt know that here is 
now in the Town Abdallal Mahomet, one of o/d Muley 
Swine*s natural Sons, who hath lately gained to his 
Intereſt at leaſt one hundred thouſand of the Mountai- 
neers, and was with them about two Months ago at 
Santa Cruz, took it, and with a good Part of the Coun- 
try round, brought it under his Sul jectian, and is now 
forcing all able-bodied Men, who will not voluntarily 
come into his Service; therefore I think it (till he i 
d-parted hence) highly — for you to temain ſe- 
cretly in my Houſe; for ſhuuld hc or any of his People 
happen to ſee you, you would uo Doubt be obliged 1! 
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follow him: Aud whither (ſaid I) does he deſign to gov 
or what may he his Jitenſious? That indeed, ſaid he, 
I cannot particularly tell you, but firſt you may ſuppoſe 
he will ſlrengihen his Party all he can, and then moſt 
likely mate a bold Puſh againſt Mahomet Wolderriva, . 
and the Black Army, for the Empire: Indeed ! ſid 
I, then I find my Wiſhes are (till every Day more and 
more coming about, for if natural Sons thus preſime 
* where there are /o many born under Medoc, there 
8 will no Doubt amongſt them all (as they are ſo many 
Hundred.) rare Work in a very little Time; therefore 
/ I ſhall ſay further to it for the preſent is, May 
* COD increaſe their Mimoſities, and ſend me ſrom a- 
* mongſt them. Indeed, my Friend, ſaid he, happy are 
* thoſe who are out of it; and as to ys, we have already 
ated our Parts very ſufficiently in their bloody Euter- 
prizes: And then I returned again to my late Misfor- 
tune, telling my Fricnd, that in Regard to my future 
Proceedings, I thought the loſs of my Knapſack and 
* Medicines to be (amongſt all my late Loſſes) the great- 
eſt. Well, /aid he, I ſuppoſe I gueſs what you mean, 
* © and it ſhall go very hard, if I do not in a very little 
= © Time procure you ſome other ;” which indeed he 
did the next Day, and then he alſo told me that he 
had been credibly informed that Morning, that A- 
. 3 dallah Mahomet was fully determined to march ths 
Day after with all his People for Morocco: * Very 
Well, aid J, and I the next for Santa Cruz: Pri- 
; 3 © thee, /aid he, don't be ſo very haſty, we may not 
perhaps ſee one another again of a long Time, there- 
f fore pray oblige me with your Company as long as 
you can: © Very well, /aid J, and ſo I will;” as in- 
= dced 1 did till the third Morning; when, after our 
taking our Leave of each other, I departed with my 
Knapſack, a few Medicines, and ſix Blankeels; and 
it being a very dangerous Part of the Country to tra- 
vel through, I travelled on all Day witaout Intermiſ- 
fon, and got about Sun-ſet to T-rroo/!, a Village in- 
the Pariſh of Gi//eemah, near the River Sone, about 
three Leagues ſhort of Santa Cruz, where luckily 
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meeting with two of my old Acquaintance, I was en- 
tertained by them very friendly all that Night: and 
ſetting out thence very early the next Morning, I 
about Ten o'Clock that Forenoon, got well to Saut a 
Cruz, where being before well acquainted, I was kind- 

ly received by the Inhabitants, and treated for two 
Days after a moſt Friendly Manner, though I did not 
think fit to lodge in the Town, but retired at Nights 
to a Cave about a Muſket-ſhot without, where I had 
ſeveral Moers and two Blacks for my Companions ;

ſingle Blankeel, I would go with you: Why, ſaid he, 


if you are in good earneſt, and your Buſineſs will 
dermit you, I will bear your Expences on the Road 
and be helpful to you in every Thing elſe that I can; 
very well, laid I, have a Care, I dont take you at 


your Word, for to be plain with you, you don't know 


how far you have bought me in the Mind of it ; and 
as have very little to do here, a very little furs 
ther Perſuaſion may prevail; well then, ſaid he, we 
will fr go to my Friend's Houſe, and take a Bottle 
upon it, and by that Time we have Finiſhed it, your 
Reſolutions may be better ſettled; as indeed they were, 
beſore our Bottle was half out, giving him my Word 
to go with him, at which he ſeemed, and was I dare 
ſay very glad, telling me that as it was fo far onward 
in the Afternoon, he thought it would be the beſt way 
for us to ſet up there for the Night, and to ſet out ear- 
ly in the Morning; then he order'd for a good Supper, 
after which we drank two Bottles more, and went to 
our reſt. ; 
I was at this Time really better pleaſed, than 1 
had been of a long Time before, and as ſoon as the 
Morning light appeared, I got up and by the Time I 
had ſtepped to the Door to look at the Weather and 
in again, my Comrade was up alſo, and after making 
a good Breakfalt, and taking with us about fix Pounds 
of Bread, we ſet forward together, and got that Even- 
ing without any Diſaſter to Agroot, the little ſiſhing 
Coves before mentioned, in my Travel with the Car- 
rivan to Cuinea; where we met two Moors, juſt arriv- 
ed before us, from H1h4h, a Pariſh about a Days Jour- 
ney in our Way farther on towards Saphee and which 
we muſt be obliged to paſs thro' the next Day, who 
told us, that the Inhabitants of a neighbouring Pariſh 
bores | 10 
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to them were up in Arms againſt them, and proving 
much too ſtrong for their Paciſh, they were obliged to 
fly for their Lives, the greateſt Part of them being 
deſtroyed, and that throughout all that Province were 
the like doings. This ſo terrifyed my Comrade, that 
notwithſtanding his ſo very great Hurry for Saphee, 
and my cheering him all in my Power : yet, could not 
I perſuade him to go with me but very little farther ; 
however, I ſo far prevailed with him as to continue 
with me there, for that Night, and then I thought it 
high Time for to look about me for ſomething for Sup- 
per, but there being nothing to be had we took out our 
Bread, and fell at it, and whilſt we were eating, a 
Moor came to us, deſiring us to look at his Eyes:

© them from ſtarving,” Nothing! /aid he, notwith- 
* ſtanding my Eyes are ſo very bad, I ſee you have got 
very good Bread :* © Yes, /aid 1, and fo we have, but 
© without Thanks to you or any of your Neighbou's ; 
© for we brought it with us from Santa Cruz: In- 
« deed! /aid he, then I will tell you for your Com- 
fort, if you will look at my Eyes, and help me all. 
© in your Power, I will give you a dried Haike, and 
© ſome very good Oil: © Very well, /aid J, you ſpeak. 
© like an honeſt Man, and therefore pray haſten and 
| ſhew yourſelf fo, and after Supper we will do ſome- 
what for you;' and which indeed he did in good Ear- 
neſt, bringing usa midling Haike, and about a Pint of 
Oil, and making us a Fire broil'd the Fiſh, and we ſoon. 
made a very hearty Supper on it, when we gave him a 
Paper of our purging Powders, to prepare his Body 
againſt the Morning, and lay us down under a Fig Tree 
in the Court, for the Night: At Day-break we got up, 
and without doing any farther Miſchief to our laſt. 
Night's Benefactor, we ſet out, and travelled on far- 
ther together about two Leagues, which brought us 
to- 
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to the Foot of the Mountain Gorraſurnee, where the 
Spaniards Heart failing him, he told me plainly that. 
he would not for that Time, travel on any further in 
that Road, was he ſure to get by it a hundred Ducats, 
but that he was re ſolv'd to return again to his Houſe 
at Terrident, till the Country was again a little better 
ſettled ; and if J would go with him, I ſhould on 
his Honour be very heartily welcome; I told him, 
that I altogether as heartily thanked him, but as I 
was got over my Journey fo far, I was thoroughly 
reſolv'd to ſee it out, be the Conſequence what it 
would; fo after ſharing our little Bread, and few 
Medicines, we parted, him back towards Terrident, 
and I forward towards Saphee, travelling up the 
Mountain as faft as I could, tho' before I had got 
gots at the Top of it, I very unhappily met with 
our Ruffian Moors, armed with Muſkets, and long 
murdering Knives, who immediately without aſking 
me any the leaſt Queſtion, fell to rifling me, ſtrip- 
ped me quite naked, and -were going off with my 
Knapſack and Blanket, when I earneltly intreated 
them to give me them back again, for that I had 
nothing eiſe to depend on for a Livelihood, butt a 
few Mcdicines I had therein, and nothing to cover 
me from the Inclemeney of the Air, but that old Gar- 
ment; © you lye, you Raſcal, ſaid one of them, it is 
© a very good one, and therefore you ſhall not have it:“ 
Pray then, Sir, /aid J, let me have my Knapſack, 
© Ay, ay, ſays another, let him have it, for it can 
© be of no Benefit to us, and may very likely kcep 

© him from ſtarving.” f 
So through the Means of a conſcientious Thief, I 
had my Knapſack and few Medicines back again; I 
-then travelled on quite naked, till I had got two 
Leagues farther up the Mountain, where I to my great 
Satisfaction came to three Houſes, out of one of which 
came an old Woman, who ſeem'd to pity my Condi- 
tion very much, ond gave me a Piece of an old Blan- 
ket, a Diſh of Butter-Milk, and ſome Jerrodes or Lo- 
cuſts, with which they are viſited once in {ix or 2 
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Years to that Degree, ſwarming in from Seaward up- 
on tkem, in ſuch incredible Multitudes, as even to 
darken the Air, and at once overſpreading a whole 
Province eat up every green Leaf and Herb; ſo that 
the Fields and Trees look all one as they do in the 
bleakeſt Winter; theſe Inſects are not only in numer- 
able, but of a large Size, ſome of them at leaſt two 
Inches long, and about the Bigneſs of a Man's Thumb; 
they are really good eating and in Taſte moſt like 
Shrimps, and are by the Inhabitants, firſt purging them 
with Water and Salt, boil'd in new Pickle, and then 
laid up in dry Salt by way of Reſerve: After this 
good Woman had thus kindly uſed me, and given me 
{ome more of the Jerrodes to carry with me, one of 
her Neighbours happening to come by, and taking 
alſo ſome Pity on me, gave me a Piece of another 
old Blanket, ſo as I was between them both pretty 
well cover'd again, and really thought myſelt well off, 
travelling cheerfully on to the Houſe of an old Ac- 
quaintance, by Trade a Shoemaker, who made me 
very welcome, took off from me my old Rags, and 
gave me a very good Blanket; and as he knew I full 

intended to ſtay with him for the Night, he order'd his. 
Wife to get ready ſome G:/ca/ove for my Supper; and 
in the Morning for my Breakfaſt ſome Zumineeta, 
which is Barley roaſted in a Pan over the Fire, much 
in like Nature of Coffee, then it is ground down by 
a Hand-Mill, and after it is clean from the Bran it is 
mix'd with Water, and is very often carried with 
them in a little Bag to their Labour, or on a Jour- 
Rey, and when they are d ſpos'd to refreſh themſelves, 
they take out ſome of this Zumineceta into a little 
Cup, they generally carry with them for that Pur- 
pole, mix it with ſome Water, an! drink it off, being 
much after the Scotch Faſhion ; with this only Differ- 
ence, that, being plain Oatmeal, this, Barley roaſted, 
and on this I travelled all that Day, getting towards 
Night to the Parith of Ilagurt, where I very luckil 

happen'd to meet with a very friendly and hoſpitable 
Houle, getting a good Supper and Lodging, aud the 
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next Morning a goed Breakfaſt : I travell'd merrily on 
all that Day; and without any Accident, got before 
Night to Shedemah, which I found to be engag'd in 
Quarrel with 44h a neighbouring Pariſh, and here I 
am oblig'd, on Account of thoſe Civil Diſſentions, 
to lie by for ſixteen Days, and really a good Part of 
it in a miſerable Condition; being oblig'd as Proviſi- 
ons were ſcarce to borrow a Point of the Law, or 
ſtarve, living altogethcr on raw Carrots; though in- 
deed I had them for the firit three Days with Permiſ- 
fon, but wearing out my welcome, I was afterwards 
oblig'd to go into the Gardens at Nights, and take 
them after a clandeſtine Manner; and this ſhould I 
have been oblig'd to have continued longer, had I not 
very accidentally happen'd to meet a Moor, who had 
ſeen me ſomewhere before ſelling my Medicines, who 
earneſtly entreated me to go with him to his Houſe, 
to ſee his Wife, who he ſaid was very much indiſpo. 
ſed, as indeed ſhe really was, for at my coming, I 
found her to be in a high Fever, being in a dry burn- 
ing Heat and very reſtleſs; and now was I at a ſtand 
for ſome Time how to manage, for as this was what 
I had never practis'd before in, I knew not for ſome 
Time what to do with her, eſpecially as I had loſt my 
Lancet and Burning-Iron; however, I thought my- 
ſe lf oblig'd to do ſomething, and therefore I was re- 
ſoly'd to put her to Sleep, in order to which I delir'd 
the Man to ſend ſome body directly to gather ſome 
Poppy Flowers, which being ſoon brought in, I boil'd 
a Handful of them in Water, ſtrain'd it off, ſweetened 
it with Honey, and gave her about half a Pint of it 
to drink, which threw her in a very little Time into 
a great Sweat, and ſound Sleep; when her Huſband 
and I fell at a good Bowl of Gz/caſſoe, filld our Bel- 
lies, and went to Sleep alſo; early in the Morning, 
my Patient and I happen'd to awake much about the 
ſame Time, which was indeed very much to my Sa- 
tisfaction, for to be plain, I thought the would have 
ſlept much longer; however, be that as it will, ſhe 
was revived to a very great Degree, and grew ROY 
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well in a few Days, praying for the Doctor, and no- 
thing ſhe had was too good for him; and at my Re- 


queſt, ſhe (after giving me two Gold Ducats) defir'd © 


her Huſband to convey me ſafe thence to the Caſtle 
of Alalben-Hammeduſh, where I was oblig'd, on 
Account of a Report there of a great Party of the 
& Mountaineers baving been very troubleſome a few 
Days before at Saphee, getting over the Walls, and 
killing the Centinels, &c. to remain ſeven Days ; du- 
ring which I was (through Means of ſome old Ac- 
quaintance I met with there) well taken Care of, 
and never failed of my Belly full thrice every Day; 
and there being a very dangerous Wood to travel 
through between that and Saphee, it being the gene- 
ral Rendezvous of a Gang of mercileſs Thieves, who 
generally ſtripped and murdered all that came in their 
Way, inſomuch that it was even impracticable for 
any going ſingle, or but a few together, to eſcape 
them; therefore, when any of the People had Oeca- 
ion to go that Way, they gave timely Notice round 
the Neighbourhood, ſo that they might muſter up a 
Party well armed. This Wood is plentifully ſtor'd 
with certain Trees call'd Argoa, growing to a very 
large Size, and their Branches ſpreading a vaſt Cir. 
cumference, which are full of long Prickles, much in 
like Nature to a Thorn, bearing great Plenty of a 
Fruit (if it may be properly ſo call'd) much like a 
Peach in Shape and Smell, though none can cat of 
them ; however, when they are ripe, and fallen off 
the Trees, the Inhabitants carefully gather them off 


the Ground, and make thereof (that is to ſay, of cer- 


taia ſmall Stones growing in the Middle, the outer 
Part being no other than a Shell or Huſk) a very good 
Sort of Oil, by grinding them. ſmall, by which Means 
an Oil comes torth, which is uſed in moſt of their 
Eating, and eſteem'd amongſt them by far preferable 
to that of their Olives. And now am I about to beat 
up the Quarters of theſe deſperate Out-Laws; for on 
the eighth Day, very early in the Morning, I ſet out 
in Company with about thirty Mcors well arm'd, hav- 
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ing with them ſeveral Camels and Mules, laden with 
their Merchandize, as Argon Oil, Barbary Skins, &c. 
for Saphee, paſſing on till we bad got over the better 
half of this Wood, without any Thing remarkable; 
when we came up with ſeven Moors, viz. four Men 
and three Women, three of the Men juſt expiring, 
and the fourth with the Women, very much wound- 
ed, lying quite naked on the Ground, being (they fail) 
thus uſed by a Party of the Mountaineers about an 
Hour before we came up with them, and that on No- 
tice of our Approach, they in a very great Hurry left 
them. This put our Merchants into a great Fright, 
and they conſulted amongſt themſelves for a long 
Time, if it would be beſt for them to proceed, or to 
go back again; to which I anſwer'd, that as we were 
got over the better half of our Journey, it would be 
altogether as great, nay the greater Hazard of the 
two, to go backward than forward, for. that they 
might depend the Vi'lains were nearer to us than®they 
imagin'd; and ſhould we offer to go back it would but 
ſhew our Fear, and then they would no Doubt ſoon 
become the more bold; whercas, if we continu'd our 
March boldly on, and kept a good Look-out, they 
would not dare to approach us, as (by their running 
away at our Approach) ſeem'd to me tobe very plain: 
On which it was agreed by all to travel on; and after 
taking up the three Women and the wounded Man, 
(che other three being then dead, we proceeded, and 
got without any other Hindrance, about Two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, to Saphee, where I paſſed 
for a Day or two for one of the People belonging to 
the Carravan ; and, as you may ſuppoſe, Ilook'd ſnarp 
ont for a Veſſel, but could not find any one to my 
Mind; not but here were two, and one belonging to 
Tae Bauder, of Fluſhing, my firit Couliny we 
eing Siſters Children; however, though I met him 

| Twice, and my Blood boil'd in my Veins at the Sight 
of him, yet did we not ſpeak on either Side, which 
was no Doubt a very great Misfortune to me; for had 
he known who 1 was, he would, I am well a 
ave 
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have carty'd me with him, and thereby have prevent- 
ed me from many troubleſome and eminent Dangers 
which happen'd to me, during the Time that I was 
oblig'd to ſtay longer in Barbary, through this Omil- 
fion : My Abode at Saphee was no more than ſixteen 
Days, during which I often frequented the Houſe of 
Monſieur Pedro Po:lze, a French Merchant, who was 
extreamly kind to me, and with whom I always met 
with a very friendly Entertainment, and I had amongſt 
his Servants (though they were poor enough) twelve 
Blankeels, over and above the Maſter's Liberality, 
and thæy otherwiſe did me all the good Offices in their 
Power; however, notwithſtanding all this kind Treat- 
ment, I was more down in the Mouth now than I 
bad been from my firſt ſetting out from Mequinez, 
reſlecting on the many Hardſhips and Dangers I had 
thitherto undergone, and ſtill no manner of Appear- 
ance of an Alteration ; when who ſhould happen to 
comp into my Mind, but the black Propheteſs, whom 
I met with at Meguinex the Day before my ſetting 
out, and very particularly how ſhe had told me, th. 
I ſhould meet with a great many Difliculties before I 
got off; which indeed, I knew ſo far, to my very 
great Diſcomfort, to be true, and therefore I was re- 
ſolv'd with Patience to wait the Event of what was 
to come. That Night, on my lying down to my 
Reſt, and reflecting on my Dreamas in the Cave at 
Santa Cruz, I was (on my falling into a Slumber) 
again hurry'd after a very ſurprizing Manner, my black 
Propheteſs, to my ſeeming, taking me by the Hand, 


and telling me with a ſmiling Aſpe&t, looking me full 


in the Face, that I was a very fainthearted Soldier, 
for that I could not thitherto charge her with any 
Thing the had told me concerning my Eſcape, more 
than I had found to be true; for notwithſtanding I 
had thitherto ſutfer'd a great deal, yet was I {till out 
of the Hands of the Enemy , therefore, as ſhe had 
told me before to keep a good Heart, and my own 
Secrets, ſo muſt I continu» to do, and my Redempti- 
on would ſoon be accompliſh'd ; and for me to abide 
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where IT then was any longer would be altogether out 
of my Way, for that was not the Place for me to find 
a Ship for my Purpoſe, I having yet many more Dif- 
ficulties to undergo; however, I ſhould continue my 


Reſolutions, and all would end well to my Saitsfac- | 


tion: Then to my ſeeming ſhe was going off, and I 
ſtruggling to detain her longer, ſtarted up and found 
all this to be no more than a Dream; and after re- 
flecting thereon for ſome ſhort Time, I fell again into 
a Doze, and again dreamt the ſame, and further, that 
I ſhould haſten to the j//adea, and there I ſhould 
find Things more to my Content. As ſoon as the 
Day-Light appear'd, I got up to conſult myſelf fur- 
ther about the Journey, A0 in a very little Time I 
was fully reſolv'd thereon ; however, I conſider'd that 
it might be very proper, if I could, to procure me 
ſome Company ; but though I look'd out very ſharp, 
yet could J not all that Day meet with any to my 
Mind; however, I the next Day met with a Mulatto, 
one of my old Soldiers, and after telling him that I 
was very glad to ſee him, I aſk'd him what Buſineſs 
had call'd him thither ; to which he anſwer'd me, 
None further than my own Curioſity : Then old Friend, 
faid I, you had as well go with me to Willadea, hence 
about twelre Leagues; to which he readily conſented, 
and as readily travell'd on with me, and got that E- 
vening into the Middle of a large Wood, where we 
ſcund half a Dozen inhabited Tents, and in one of 
them got our Supper and Lodging: Setting out early 
thence the next Morning, we got about Noon to 
Willadea off Marcegengue, the Portugueze Garriſon, 
about fifteen Leagues: Here I found two Brigantines 
and a Sloop; and of one of the former, n Sim- 
mons of Penryn, one of my old School-Fellows, hap- 
pen'd to be Commander; with whom I ſoon renew'd 
my Acquaintance, and found him and his People ex- 
treamly civil to me; but he being, poor Man, very 
ſick, departed this Life in a few Weeks after, whicn 
was a very great Diſappointment to me, and I was 


really very much troubled at it, Now finding mw 
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ſions ro be very dear here, through Means of the 
Meori/h Butchers and Bakers impoſing upon the 
Chriſtians, felling their Beef at Three-Pence per 

Pound, and Bread in Proportion, I (at the Requeſt 

of the Ships Maſters) went to the Markets or Fairs in 

the Province of Ducullah, about five, or ſometimes 

ſeven Leagues off, and bought Bullocks and Sheep 

according as they wanted, driving them to the Water 

Side ; where the Sailors convey'd them on board, and 

neatly butcher'd them; and reckoning all Charges, 

the Meat did not come to more than three Farthings 

a Pound, a middling Bullock coſting in the Market 

about thirty Shillings, and a very large Sheep fix: 

After which I lived altogether on Shipboard, and the 

Merchants, Cc. were extreamly kind to me. 

ONE Day I being on Shore as a Linguiſt, two of 
the Mooriſh Merchants came to me, viz. £/haſh Ma- 
homet Beuino and Elhaſh Abſolom Benino, being Un- 
ele and Nephew, (the Word E/haſh ſignifying as 
much as if they had been at Mecca to viſit the Tomb 
of their Prophet Mahomer; after which E/haſh is 
added to their former Names) deſiring me to do 
them a Favour; I told them I would with all my 
Heart, fo far as it might be in my Power; which in- 
deed, as they had been before ſo very kind to me, I 
thought I could not in Gratitude refuſe, though I muſt 
confeſs, I thought it to be ſomething of another Na- 
ture, relating to the Ships Maſters, or the like; when 
they, to my very great Surprize, told me that I muſt 
go to Sauta Cruz, with ſome Letters; and as I had 
given them my Word before, to ſerve them all in my 
Power, I took the Letters, and after they had given 


me Money to defray my t xpence on the Road, I went 


directly out of the Town, and as I travelled very 
bard, I got that Evening to Saphee, though indeed I 
happen'd to be very ill receiv d there, very unluckily 
meeting there Muley Abdallah's Mother, and with 
her a ſtrong Guard, going in Queſt of him, who de- 
manded of me whence I came and whither I was go» 
ing to: To which I anſwer'd them, that I did not 
Cc 3 know 
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know: Then (faid they) what Buſineſs have yu 
gere? and (as knowing me before) why don't you 
follow your old Maſler? Follow bim! faid I, I wiſh 
any of you would be fo good to direct me how to pro- 
ceed, for I have hitherto travelled many a weariſome 
and dangerous Step in ſeeking him, and, by all I can 
find, I am ſtill as far off from my deſired End as 
ever : Why ({1id they) he is actually at Teſſout, and 
# hither are we direcih going to him, and you ſhall 
a gowith ut, for you ſeem to be bound another Courſe: 
Ready, Gentlemen, ſaid I, Icannot imagine what can 
indice you to entertain ſuch a Notion of me, which 
I am well ſatisfied our Riyal Maſter would not, for 
he cannot but remember, when he was firſt driven out 
by the Blacks, in favour of Muley Aly, how I join'd 
him and his ſmall Number at Bolowan, following him 
and his hard Fortune to Terrident, and brought him 
back again to his former Right ana Dignity, and now 
you jay I am about to deſert him: No, no, Gentlemen, 
had I nit a ſincere Regard for him, what could have 
hindred my kind Reception with Mahomet Wolderiva ; 
JT hope you think me as good a Soldier as any of you, 
aud that I dare do as much for my Emperor; and all 
this, I ſay, he very well knows, as having very ſuf< 
ficiently tried mes Judeed (ſaid one of them) you talk 
very big; and faith (ſays another) / he does; for 
my. Part, I dent think but what he has Money about 
him : On which they felt the Corners of my Blanket, 
found all my Money, and took it every Penny from 
me, though they did not find the Letters; and then 
they kept me under a ſtrong Guard till about Mid- 
night, by which Time (they having laid out all my 
Money in Brandy) they were drunk enough, and all 
ſnoring one againſt another; when I taking up one 
of their Muſkets, Ammunition, and Scymiter, gave 
them the Slip, and travell'd on all the Kemainder of 
that Night (avoiding that dangerous Wood) and the 
next Day, till I got me to the Province of Shade - 
mah, where, as I had no Money, I made bold to fell 
the Muſket andAmmunition, and after I had refreſtt'd 
| — my ſelf, 
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myſelf, I travell'd on, and in four Days more (with 
out any other Misfortune on the Road) I got with my 
Scymiter to Santa Cruz, and ſafely deliver'd the Let- 
ters to A>/olom Tooby a Mooriſh Merchant, as direct- 
ed ; during the two Days he was in preparing his An- 
fwers, I vifited my old Acquaintance, and ſold the 
Scymiter, thinking my old Knapſack and a few worth- 
bels Medicines to be by far the better Arms for me; 
and finding there no Shipping, I got the Anſwers to 
my Letters, ſome Bread, and a ſmall Matter of Mo- 
ney, and therewith directly went out of the Town 
and back for the Wil//adea, as faſt as I could; and as 
it was then full Fonr of the Clock in the Afternoon, 
I could get no farther that Night than to the River 
Tammorot, where I had the Company of ſome Tra- 
vellers, alſo reſting there with their Camels, and in 
the Morning I travell'd on with them, and kept them 
Company as far as Hahah, where I met with an old 
Acquaintance, and lodged with him that Night; and 
very early the next Morning I fat merrily forwards to- 
wards Sego/ule, till about Noon; when, having got 
within half a Mile of it, I ſaw a Moor lying quite 
naked in my Road, with his Throat cut, breathing 
his laſt ; which foon damp'd my Mirth, and in leſs 
than half an Hour after I met the Murderers, and 
ſtood more than a fair Chance of ſharing the ſame 
Fate, they coming directly upon me, {tripping me 
quite naked, and taking from nfe all but my Life, 
which I earneſtly implor'd them to ſpare, for that I 
was a poor miſerable Wretch travelling the Country 
for my Subſiſtence, by way of carrying Letters from 
one Merchant to another, and that I had no other 
Way whereby to get my Bread, and that I ſhould think 
myſelf to be for ever oblig'd to them, if they would 
give me my Letters back again, for that they could 
not be of any Service to them but to thoſe to whom 
dire&ed, moſt likely of a great deal; which, after 
much Intreaty they conſented to give me, together 
with my Life, and ſent me away in a miſerable Con- 
dition, though indeed I expected a great deal woes 

an 
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and therefore I was very glad with the Loſs of my 
Blanket and Knapſack, to compound for my Life: 
And now am I travelling on quite naked for the 
Mountain Jdoworfcern, which indeed was but hurry- 
ing myſelf from one bad Evil into a worſe, for on 
my gaining about two Thirds of the Height, I was 
at once ſurrounded by about 6000 Horſe and Foot, 
and ſtrictly examin'd what I was, whence I came, 
whithcr going, my Buſineſs, Cc. I told them that I 
was a Letter- Carrier, come from Santa Cruz, and 
going to the MWilladea : Very /ikely, ſaid one of them 
to the reſt of his Companions, for I ſee the Letters 
in his Hand; but (ſaid another of them) how came 
you to be naked? I told him that I happen'd to meet 
that Forenoon ſome Gentlemen on the Road, who had 
taken my Blanket from me; however, they were ſo 
civil as to give me the Letters back again: As tothe 
Letters, ſaid he, they could be of no Service, but J 
think they were very great Fools they had not cut 
your Throat, for in ſhort, you Dog, you are a Spy, 
and come to take Notice of our Strength and Ations; 
alas, Gentlemen, ſaid I, I am a moſt unfit Perſon for 
4 Spy, neither did I ever hear of any ſuch Troops 10 
be gathered hereabout ; and therefore I humbly en- 
treated they would be ſo good as to kt me go about 
my Buſineſs ; but inſtead of this, they ſoon laid hold 
en my Arms and Throat, and had there not been one 
amongſt them who knew me formerly at Mequinez, 
they would no Doubt have ſoon. hauled me in Piece- 
meals, but he ſlepping forth, deſir'd them not to be 
in a Hurry to take away my Life, for that he believ'd 
me innocent, and if they were willing, of -it, be 
would carry me for that Night to his Tent, and it 
in the Morning, they thought me worthy of Death, 
T ſhould be executed in Sight ef the Women ; which 
being agreed to, he order'd me to follow him, and 
conducted me ſafe home in a very little Time, tel- 
ling me in a moſt friendly Manner, not to be afraid, 
for that he would warrant to protect me from their 
Rage, and that after I had retreſh'd me by a good Sup- 
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per, he would ſet me again at Liberty; 3 here, ſaid 
e, firſt take this old Blanket, which is better than 
none, aud put it about you ; and whilſt the Cr/caſſoe 
was making ready for our Supper, I aſk'd him what 
thoſe People were, and what might be their Intentions 
in gathering into ſuch a Body? Why really, ſaid he, 
I am almoſt aſhamed to tell you, and much more that 
IJ. ſhould happen to be amongſt them; for notwithſt aud- 
ing they are my Countrymen, yet do I think their Ar- 
tions to be moſt unwarrantable; however, I am con- 
ſtrained for the preſent to come into the Meaſures 
with them; not but could they be contented to labour 
but a very little, they night live very well on the 
Fruits of it, as having Land ſufficient to employ 4 
far greater Number, allotted them by old Muley 
Swine on his firſt ſettling them here; and as they 
increaſed in Number, ſo did he alſo increaſe their 
Territories: Pray, ſaid I, how long have they been 
here, and for what Reaſon were they brought? Why, 
faid he, you muſt know they were no more at firſt than 
five hundred of both Sexes, being Inhabitants of the 
Deſerts, and nearly allied to one of Muley Swine's 
Wives, (they being as they term themſelves @ better 
Sort of Laurbs) and were here brought in the Begin- 
ning of his Reign, behaving in his Life-Time tolera- 
bly well, though ſoon aſter his Death, the Breed being 
very much increaſed, they grew as rebellious as you 
pleaſe, and aſter Muley Abdallah's being driven out a 
ſecond Time, I (to ſhuna greater Evil) join'd them; 
not that I am any way related to any of them, I being 
born in Mcquinez, though indeed of Laurbiſh Parents: 
but the C caſſoe being brought before us, he left off 
that Diſcourſe, deſiring me to fall to, and feed hear- 
ty, which indeed (my Condition confidered) I did 
and made a good Supper in little Time ; when he told 
me, he doubted ſome of his Neighbours would come 
to look after me, and therefore he would ſhew me ont 


into the Mountain; and after giving me all friendly 


Inſtructions, and telling me he would anſwer to his 


Comrades tor my Eſcape, he left me to ſhift wor oe 
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ſelf: I climbed up the Mountain as faſt as T could, 
however, though I was deſtitute of Company then, 
I had not gone but very little farther, before I had 
Company enough, and indeed more than I deſired ; 
but on my hearing the Jackals coming yelping to- 
wards me, I betook myſelf to a Tree; where 1 had 
not been but a very ſhort Time, before my Tree was 
ſurrounded by a vaſt Number of wild Beaſts; ma- 
King a frightful Noiſe, and ſo continued till Day- 
| break; however as I knew myſelf to be out of their 
Reach, I thought myſelf far better off than to be a- 
mongſt my laſt Night's Laurbi/h Gentry; and as the 
Day came on, they got them away to their Dens, 
when I came down from the Tree, and ſcrambled up 
the Mountain as faſt as I could, till I gained the 
Height and quite down on the other Side, without 

eing any of my laſt Night's Companions, ſave only 
two Tygers, which I patſed without receiving any 
Hurt from them. 

Now am I, to my very great Satisfaction, got 
clear out of the Territories of my Laurbi/h Fhemies, 
and fafely arriv d near the Walls of a well-built Houſe ; 
when, being exceſſive weary and very drowzy, I laid 
me down in the Sun, and ſoon fell into a ſound Sleep, 

out of which I was as ſoon roured by the Maſter of 
the Houſe, aſking me who I was, whence I c.me, 
and what Buſinels I had there? I told him from 
Santa Cruiz, going to the [iiladea, and that I was 
oblig'd all the laſt Night to keep myſelf in a Tree, 
out of the Reach of the wild Beaſts : Very well, faid 
he, and a good Shiſt too; then I told him how (at 
my pailing by ſuch a Place the Evening before) I was 
ſurrounded by a vaſt Number of arm'd Men, and that 
I very narrowly eſcap'd with my Life, being really 
put in a very great Fright: O, ſaid he, if that was 
all, I think you are very well of, for they are a Pact 
7 the vileſt Villains in Barbary, and generally mur- 

r all they meet with ; I heard their Fire Yeſterday, 
prey was you there then? I told him yes, and thro' 
what Means I got out of their Hands: Get you 


out

din of the Sun, ſaid he, and lie you down in that 
Shed in the Shade; and when I had ſlept a good Nap, 
he brought me out ſome Butter-Milk and Cuſcaſſoe for 
my Breakf.ſt ; with which being wonderfully re- 
freſh'd, I (after returning him my moſt humble and 
hearty Thanks) travcll d briſkly on, and got me that 
Night to the Province of Shade9h, (where, at my 
going aut, I had fold my Muſket and Ammunition) 
and here I ſlept that Night; and ſetting out thence 
early in the Morning, I happen'd to meet about Ten 
of the Clock that Forenoon, at the Foot of the Moun- 
tain 7395:/ Neddecd, or the Mountain. of Iron, with 
five Foot-Pads, and from whom thinking to get off 
to a little Houſe hard by, I ran with all the Speed I 
could; however, I was ſoon overtaken by a very 
ſpeedy Meſſenger, being w ounded by a Muſket Shot 
in my Right Thigh, paſſing between my Legs, and 
grazing; about half an Inch within the Fleſh, which 
flacken'd my Pace to that Degree, that they were 
ſoon up with me, and gave me the moſt ſevere Dry- 
beating had ever met with before; though on ſome 
Paſſengers coming by, they made off as faſt as they 
could, and I making a bad Shift (which is better 
than none) got with much Pain to the Houſe, where 
I yot me ſome Herbs and ſtaunched the Blood, of 
which T had really loſt a great deal. Here I got a 
Lodging for that Night, and ſume Cuſcaſſoe for my 
Supper, and notwithſtanding my Wound, ſlept very 
well, and early che next Morning went mping on, 
and got that Day in ſome Pain to the River Tenſreft, 
near which ſtood a Caſtl- belonging to Ele benbame- 
duſh, one of their great Men, und where I found re- 
fiding a great many Jews, from whom I had ſome 
Remedies for my Wound, and a good Supper, and 
very civil Entertainment for the Night : Early ia the 
Morning, after getting a good Breakfaſi, and dreſſing 
my Wound, I travelPd ſlowly on, till avoiding that 
dangerous Wood, and a little before Night got to 
Saphee, though I did not think it fit to go into the 
Town, but lodg'd in a little Houſe without, Where! 
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got me ſome Cuſcaſſoe amongſt the Family for my 
Supper, and in a very little Time after I had fill'd my 
Belly, I lay me down to my Reſt; but never was I 
more hurried by Dreams, as how I ſhould be at the 
IWilladea, where methought I happen'd to meet with 
a Commander of a Veſſel, and who, though I had 
never ſeen him before, yet did he in a molt Chriſtian» 
like and courteous Manner offer (without my aſking 
him) to carry me off with him at all Hazards ; which 
at my Intervals from Slumber, I could not all that 
Night put out of my Head, but what it muſt be ſome- 
what more than imaginary, for to my Mind I plainly 
faw him, convers'd with him, and found him in eve- 
ry Point to be a compleat Man ; and getting up very 
early, I travell'd flowly on till about Noon, when LI 
met a ſingle Mor, and I not at all liking his Coun- 
tenance, as ſuppoſing him (as indeed he really was) 
one of their Foot-Pads, | began to conſider with my- 
ſelf how to behave to him, and he ſeeing me limp- 
ing, gave him no Doubt the greater Aſſurance ; there- 
fore, coming directly to me with a Piſtol cock'd in 
his Hand, and preſenting it cloſe to my Breaſt, hein 
an inſolent Manner demanded what I had about me; 
I told him I had Nothing that was worth his Accep- 
, tance, unleſs he would be pleaſed to accept of my 
Blanket: 7 hen you Dog, ſaid he, why dot you tate 
it off * That, Sir, ſaid I, is /con done, flipping it 
directly off my Shoulders, and in a ſeeming Fright 
preſenting it into his Hand, and he not being very 
ready to take ho!d of it, I threw it at once over his 
Head, and ſoon gave him to underſtand that I was a 
true Coruiſhman; for notwithſtanding my Wound, I 
claſp'd my Right Arm about his Neck, ſtuck to him 
with my lame Hip, and ſoon had him on his Back on 
the Ground, when I inſtantly decided the Diſpute 
who ſhould have my old Blanket; in ſhort, as he had 
ſo much Mind to it, I left it for him, taking his. and 
alter giving him a farewel Pounce, went off with his 
Piſtol and ammunition, and got that Nig t into the 
Middle of the Wood, and lodg'd in the ſame Tent I 

formerly 
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formerly did at my firſt going that Way with the Mr. 
latto, and where I was again very kindly entertain'd, 
mſomuch that I thought myſelf oblig'd to make a 
Preſent to mine Hoſt of the Piſtol, of which he was 
not a little proud, and very early in the Morning 
provided ſome Cuſcaſſoe for my Breakfaſt ; after 
which I ſet merrily forward, and about Noon got well 
to the Wiiladea, and ſafely deliver'd my Merchants 
the Anſwers to their Letters; and before I had the 
Power to give them an Account of my miſerable Jour- 
ney, I am hurried by the Merchants on board a Ce- 
noeſe Brig, telling me that A>/o/om Gandeele was then 
in the Town, and ſhould he happen to ſee me, he 
would no Doubt carry me with him : This Brig was 
firſt commanded by Capt. Milſon, an Engliſhman, 
(who was about three Months before unfortunately 
drowned at Saphee) and then by a Sweed his chief 
Mate, with whom, as the Brig was there before I 
went to Santa Cruz with the Letters, I was before well 
acquainted, and with the reſt of the Crew, ſoI went 
directly on board, and was very courteouſly received 
by them, telling me that they were very glad to ſee 
me come back well, and that they had been at a very 
great Loſs, during my Abſence, for a Linguiſt, aſk- 
ing me if I had din'd, and if I would cat any Mul- 
lets: Yes, ſaid I, with all my Heart; when they 
directly order'd the Cook to fry ſome for me, and 
whilſt they were frying, I aſk'd the Mate what Snow 
that was to Windward of us; he told me one Capt. 
Toobin, of Dublin, who came in about four Days be- 
fore, and that he had met with a great deal of Trouble 
by Way of the Moori/þ Merchants, on Account of 
his Freight: Indeed faid I, pray what Manner of a 
Man is he? Why really, ſaid he, a very jolly well 
aiſcours'd Man, ſo far as hade yet ſeen of him: 


Pray, ſaid I, is he a Man of a pretty big Stature 2 


Yes, faid he, he is a very luſly Man: Well, faid I, 
Twiſh I could ſee him Why, ſaid he, that you may 
Joon do, for he is as well as us in a very great Strait 


for a Linguiſt ; when, on the Cook's telling us that 
D d the 
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the Fiſh were ready, we went into the Cabbin to Din- 
ner, and before we had finiſh'd, Capt. Toobin came on 
board, and the Moment I ſaw him, I was thorough- 
ly perſuaded with myſelf that he was actually the ſame 
that I had ſo lately. ſeen in my Dream at Saphee, and 
ſoon found him to be under ſome Diſtreſs; and on 
his underſtanding me to be an Fugliſiman, he alk'd 
me if I would go with him on board his Ship; Itold 
him, Yes (if he thought I might be of any Service 
to him there) with all my Heart; ſo I ſtepp'd into 
the Boat along with him, and we were ſoon on board, 
carrying me dire&!y into his Cabbin, and after drink- 
ing a chearing Cup of Wine, he aſk'd me how long I 
had been in Barbary ; I told him, ever ſince the 
Commencement of the twelfth Year of my Age, it 
being then the twenty-third Year of my Captivity : 
Alas!. poor Man, ſaid he, a long Captivity. indeed! 
but could not you in all this Time find Means to /. 
cape? I told him I had often endeavour'd it, even 
to the very great Hazard of my Life, but I was al- 
ways ſo unhappy to be intercepted, telling him of my 
ſeveral Diſappointments that Way, and what Diffi- 
culties and Dangers I had undergone to get thither, 
and that though I hanged off and on at Santa Cruz 
for three or four Months, and there were during that 
Time ſeveral, Engli/h Veſſels, yet could not I meet 
with any ſo Chriſtian- like Commander, as to carry me 
off with him: No ſaid he, then they were a Parcel 
of brutiſh Fellqws ; and I tell you, for your Comfort, 
that you have met with a Chriſtian at la,, and here's 
my Hand (giving it into mine) to /erve you all in 
my Power, therefore don't deſpair, for I am fully de- 
termined to carry you with me, even to the Hazard 
of my 1 and be the, Conſequenee what it will. 
This he {poke with ſo much Sincerity of Heart, and 
tender Feeling of my ſad Caſe, that he could not for- 
bear weeping ; which you may ſuppoſe rais'd my Joy 
to that Degree at his 10 tender Behaviour, that I could 
not forbear to keep him Company, 

| : Tus 
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perty; therefore he ſhould get the Veſſel in Readineſs 
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Tavs far is my Dream come to paſs, the Captain 
telling me further, that if I was any ways apprehen- 
ſive of the leaſt Danger of my appearing in publick, 
he would keep me cloſe on board the Veſſel: I told 
him that I was at a Loſs in what Terms to expreſs my 
Gratitude ; however, I did not doubt but that Time 
might put it in my Power to make him ſome Recom- 
pence; but as I was then in more than ordinary Fa- 
vour with the Merchants, I thought there would be 
no Occaſion for my keeping myſelf cloſe ; however, 
T would be frequently with him on board, and do him 
by way of Linguiſt all the moſt faithful Services and 
good Offices in my Power; for which, indeed, he 
had an Occaſion very often after, for he had, as it 
were, but juſt mention'd his Merchant, (who he faid 
ow'd him four hundred Ducats for Freight, and that 
he was under no little Fear of loſing it, for that he 
did not like his frequent Put-offs) but the Boy came 
down, and told the Captain he was coming on board; 
at which he ſtepp'd upon the Deck, and receiv'd him 
at the Ship's Side; and he ſeeming to be in a very 
great Fright and Hurry, order'd me to tell the Cap» 
tain the following terrifying Lye, viz. That an Or- 
der was juſt then come from Muley Abdallah, by 
Way of Torbehalluſab, the Governor of Ducullah, 
to ſeize all the Chriſizan Veſſels, to make Slaves of 
the Men, and to apply I thei: Cargoes to his Pro- 


as ſoon as poſſibly he could, and alliſt him all in his 
Power in carrying off Part of the Corn then on 
board the Ger0-/e Brig, which was ſo deeply laden, 
that ſhe drew more Water than was on the Bar to carry 
her over: but by taking out one half of it, they 
might both get her over very well: All which I faith- 
fully told him in Eugliſh, deſiring him not to vex 
himſelf at it, for that I believ'd it to be a Trick, on- 
ly to hurry him away, and cheat him of his Freight; 
however, he directly order'd all Hands at Work, and 
early the ſecond following Morning got along ſide of 
the Brig, and that Day took in half her Lading, 
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with ſome more from the Shore, which belong'd to 
other yo prays, and hawl'd down the next Morn- 
ing ſo faſt as we could; and as the Brig was before 
us, ſhe got well over the Bar, and clear off, as in- 
deed we might alſo have done, had not the Proprie- 
tors of the Corn ſtopp'd us, and kept us there ſome 
Time at an Anchor; during which there came on a 
violent Storm, which drove our Ship, Anchor and 
all, quite . back again into her old Birth, where we 
were again more ſecurely moored; and then I was 
loon confirm'd in my Opinion of the Merchant's Vil- 
lainy, and that he not only intended to cheat the 
Captain of his former Fright, but to run further into 
his Debt, and cheat the Proprietors of their Corn: 
for we had but juſt done our Bufineſs in ſecuring the 
Veſſel, before our roguiſh Merchant came on board, 
ordering me to tell the Captain, that he and ſome 
more of his Comrades were going to viſit the Govers 
nor of Daucul/ah, to know the Truth of this Report, 
and that if the Captain would ſpare him an EAI 
Piſtol, he knew it would be to the Governor of all 
Things the moſt acceptable Preſent; therefore, ſaid 
he, pray at him; which I did, and it was as ſoon 

ranted, and he immediately departed with it, and 
= we had after very gocd Reaſon to believe) went 
to the Governor; and though it was only one Day's 
Journey, we never ſaw nor heard of him after, no 
turther than in a ſham Way; for the ſecond follow- 
ing Day came the Governor of Ducullah, and with 
him four hundred armed Men, in ſeeming-wiſe to 
enquire after him, they having no Doubt agreed to- 
gether before to make uſe of Muley £dallah's Name, 
the better to carry on their ſo villataous Deſigns ; and 
Jeſt the then Governor of Milladea might be in any 
wiſe an Obſtacle to them, he ſent his Brother the 
Day before to ſecure him, and for Male Practices to 
bring him to Ducul{/ah before him; and on his carry- . 
ing him thither, he met the Governor, his Brother, 
on the Road, who brought him back again, and con- 


ſin'd him cloſe Priſoner, under Pretence of his ſuffer- 
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ing three Sail of Ships belonging to the Chriſtians to 
depart without his Permiſſion; he then commanded 
his Brother, with a few more, on board our Veſſel, 
where our Captain made him very welcome, and he 
ſupp'd, and took up his Quarters there that Night, tho? 
indeed he. had his Supper brought from the Shore, 
which was a very large Bowl of Cuſcaſſoe, with half 
a Sheep- boil'd to. Rags on the Top of it, and the 
ether half roaſted, brought on a huge long Wooden. 
Spit on a Moor's Shoulder ; and though they were but 
three that ſat at Supper, yet did our Captain declare 
that he had never ſeen ſo much eaten at one Meal be- 
fore by twenty Men, though poor Man, as to his own 
Part 5 not at all liking their foul and ravenous 
Way of eating) he did. not eat any; however, I 
had a good Piece of the Meat and ſome Cuſcaſſoe 
ſent me out, which I and my Comrades ſoon diſ- 
patch'd : As ſoon as the Moors had ſupp'd, I was or- 
der'd into the Cabbin, and aſk'd by the Governor's 
Brother, how I came there, and what was my Buſi- 
neſs; and having an Anſwer ready. for bim at my 
Tongue's End, I told him that I had been for ſome 
Months paſt travelling up and down the Country, 
expos'd to many. Dangers, and very great Want, in 
ſeeking Muley Abdallah, and all to no Purpoſe ; for 
that before I got thither, I could hear nothing of 
him; however, I was then well fatisfied that I might 
very likely accompliſh my ſo long fruſtrated Dehres 
in a very little Time, and therefore I was very glad I 
had come ſo far; and as ſoon as I had gathered a little 
Strength after my late Hardſhips, I was fully deter- 
min'd to proceed further, and I hoped to better Pur- 
poſe ; that the Merchants there had been very kind 
to me, encouraging me all in their Power, in Way of 
a Linguiſt, whereby I got my Subſiſtence, to which 
End I was then on board that Veſſel : Well, ſaid he, 
our People are going to him in a very little Time with 
their Preſents, and then you may alſo go with them © 


O 
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Judeed, Sir, ſaid I, that may ſave me a great deal of my 
Trouble, for I have been almoſt ever ſince his laſt HR 
Dd3 Abſence 
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Abſencs from Mequinez roaming up and down the Couns 
try in 8 and enquiring after him, expoſed to 
many Hazards, and all (till I came hither) to no 
Purpoſe : At which he ſeem'd to pity me, being with 
my Story very well ſatisfied : Atter he had drank about 
a Gallon of Tea, he laid himſelf down to Reſt for 
that Night, and getting up early in the Morning, our 
People put him aſhore in our Boat ; and after he had 
been ſome Time with the Governor, his Brother, he 
return'd again with him to the Waterſide, bringing 
with them two hundred armed Men, peremptorily 
requiring Captain Toobin and I to some directly on 
Shore before him: Then I told the Captain the Mer- 
chant's Rogueries would ſoon appear, and that I knew 
as well as any of them all, an gl Piſtol to be an 
extraordinary Preſent. amongſt them, and therefore I 
thought it not amiſs to take one with us as a Preſent 
to tke Governor, and if we found him not worthy 
of it, we could but bring it back with us again : 


That, my Friend, ſaid he, is what T would do with all 
my Heart, was I ſure Icculd be permitted to ſend a 


Brace of Bullets out of it through his Brains ; how- 
ever, he gave me one, which I convey'd cloſe under 


my Blanket, and then we went directly on Shore; 


the Governor aſking where was his Linguift, and his 
Brother pointing at me, all the Myſtery was directly 
unfolded, he ordering me to tell the Captain that he 
would not have him to be under the leaſt Apprehenſi- 
on of Danger, for that his Orders from Muley Al. 
dallah were only to take the Effects out of the Ships, 
and all the Ghri/{zans on Shore, in order to be ſent to 
him, and afterwards to ſend the Ships by Mocri/h Sai- 
lors to Saphee, there to be ripp'd up: All which I 
accordingly told him: very extraordinary Favour 
indeed, laid he! Pray ask him if he has any Orders 
from Muley Abdallah for /o doing: He told me Yes: 
Then, ſaid I, the Captain deſires you will let him ſee 
#, or at leaſt that you will read it; which indeed he 
did directly, and it was according to its true Interpre- 
tation in ih, after the following Manner:

AFTER this Letter was read, and I had fuithfully 
told its Contents to the Captain, I told the Governor, 
that his Majeſty had not mention'd any Thing that 
thoſe Veſſels were freighted by the Salleeteens, or that 
they were £:g/i/Þ, and that he very well knew that 
ever ſince the laſt Truce, and eſpecially fince his laſt 
Exile, he and his few Friends had Relief from them, 
and which if they had not, they muſt in all Likeli- 
hood have been ſtarv'd long ago, and therefore ſhould. 
they then go about to treat the Eugliſh after that 
Manner, it would be a Means of deterring all other 
of that Nation from coming thither for the future, and. 
which if they ſhould do, before they had better in- 
form'd him concerning the Truth of this Affair, he 
would no Doubt be very angry with the Tranſactors of 
it, and in all Likelihood make them anſwer tor it with 
the Loſs of their Heads, which put the Governor to 
a Stand, and then his Brother told him that he thought 
* ö 1. 
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it very likely to be true, for that as T had been brought 
up with Muley A6d21/ab from a Child, I therefore 
knew his Temper, ſo that he would have him to take 
great Care how he acted therein, at which he order'd 
the Captain to go again on board, and that he would: 
follow him in a very little Time with a few'of his 
Friends to give him a Viſit; at which I came cloſe to. 
him, and gave him the Piſtol, telling, him. that the 
Captain had order'd me to give it him in his Name, as 
a Preſent; and to tell him, that he had reſerv'd for 
him on board the Veſſel two Bottles of ſuperfine En- 
7. Powder: Indeed! ſaid he, pray then let him 

eep it from the Knowledge of the Friends coming with 
me, or very likely they will deſire to come in for their 
Shares; and juſt as I was ſtepping into the Boat, to 
be going off, Stay, ſaid he, /ef the Captain go, and 
you ſhall follow him in a very little Time, for I have 
ordered a Couple of Sheep for him: and whillt they 
were bringing to- the Water-Side,. he aſk'd me if I 
knew any Thing of a Skin of Saffron to be on board; 
I told him No, for that I had never ſeen nor heard of 
any ſuch Thing: Prithee, ſaid he, do me the Favour 
to enquire amongſi the Shpip's Gompany, after the moſt 
ſecret Manner you can, aud et me know it when. I 
come on board: That, Sir, ſaid I, you may. depend 
on; and the Sheep being brought by this Time to the 
Water-Side, Here, ſaid he, /ay bold on them, and 
carry them to the Captain. with my Service, and tell 
him that I ſhall very glad if he thinks them worth 
his Acceptance, and alſo that I fully intend, as I told 
| him juſt now, to come off to ſee him. in the Aſter- 
noon; and then (as the Saffron was running in my 
Mind) I hailed the Boat, and was aboard with the 
Sheep in a very little Time, and deliver'd them with 
my Meſſage to the Captain; and then I told him how 
inquiſitive the Governor had been with mie, concern- 
ing ſome Saffron he ſhould have then on board: What, 
in the Name of Cod, ſaid he, are they about to do by 
we now That, indeed, ſaid I, I cannot tell, but 
that he made ſuch Enquiry, is moſt certain: At 
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which the Captain knocks in the Head of a little Cagg, 
t ſomething into it, headed it up again, and put 
it into the Bottom of the Fleſh-Caſk, laying all the 
Meat upon it, and the Pork in particular at the Top ; 
and in a very little Time after the Governor came on 
board with twelve of his Moori ſh Friends, the Cap- 
tain ſhewing him directly into the Cabbin, where I'was 
ſoon call'd as an Interpreter; and thefirſt Queſtion he 
alk'd me was, if I had done as I promiſed him; L 
told him Yes, and that I could not get Intelligence 
of any ſuch Thing, and that he muſt be certainly im- 
poſed on; Well, ſaid he, as to that, it will ſoon ap- 
pear ; and then he ordered me again upon Deck, to 
diſcourſe his Friends ; and the firſt Queſtion th 
alk'd me was, if I could tell of any Cheſts of looſe 
Cloaths, or any Thing elſe belonging to the Mer- 
chants, to be on board; I told them No, for that I 
had never heard of any ſuch Thing : Then Captain 
Toobin came upon Deck, to acquaint them that the 
Governor wanted their Company down to drink a Cup 
of Tea in the Cabbin with him, and which, indeed, 
he was drinking; however, he order'd for thoſe in- 
quiſitive Gentry a ſufficient Quantity of ſtrong Malaga 
Wine to be made very hot, well ſugar'd, guarded, and 
brought in a Tea-Kettle; when they ſeem'd to ſip on 
at. firſt, as if they did not know what it was, but in 
a very little Time they began to like it, and ſwal- 
lowed it down as Infants do their Nurſe's Milk ; ſo 
that in an Hour's Time, or thereabout, they were all 
of them as metry as you pleaſe: Then the Governor 
took his Leave, taking with him his Powder, and his 
merry Companions : By the Time they were got to 
the Shore, the Tea operated into their Noddles to that 


egree, that they were all (the Governor only ex- 


cepted) together by the Ears, and there was really 
between them a very hot Combat, which ſoon made 


bloody Work, they flouriſhing their Scymiters, and 


cutting one another very ſeverely, which the Captain 
and I ſaw from the Veſſel: After they had cut one 
another very heartily, and very much blunted. and 
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gapp'd their Scymiters, they were contented on all 


Sides to give out; when one of them came again on 
board of our Veſſel, with two of their Scymiters, Uo 
ſtaring like a wild Bullock, and reeling like a light cou 
Ship in a great Sea, deſiring me as well as he could [Mt 


ſpeak to grind them for him: Yes, Sir, ſaid I, Twill per 
with all my Heart ; and which I did to a very good 
Edge indeed; but pray Sir, ſaid I, how fell you out? 
It is a great Pity but what you had ground your 
Swords before you went aſhore: What ? ſaid he; J 
ask you, Sir, ſaid I, how you fell out? Indeed, ſaid 
he, 1 cannot tell you, nor as believe, none of us 
all; and then he was again handed. into the Boat, and 
put on Shore with his Scymiters, In a very little 
Time after came off the Governor of Ducullab's Bro- 
ther-in-Law, bringing with him Sidebenraudee, the 
new Governor of W://adea, to be kept there as a Pri- 
ſoner, in order to prevent his ranning away, for that 
he had ſuffer'd the Cenceſe Brig to fail, contrary to 
Order, faying to me in the Moori/þ Language, Tel- 
lahfee haddah Corran Mal Leggadah Shaugh; in 
Engliſh, Take Care of this Cuckold till To-morrow 
Morning; ſo we put him into the Ship's Hold, and 
there lodg'd him on a Piece of Matting, on the 
Corn; my the next Morning he was a gain order'd on 
Shore, aboard again at Night, and the next Morning 
on Shore again; when they finding the Bait would 
not take, he was again {et at Liberty, all this being 
no more than to try Captain Toobir's Fidelity; for, in 
ſhort, had he luke d him to make an Tſcape, they 
| would no Donbt have made a great Handle of it, and 
| it would have been very much to his Prejudice ; how- 
ever, they were diſappointed of their Aim, and there- 
fore, without forming any other Deſigns of that Na- 
ture, they are now reſolv'd to be more open and bare- 
fac'd, the Governor of Ducullah's Brother, and with 
him thirty Men in two Boats, coming the next Morn- 
ing, requiring the Captain to ſet his Men at Work in 
hoiſting but the Corn; on which the Captain order'd 
me to alk him if he had any Orders from the Own- 
| Crs > 
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ers; he told me No: Ther (ſaid the Captain) I wil 
not give my Conſent to let any of it go; but if they 
would do it after a forceable Manner, it was what he 
could not help, but as for any of his Men, they ſhould 
not hoift out one Crain of it, for that he very plainly 

perceived it was no more than furniſhing tbe Mere 
charts with a plauſible Pretence to cheat him of his 
Freight: At which they offered to uſe him very rude- 
ly; but he bravely ſtood his Ground, and told them, 
that unleſs they could produce ſuch an Order, he would 
not meddle in it; on which the Moors broke open 
the Hatches, and fell to Work, and then the Skin of 
Saffron came again to be enquired after ; and as the 
could not find it amongſt the Corn, as they expected, 
they rummag'd the Ship very ſtrictly; aud when they 
came to the leſh-Tub, and had taken off the Cover, 
and ſaw the Pork, they fell a ſpauling and ſpitting, 
ſhrinking up their Faces, and ſwearing that there was 
Nothing in that Tub but a ſalted DEVIL, and ran from 
it as if the DEVIL had been init indeed; and not- 


withſtanding they could not find the Saffron, they 


found the Corn, and carried it off that Day, without 
leaving us any for the Ship's Uſe. 

Now have we an empty Ship, no Merchant to talk 
with, and therefore no turther Buſineſs ſor me by way 
of an Interpreter ; ſo that I thought myſelf oblig'd 
to act very cautiouſly, and to expoſe myſelf to the 
View of the Moors as ſeldom as poſſible; though at 
the Requelt of the Captain, I went to the Governor 
of Ducullah, to tell him that all the Ship's Corn was 
taken out and carried away by the Brother, without 
paying one Penny Freight; and then I told him alſo, 


that the Captain and his People were under very great 


| Diſtreſs for Proviſion, having Nothing on board but 


a Tub of Pork, which was ſo very fat, that they 


could not eat it without Bread: Why, ſaid he, do you 
eat Port? I eat it, faid I, Fah! (ſhrinking up my 
Face) however, if I did, I ſhould not eat very much 
of their's, they having very little further Buſineſs 
for me ; but really Sir, ſaid I, they are under very 

great 
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great Diſtreſt, and if you do not ſend them ſome Res 


lief very ſpeedily, they wuſt ſtarve of Courſe, for 
they have no Money nor Credit; inſomuch, that I am 
very appre hen ſive of loſing my little Brokerage : On 
which he ſent the Captain aboard two Bags of Wheat, 
containing about a Quarter or eight Buſhels, and the 
neut Day four Bags more, and one Bag of Beans; 
which was a we could get from him: And our Cap- 
tain having (01: their taking out the Corn) ſent a Let- 
ter by = Moor i» Monheur Pedro Pollee, at Saphee, 
to act him of this bard Uſage, and to defire his 
Anſwer ow to behave under it, and Muley Ab dal. 
la hs Mother being then there, he directly applied to 
ker; and, in Conſid gration of 2 Sum of Money given 
her, he obtain'd er Order to the Governor, of Du- 
cullah, that on the Ships Maſters ſending each of 
them a Man to es, a Hoſtages, for the better 
Security of each of t em paying her forty Ducats, to 
let the Ships go, aid to haſten with them thither as 
faſt as they could, where they ſhou'd be new freight- 
ed; which was to the Captain of a Genoe/e Tartan 
then there (as he had Freight in before for another 
Port) very heavy News, for that he could not by any 
Means ſtop at Saphee, neither ſhou!d he be able to pro- 
duce the 1 Ducats, and therefore he earneſtly de- 
fir'd that Captain Tobin would pay it for him, which 


he would repay him at Salli, whither he ſaid he was 


oblig'd to go, and for which he would then give him 
his promiſſory Obligatons ; which was complied with, 
the Obligation given, and one of our People ſent away 
by Land, but none from the Gezoe/- ; but, on my tel- 
ling the Governor what he had done, and that Cap- 
tain Toobin had given his Honour to pay forty Ducats 
for him, to which End he had ſent one of his People 
as a Pledge before him, the Tartan was permitted to 


Fail with us; and I going privately aboard in the Night, 


we ſet Sail together, the Genoe/e for Sa//ee, and us for 


Saphee, where we foun d our Hoſtage; during the Time 


of our Stay there, ! was kept cloſe aboard ; however, 


I had a faithful Account every Night of what was act- 


ing 
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ing on Shore, 2s how we were about to take in a new 
Freight for Sallee, how that our Man was, on Ca 
tain Toobin's paying the Money for him and the Ceno- 
eſe, again at Liberty; and then our Cargo was ſent 
off, ſach as ſeveral Bales of Barbary Skins, Salt Petre, 


and in Skins a good Quantity of Agon Oil. 


in a very troubled Manner, m_ dare 


Ox E Evening our Captain came on board, and took 
me into his Cabbin with him, telling me, poor Man, 
Fay with a 

great deal of Sincerity, that Monſieur Pedro Pollee had 


told him that I was actually on board of his Ship; 
therefore, for God's Sake, Tox, tate Care that you 
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= dor't let any of the Moors ſee your Face, for I told

8 him that you were not with me, and that I wondered 


| how any one could invent ſo baſe a Lye ; that indeed 
| you was with me in the Willadea, and generally on 


board my Ship as a Linguiſt : Then Captain (ſaid he) 


| there lies the Miſtake; /o that I hope he is again by 


this Time out of Mind of it; however, T ſay, be 
ſure to keep yourſelf cloſe, and ] hope to be going hencs 


i a very little Time. 


THz next Morning after this Diſcourſe, came into 


the Road a Dutch Frigate of twenty Guns, who dropp'd 


her Anchor, hoiſted Duteh Colours, and a Flag of Truce, 
and fired a Gun with a Signal for a Boat to come off; 


= however, as none of the Moors would venture to truſt 
him, Captain Tobin went off, and found the Com- 
mander to be one of his old very intimate Acquain- 
© tance, and brought aſhore his Letters to E/ha/h Ma- 


homet Wadnoonee, the Governor of Saphee, relating 
to the Releaſement of ſome Dutch Priſoners lately ta- 
ken out of another Dutch Ship; to which the Captain 


= was anſ{wer'd, that they were then up in the Mountains 
with Muley Abdallah, and that they knew not how to 


get at them; on which the Dutch Skipper, ſeeing he 


could not get any better Satisfaction, failed with us 


the third following Day, he to Martadore, on the 
Wreck of a Portugue ze Ship, bound Home from the 
Brazils, taken by the Aigiercens, and by them caſt 


away a little to the Northward of that Port, and we 


Ke for 
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for Sallee, where we beat up in thirteen Days, and 
came to an Anchor in the Road, with thirteen Moo- 
ri/h Paſſengers, and three Jeu on board, being moſt 
of them concern'd in the Cargo, with whom 1 ſoon 
got a very intimate Acquaintance, telling them that 
Captain Toobin had, through very much Intreaty, on 
Account of my promiſing him to be his Linguiſt, been 
ſo very good as to give me my Paſſage with them; and 
then they defir'd me to be a faithful Linguiſt for them 
alſo: I told them I would with all my Heart, if my 
Buſineſs would permit me to remain at Sa/lee ſo long, 
inſomuch that I really believe they took me for their 
Friend in good Earneſt, and that they were not in the 
leaſt apprehenſive of my Intentions. | 
HERE we found the Genoe/e Tartan; and Captain 
Toobin deſir'd me to ſtep into our Boat, and go aboard 
her with his Service to the Captain, and to defire him 
to come with me on board his Snow, for that as his 
People were then very buſy in taking out the Cargo, 
he could not by any Means come to him, and to tell 
him he had compleated his Affair with the Governor 
at Saphee, for which he had brought with him proper 
Vouchers; but he being then on Shore at Sa/lee, IL 
could not ſpeak with bim; however, his Mate told 
me that he had met with a great deal of Trouble with 
his Merchants on Account of his Freight, and that 
he was very likely to meet with a great deal more; 
therefore (ſaid he) tell your Captain to take a great 
deal of Care how he behaves with his, for ſhould they 
once get him over the Bar, they will no Doubt uſe hin 
after the like Manner. All which I faithfully carried 
back, and then Captain Toobin ſent a Letter by one of 
his Paſſengers going aſhore to an Ji ſh Merchant, re- 
ſiding at Se//ce, with the Cenoeſe's Promiſſory Obliga- 
tion, and the Governor of Saphec's Vouchers inclos'd, 
to demand of Captain Bapti//a, the Commander of 
the Genoe/e Tartan, on his Sight thereof, forty Ducats 
to his proper Uſe and Account ; and on his Payment 
thereof, to give him up his Obligation; and alſo ano- 
ther Letter inclos'd to Bapri/ia for his ſo doing: And 
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though he, on his receiving this Order in the Morn- 
ing, acknowledg'd the Debt, and promis'd to pay the 
Money, yet did he in the Afternoon again deny it; 
upon which he was ſecured under ſafe Cuſtody, and 
not permitted to go on board; and then he confeſſed 
the Debt again, and that he would go directly on board 
and deliver to the Value thereof in Goods as a Pledge, 
till ſuch Time as he got to Gibraltar, and then he 
would again redeem it ; to which the Captain's Friend 
anſwer'd him, that as he had behaved fo very much 
like a Knave, he would not ſuffer him to ſtir thence, 
till ſuch Time as he had paid the Money: But Bay- 
tiſia finding Means to elcape, got off to a Mooriſh 
Juſtice, ſwore the Debt quite off, and had a Paſs from 
him to go aboard his own Veſſel, and which he forth- 
with did, and directly weighed his Anchors, and ſet 
Sail as faſt as he could. All which Captain Toobin 
ſeeing, and he having an Account from his Friend 
how much like a Villain he had behaved, deſir'd me 
to go aboard him, and once more to demand the Mo- 
ney of him; and in caſe he ſtill perſiſted in not pay- 
ing it, to cut off his Boat, and bring her to him: 
On which, I taking with me ſeven other Hands, eight 
Muſkets, and as many Scymiters, went in our Boat 
to the Vellel's Side, and deliver'd my Meſfage; to 
which Bapti/ia anſwer'd, that the Money was ſafe; 
which was all I could get from him: Then I order'd 
one of our Hands to itep into his Boat, cut ber off 
with his Scymiter, and let her fall aſtern ; on which, 


ſeveral Agiereen Merchants being then on board, they 


having chiefly freighted her, ſtood up together with the 
Genoeſe Sailors, the former with Stones, and the lat- 
ter with Muſkets in their Hands, highly threatezing 
us that in Caſe we did not bring the Boat on board 
again directly, they would knock us all on the Head,; 
at which we allo ſtood up with our Muſkets ready at 
our Shoulders, preſenting the Muzzles directly at 
them; at Sight of which they all fell flat upon their 
Bellies upon the Deck, and notwithſtanding they were 
more thun double our Number, and in cloſe Quarters, 
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| yet did we notwithſtanding bring the Boat quite off, 
without any-of them daring ſo much as to fire one 
Shot at us, but we ſafely brought her to Captain Too- 
bin's Snow: It coming towards the Evening, and 
ſome odd Things belonging to the Cargo being till 
on board, I (as a Blind) lepp'd into a Boat which 
was along-fide, wherein were ſeveral of the Moori/þ 
Merchants, juſt putting off for the Shore, in ſeeming- 
wiſe to go with them; and when the Merchants alk'd 
me where I was going to, I told them firſt for Sallee, 
and if I could not there better myſelf, any where elſe 
in the Country, where I thought I might: Why, ſaid 
one of them, I hope you will not leave us, till ſuch 
Time as we have taken out the ſinall Matters we have 
ſtill remaining on beard of the Cargo, and if you 
will remain aboard the Ship for the Night, you ſhall 
be well rewarded for your Trouble: Why, ſaid I, 1 
thought the Cargo had been all out : No, ſaid he, and 
our Nephews and two Jews are ſlill on board; and 
you will oblige us, if you will keep them Company: 
Very well Gentlemen, ſaid I, if you think I may there 
be of any further Service to you, I will go aboard 
again, and remain with them there for the Night 
with all my Heart : So ] ſtepp'd with a great deal of 
Pleaſure into the Ship again, at which the Nephews 
2 were by their Uncle's Orders to remain there 
or the Night with me) ſeem'd to be very glad: Soon 
after the /Mooriſh Boat was gone with the Merchants, 
the Captain tipp'd me the Wink to follow him into 
the Cab\in; and after he had ſhut the Door cloſe 
upon us, he began to diſcourſe me after the following 
Manner. —New Tom, faid he, you and I muſt ſeri- 
ouſt; conſult together, how I ought to act in this trou- 
bleſome Mair; for theſe Mooriſh M-rchants are, as 
ſure as Death, about to play the Old One's Game with 
me, and cheat me of my Freight, for on my demand. 


ing it according to the Contents of my Charter Part, 


which attuaily runs, and plainly ſpecifies, that my 
Freight ſhould be every Penny puid down at the Maſt, 


befure they took out ary of the Cargo; for as "_ 
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been fo ſadly bit by the former Villains, T thought it 
very natural for a burnt Child to dread the Fire, and 
therefore I wcu'd not before they had thus covenanted, 
take it in; though I now plainly ſee, to my very 
great Diſſatisſaction, it had been all as well leſt a- 
lone, for to be plain with you, I know not whether 
their Honour or Bonds are the beſt, they being both, 
with Men of their Principle, (where no Fuſlice is to 
be had) very paultry, and not worth one of their 
Blankeels ; therefore, happy are they who are got quite 
out of their Countty, ana out of their Handi. This, 
Tom, you may plainly ſee, as well as myſelf, and 
o my refuſing to let any of the Cargo go, before 
they had performed tbeir Covenant: Tou alſo ſaw how. 
they broke open my Hatches, went into the Hold, and 
rarried off almoſt all of it by Force: Why, Sir, ſaid 
I, don't zou remember that on their taking out the Skins 
of Oil, one of them proving faulty, had leaked moſt of. 
it out ? Yes, ſaid he, What of that, pray? Why, Sir, 
laid I, one of the Moors told another that it muſt be 
your Fault, and that you ſhould anſwer for it; to 
which the other replied, that when they had taken out 
al the Cargo, the Captain would no Doubt be glad to 
come aſhore for his Freight, and then they would ma- 
nage him well enough : Indeed, ſaid he, that, Ton, 
is juſt as I expected; though, between you and J, it 
is I bope, what will never be in their Power; not but 
Jam thoroughly perſuad:d with myſelf ſhuuld they once 
but get me into their Clutches, they would make Slaves 
of us all, and ſeize my Veſſel, aud all T have init, to 
their own vile Uſes ; which, if I can avoid, ſhall ne- 
ver be in their Power; therefore, Tom, what do you 
think of our putting to all for all, and going to See 
this very Night? Þaeed, Sir, ſaid I, if you ſtay here 
but a very little longer, it will be entirely out of your 
Power : Aud will you ſland by me, ſaid he? Leg, 
Sir, ſaid I, to the laſi Drop of mi Blood: Then, ſaid 
he, wheat ſhall we do with the five Moors and the two 
Jews, a married Wonan of about twenty Years of 
e, and a youung Man of about ſeventeen? As 10 
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that, Sir, faidT, T would not have you to be under any 
#he leaſt Concern ; for Iwill engage only by myſelf to 

People ſhall have no 
more to do than to weigh the Anchors, trim the Sails, 
and manage the Ship: Well then, Tou, faid he, J 
will alſo firſt conſult my Mien; and after telling them 
the Danger that he thought himſelf and all of them 
in he propoſed his Intentions to them, which they 
very well approv'd of, and as readily came into, and 
fell to conſulting the Means without any Loſs of 
Time; and it was by all agreed on to weigh our An- 
chors at high Water, and puſh our Fortunes: As we 
knew the Tide would ſuit our Purpoſe about Ten at 
Night, we got our Supper over in Seaſon, and every 
one (except the Watch for the Night) ſeemingly to 
their Reſt, lodging the five Moors (for our better ſe- 
Curing them) in the Hold, and the two Jus in the 
Steerage : And when our appointed Time was come, 
and our Men all ready to weigh the Anchors, and trim 
the Sails, Captain Toobin went to the Helm, and L 
to my Poſt at the Hatch-Way, arm'd with a Scymiter 
and two Pair of Piſtols; and hauling in the Cables, 
though with as little Noiſe as poſſible, the Moors were 
in a very great Hurry, calling aloud to know what 
we were doing: Doing, ſaid I, about to new moor the 


Veſſel : New moor her, ſaid they, what Occaſion of 


that, when ſhe was in a very good Birth before; 
#herefore we rather think you ar? about to run away 
with her, and to curry us with you, endeavouring 
to get themſelves upon Deck, when I told them to 


Ang ſmall, and that if any of them all offer'd the leaſt 


Refiſtince, or preſumed to ſtir from the Place he was 
then in, or to make the leaſt Noiſe, I would directly 
ſhoot him! therefore, ſaid I, take hold of the Cables 


End, and hand/omely coil it away ; and which I com> 


pell'd them to do, though no Doubt ſore againſt their 
Inclinations, telling them that they ſhould not be un- 
der the leaſt Conc-rn or Fear of Danger, for that if 
they proved conformable to what they were com- 


manded, I would dare engage to anſwer for their 


Lives 
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Lives with my own; but where (ſaid they) do you 
intend to carry us; Nay as to that (faid I) I cannot 
as yet tell; but be that as it will, do you behave ci- 
villy and contentedly as you can, and I will bring you 
every Thing you want, for in ſhort there is no Harm 
intended againſt you ; and then I bolted the Hatches: 
upon them, and left them for a little while to condole 
each other's Misfortune ; when we all took a chearing 
Tiff to our good Voyage, and proceeded, pacifying 
the Zews, (who alſo by that Time knew their Misfor- 
tune) as well as we could. 
Now are we under Sail with a tolerable leading: 
Gale of Wind and ſtrong Tide with us, being the- 
10th of Fuly, 1738, a little after Ten o'Clock at 
Night, though about Day-break, the Wind ſlackening. 
all at once, and a ſtrong Current ſetting right in upon 
the Shore, we were oblig'd to come to an Anchor off 
Mammora in five Fathom Water, where we were 
oblig'd to remain all that Day, and till Two o'Clock 
the next Morning, {till in Expectation of ſome Boats 
from the Shore, and which really cauſed ſome Uncaſi- 
heſs amongſt us, though during this we were not idle, 
for we got our Arms upon Deck, in all twenty-four 
Muſkets beſides Piſtols and Scymiters, and put them in 
compleat Order, putting into every one of them a new. 
Flint, and charging it with three Muſket Shot, keep. 
ing them ready on the Deck in Caſe of. any Vilitors 
coming aboard, to ſalute them, for in ſhort rather 
than to be carried back again, we were all thorough- 
ly reſolved to fight it out to the laſt Man; but none 
of them coming, they ſaved us that Trouble, and we 
were through that Means I think by far the better off; 
about Two in the Morning as I faid, a fine Breeze of 
Wind coming off Shore, we weighed our Anchor and. 
before Sun riſing were carried to Seaward «bout five 
Leagues; and then we did not much fear any of their 
Boats coming after us, aud Row-Gallies we knew they 
had not ready. 
Now are we (notwithſtanding fo very little Wind) 
in much better Temper than before, when * 
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Buna (which was the Name of the Woman) deſtr'd: 


me to tell her where we deſign'd to carry her, and 
what we intended to do by her, and if it was not 


then too late to ſet her on Shore on the Barbary 


Coaſt; I told her Yes, and that in Caſe it was not, 

would it be altogether inconſiſtent with our own 
N, and therefore ſhe could not in Reaſon expect 
any ſuch Thing ; however, to ſatisfy you of our In- 
tentions, we are bound for Gibraltar, where you will 
be better off than to go back again to Barbary ; for 
as you ſo very much deſerve your Name, you will no 
Doubt be there very well cared for: Ma]! ſaid ſhe, 
had but I my little Son with.me (whom ſhe. ſent aſhore. 
at Sallee) 1 ſhould not ſo much mind it! Why really 
Madam, faid I; ſince. Things have ſo fallen out, J 
think it would be acting the prudent Part in you, to 
forget him for a ſhort Time as much as you can, and 
to conſider that as he is among his Friends, he will be 
well cared for, and very likely be. better off than to 
be here; and as to your own Part, you need not fear 
of being as well uſed where you are, .your Beauty 
being a very ſufficient Protection: But cannot you 
really (faid ſhe) put me on Shore to Barbary : Indeed, 
Madam, ſaid I, it cannot be done; and if you will be 
pleaſed to ſiep upon the Deck, you will ſoon be con. 
vinced of the Truth of it: Then ſhe gave me her 


Hand, and I lifted her up, and after ſhe had.taken a 


full Proſpect of the Diſtance of the Land, ſhe ſeemed 
to be much better temper'd. 

Nu are we ſailing ſlowly on with very little Wind, 
and on my taking Notice of Madam Lune, I found 
her Countenance again very cloudy, on which I aſk'd 
her what new Diſturbance was come into her Imagi- 
nation; to which ſhe anſwer'd. that her Diſturbance 
was more than imaginary ;' pray Madam, ſaid I, tell 
me what it is that ails you, and if you think it in 
my Power te remedy it; why really, Sir, ſaid ſhe, 1 
cannot tell that, however, I cannot help telling you, 
that my Kinſman has offered ſeveral Times to 2 rude 
with me; , indeed Madam, laid I, if you pleaſe to 
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give me Leave to manage him, Twarrant to make him 
civil enough; pray do then, ſaid ſhe, but don't by any 
Means hurt him Then I took my young Spark to 
Taſk, charging him with his troubleſome and unlaw- 
ful Amours; from which I told him if he did not 
deſiſt, but ſhould offer for the future to make her the 
leaſt uneaſy on that Account, I would make an Eu- 
nuch of him, and ſend him to the Emperor of Moro» 
co to be kept in his Seraglio; which really put him 
into ſo great a Fright, that it made his future Beha- 
viour as modeſt as you pleaſe ; after this we had her 
Company generally on the Deck, which we found to 
very agreeable, and that ſhe was of a very inno- 
cent and modeſt Converfation, and thus.we continu- 
ed on till the Beginning of the eleventh Day, when 
we were got off of Cape Sparte//; on Sight 
which, it being an old Cuſtom for thoſe who had ne- 
ver before paſs'd through the Streights Mouth, to pay 
for the Benefit of thoſe who had, a Bottle of Bran- 
dy, and a Pound of Sugar, or Half a Crown in Mo» 
ney, in lieu thereof; we held a Conſultation thereon, 
and found all ſaving the two Jews to have done it be- 
fore, and being reſolv'd not to paſs this Cuſtom by, 
the Male Few was required to pay it; Pay it! faid 
he, how can that be, when I have ns Money . Yew 
ſnould have told me this at Sallee, and then I would 
have taken Care to have been better provided: In- 
deed, ſaid the Sailors, you are a very cunning Fellow, 
and therefore anſwer us, will you pay it or will you 
wot, or will the Captain and Madam Luna, or either 
of them paſs their Word for you which, by Way 
of making more Diverſion, they ſeemed both to be 
very backward to do, it was therefore agreed on all 
Hands for him to undergo the uſual Diſcipline, which 
was in caſe of Refuſal, to be hoiſted up to the Main- 
Yard-Arm, then to be let run amain into- the-Sea, 
then boiſted up again, and repeated a third Time; 
and then to have his Face well daub'd over with 
Lamblack and Tallow; in order to which a Rope was 
wed about his Waiſt, and the Tackle hook<d 8 8 
| ich. 
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which made him to look after a very piteous Manner, 
as being no Doubt ſadly afraid he ſhould be diſciplin'd 
in good Earneſt, and being hoiſted up about half Way, 
the Captain was ſo good as to paſs his Word for him ; 
upon which he was let down again, though this did 
not very much pleaſe Madam Luna, ſhe ſeeming to 
blame the Captain very much for it : As to her own 
particular Part, her bright Beauty was to all of us a 
very ſufficient Cordial, and therefore it was by all al- 
lowed for her to go ſeot-free. This Paſtime being at 
an End and paſſing moſt of that Night in merry Talk 
about; we about Ten o'Clock the next Forenoon, be- 
ing the 21ſt Day of Ju, 1738, arrived ſafe in Cib- 
raſtar Bay; where my Deliverer (for ſo mult I now 
call him) and bis People bid me very heartily and I 
dare fay molt ſincerely welcome, when I fell te my 
Knees, offering up my moſt hearty Thanks to A- _ 
mighty God, for my ſo wonderful and miraculous De- 5 
kverance, and the Sight once more of Chriſtian Land; I 
being really as it were at a ſtand with myſelf, if it c 
were more than an imaginaty Dreaming in my Cave ( 
at Santa Gruz, and L had really a Debate with my- q 
ſelf if I was well awake; however. I was ſoon con- 
firm'd-in its Reality, and that I was actually in Sight { 
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of Gibraltar, and ſoon about to ſet my Foot on Shore 
in that Garriſon; where my Deliverer in order to pre- 
pare my Way, went directly on Shore, and after he 
had an{wer'd to the Governor concerning his own Af- 
tairs, he told him that he had a poor Chriſtian Slave 
aboard his Veſlel, that was taken by the Infidels and 
carried into Barbary in the twelfth Year of his Age, 
which was then more than twenty-two Years ago; 
that I had undergone a great deal of Hardſhip, and 
that had he not very accidentally and molt opportune- 
ly happened. to meet me there, he ſhould not in all 
Likelihood have been permitted to come from thence 
himſelf, fo that our meeting on both Sides was very 
extraordinarily providential, then the Governor (as 
my Deliverer told me) order'd him to bring me aſhore; 
however, as he lodg'd aſhore that Night, I A 
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thing of it till the next Morning. About two Hours 
aſter we were at an Anchor came along: ſide of our 
Veſſel an Eagliſh Sailor, with whom I happen'd about 
a few Months before to have ſome ſmall Acquaintance 
at Santa Cruz and on his ſeeing me on the Deck he 
came on board to bid me welcome to Gibraltar ; when 
I aſk'd him if he could not give me an Account of the 
Ships then there, and if he knew if any of them be- 
long' d to Fa/mouth; he told me Yes, there was one 
Captain Pry, but that he was bound for Hamburgh, 
and whether he intended to call at Fa/mouth in his 
Way, or not, he could not tell, ſo that for my better 
2 SatisfaQtion I deſir'd ſome of our People to go aboard 
© his Veſſel; but he being aſhore at Gibra/tar I could 
not hear any further of him that Night. Early the 
next Morning (being Sun, y) our Mate went aſhore, 
and after he had ſpoken with my Deliverer, came di- 
= rectly off to fetch me; and after ſecuring the Moors 
in the Hold, and taking my Leave of Madam Luna 
I ſtepp'd into the Boat with him. Here it is impoſlible 
for me (or at leaſt for any body but myſelf) to de- 
ſeribe the exceſſive Joy I felt during all the Time of 
= our rowing to the Shore, though all may ſuppoſe it 
£ | my ſo long and grievous Servitude amongſt the 
2 Barbariars) tobe more than ordinary; and now are 
= we come to the landing Place at the Water Port, where 
offering to land, I was denied by the Centinels, tel- 
ling me that till they had Orders for my ſo doing, they 
would not ſuffer any Moor to land: Moor!“ ſaid I, 
= you are very much miſiaken iu that, for ] am as good 
2 Chriſtian (though am dreſſed in the Mooriſh Garb) 
= as any of you all; therefore, pray (ſaid I) /uffer me 
once more to ſet my Foot on Chriſtian Land: Indeed 
W (faid they) we cannot, if you was our Brother : Then 
= oue of our People (for whom my Deliverer had taken 
= a Licence the Day before, and as no Doubt he had done 
for all the reſt, and amongſt whom I was moſt likely 
alſo included) got out of the Boat, ran to the Office, 
and was ſoon back again with a Note for the Serjeant 
of the Guard; on which I was dize&tly permitted 
to 
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to land; when J fell on my Knees, and after the beſt 
and ſincereſt Manner I could, offer'd up my moſt 
humble and hearty Thanks to G OD for my Delive- 
rance, and happy Landing; being now thoroughly 
convinced that I was at laſt deliver'd out of the Hands 
of the Infidels, though I very ſoon after moſt un- 
expectedly met with ſome ſmall Diſcontent through 
their Means, though which, as it happened, did not 

rove of any great .Signification, as you will by and 

hear. 

Now is the Serjeant of the Guard very inquiſitive 
with me concerning my Misfortunes ; and when I had 
given him a ſhort Account of them, and. he had re- 
turned his hearty Congratulations for my Deliverance, 
I paſſed through three other Centries, and got into 
the Garriſon ; and going directly with one of our Peo- 
ple to my Deliverer's Lodgings, (where I found him 
waſhing his Face and Hands) he took me directly in 
his Arms, embracing me, and with a very hearty, and 
I dare ſay, ſincere Kiſs, bid me welcome to Cibral- 
tar; But Ton, ſaid he, you were Yeſterday, on my 


coming aſhore, demanded of the Governor as one of 


the Baſhau of Tangier's Subje&s : Indeed! Sir, ſaid 
L By whom, pray? Why, ſaid he, by one Abramico, 


4 Jew, his Linguiſt; but dow't you trouble yourſelf 


about it, for I dare engage to ſend you ſafe Home to 
England, in Spite of all the Jews in Barbary : 1:deed 
my Deliverer, ſaid I, you ſurprize me, for you may 
ſuppoſe T could not in the leaſt imagine any ſuch thing ; 
Foh, ſaid he, never mind it, for as you are a Subject 
to the King of Great-Britain, I am very well aſſured 
the Governor will nor ſuffer you to gowith him: But 
pray, Sir, ſaid I, does the Governor know any thing 
of it as yet ? Yes, ſaid he, and when the Jew de- 
manded you of him, as one ef the Baſhaw's Subjecis, 
I heard him give him for Anſwer, that he conld not 
imagine how that could be, aiking the Jew what 
Countryman you were; What Countryman, ſaid the 
Few, an Engliſhman : A Engliſhman ! ſaid the Co- 
vernor, and @ Subject to the Baſhaw of Tangier! 


Pray, 
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Pray, how. can that be ? I tell you he is a Subject to 


the King of Great-Britain, my Royal Maſler, and 
thither will I ſend him: Aud ſo far, Tou, is aus 


ally true, therefore don't you trouble yourſelf in the 
leaſt about it; for, in ſhort, you have already got ſo 


tender a Regard amongſ! the Inhabitants here, on He- 


count of all your Sifferings hitherto, without their 


hearing any Thing from your own Mouth, by Way of 


Confirmation, that you need not doubt of their moſt 
Chri ian like Aſiſiance : And then Mr. G:mingham, 
the Miniſter, came in, and with him ſeveral of the 
head Officers of the Garriſon, with whom my Delive- 
rer was before very well acquainted: There bein 

amongſt them one Mr. 4eaver, a Gentleman belong- 
ing to the Victualling- Office, he aſk'd me how long I 
had been in Barvary, with whom and when taken, 
and if I did not know 7% Osborne, of Fowey, there; 
I told him I had been there almoſt twenty-three Years, 
that I was taken with 7% Peli, my Uncle, in the 
ſecond Year of the Reign of King George the Firſt, 
and that we found Tom Osborne at Mequinez, he bein 

tal en ſome ſhort Time before us, with Capt. Richard 
Sampſon, of Fowey : To which Mr. Bones an- 
ſwer d, that all I had ſaid was undoubtedly true, for 
that he knew Tom Csborne very well, and that he had 
heard him, ſeveral Times after his Releaſement and 
Return, to talk about me: On which the Miniſter 
and he gave me their Words to ſtand my Friends; 
and which, indeed, they did after the molt Ch riſtian- 
like Manner, adviſing me to preſent a Petition to Ge- 
neral Sade, the Governor, which the Miniſter rea- 
dily offered me his Service to preſent, and which m 

Deliverer got directly drawn, and was by the Parſon 
accordingly delivered, from whom he brought me 
back two Gold Ducats, as bis Charity; then + went 
to Church, and retu ned Thanks to Almighty G0 
before the Congregation. for my Deliverance, and 
received the Charity of ſeveral of them: After which 
there was a gencral Contribution; though I did not 
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ſlay there ſo long as to receive the whole of it, as I 
ſhall mention hereafter. 

THE Charity of theſe Chriſtian-like People ex- 
tended even to the higheſt Degree; for on my Pro- 
polal of going thence in a {mall Veſſel for Falmouth, 
they would not by any Means ſuffer it, but that I 
ſhould wait for the Opportunity of a Ship of Force 
bound Home, or of a Man of War for Lisbon, whi- 
ther they would ſend me well recommended to the 
Britiſh Envoy, in order to my being by him ſent 
Home to Falmouth in one of the Packet Boats; 
which, though I waited there twenty odd Days, did 
not happen. 

THe Day after my Landing, Captain Pye came 
aſhore, with whom I had the Pleaſure of converſing 
for ſome ſhort Time, as alſo with the Boat's Crew, and 
they were all of them very civil to me; but as his 
Veſſel was of no Force, and my Benefactors had be- 
fore abſolutely determined that I ſhould go in none 
but ſuch as was, I did not urge it to him; however, 
I humbly intreated that he or ſome other of his People 
would, in caſe they touched at Fahnouth, inform my 
Friends of my happy Deliverance and Eſcape thither 
out of the Hands of the Infidels, and that I be- 
lieved I ſhould be ſent Home by Way of Lisbon, fo 
that they might expect me in one of the Packet Boats ; 
which I found, at my coming Home, they were ſo 
yery good to remember ; however, leſt they might 
not touch at Fa/mouth, my good Friend, Mr. Bea. 
ver, was ſo kind to write a very tender Letter to his 
Friend at Looe, in Cornwall, to the ſame Purport, 
and which was conveyed by his Friend to my Friends 
in Penryn, 


' DuRING my Stay at Cibraſtar, I ſaw Mr. ra- 


mico, the Few, generally every Day, and whom 1 
found had more than an ordinary Notion with him- 
ſelf of carrying me back with him to Barbary, often 
threatening me behind my Back, as I had heard by 
ſeveral People, with the moſt cruel Death ; whereat 


I was ſo exaſperated, that I really ſhunn'd him all 1 
could, 
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could, leſt T ſhould let looſe my Rage upon him, and 
h-ppen to do him ſome bodily Miſchief, and there- 
by bring myſelf to further Trouble; not that I was, 
as he no Doubt beli ved, under the leaſt Fear of him, 
but really on Account of my letting looſe my Rage 
upon him; however, what could I do, when I had 
every Day ſo many repeated Accounts, by Way of my 
Friends, of his Inſolence? inſomuch that I thought 
I could never forgive myſelf, if I did not give him 
ſome gentle Correction; which, on my diſcourfing 
one of my very good Friends immediately after, I 
was more abſolutely determined in, he being come 
but that very Minute from the Few, who, he faid, 
had been confirming his former Sentence on nte : and 
I very ſoon after meeting him in the Street, the firſt 
Salufation I gave him was a hearty Box on the Ear, 
feconded by a Corniſh Tip, which brought him Head- 
foremoſt to the Ground, and beat it againſt the Stones 
very ſeverely ; inſomuch, that had not ſome of my 
Friends perſuaded me to the contrary, I ſhouid cer- 
tainly have done him far greater Miſchief ; though 
this, I think, did him no Hurt in the main, but ra- 
ther on the contrary a great deal of Good, for he 
really took ſpecial Care to bridle his Tongue, and 
keep himſelf out of my Clutches for the future as 
much as he could. And now was this ſhrewd Com- 
bat in every Body's Mouth, as how I had correct- 
ed him very juſtly, and that he deſerved a great 
deal more. 

Now are the worthy Gentlemen raiſing Contribu- 
tions for my Benefit, and as the Generality of the 
People were very charitably diſpoſed, there was ga- 
thered, no Doubt, ſome Hundreds of Dollars ; but 
before the Contributions were finiſhed, the good Ship 
Euphrates, Capt. Peacock, Commander, from Tur- 
key for London, mounting twenty-ſix Guns, came to 
an Anchor in the Road, when my Deliverer, and ſome 
other of my Friends, went at my Requeſt directly on 
board, earneſtly folliciting the Captain in my Favour 
for a Paſſage; for that as I had undergone ſo long and 
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grievous a Captivity in Barbary, and was ſo fortu- 
nately eſcaped thither, they humbly hoped that he 
would not refuſe me ſo Chriſtian- like a Kindneſs as to 
further me with him to my native Country; or if he 
ſhould not happen to touch at Falmouth, or any o- 
ther Port in the Weſt of Eugland, to land me at 
London Which, as my Deliverer told me, Captain 
Peacock readily came into, and he as ſoon haſtened 
on Shore to me with the welcome News; and doubt- 
ing leſt my very great Enemy, Abramico, might by 
Way of Bribe, or otherwiſe, induce any Body to ſhew 
me {ome foul Play, it was agreed by my Friends, and 
thought highly neceſſary on all Hands, for me to go 
on board directly; and which, indeed, as agreeing 
fo very much with my own Inclinations, after taking 
my Leave of my Deliverer and my worthy Benefac- 
tors, I forthwith did, and. was by the Captain very 
kindly received. 

ON this my ſo ſudden Departure, I was oblig'd to 
leave moſt of my Contribution-Money behind me; 
however, I had ſome, which was of very excellent 
Service to me, by Way of providing me ſome tew 
Neceſſaries, and Sea Stores; though I wiſh'd many 
Time; ſince, and eſpecially on my poor Reception on 
our Arrival at London, that I had ſtaid there a little 
Jonger ; which, if I had, I ſhould no Doubt have re- 


ceiv d all the reſt of the Contributions; which, as 


they were very conſiderable, would have been of no 
ſmall Benefit to my preſent unhappy Circumſtances ; 
however, I am well fatisfied that my worthy Bene- 
factors at Gibra/tar are Gentlemen of ſo much ſtrict 
Honour and Goodneſs, as to remit it me, on my pe- 
titioning them thereon. 

Ap now am I on board the Euphrates, and un- 
der Sail for my ſo long deſir'd and longed after Iſland; 
but we met with very high and. contrary Winds, 
and, according to the Seaſon of the Year, a very 
high and troubled Sea; though our Ship being in all 
Points well provided, (Lodgings only excepted) I did 


not much mind it, ſhe being ſo full between Decks, 
an 
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and cloſe ftow'd with Cotton, that the People had but 
juſt Room through it to their Cabbins or Hammocks, 
which made it ſo very ſultry hot, that I could by no 
Means bear it; therefore, for my better breathing, I 
generally took up at Nights with the Boat on the 
Booms, where I lay me down to my Reſt, covered 
over with an old Sail; and as we had Abundance of 
wet Weather, ſcarce a Night paſſed without my "_ 
ſufficiently wetted, and Randing more than an equa 
Chance of my being waſhed over-board ; however, 
I bore it with Chriſtian Patience, and as this ſmall 
Part of my Sufferings was in order to put an End to, 
and ſum up all the reſt; I was not only contented, 
but well pleaſed therewith, rather than to ſuffer the 
ſmothering between Decks; for I might have lodged 
between Decks, if I would, and therefore it was my 
own Choice. 

AND now is it come to the twenty-fourth Day of 
our Paſſage, when I heard call'd out aloud from alott, 


the very much pleafing and long expected Word 


LAND, and which prov'd to be the Weſtern Land's- 
End of England, or Cape Cornwall; and the Wind 
favouring to carry us up the Channel, we crowded a 
great Sail, paſſed by Falmouth, and kept on all upon 
the ſame Tack, till we got off of the Bill of Port- 
land; when, on Account of one of our People fal- 
ling over- board: we were oblig'd to bring to; and 
on our throwing out ſome empty Cags, and Rails of 
Timber, he caught hold on one of them; then we 
hoiſted out our Boat, and had him weil on board 
again. After this Accident, (which I thank GOD 
was the firſt. and the laſt we met with during our 
Paſſage from Gibraltar) we kept on with this favour- 
able Gale to the Downs, paſſed through, and caſt An- 
chor at the Vore, where Captain P:acock found his 
Wife, with her Brother, on board of a Man of War, 
(of which: he was Commander) waiting his Coming · 
The next Tyde we got to Graveſend, and the next 
up the River Thames, to Deptford; where our Ship 
was to be diſburthened of her Cargo, it being 
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the thirty-firſt Day after our Departure from Ci#+ 


ruitar. 

HERE (as being altogether unacquainted at Lon- 
don) J remain'd on board the Ship — Days; dur- 
ing which, on ſome of the Sailors publiſhing on Shore 
of their bringing me Home with them, and it reach - 
ing the Ears of William Fohnſon's Siſter, ſhe came on 
board to enquire after him, aſking me if I had ever 
ſeen him in Barbary : Seen him, Madam, faid I, 
yes, yes, to my Sorrow ; for had ] not, it would in 
all Litelihcod have prevented me. of many Years grie- 
vous Captivity: Lord! ſaid ſhe, What was the Mat- 
ter? Matter, ſaid I, Matter enough, Ithint; for he 
not only refuſed to embrace a moſt glorious and certain 
Means of getting off himſelf, but (too much like the 
Dog in the Manger) treacheroufly, and contrary to 
bis Oath, hindered tboſe that would: Why, faid ſhe, 
IJ hear he is very much cut in the Face: Tes, Madam, 
ſaid I, and ſo he is, though I think not half ſo much 
as he deſerved: Pray, ſaid ſhe, tell me how it hap- 
pened, and what it was for. And then I told her 
the Story from the Beginning to the End, and that I 


was ſorry I had not cut off his Head; at which the 


pretty Girl wept; however, to comfort her again, L 
told her that her Brother was ſoon well of the Wounds 
I gave him, and ſet at Liberty through my Means, 


and that unleſs it were his own Fault, ſhe might very 


likely ſee him Home again in a very little Time; at 
which her. Countenance began to clear up, and ſhe 
ſeem'd to behave with much better Temper, though 
ſhe was, no Doubt, not a little diſpleas'd with me, 
and ready in her Heart to revenge (as ſhe term'd it) 
her. Brother's Injuries. | | | 
Nov I went aſhore at Deptford, and going directly 
ro Church, return'd publick Thanks to G OD for my 
fafe Arrival in Od England, and received the Cha- 
rity of the Miniſter and Pariſh Clerk, ſtaying in the 
Town eight Days longer: during which, I was very 
civilly entertained by Mr. William James, a Corni ſh- 
man, Captain Peacock's Steward; and amongſt all the 
* 'E Veſſels 
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veſſels Pöund down the River, finding none bound 
for Fa/mouth, I aſk'd my Friend, Mr. James, what 
Courſe I had beſt to ſtecr; he told me my mot likely 
Way to get a Paſſage, would be for me to go to 
Becel Wharf, a little below Lendon Bridge, on the 
Seuthwark Side of the River, and there I might very 
likely find one or more of the Corni ſh Tin Veſſels, 
or ſome other bound for P/ymouth , So] went directly 
thither, and ſoon found, to my very great Satisfacti- 
on, three Tin Veſſels; and on diſcourſing the People, 
L underſtood that the Captains were all on the other- 
Side the Water, and that I might have a further Ac- 
count of them at the King's-Head in Pudding-Lane, 
near the Monument. Paſſing over London Bridge, L 
ſoon got to the Houſe, and luckily found one Capt. 
Francis, of Penzance, who was Commander of one 
of them, nam'd the Truro; and after I had told him 
my Name, he was extreamly civil to me, and readily 
offer d me a Paſſage in his Veſſel with him down to 
Cornwall; which I moſt heartily thanked him for, and 
with Joy gladly accepted of it, telling him I ſhould 

nd thereon, and that I. would be ſure to give my 
Attendance accordingly ; but as I found he could not 
ſail in ten Days, I (through the Advice of ſome of 
my new Acquaintance) went to the Navy-Office, 
praying the Commillioners kindly introducing me ta 
his Majeſty; to which they (after they had diſcours'd 
me) ſeem' d to be pretty well inclin'd, ordering me to 
come to them again, as indeed I did again and again, 
though all I could get from them at the laſt, was the 
very extraordinary Favour of a Hammock on board: 


of a Man of War: I told them that I was very much 


oblig'd to them, and if I could not get a Livelihood 
through any other Means: on Terra Firma, but muſt 
be again oblig'd to go to Sea, that a Man of War 
ſhould be my Choice of all other Ships; for as I had 
never made but a. Piece of a Voyage in a Merchant- 
man, and that ſo very unfortunate, I did not care to 
encounter with a ſecond, which if I ſhould, and again 


fall into tbe Hands of the oors,, it would * 
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ont of my Power to encounter with a third: Then 
I fully reſolved with myſelf to give theſe worthy Cen- 
tlemen no further Trouble, but to haſten as faſt as I 
could Home to the Place of my Nativity, there to get 
proper Vouchers and recommendatory Letters to ſome: 
worthy Perſon, and return therewith, in order to his. 
introducing me and my Petition. 

AT my going out of the Office, I chanc'd to meet 
in the Street one of E/haſh Abdulcodah Perez, the: 
Morocco Ambaſſador's Nephews; and whom (as I had 
been ſo well acquainted with him before in Barbary) 
you may ſuppoſe I was very glad to ſee, even much 
more than ever I was to ſee him in. Barbary, He 
very earneſtly entreating me to go with him to viſit 
his Uncle, and the reſt of my old Acquaintance, I 
told him I fully intended to do it if I had not met 
him there; however, ſaid I, it may now be ſo much 
the better for me, through Means of your iutrodu- 
cing me,; ſo I went directly with him, and was by the 
old Man very kindly receiv'd ; and after he had dif- 
cours'd me fo far as he thought fit, as aſking me how 
J got off, and the like, he told me that he was very 
glad I was delivered out of an unhappy Country, and 
that he wiſhed himſelf in no happier Coadition. than 
I was, charging his People to make me very welcome, 
and if I was diſpoſed to take up with his Houſe alto- 
gether, as to cating and drinking, it would pleaſe him 
very much; though this I did not care much to accept 
of, neither did I, after a blunt Manner, refuſing it, 
anſwering him with a low Bow; and after I had din'd 
there that Day, on my Favourite Diſh Cuſcaſſoe, and 
ſome Eng/i/h Diſhes, I returned to my Lodgings in 
e BY ; Whers I had not been but a very little 
Time, before a Gentleman came in, congratulatin 
me on my being ſo near to be introduc'd to his Majeſ- 
ty, and he was ſoon ſeconded by ſeveral others: I hum- 
bly thank'd them, * ſuppoſing it only their Pleaſure 
to ſay ſo by Way of Merriment) and that I wiſh'd it 
were true, though I very much doubted the contrary, 


by Reaſon I could get no Body to introduce me: NY 1 
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faid they, Why it is actually in the News-Paper ; iu 
deed! ſaid I: Yes, ſaid they, it is; on which the 
News-Paper was directly brought forth, and I read in 
it the following Paragraph, viz. * A Man is now in 
* Town, lately arrived 4 Gibraltar, in the Eu- 
fphrates, Capt. Peacock, eſcaping there from Bar- 
 bary, where he had been a Slave twenty-five Years, 
© being taken by the Moors in the loth Year of his 
Age, and is to be preſented to his Majeſty one Day 
© this Week: Which I ſoon found to be one of Mr. 
News-Writer's Truths; for which I told the Printer 
that I thought him very much to blame, for that I 
had given him no ſuch Licence, neither could I with- 
out aſſerting a very great Falſity; and as to his Majefs 
ty, I believ'd he knew Nothing of the Matter. — After 
this, I waited on the Morocco Ambaſſador ſeveral 
Times, and was always by him and his People kindly 
received, | 

CAPTAIN Francis being ready to fall down the 
River, the firſt Tide we got to Grave/end, and the 
next to the Nore, and the third over the Flats, and 
into the Downs, and thence with a favourable Gale 


kept failing till we got off the Start, where the Wind 


taking us right a-head, and blowing very hard, we let 
go our Anchor, and rid it out there two Days, when 
we moved thence, and gor that Day off Plymouth, 
and the next, being Sunday, we got about Four 
o'Clock in the Afternoon ſafe into Calmouth Peer 
whence being to Penryn, the Place of my Nativity, 
no more than two Miles, I got to the Town in the 
Evening; and as my Father's Houſe was almolt quite 
at the other nd of the Town, perhaps about half a 
Mile, I was (before I could reach it) more than an 
Hour; for notwithſtanding it was almoſt quite dark, 
I was ſo crowded by the Inhabitants, that I could not 
paſs through them, without a great deal of Difhculty ;. 
though this, I muſt own, was of a different and far 
more pleaſing Nature to me, than my firſt Entrance 
into Heguinez, every one (inſtead of boxing me and 
pulling my Hair) ſaluting me, and after a molt cour- 

tous

reous Manner, bidding me welcome Home, being all 
very inquiſitive with me, if I knew them ; which, 
indeed, I did not, for I was ſo very young at my 
Departure, and my Captivity, and the long Interval 
of Time, had made ſo very great an Alteration on 
both Sides, that I did not know my own Father and 
Mother, nor they me ; and had we happen'd to meet 
at any other Place, without being on either Side pre- 
adviſed, (whereby there might be an Expectation, or 
natural Inſtin& interpoſing) we ſhould no Doubt have 
paſſed each other, unleſs my great Beard might have 
induc'd them to enquire further after me. 

ANÞ now is the fo long loſt Sheep again reſtor'd 
to his Owners, after his long ſtraying, and grievous 
Hardſhips amongſt thoſe Monſters and ravenous Wolves 
of Infidelity, and ſafely return'd to his Parents, in 
the Town of his Nativity, being the 15th Day of Oc- 
tober, 1738, and the tw-lfth Year of the Reign of our 
Sovereign Lord King George the Second. 

To look back upon, and ſeriouſly to couſider the 
Years of my Captivity, is ſo frightful and amazing, 
that all mult allow that Nothing but the Amighiy Pro- 
tection of a great, good, all-ſeeing, moſt-ſirfficient, 
and gracious GOD, coald have carried me through 
it, or delivered me out of it; therefore, to Hi be 
the Glory, Honour, and Praiſe, and may he ſo order 
my Heart, as always to continue a /itve/ly Remembrance 
thereof, and ſo order my Ways, to live up to Hts 
Divine Precepts, during the Remainder of this Mortal 
Life; that after all theſe my Sufferingg ended here, I 
may be crowned with a glorious Immortality in the 
Kingdom of HEAVEN. 
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Of the Turks Pilgrimage to their PROPHET's 
Birth Place, and their Ceremonies at Mecca 


and Medina Telnabi. By Joſeph Pitts,

away the Minds of thoughtleſs Mortals, to 

ſo wondrous a Degree, as it has done in Tur- 
key, where the annual Practice of a Pilgrimage to 
Mecca has prevail'd ſo ſtrangely, by the fx'd Injunc- 
tion of their Prophet's Law, that. tis by all believ'd, 
the ſureſt Paſport from Mortality to Paradiſe. 

Nax they carry it ſtill farther, and perſiſt in the 
Aſſertion, that unleſs a Turk ſhall, once at leaſt, be- 
fore he dies, perform that Pilgrimage, or bear the 
Charges of ſome other Man to do it for him, if the 
Want of Health prevent his Piety, it is impoilible 
that he ſhould ever reach thoſe groſs Enjoyments they 
expect, from the romantick Bleſſings of another 
World, till they have purified their Perſons from the 
Guilt of ſuch Omiſſion, by a long Continuance in the 
Tortures of the Grave, inflicted on them, by the two 
black Angels, as I have at large inform'd you, in the 
foregoing Part. 

Some few Days Journey, North from Mecca, ſtands 
the celebrated Tomb of Mahomet, in a ſmall Town, 
diltinguiſh'd by the Name of Medina Telnabi, where 
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he died, and now lies buried, in the Form] ſhall de- 
ſcribe hereafter. No Believer, as they call themſelves, 
is, by their Prophet's Law, oblig'd to viſit this Place 
in their Pilgrimage, but as they were aſſur'd by the 
Impoſtor, that, if not a meritorious, it would at 
leaſt be an acceptable Acknowledgment of Zeal for 
their Religion, and his Memory, tis never known, 
that any annual Pilgrimage is made to Mecca, but a 
certain Number of the moſt bigotted of the People, 
turn aſide, and pay their Offerings, e're they return to 
Medina Tehiabi. 

AND here another vulgar Error challenges a Con- 
futation, which Experience, as the ſureſt Judge, may 
be allow'd to give it; 'tis a general Belief that Ma- 
homet was never buried, but is hung, ſuſpended in 
the Air in an Iron Coffin, by the ſtrange attractive 
Force of certain wonderous Load- ſtones, ſo ſurpriſing- 
ly fix'd to the high Roof of a great Temple, that they 
cannot be pere ived by the moſt exquiſite Inſpection. 

THA1 this is falſe, the Reader will diſcover pre- 
ſently; but whence it grew ſo common a Report, I 
can by no Means gueſs, ſince I have ever found the 
Turks fo far from juſt fying the pretended Miracle, 
that they exert their utmoſt Wit and Raillery, to ri- 
dicule the ond Credulity of Ghri/tzzn Nations, led 
ſo eaſily to a Belief of ſach a groſs Abſurdity. 

Tur Numbers, which compoſe the mighty Caravan 
of Meccan Pilgrims, generally ſwell beyond Imagina- 
tion; zcalous Turks of every Country, Quality, Pro- 
feſſion or Capacity aſſemble at Grand Cairo, (the 
great Rendezvous appointed for that Purpoſe) by the 


1ſt of Ar guſt, or within a few Days after; for about 


the 10th, or 15th of that Month, the Caravan moſt 
commonly ſets forward on the Journey. 

WITHIN fix Days of their Departure, Notice is, 
by publick Proclamation given the People, to get rea- 
dy by the Time then ſet, and that they muſt be ſubject 
to the Government of ſuch a Perſon, (whom they 
name) both going and returning, in whatever Caſes 
may require his Arbitration, 
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Tuts Officer is called Emir Hadgey, which figni- 
fies as much as Ruler of the Pilgrims : He is always 
choſen by the great Baſhaw of Cairo, and makes a 
vaſt Advantage of his Poſt, beſides the ſettled Sum of 
near two Thouſand Pounds, which he receives from : 
the Grand Seignior's Treaſury, by many Perquiſites 9 
and Opportunities of Gain, like theſe which follow : 4 
1 Gon as the Emir Hadgey is proclaimed, all U 

People, who accompany the Caravan, muſt preſently N 
reſort to him, or one deputed by him, paying a con- 
ſiderable Sum of Money for the regiſtering their Names, 
the Number of their Camels, and the Names, Religi- 
on, Quality and Sects of every Paſſenger, they carry 
on them 

Hrs Power is ſo unlimited, and ſo deciſive is his 
Sentence, while the Expedition laſts, extending even 
to Lifeand Death, and every little Matter, criminal 
or civil, that to bribe his Favour, no rich Gifts are 
thought too. coſtly, nor that Money ill beſtow'd, which 
recommending thoſe who give it, to the favourable 
Eye of ſuch an arbitrary Ruler, frequently prevents 
the Hand of Rapine from invading their moſt valuable 
Property. 

ANOTHER Perquiſite, and that no mean one, riſes 
from a Law, ſevere and barbarous, by which all 
Chriſtians whatſoever are prohibited from coming; 
within three Days Journey cf their Prophet's Birth- 
place, or his Place of Burial, while the Pilgrims are 
employ'd at either in the ceremonious Practices of 
Zeal and Superſtition. | 

WEN every Thing is ready, all the Caravan have 
publick Orders preſently to quit the Town, and ren- 
dezvous fifteen Miles from it, in an ſandy Plain, 
along the Borders of a Pool, call'd Burquey. 

HITHER, two Days after, the Emir-Hadgey comes, 
gallantly attended by a Company of ſuch among 
them, as pretend to be diſtinguiſh'd by the Name of 
Gentlemen, and have reſolv'd that Year to make the 
Pilgrimage; all theſe have many Servants waiting on 
them, with a triple Change ot Camels, to prevent 
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the Tnconvenieneies they might be-otherwiſe'expoy'd 
to, by the accidental Deaths of thoſe they rode on. 

A the Camels are adorn'd, as fine às is poſſible, 
with Ribbons, Spangles, rich Capariſons, and every 
other gay Contrivance, which may ſerve to:ſhew the 
univerſal Joy, with which they ſnatch the wiſh'd Oc- 
caſion of ſo troubleſome and dangerous, but holy a 
Peregrination. | | | 
' AMONG the Camels, which compoſe the Number, 
for the proper Uſe of the Emir-Hadgey, one venerable 
old one is elected, to be richly ornamented with em- 
broider'd Trappings, thick beſet with precious Stones 
of admirable Luſtre; on whoſe Back is carried a 
ſquare Golden Box, which holds the A/coran, extra- 
vagantly bound, and all enrich'd with valuable Jew- 
els, yearly ſent by the Grand Seignior, as an Offering 
2 to the great Moſque of Mecca, in reſpect to Ma- 
omet. | 
THrrs Camel, if it happen to outlive the Journey, 
is for ever after free from Labour, as indeed moſt 
others are, which have return'd in Safety, if their 
Owners can afford it, and interr'd,. upon their Death, 
in Orchards, Gardens, or ſome other private Place, 
that ſo they may not be expos'd, like other Beaſts, to 
Dogs and Vultures. - 19 wet 46-1 
As ſoon as the Arrival of the Emir-Hadgey has 
been confirm'd throughout the Camp, the Caravan 
begins to march, the Emir-Hadgey riding at their 
Head, or ſometimes in their Center, as he thinks 
moſt proper: All the Camels are ty'd Tail to Tail, 
and follow one another in ſtrait Lines of different 
Length, ſome Hundreds often going in a Knot; their 
Riders fitting on them in the Poſture, elſewhere ſpoke 
of in this Treatiſe, and ſome Thouſands of the moſt 
accompliſh'd Warriors, in a Manner quite ſurrounding 
the whole Caravan, protect them from the Dangers 
they are often ſubje&t to, in the Attacks they meet 
with from the wild A abiaus, who infeſt the Defarts. 
THe Violence of Heat is ſo exceilive in the Cli- 
mate they are bound to paſs through, that they _ 
- 42 travel 
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wavel much by Day, and therefore carry a prodigious 
Quantity of Links or Flambeaus, for the lighting 
them along; and really, when the Moon denies her 
Influence, in dire&ing. their Advances, they ſupply 
the Want, occaſion'd by her Abſence, with ſuch glo- 
rious Numbers of theſe flaming Torches, as afford a 
Proſpect ſo ſarprizingly agreeable, that tis not to be 
gueſs'd by ſuch as have not ſeen it. 

Tu ſultry Influences of a ſcorching Sun and peſ- 
tilential Blaſts of an unwholſome Southern Wind, to- 
gether with the Want of Water, (bitter Springs ex- 
cepted) and the Scarcity of all Ptoviſions, with a 
thouſand unavoidable Fatigues they meet with, in ſo 
long and diſagreeable a Journey, frequently occaſion 
ſuch Mortality among the Caravan, that tis a common 
thing in its Return to Cairo, to have left 8000 Per- 
ſons dead behind them. | 

As for the Numbers, which this annual Caravan 
does commonly conſiſt of, they are ſo uncertain that 
cannot form a general Caleulation better than by 
telling you, that they are ſeldom known below the 
full of fifty Thouſand Souls, but very often to a great 
Degree exceed an Hundred. c 

AlL the Goods, Cloaths, Camels, and Conveni- 
ences, belonging to ſuch Perſons, as fall ſick and die 
upon the Journey, are the Property by Perquiſite, of 
the Emir-Hadgey, who (unleſs a Man of admirable 
Principles) is conſequently no great Well-wiſher to 
the Welfare of his People. 

Tu Diſtance between Mecca and Grand Cairo is 
five and forty very large Days Journey, in which 
Paſſage they are forc'd to reſt three Days together; 
ſuch is the Fatigue of travelling upon a Deſart Coun- 
try, where the Sands, unſtable to the Footſteps of 
their Beaſts of Burihen, flip away, and make the 
Roads extreamly tireſome. 

AnD here we have a ſpacious Scene for Contem- 
plation, on the All. directing Wiſdom of the Hand of 
Providence, who in the Countries, naturally ſtony, 
has provided Horſes, of a hard and ſolid Hoof, to 
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ſerve the Uſes they are there deſign'd for: But in de- 
fart Places, ſuch as theſe I now am ſpeaking of, has 
form'd the Camel, qualified by Nature with her ſpread- 
ing Foot, to overtread more eaſily the ſinking Sands, 
which Horſes Hoofs with Difficulty paſs through. 
Two Days from Cairo bring the Caravan to a Place, 
call'd Miz-Haanah, antiently that Marah, ſpoke of 
in the Scriptures. 

THENCE . proceeding onwards” of their Journey, 
they encamp on many of thoſe very Places, where, 
fo many Ages ſince, /rae/ites, then wandring in the 
Wilderneſs, by God's Direction pitch'd their Tents, 
and lay a while, in Expectation of the Orders. Moſes 
was to give them, whence next to bend their Pro- 
greſs. | 
WI TIN near threeſcore Miles of Mecca ſtands a 
Village, call'd Baile, ſcarce three Furlongs diſtant 
from the Mountain of that Name, on whole high 
Summit 4braham built the Altar, upon which he had 
deſign'd to ſacriſice his only Son, his much-loy'd 
Jaac, in Obedience to the Will of that great God, 
whoſe leaſt Command he knew it Sin to think of diſ- 
regarding. | 

TuERE is upon the Top of this fam'd Mountain 
a low Kind of Turki/þ Moſque, or Chapel, built ob- 
ſcurely, of an antique Model, in the mid{t whereof, 
they ſhew a ſmall — Heap of Stones, join'd faſt 
together with a laſting Mortar, not much leſs than 
three Foot high, ſix long, and four in Breadth, which 
they have wy mags with a ſtrange Reputation, and 
are ſure to ſhew all Pilgrims, who come thither, by 

the Name of T/aac's Altar. ffs" 
Tu Moſque however, which is built upon this 
Hill, 1s conſtantly inhabited by ſome old Schezch, or 
Turkiſh Preacher, who is bound by the Conditions, 
upon which he claims a Salary belonging to the Bene- 
fice, to ſtand upon the Hill, and make a Declaration, 
or a Kind o Lecture to the Pilgrims. 

THE common Subjects, which are choſe on this 


Occaſion, are ſuch, as an Endeavour to ingraft a 
oo | pious 
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pious Notion in the People's Breaſt, of that impor- 
tant Duty they are now performing. 

THEY reſt a Day upon the old Man's Sermon, tb 
digeſt the Entertainment he has gravely given them, 
and then are led by Emir-Hadgey on Foot, without 
obſerving Rank, all by one, to the above-nam'd 
Moſque upon the Mountain Rabiie, which they enter 
at one Door, and go out by another, oppoſite there- 
to; firſt paſſing by the grave old Scheich aforeſaid, 
who is plac'd upon a Step, near two Foot high, di- 
rectly in the Middle of the Moſque, and touching 
every Man, as he goes ſwiftly, with a ſhort Stick, re- 
peats theſe Words, May Sin here leave thee. 

Nov, you muſt underſtand, the holy Wiſhes of this 
Favourite of Mahomet are fo foccelatul, that they 
never fail to crown the Perſon bleſs'd with an entire 
Deliverance from all the Vices he was ever ſubject 
to; ſo that freed happily from ſuch a weighty Bur- 
then, they run nimbly down the Hill upon tae other 
Side, and never (top till they have croſs'd a little 
Stream of bitter Water, gliding by the Bottom, and, 
by dipping in their Hands, and ſprinkling all their 
Faces with ſome Drops thereof, from that Time for- 
ward they become new Men, as pure, and free from 
all Iniquity, as Infant Innocence, and conſequently 
qualified to ſee the City, they mult next proceed to. 

Bor you muſt take Notice, that the Puniſhment 
of looking back before they croſs this purifying 
Stream, is full as exemplary to theſe cautious Pil- 
grims, as it was of old to Lot's too curious Wite g 
yet they'll tell you, that 'tis fully as ſevere; for in 
the very Moment, any Man among them turns his 
Head, before it is permitted him, the heavy Load of 
his own Sins, which he had juſt before made ſhift to 
leave benind him, docs not only overtake him in an 
Inſtant, but returns, inrich'd with Intereſt upon In- 
tereſt, by the black Addition of two other Peoples. 

CarErUL therefore, to prevent ſo burthenſome a 
Miſchief on they march with joyſul Hearts to the Re- 
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mainder of their Journey, and about the Middle of the 
third Day's Progreſs, gain a Proſpect of the Moſque at 
Mecca ; when they all alight, as if half mad, with 
noily Extafies, and proſtrating themſelves upon the 
Ground, thrice kiſs the glowing Surface of the Sand, 
they travel on, and thrice proclaim with univerſal 
Clamour, Ma h- Iliaßh-Llaliab, Muhamed Rejul A. 
lah. Cod is Great, the only God, and Mahomet,. of 
#hat ſole God, the only Prophet. 

 A*RrIv'D at Mecca, they encamp upon the Plains, 
without the City, as by far too numerous to find 
Conveniencies within the Walls, for a commodious 
Entertainment of themſelves and Camels: But I 
ſhould have told you, that they often turn aſide, and 
paſs through Giddah, the Port-Town to Meccah, to 
pay Rever-nce to the Grave, where Eve was buried: 
for the Arab there pretend to ſhew all Travellers 
her Sepulchre, and would perſuade us to believe, our 
Father Adam had a very formidable Conſort, if we 
are allow'd to gueſs her Strength by the Proportion, 
which they give her; for, from the Stone now ſtand- 
ing at the Head, to that which ſtands at the broad 
Bottom of the Grave, the Diſtance is full five and 
twenty Yards of Engliſh Meaſure : Sure a Man, if 
any naw is bleſs'd with ſuch a Wife, would ſcarce la. 
ment her Want of Stature. 

MECCA is about three Miles in Compaſs, rich 
an d ſtately in a great Degree, and her Inhabitants 
Poſſeſſors of a rolling Plenty, ſtill continue to in- 
creaſe their Aſſiſtance, by annual Profits. riſing from 
the Concourſe of ſuch mighty Numbers drawn by Zeal 
to travel thither. 

BUT, as I only mention it, it being the Birth- 
poo: of that vile Impoſtor, whoſe ſucceſsful Impo- 

tions drew ſuch Numbers to profeſs his Doctrine, I 
will here enlarge no further, — is x to give 


you a juſt Defcription of the holy Houle of God, as 
thy preſumed to call it, which is look'd upon fo ſa- 
creud by the Turks, that in whatever Part of the wide 
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Univerſe: they are, they never pray but with their 
Faces ta the Eaſt, in Honour to this Houſe, wherein 
they ſay that Mahomet was born, and in Re ſpect to 
which, they yearly undertake ſo dangerous a Pilgri- 
mage. | 
Tuls Houſe, which they diſtinguiſh by the Name 
of Kiabhe Betulla, ſtands directly in the Middle o 
the City, not ſurpaſſing thirteen Foot in Breadth, in 
Length eighteen or thereabouts, and near ten Yards- 
in Height, flat.roof*d, and quite ſurrounded by a ſtates - 
ly Court, wall'd in, and ornamented by three ſeveral 
Rows of Marble Pillars cloſe within the Wall, ſup» 
porting Arches of a graceful Fabrick, upon either 
72 divided into four Apartments. kept by Prieſts 
the four moſt noted Sects among the Turks, Who 
pray continually with an inceſſant Fervour, for the 
oundleſs Propagation of their. on. Religion, and 
the Downfal of, Chriſtianity. | 
To ſtrengthen, as it were, the antient Building, 
which I think. conſiſts of ſquare rough Stones, (tho? 
it is almoſt. impoſſible to ſee them, being cover'd on 
the inſide and the out by ſuch ineſtimable Heaps of 
Riches) the Houſe is-circl'd round by two prodigioug 
Hoops of - beaten Gold, at leaſt . appearing ſo to be; 
and of the valuable Metal are the Drains and Spouts, . 
which carry off the Water falling on the Place in

THe only Entzance contrary to any Buildings now 
in Faſhion, or indeed Remembrance, is by two large 
folding Silver Doors, to which you mount upon @ 
Ladder five Foot high, for ſo much higher than the - 
Ground about it, reaches the Foundation of this odd 
and antique Piece of Building. | | 

TH+1s Door is plac'd almoſt as far as the Left Cor- 
ner of the Houſe, and being enter'd, E ad- 
mits you to the only Chamber it conſiſts of, richly. 
hung with. an embroider'd Damaſk, red and green,.. 
(the laſt the Prophet's favourite Colour) and ſupport- 
ed by faur E illars, the Diameter of each —_— 
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Foot, entirely of a Piece, their Form each ſquare, and 
made of a black Kind of Wood, perfuming all the 
Chamber with the fineſt Scent imaginable, which the 
Turks aſſur'd us, were not ſo by Nature, but became 
thus odoriferous the very Moment their Prophet bleſs d 
that Place in his Nativity. 

Wirnour the Houſe, they ſhew a duſky-colour'dt 
Stone, near two Foot ſquare, to which they kneel, 
and poy their Adoration with a thouſand Kiſſes ; and 
indeed the Reputation which this Stone has got, de- 
ſerves the it Compl:iſance for the Civility it once was 
Maſter of: For you muſt know, this Houſe was built 
by Abraham's own Hinds, who: knew, by holy In- 
ſpiration, what an Honour it was deſtined to in After- 
Ages, and unwilling therefore to abuſe the Walls, 
when- he had raiſed them pretty high, by making 
Holes to fix a Scaffold in, he modeſtly reſoi'ved to 
ſtand upon this Stone, which then lay there by chance, 
and built as high as he could reach. by its Aſſiſtance, 
which, it ſecms, was to extreamly taken with the 
Patriarch's Good-Nature, that it gradually roſe, and 
' lifted him about from Place to Place, till he had made 
an End of all their Buildings. 
* HIiTHER then the Pilgrims come, as many at a 
Time as the Emir-Hadgey thinks fit to fend together, 
leaſt they aff: ont the holy Place, by over- Coding 
its Approaches. The only Ceremonies here perform- 
ed, are, falling proſtrate on the Earth, and bleſſing 
God, who. has permitted them to ſee a Sight fo ſa- 
cred ; then repeating certain Prayers, they paſs in 
Order through the: Pillars of the four Apartment of 
the Sects above-named, and are bleſs d and kiſs'd by 
the re ſpective Prieſts of each Opinion, after which tuey 


walk out backwards, till they paſs the utmoſt Limits 
of this verable Fabrick. —— 

Nor iIN relts, deſerving our Remark, but that 
a black Silk Canopy, which covers all the Roof of 
this fine Houſe, is changed or one renewed each 


Year, at the Expence of the Grand Seignior, * 


* 
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him ſent thither with the Caravan of Pilgrims, white 
the old one, by the Prieſts, is cut in many thouſand 
Pieces, and diſtributed among the ſuperſtitious People, 
by the way of Sale, with a Pretence that thoſe, who 
bear that holy Relique till about them, ſhall be ever 
free from ſudden Death, and unexpected Dangers of 
what Kind ſoever. 

HENCE, ſuch People as are led by Zeal to. think 
their Duty ſummon them to ſee their Prophet's Tomb, 
accompany the Caravan, which goes from Mecca to 
Damaſcus, and arrive in eight or ten Days Time at 
Medina Telnabi, much about the Magnitude of 
Mecca. 1 

HERE in an obſcure and narrow Corner of a ſtately 
Moſque, which ſtands girectly in the Middle of the

TAE Tombs are low and narrow, of a Lozenge- 
cut, and fram'd of Marble, of a very black or duſſcy 
Colour, void of any Kind of Ornament, or Writing 
whatſoever, and inclos'd within three round and high 
built Marble Turrets, through whoſe Sides are cut 
ſmall narrow Windows, into which the Pilgrims look 
and fee the-Fombs of their reſpective Prophets, that 

of Mahomet's the middlemoſt of all the three. 

THESE Turrets are adorn'd with little Galleries of 
Gold and Silver, 'which together, with the inward 
and external Sides of all the Towers, are richly orna- 
mented with innumerable Quantities of precious Stones 
of an incſtimable Value, great half Moons of Gold 
and Diamonds, Chains of Pearl, and Crowns of Jew» 
els, every here and there appearing writ in Golden 
Letters, the repeated Names of Cod and Mahomet,, 
between the different Kinds of Treaſure, which for 
many Ages have been ſent as Offerings from che ſu- 
perſtitious Princes, who profeſs Hahometani/m.
